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DIPHTHERIA  IN  HOPE  VALLEY  AND  VICINITY  IN  THE 


WINTER  OF  1860-1

IN  December,  i860,  and  January  and  February,  1861,  there  occurred 
an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  this  place,  which  for  malignancy, 
fatality  and  prevalence  has  seldom  or  never  been  equalled  by  this 
atrocious  disease.  Thinking  it  might  be  interesting  to  your  many 
readers,  I  write  this  brief  sketch,  as  it  has  never,  so  far  as  I  know,  'been 
reported. 

When  it  first  broke,  like  a  terrible  plague,  upon  this  village  and  its 
rural  districts,  all  were  filled  with  terror  and  dismay.  It  came  in  the 
guise  of  an  unknown  malady  of  which,  even  the  medical  profession 
knew  but  little,  and  the  laity  knew  absolutely  nothing.  It  is  the  un- 
known source  of  danger  that  fills  us  with  dread  and  fear.  We  can  face 
an  open  foe  even  unto  death,  but  shrink  with  fear  and  trembling  from 
one  that  is  hidden  and  unknown.  Even  so  eminent  a  practitioner  as 
Dr.  Watson,  of  London,  in  1858,  speaking  of  this  formidable  complaint, 
says,  "  he  has  seen  not  more  than  two  or  three  examples." 

Dr.  Austin  Flint  in  his  practice,  says,  "  This  affection  has  prevailed 
at  times  as  an  epidemic  in  various  parts  of  the  world  from  a  remote 
period.  It  has  been  described  by  writers  in  different  countries  and 
epochs,  under  a  variety  of  names,  such  as  ulcus  egyptiacum  vel  syna- 
cum,  cynancha  maligna,  angina  maligna,  angina  gangaenoser,  morhus 
suffocans  vel  strangulatarious,  garrollo,  malignant  sore  throat,  epidemic 
croup,  etc.  In  this  country  it  has  occurred  rarely  and  to  a  limited 
extent  during  the  present  century." 

This  epidemic  was  not  confined  exclusively  to  this  vicinity,  but  pre- 
vailed endemically  in  many  places  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state  and 
many  deaths  followed  in  its  track.  Just  how  it  came  to  Hope  Valley  or 
where  from  is  not  known.     The  first  case  that  occurred  I  am  told,  was 
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fatal.  The  victim  was  Frank  Brown's  son.  Other  cases  soon  followed, 
and  as  all  the  funerals  were  public,  the  contagion  spread  rapidly  all  over 
the  community  and  town  and  adjacent  localities.  Among-  those  who 
died  in  this  place  were  the  following:  A  son  of  E.  T.  Burdick,  a  son  of 
G.  H.  Nichols,  a  son  and  daughter  of  Noah  Tanner,  a  child  boarding 
in  Mr.  Tanner's  family,  a  daughter  of  Peleg  Crandall,  a  daughter  of 
Jesse  Potter,  two  daughters  of  Collins  Corey. 

About  one  mile  north  of  this  town  (Hope  Valley)  is  a  road  running 
nearly  parallel  to  our  Main  street,  with  many  farm  houses  located 
upon  it.  Isaac  Barber's  family  about  the  last  of  December  was 
taken  with  the  disease,  and  his  wife,  and  brother,  as  well  as  a  married 
sister,  all  died.  His  nearest  neighbor  about  forty  rods  east  had  four 
children,  one  boy  and  three  girls,  the  eldest  girl  about  thirteen;  they 
were  all  infected  and  died,  and  were  buried  the  same  day.  One  of  the 
saddest  sights  ever  seen.  John  Bliven  who  lived  about  one  mile  north  of 
these  families  lost  four  children  about  the  same  time,  two  boys  and  two 
girls,  the  eldest  ten.  In  Escoheag,  about  three  miles  north  of  Mr. 
Bliven's,  several  children  were  lost,  the  list  of  which  I  do  not  have. 
Among  those  however,  who  died,  was  a  son  of  Benjamin  Burdick,  and  the 
only  son  of  Olney  Tanner.  Coming  back  to  the  road  above  referred  to 
and  going  west  from  Isaac  Barber's  three-fourths  of  a  mile  to  the 
family  of  Jeremiah  Langworthy — who  suffered  from  the  disease — Mr. 
Langworthy  and  a  young  son  died.  Mr.  Langworthy  died  from  suf- 
focating croup,  being  supported  in  the  door  way  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
struggling  for  breath. 

One-half  mile  from  Mr.  Langworthy  lives  Thomas  Dye;  he  lost  a 
son  seventeen  years  of  age.  About  one-half  mile  south  and  west  of  Mr. 
Dye's  lived  Gardner  Burdick,  who  lost  two  daughters,  school  girls. 
In  the  village  of  Centreville  near  by,  a  Mr.  Babcock  lost  two  sons,  both 
of  whom  were  buried  on  the  same  day.  Hazard  Burdick  lost  two 
daughters,  and  Dr.  Sunderland  lost  a  grown  up  daughter.  Charles 
Tucker,  a  young  man,  who  was  thought  to  be  convalescent  died  very 
suddenly.  He  was  standing  at  a  glass  getting  ready  to  go  out  for  a 
walk,  when  he  dropped  and  died  almost  instantly. 

In  the  meantime  the  disease  had  not  been  confined  to  these  localities, 
but  had  invaded  adjacent  towns.  At  Barberville  two  miles  from  Hope 
Valley,  Wm.  Watson  lost  his  two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl. 

In  Arcadia,  Samuel  Barber,  who  lived  on  a  farm,  lost  three  girls,  and 
Benjamin  Tefft  lost  a  son.  This  completes  the  list  so  far  as  I  know 
of  those  who  died,  comprising  forty  deaths  in  twenty-four  families. 
Of  the  large  number  who  suffered  from  this  disease  and  recovered,  I 
make  no  mention,  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  ascertain  at  this  late 
day. 
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These  deaths  all  occurred  within  a  radius  of  from  one  to  three  miles, 
with  a  population  at  that  time  of  not  more  than  four  hundred.  The 
late  Drs.  Henry  Aldrich  and  Luther  Palmer  treated  most  of  the  cases; 
they  battled  manfully  to  relieve  the  sufferers  and  save  life  and  in  many 
cases  with  success  where  human  skill  could  avail. 

An  occasional  physician  from  other  fields  was  called  in,  as  they 
always  are  in  such  times,  in  the  vain  hope  that  some  remedy  or  some 
treatment  might  subdue  the  dreadful  malady.  Two  of  these  physicians 
received  a  lesson  which  made  them  sadder  if  not  wiser  men.  One  of 
them  a  "botanic,"  said  the  disease  was  nothing  more  or  less  than  canker- 
rash  of  which  he  had  never  lost  a  case ;  he  treated  two  cases  in  one 
family  both  of  whom  died. 

The  other  medical  man  was  a  homoeopath  imported  from  Connecticut, 
who  had  treated  fifty  cases  without  a  single  death.  He  treated  three 
cases  in  one  family  all  of  whom  died ;  the  doctor,  be  it  said  to  his 
credit,  acknowledged  that  he  had  never  before  seen  a  genuine  case  in 
his  life.  In  the  twenty-eight  years  in  which  I  have  been  located  here 
there  have  been  three  or  four  epidemics  of  diphtheria  of  more  or  less 
severity,  with  a  population  twice  or  thrice  as  large  as  in  1861.  Yet  the 
mortality  has  borne  no  comparison  with  the  one  I  have  just  described. 
This  leads  to  a  practical  question :  Is  diphtheria  like  syphilis,  smallpox 
and  some  other  contagious  diseases,  gradually  loosing  its  virulence? 


MALPRACTICE  AS  DEFINED   BY    LAW. 


DELIVERED  BEFORE  THE  SOCIETY  OF   MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE  AT  THE  ACADEMY 
OF  MEDICINE,  NOVEMBER   13,  1893,  BY  HON.  DAVID  McADAM,  JUDGE  OF 
THE  NEW  YORK  SUPERIOR  OCURT. 

THE  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  official   report   of  the 
address  on  "  Malpractice  with  Reference  to  the  Legal  and  Medi- 
cal Professions."     They  present  an  interesting  definition  of  the 
relations  of  the  professions  of   law  and  medicine,  and  of   the  responsi- 
bility which  both  bear  to  the  public: 

IMPLIED  OBLIGATIONS  OF  THE  PROFESSIONS. 

The  obligation  of  the  two  professions  is  the  same.  Physicians,  sur- 
geons, dentists,  druggists  and  lawyers,  by  holding  themselves  out  to 
the  world  as  such,  impliedly  contract  that  they  possess  the  reasonable 
and  ordinary  qualifications  of  their  profession,  and  are  consequently 
under  a  duty  to  exercise  reasonable  and  ordinary  care,  skill  and  dili- 
gence toward  those  who  employ  them.  The  world  has  not  time  to  in- 
quire into  the  proficiency  of  every  professional   man ;   hence,   it  pre- 
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sumes  him  to  be  furnished  with  that  amount  of  skill  which  he  is  under 
obligation,  by  virtue  of  his  calling,  to  possess.  It  may  and  does  vary 
widely  among  men,  but  it  must  at  least  be  sufficient  to  entitle  him  to  a 
recognized  place  among  his  own  fraternity.  If,  therefore,  by  illegally 
assuming  a  title,  or  assuming  one  he  is  incompetent  to  fill,  he  holds 
himself  out  as  a  practitioner  of  any  science,  when  he  does  not  possess 
the  required  qualifications,  and  induces  the  public  to  employ  him,  he 
is  a  wrongdoer  ab  initio,  and  any  person  injured  by  his  performances 
has  an  action  against  him. 

The  courts  have  ruled  that  no  attorney  can  be  held  to  infallibility  of 
judgment  or  to  a  warranty  of  the  result  of  his  efforts.  Attorneys  do 
not  profess  to  know  all  the  law  or  to  be  incapable  of  error  or  mistakes 
in  applying  it  to  the  facts  of  every  case,  as  even  the  most  skilful  of  the 
profession.  What  he  is  responsible  for  is  ordinary  skill,  diligence  and 
care,  having  reference  to  the  nature  of  the  business  he  undertakes  to 
do,  and  for  any  failure  to  exercise  these,  an  action  may  be  maintained 
by  his  client  against  him. 

MALPRACTICE  DEFINED. 

Malpractice  is  bad  or  unskillful  practice  in  a  physician  or  other  pro- 
fessional person  whereby  injury  is  caused.  Blackstone  says  concern- 
ing it:  "  For  it  hath  been  solemnly  resolved  that  Malpraxis  is  a  great 
misdemeanor  and  offence  at  common  law,  whether  it  be  for  curiosity 
and  experiment  or  by  neglect,  because  it  breaks  the  trust  which  the 
party  had  placed  in  his  physician,  and  tends  to  the  patient's  destruc- 
tion "  (3  Black.  Com.,  122). 

Malpractice  may  be  divided  into  three  parts — 1.  Wilful;  2.  Negli- 
gent; 3.    Ignorant. 

Wilful  takes  place  when  the  physician  purposely  administers  medi- 
cines or  performs  an  operation  which  he  knows  and  expects  will  result 
in  damage  or  death  to  the  individual  under  his  care. 

Negligent  malpractice  comprehends  those  cases  where  there  is  no 
criminal  or  dishonest  object,  and  includes  gross  negligence  of  that  at- 
tention which  the  situation  of  the  patient  requires. 

Ignorant  malpractice  is  the  administration  of  treatment  calculated  to 
do  injury,  and  which  does  harm,  and  that  which  a  scientific  medical 
man  would  know  is  not  proper. 

Malpractice  can  only  be  affirmed  where  the  physician  has  set  aside 
established  principles  and  neglected  to  employ  means  which  are  uni- 
versally held  to  be  necessary  in  the  given  case.  If  medical  men  fail  to 
discharge  their  duty  in  a  skilful  and  attentive  manner,  the  law  will 
grant  redress  to  the  party  injured  by  their  neglect  or  ignorance,  in  the 
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form  of  an  action  on  the  case,  as  for  a  tortious  misconduct,  and  no  fees 
can  be  recovered. 

TESTS  OF  RESPONSIBILITY. 

From  the  leading  cases  the  following  propositions  may  be  extracted: 

1.  If  the  defendant  acted  honestly  and  used  his  best  skill  to  cure, 
and  it  does  not  appear  that  he  thrust  himself  in  the  place  of  a  compe- 
tent person,  it  makes  no  difference  whether  he  was  at  the  time  a  regu- 
lar physician  or  surgeon  or  not. 

2.  To  constitute  guilt,  gross  ignorance  or  negligence  must  be  proved. 

3.  A  defendant  who,  with  competent  knowledge,  makes  a  mistake 
in  a  remedy  is  not  answerable;  but  it  is  otherwise  when  a  violent 
remedy,  shown  to  have  occasioned  death,  is  administered  by  a  person 
grossly  ignorant,  but  with  average  capacity,  in  which  case  malice  is 
presumed. 

4.  Where  competent  medical  aid  can  be  had  the  application  of  vio- 
lent remedies  by  an  ignorant  person,  though  with  the  best  of  motives, 
involves  him  in  criminal  responsibility. 

5.  Express  malice,  or  an  intent  to  commit  a  personal  or  social 
wrong,  always  makes  the  practitioner  criminally  responsible.  As 
physic  and  salves  were  in  use  before  physicians  and  surgeons,  the  com- 
mon law  provided  that  if  a  party  employ  a  person  as  a  surgeon,  know- 
ing him  not  to  be  one,  he  had  no  civil  remedy ;  yet  if  a  person  of  no 
medical  education,  in  a  case  where  professional  aid  might  be  obtained, 
undertakes  to  administer  medicine  which  may  have  a  dangerous  effect, 
and  theieby  occasions  death,  such  person  is  guilty  of  manslaughter. 

Many  of  these  matters  are  now  regulated  by  statutes,  which  pre- 
scribe the  rights  and  liabilities  of  medical  men,  and  those  who  assume 
to  practice  as  such  without  the  necessary  credentials.  These  provi- 
sions in  the  different  states  are,  of  course,  controlling.  In  an  action 
against  a  physician  for  malpractice  the  question  is  not  whether  he  is 
skilled  in  his  profession,  but  whether  he  treated  this  particular  case 
properly.  The  question  of  skill  in  his  profession  is  material,  but  not 
controlling,  the  main  contention  being  whether  he  treated  the  case  in 
hand  according  to  scientific  principles. 

The  physician  has  no  exclusive  privilege  of  absolution  from  wrong- 
doing. He  derives  none  from  his  profession,  and  becomes  responsible, 
therefore,  for  any  damages  to  the  health  or  for  any  disfigurement  of 
the  person  of  a  patient,  which  are  directly  traceable  to  his  want  of  skill 
or  diligence. 

WHAT  CONSTITUTES  SKILL  AND  DILIGENCE  BY  MEDICAL  MEN. 

The  reasonable  and  ordinary  care,  skill  and  diligence  which  the  law 
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requires  of  physicians  and  surgeons  is  such  as  physicians  and  surgeons, 
in  the  same  general  neighborhood,  in  the  same  general  line  of  practice, 
ordinarily  have  and  exercise  in  like  cases.  In  a  Pennsylvania  case 
a  surgeon  was  sued  for  alleged  malpractice  in  the  setting  and  treat- 
ment of  a  broken  limb.  The  Court  charged  the  jury  ''that  the  de- 
fendant was  bound  to  bring  to  his  aid  the  skill  necessary  for  a  surgeon 
to  set  the  leg  so  as  to  make  it  straight  and  of  equal  length  with  the 
other,  when  healed;  and  if  he  did  not  he  was  accountable  in  damages, 
just  as  a  stonemason  or  bricklayer  would  be  in  building  a  wall  of  poor 
materials,  and  the  wall  fell  down ;  or  if  they  built  a  chimney  and  it 
would  smoke  by  reason  of  want  of  skill  in  its  construction.  They 
could  not  only  recover  for  building,  but  would  be  accountable  for 
damages."  This  ruling  was  reversed  on  appeal,  and  the  Appellate 
Court  laid  down  this  rule : — 

"The  implied  contract  of  a  physician  and  surgeon  is  not  to  cure — 
to  restore  a  limb  to  its  natural  perfectness — but  to  treat  the  case  with 
diligence  and  skill.  The  fracture  may  be  so  complicated  that  no  skill 
vouchsafed  to  man  can  restore  original  straightness  and  length ;  or  the 
patient  may,  by  wilful  disregard  of  the  surgeon's  direction,  impair  the 
effect  of  the  best  conceived  measures.  He  deals  not  with  insensate 
matter,  like  the  stonemason  or  bricklayer,  who  can  choose  their  ma- 
terials and  adjust  them  according  to  mathematical  lines;  but  he  has  a 
suffering  human  being  to  treat,  a  nervous  system  to  tranquillize  and  a 
will  to  regulate  and  control." 

The  true  measure  of  skill  required  is  that  ordinarily  exercised  in  the 
profession  by  the  members  thereof  as  a  body — that  is,  the  average  of 
the  reasonable  skill  and  diligence  ordinarily  exercised  by  the  profession 
as  a  whole,  not  that  exercised  by  the  thoroughly  educated  nor  well 
educated. 

The  medical  man  must  not  only  possess  the  required  skill,  but  must 
exercise  it  in  the  case  at  hand,  and  in  the  manner  best  calculated  to 
bring  about  beneficial  results. 

DIFFERENT  SCHOOLS  OF  MEDICINE. 

The  law  does  not  favor  any  particular  school  of  medicine,  and  the 
treatment  of  a  physician  is  to  be  tested  by  the  principles  of  that  school 
to  which  he  belongs. 

Homeopathy  and  allopathy  now  stand  on  the  same  footing  before  the 
law. 

To  constitute  a  school  of  medicine  under  this  rule,  it  must  have  es- 
tablished rules  of  practice  for  the  guidance  of  all  its  members,  as 
respects  principles,  diagnoses  and  remedies,  which  each  member  is 
supposed  to  observe  in  any  given  case.     If  the  practitioner   proceeds 
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without  such  a  system  of  fixed  principles  or  formulated  rules,  he  does 
not  belong  to  "  a  school  of  medicine,"  and  he  is  held  to  the  duty  of 
treating  his  patient  with  the  ordinary  skill  and  knowledge  of  physicians 
in  good  standing  who  practice  in  his  vicinity. 

SKILL  REQUIRED  OF  EMPIRICS. 

One  not  a  regular  physician,  but. holding  himself  out  as  capable  of 
treating  particular  maladies,  is  bound  to  exercise  the  skill  and  care  of 
the  general  physician  in  the  treatment  of  such  maladies.  This  upon  the 
ground  that  the  law  makes  no  allowance  for  quackery;  it  demands 
qualifications  in  the  profession,  and  will  require  empirics  to  make  their 
professions  of  skill  and  ability  good,  or  answer  for  the  consequences. 
The  same  rule  has  been  applied  to  clairvoyants.  For  unskilful  treat- 
ment the  attendant  is  liable. 

As  Lord  Ellenborough  said,  "  The  farrier  who  undertakes  to  cure  my 
horse  must  have  common  skill,  at  least,  in  his  business,  and  that  is  im- 
plied in  his  undertaking.  *  *  *  A  surgeon  would  be  liable  for 
ignorance,  and  justly  responsible  in  damages,  for  having  adventured 
upon  the  exercise  of  a  profession  without  the  ordinary  qualifications  of 
skill,  to  the  injury  of  a  patient." 

It  is  sufficient  to  sustain  a  verdict  that  the  party  held  himself  out  as 
a  physician.  Issuing  circulars  signed  with  his  name  having  "  Dr." 
prefixed  is  enough. 

LIABILITIY  OF  VOLUNTEERS. 

A  person  who,  without  special  qualifications,  volunteers  to  attend 
the  sick  can,  at  most,  be  only  required  to  exercise  the  skill  and  dili- 
gence usually  bestowed  by  persons  of  like  qualifications  under  like  cir- 
cumstances. Thus  (to  put  a  case  borrowed  from  Mohammedan  law), 
11  If  a  person  will  knowingly  employ  a  common  mat  maker  to  weave  or 
embroider  a  fine  carpet,  he  may  impute  the  bad  workmanship  to  his 
own  folly. "  In  other  words,  a  patient  is  generally  entitled  to  receive 
that  which  you  lead  him  to  believe  he  may  expect. 

EFFECT  OF  LOCALITY  UPON  STANDARD  OF   SKILL. 

As  the  law  discriminates  between  the  metropolitan  and  rural  bar,  so 
it  distinguishes  between  the  city  and  country  physician,  by  providing 
that  the  locality  in  which  a  physician  or  surgeon  practices  is  to  be 
taken  into  account.  One  practicing  in  a  small  town  or  sparsely  settled 
country  district  is  not  to  be  expected  to  exercise  the  care  and  skill  of 
one  residing  in,  and  having  the  opportunities  afforded  by,  a  large  city. 
He  is  bound  to  exercise  the  average  degree  of  skill  possessed  by  the 
profession  in  such  localities  generally. 
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The  term  "  rural  practitioner  "  here  used,  refers  to  those  who  prac- 
tice in  small  towns  away  from  the  facilities  of  the  "metropolitan  prac- 
titioner," and  not  to  those  in  populous  places  near  the  cities  where  the 
opportunities  of  the  different  practitioners  are  equal.  Negligence  is 
the  absence  of  care,  according  to  the  circumstances;  and  the  law,  ex- 
acting as  it  is  in  many  matters,  does  not  require  impossibilities  nor  hold 
people  to  implied  responsibilities  which,  in  the  nature  of  things,  they 
never  intended  to  assume.  The  implied  obligation  in  this  regard  may 
be  said  to  be  that  which  both  parties  must  have  understood  but  did  not 
deem  necessary  to  express. 

STATUS  OF  SPECIALISTS. 

A  professional  man  who  devotes  himself  to  a  particular  branch  of 
his  calling,  legal,  medical  or  surgical,  and  holds  himself  out  as  a  spe- 
cialist therein,  impliedly  undertakes  that  he  possesses  superior  knowl- 
edge and  ability  in  respect  thereto,  as  well  as  its  technics,  and  the 
degree  of  skill  demanded  of  him  must,  in  the  nature  of  things,  conform 
to  the  grandeur  of  his  representations,  express  or  implied. 

An  oculist  may  be  held  liable  for  failure  to  exercise  as  high  a  degree 
of  skill  as  other  surgeons  of  that  specialty  exercise  when  he  holds  him- 
self out  as  possessing  such  skill. 

NO  IMPLIED  WARRANTY  TO  CURE. 

We  have  found  that  the  lawyer  neither  guarantees  the  success  of  his 
proceedings  in  a  suit  nor  the  soundness  of  his  opinions.  The  same  rule 
applies  to  the  medical  man. 

There  is  no  implied  warranty  on  his  part  that  he  will  effect  a  cure. 
Failure  of  a  surgeon  to  accomplish  the  desired  result  does  not  of  itself 
render  him  liable  for  malpractice ;  the  test  is  whether  he  has  exercised 
reasonable  skill  and  attention  in  his  treatment.  His  obligation,  like 
that  of  the  lawyer,  is  merely  to  bring  to  the  case  in  hand  the  average 
skill  of  the  profession  in  the  vicinity,  with  the  care  commensurate  to 
its  importance  and  the  consequences  likely  to  follow. 

ERRORS  OF  JUDGMENT. 

Medical  men, like  lawyers,  are  not  liable  for  mere  errors  of  judgment, 
unless  it  be  so  gross  as  to  be  inconsistent  with  reasonable  care,  skill 
and  diligence. 

Thus,  in  Fisher  i >s.  Nicholls,  (2  111.  App.,  484),  the  appellant  asked 
the  Court  to  instruct  the  jury  "  that  if  they  believe  the  defendants  used 
ordinary  skill  and  care  in  the  treatment  of  the  plaintiff's  hand,  and 
made  a  mistake  in  judgment,  then  the  defendants  are  not  liable  for  the 
result  of  such  mistake  under   the  law."     This   instruction   the   Court 
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refused  to  give  as  asked,  but  gave  it  with  the  following  modification : — 
"  Provided  the  defendants,  in  making  up  their  judgment,  did  not  dis- 
regard the  well  settled  rules  and  principles  of  medical  science."  This 
request,  as  modified,  conforms  to  the  rule  already  laid  down  concern- 
ing the  skill  to  be  bestowed  by  the  medical  man  to  his  patient. 

The  burden  of  proof  is  upon  the  plaintiff  in  all  actions  for  malprac- 
tice to  show  that  there  was  a  want  of  due  care,  skill  and  diligence,  and 
that  the  injury  was  the  direct  result  of  such  want  of  care,  skill  and  dili- 
gence. 

The  mere  failure  to  effect  a  cure  raises  no  presumption  of  a  want  of 
care  or  skill. 

A  physician  and  surgeon  engages  to  bring  to  the  treatment  of  his 
patient  care,  skill  and  knowledge,  and  while,  when  exercising  these,  he 
is  not  responsible  for  mere  errors  in  judgment,  he  is  chargeable  with 
knowledge  of  the  probable  consequence  of  an  injury,  or  of  neglect  in 
his  treatment  or  unskilful  treatment. 

ERRORS  IN  DIAGNOSIS. 

An  error  in  diagnosis  is  sure  to  be  followed  by  improper  treatment, 
and  is,  therefore,  of  importance. 

The  courts  have  held  that  the  right  of  a  physician  to  be  compensated 
for  his  services  depends  upon  the  diligent  exercise  under  his  employ- 
ment of  the  skill  which  commonly  pertains  to  his  profession;  that  the 
rule  applies  as  well  to  the  ascertainment  of  the  patient's  disease  as  to 
its  treatment,  and  the  fact  that  the  physician  erred  as  to  the  disease 
and  treated  the  patient  for  one  he  did  not  have,  will  not  defeat  the  phy- 
sician of  compensation. 

A  surgeon  possessed  of  the  requisite  knowledge  is  not  responsible 
for  errors  of  judgment  or  mistakes  in  a  case  in  which  there  are  reason- 
able grounds  of  doubt  and  difference  of  opinion,  but  is  chargeable  only 
with  error  arising  from  want  or  failure  to  exercise  reasonable  skill  and 
diligence. 

In  Gedney  vs.  Kingsley  (41  St.  R.  ;  794  s.  c,  16  Supplt,  792),  it 
appeared  that  the  plaintiff  injured  her  arm,  and  defendant  (a  surgeon) 
examined  it,  but  discovered  nothing  more  serious  than  a  bad  bruise.  In 
fact,  the  arm  was  fractured,  and  by  reason  of  the  delay  in  discovering 
the  fracture  the  injury  became  irreparable.  In  an  action  for  damages 
the  defendant's  evidence  tended  to  show  that  the  arm  was  so  swollen 
that  a  complete  examination  could  not  be  made,  and  that  plaintiff  told 
him  not  to  call  again  until  she  sent  for  him.  Held,  that  if  this  were 
found  to  be  true,  no  recovery  could  be  had.

CONSENT  TO  SURGICAL  OPERATIONS. 

If  physicians  attending  a  woman  deem  it  necessary,  for  the  preserva- 
tion and  prolongation  of  her  life,  to  perform  an  operation,  they  are 
justified  in  doing  so  if  she  consents,  whether  her  husband  consents  or 
not.  As  a  rule,  anything  warranted  by  good  practice  and  not  objected 
to  by  the  patient  is  authorized.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  numerous 
operations  constantly  performed  in  efforts  to  save  or  prolong  life,  some 
of  which  result  disastrously,  and  yet  no  one  would  impute  either  mal- 
practice or  manslaughter.  These  are  more  than  offset  by  the  numerous, 
and  sometimes  marvellous,  results  of  a  beneficial  character  brought 
about  by  similar  operations  upon  others. 

GRATUITOUS  SERVICES. 

The  mere  fact  that  a  physician  or  surgeon  renders  services  gratui- 
tously does  not  affect  his  duty  to  exercise  reasonable  and  ordinary  care, 
skill  and  diligence. 

Treating  a  patient  gratuitously  gives  no  license  to  experiment  on  him 
or  to  do  any  negligent'  act  toward  him.  He  puts  himself  in  professional 
hands,  and  has  the  right  to  expect  medical  treatment  according  to  the 
ability  of  the  physician  or  surgeon  in  charge.  "  It  is  the  duty  of  every 
artificer  to  exercise  his  art  rightly  and  truly  as  he  ought."  This  is 
peculiarly  the  duty  of  professional  practitioners,  to  whom  the  highest 
interests  of  man  are  often  necessarily  intrusted.  The  law  has  no  allow- 
ance for  quackery.  It  demands  qualification  in  the  profession  practised, 
not  extraordinary  skill,  such  as  belongs  only  to  a  few  men  of  rare  genius 
and  endowments,  but  that  degree  which  ordinarily  characterizes  the 
profession. 

A  physician  employed  by  a  city  to  treat  patients  in  an  almshouse  will 
not  be  relieved  from  liability  to  a  patient  therein  for  failure  to  exercise 
ordinary  care  and  skill,  although  he  is  paid  by  the  city  and  not  by  the 
patient. 

CONSULTATION  WITH  OTHERS. 

If  a  physician  or  surgeon  is  not  competent,  or  feels  that  he  is  not 
competent,  to  treat  a  case  properly,  it  is  his  duty  to  recommend  the  em- 
ployment of  another,  but  if  he  is  competent  and  so  considers  himself, 
and  is  in  doubt  concerning  the  case,  he  should  use  his  best  judgment 
as  to  consultation  with  other  physicians  or  surgeons.  He  cannot  bring 
in  consulting  physicians  or  surgeons  without  the  consent  of  the  patient, 
so  as  to  obligate  him  to  pay  their  fees,  unless,  perhaps  in  a  very  ex- 
treme case,  where  dire  necessity  furnishes  the  authority. 
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ADOPTION  OF  LATEST  METHODS  AND  APPLIANCES. 

Physicians  and  surgeons  should  keep  up  with  the  latest  advance  in 
medical  science,  and  use  the  latest  and  most  improved  methods  and  ap- 
pliances, having  regard  to  the  general  practice  of  the  profession  in  the 
locality  where  they  practice,  and  it  is  a  question  for  the  jury  to  decide 
from  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  whether  the  physician  or  sur- 
geon has  fulfilled  his  duty  in  that  respect. 

If  they  depart  from  generally  approved  methods  of  practice,  and  the 
patient  suffers  an  injury  thereby,  the  medical  practitioner  will  be  held 
liable,  no  matter  how  honest  his  intentions  or  expectations  were  of 
benefit  to  the  patient. 

The  failure  to  use  the  most  improved  methods  is  not  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  negligence,  if  those  used  were  reasonably  safe,  and  such  as 
were  employed  by  other  reputable  practitioners  in  the  neighborhood, 
no  liability  is  incurred.  Yet  it  is  advisable  for  all  to  recognize  the 
progress  of  science  and  to  keep  abreast  of  it  to  avoid  charges  which  are 
easily  made  and  are  lasting  in  their  effects,  though  unwarrantable  by 
the  facts. 

PARTNERSHIP  LIABILITY. 

All  the  partners  are  liable  for  malpractice  by  any  member  of  the 
firm.  The  ground  of  liability  is,  the  contractual  relation,  for  the  gist 
of  the  action  is  its  breach  either  by  malfeasance  or  misfeasance. 

It  will  not  do  for  an  eminent  practitioner  to  associate  himself  in  busi- 
ness with  a  "  quack,"  and  after  holding  him  out  as  a  competent  prac- 
titioner, impose  upon  the  public  and  then  be  allowed  to  avoid  the  re- 
sponsibility. Many  people  might  be  induced  to  receive  treatment  from 
the  partner  of  a  well  known  practitioner  who  would  never  have  thought 
of  employing  him  but  for  the  partnership  relation  and  the  holding  out 
of  the  individual  as  one  worthy  of  such  association.  While  malprac- 
tice is  a  tortious  act,  the  true  source  of  liability  is  the  contractual  rela- 
tion, which  is  with  the  firm,  and  it  must  answer  for  its  breach.  In 
other  words,  it  must  take  the  burdens  with  the  benefits. 

This  doctrine  of  privity  of  contract  does  not  confine  the  remedy  to 
the  employer;  for  if  a  surgeon  treat  a  child  unskilfully  he  will  be  liable 
to  the  child,  even  though  the  parent  contracted  with  the  surgeon. 

CONTRIBUTORY  NEGLIGENCE  OF  PATIENT. 

If  the  patient  in  anyway  contributes  to  the  injury  by  his  fault  or 
neglect,  he  cannot  recover  for  malpractice  by  the  physician  or  surgeon. 

If  the  patient,  by  refusing  to  adopt  the  remedies  or  comply  with  the 
directions  of  the  physicians,  frustrates,  or  defeats  the  endeavors  of  the 
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physician,  or  if  he  aggravates  the  case  by  his   misconduct,  he    cannot 
charge  to  the  physician  the  consequences  due  directly  to  himself. 

When  a  liability  for  malpractice  is  established,  proof  that  the  patient, 
after  the  liability  was  incurred,  disobeyed  the  orders  of  the  physician, 
and  so  aggravated  the  injury,  does  not  discharge  the  liability ;  it  simply 
goes  in  mitigation  of  damages. 

DOCTORS  MUST  KEEP  SOBER. 

There  is  no  law  except  that  of  propriety,  which  requires  a  lawyer  to 
remain  sober;  but  an  express  statute  enjoins  this  upon  the  medical  fra- 
ternity in  these  words: — "  A  physician  or  surgeon,  or  person  practicing 
as  such,  who,  being  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  administers  any  poison, 
drug  or  medicine,  or  does  any  other  act,  as  a  physician  or  surgeon,  to 
another  person  by  which  the  life  of  the  latter  is  endangered  or  his 
health  seriously  affected,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor."  Another  sec- 
tion provides: — "  A  physician  or  surgeon,  or  person  practicing  as  such, 
who,  being  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  without  a  design  to  effect  death, 
administers  a  poisonous  drug  or  medicine,  or  does  any  other  act,  as  a 
physician  or  surgeon,  to  another  person  which  produces  the  death  of 
the  latter,  is  guilty  of  manslaughter  in  the  second  degree."  Medical 
men  who  decline  to  drink  on  account  of  these  admonitions  may  be 
looked  upon,  therefore,  as  models  of  "  statutory  sobriety." 

DOCTORS  SHOULD  BE  LAWYERS,  AND  VICE  VERSA. 

Blackstone,  in  his  "  Commentaries,"  says: — '■  The  science  of  medical 
jurisprudence  has  of  late  years  attained  to  especial  prominence  and  im- 
portance; inasmuch,  also,  as  the  evidence  of  skilled  witnesses  is  justly 
deemed  entitled  of  much  weight,  some  general  acquaintance  with  legal 
principles  and  the  nature  of  criminal  offences  is  suggested  for  those 
professing  the  faculty  of  physic  as  desirable  and  useful."  Apropos  to 
this  let  us  add  the  suggestion  that  inasmuch  as  there  are  many  cases  of 
contested  wills  in  which  the  testamentary  capacity  of  the  testator  is 
called  in  question,  and  many  cases  of  especial  prominence  and  import- 
ance wherein  the  mental  condition  of  the  principal  party  is  directly  in 
issue,  some  general  acquaintance  with  the  medical  science,  and  the 
nature,  cause  and  effects  of  such  things,  is  suggested  for  those  profess- 
ing the  profession  of  the  law  as  not  only  desirable  and  useful,  but 
necessary  to  the  proper  presentation  and  protection  of  the  lights  of 
their  client,  and  the  proper  cross-examination  of  the  medical  experts. 
The  one  would  seem  to  follow  the  other  as  the  night  the  day. 
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QUACKS  AND  SHYSTERS. 

To  call  a  person  lawfully  practising  as  a  physician  a  "quack"  is  in 
effect  charging  him  with  a  want  of  the  necessary  knowledge  and  train- 
ing to  practise  the  system  of  medicine  he  undertakes  to  bestow.  In 
other  words,  a  "quack  "  is  an  ignorant  pretender  to  knowledge  he  does 
not  possess.  The  term  "shyster  "  has  practically  the  same  meaning  in 
the  legal  profession.  Thus,  in  Wakley  vs.  Healy,  7  C.  B.,  591,  it  was 
held  that  publishing  in  writing  of  a  barrister,  that  he  was  "a  quack 
lawyer  and  imposter  "  is  actionable. 

The  word  "shyster" — defined  by  Webster  to  mean  a  trickish  knave, 
one  who  carries  on  any  business,  especially  a  legal  business,  in  a  dis- 
honest way — is  evidently  capable  of  having  reference  to  the  profes- 
sional character  and  standing  of  a  lawyer. 

In  an  action  of  libel  it  was  said  that  the  designation  "pettifogging 
shyster"  must  mean  an  unscrupulous  practitioner  who  disgraces  his 
profession  by  doing  mean  work,  and  resorts  to  sharp  practice  to  do  it. 

It  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the  public,  as  well  as  for  the  two  learned 
professions,  if  the  ignorant  pretenders  referred  to  were  obliged  to  desig- 
nate themselves  "quack  doctors"  and  "shyster  lawyers"  upon  their 
signs  and  cards.  The  government,  during  the  war,  stamped  upon 
every  bogus  greenback  it  came  across  the  word  "counterfeit."  These 
cabalistic  marks  prevented  imposition. 

The  suggestion  made,  if  carried  out,  would  save  the  good  name  of 
the  legal  and  medical  professions  from  much  of  the  abuse  they  now 
receive. 

LEGAL  POSITION  OF  DENTISTS. 

The  teeth  and  the  gums  of  the  mouth  are  important  parts  of  the 
human  body.  The  pulling  of  teeth  is  an  art  or  profession  akin  to  sur- 
gery. Indeed  those  engaged  in  it  are  known  as  ' '  surgeon  dentists, "  and 
the  same  degree  of  skill  is  exacted  of  them  as  of  the  other  professional 
men,  and,  substantially,  the  same  rules  govern  their  operations. 

In  Keily  vs.  Colton,  the  defendant,  who  was  a  dentist,  undertook  to  ex- 
tract a  tooth  while  the  patient  was  under  the  influence  of  an  anaesthetic 
called  "laughing  gas."  In  extracting  the  tooth  the  forceps  slipped 
and  part  of  the  tooth  went  down  the  plaintiff's  throat,  causing  coughing 
and  vomiting,  which  continued  at  intervals  for  about  four  weeks,  at  the 
end  of  which  time,  during  one  of  these  attacks  of  coughing,  the  tooth 
was  thrown  up  and  relief  followed.  Held,  that  while  the  patient  was 
under  the  influence  of  an  anaesthetic,  which  deprived  him  of  the  use  of 
his  faculties,  the  defendant  was  required  to  use  the  highest  professional 
skill  and  diligence  to  avoid  probable  dangers,  and  that  the  circumstances 
presented  were  sufficient  to  warrant  the  finding  by  the  jury  of  negligence. 
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LIABILITY  OF  DRUGGISTS. 

The  rule  of  liability  of  a  druggist  who  delivers  a  deleterious  drug  to 
one  who  calls  for  a  harmless  one  is  the  same  as  that  which  governs  the 
liability  of  professional  persons  whose  work  requires  special  knowledge 
and  skill,  and  a  person  is  not  legally  responsible  for  any  unintentional 
consequential  injury  resulting  from  a  lawful  act  when  the  failure  to 
exercise  due  and  proper  care  cannot  be  imputed  to  him. 

An  action  against  a  druggist  for  an  error  of  his  clerk  in  compounding 
a  prescription  rests  upon  negligence,  and  a  right  of  recovery  does  not 
arise  from  the  mere  fact  that  a  drug  given  was  not  included  in  such  a 
prescription,  as  the  defendent  is  entitled  to  have  the  question  of  the 
competency  of  his  clerk  and  the  exercise  of  due  and  proper  care  on  his 
part  submitted  to  the  jury. 

In  such  case,  when  the  defendant  assumes  to  fill  the  prescription,  un- 
dertakes that  he  possesses  the  ordinary  skill  of  a  druggist  or  apothecary, 
and  that  he  will  exercise  due  and  proper  care  in  putting  up  the  medi- 
cine required,  the  degree  of  care  being  proportionate  to  the  gravity  of 
the  injury  that  would  necessarily  result  from  a  want  of  care,  the  failure 
to  exercise  due  and  proper  care  is  the  only  ground  upon  which  a  re- 
covery can  be  had  in  such  action. 

One  who  is  ignorant  of  the  properties  of  a  poisonous  drug  is  liable  to 
a  criminal  prosecution  for  a  negligent  sale  or  use  thereof. 

A  druggist  who  grinds  medicines  in  a  mortar  which  has  been  used  to 
grind  poisons  without  properly  cleansing  it,  is  liable  to  one  injured  by 
means  of  such  careless  use.  So  of  a  druggist  on  shipboard  who  neglects 
cleansing  drinking  utensils  after  using  them  with  poisonous  substances. 
So  of  a  druggist  who  sells  morphine  instead  of  quinine,  which  causes 
death. 

A  druggist  who  sells  a  deadly  poison  as  a  harmless  medicine  is  liable, 
and  one  who  labels  a  deadly  poison  as  a  harmless  drug  is  liable  for  all 
consequences. 

LIABILITY  OF  CORPORATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

While  the  attending  physician  may  be  liable  for  malpractice  it  does 
not  follow  that  counties  are  in  reference  to  poorhbuses,  nor  hospital 
corporations  or  proprietors  in  reference  to  their  institutions.  Thus,  in 
Harris  vs.  Woman's  Hospital  (27  Abb.  N.  C,  37;  s.  c,  39,  St.  R.,  98; 
14  Suppt.,  881),  it  was  held  that  a  public  charitable  hospital  is  not  liable 
for  injuries  sustained  by  an  inmate  from  the  actual  negligence  of  a  med- 
ical attendant,  if  it  is  shown  that  the  institution  exercised  due  care  in 
.  the  selection.

REQUIREMENTS  OF  EVIDENCE. 

Whether  a  physician  has  in  a  given  case  adopted  the  proper  treat- 
ment is  a  question  on  which  the  opinions  of  medical  men  of  the  same 
school  may  be  received  in  evidence,  and  they  may  state  whether,  in 
their  opinion,  the  treatment  was  proper  or  not.  In  other  words, 
whether  it  was  in  conformity  to  the  practice  of  the  profession. 

A  defendant  may  state  what,  from  his  study  and  experience,  he 
deems  proper  treatment  of  the  case  in  question,  but  not  what  success 
he  had  in  other  cases.  The  chief  reliance  in  malpractice  cases  must  be 
medical  testimony,  which,  in  the  nature  of  things,  comes  from  other 
members  of  the  profession,  and  is  of  the  character  known  as  the  testi- 
mony of  experts,  and  consists  of  opinions  founded  on  facts,  observations 
and  the  like. 

An  expert  cannot  be  required  to  pass  upon  or  draw  inferences  from 
the  evidence  given  by  another  witness. 

An  expert  may  be  qualified  by  study  without  practice,  or  by  practice 
without  study.  But  mere  observation  without  either  is  insufficient. 
Expert  evidence,  though  useful  as  a  guide,  depends  upon  its  value  as 
found  by  the  Court  or  jury,  and  is  never  conclusive,  as  the  Court  or 
jury  may  apply  their  own  experience  and  good  judgment  to  the  subject. 


ELECTROLYSIS    IN     URETHRAL     STRICTURE— STATIS- 
TICS   AND   DEMONSTRATION    OF    INSTRUMENTS.

ELECTROLYSIS  in  the  treatment  of  Urethral  Strictures  has  been 
practised  by  me  with  success  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
To  convince  this  brillant  assemblage  who  may  be  just  as  criti- 
cal of  the  correctness  of  my  assertion,  I  will  try  as  brief  as  possible  to 
show  the  following  points: 

1.  That  the   theory   of   Electrolysis   is   based   on   sound    scientific 
principles. 

2.  The  correctness  of  such  principles  will  be  confirmed  by  practical 
experiments. 

3.  That  both  theory  and  practice  has  been  applied  on  patients  with 
good  results. 

4.  A  statistic  of  1755  successful  cases. 

5.  Documentary  evidence  proving  the  foregoing. 
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6.  Proof  of  correctness  of  documentary  evidence  by  the  report  of 
an  investigating  committee. 

Next  the  instruments  devised  expressly  for  these  operations  will  be 
shown  and  demonstrated  with  the  modus  operandi.  Rules  to  be  ob- 
served in  order  to  avoid  failures,  concluding  with  the  advantages  of 
Electrolysis  over  other  methods. 

ELECTROLYSIS. 

The  process  of  Electrolysis  is  not  new  and  was  discovered  in  1800 
by  Nicholson  &  Carlisle,  who  successfully  electrolyzed  water  into 
oxygen  and  hydrogen. 

THE  THEORY   OF  ELECTROLYSIS. 

The  treatment  of  stricture  depends,  among  other  factors,  chiefly 
upon  the  action  of  the  electricity  asa  "  galvano-chemical  absorption." 
This  absorption  is  the  process  or  act  of  being  made  passively  to  disap- 
pear in  some  other  substance,  through  molecular  or  other  visible 
means,  as  the  absorption  of  light,  heat,  electricity,  etc.  Electrolysis 
is  the  decomposition  of  a  compound  body  by  electricity, — a  chemical 
decomposition.  The  body  to  be  decomposed  must  possess  certain  ele- 
ments to  bean  electrolyte,  and,  as  a  compound  body,  must  contain  water 
and  a  salt.  A  simple  element  cannot  be  further  subdivided,  and, 
therefore,  cannot  be  an  electrolyte.  Tissues  of  the  human  body  have 
all  the  properties  of  an  electrolyte,  and  therefore  electrolysis  can 
be  applied  thereto.  Electrolysis  as  a  chemical  action  is  an  undisputed 
fact. 

In  combination  with  this  chemical  action  is  the  cataphoric,  which  is 
an  important  factor  in  electrolysis.  The  explanation  lies  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  current  interpolar,  between  the  elements  from  zinc  to  car- 
bon, or  the  current  from  electro-negative  to  the  electro-positive.  In 
the  external  current  between  anode  and  cathode  the  direction  of  the 
current  is  opposite,  and  the  particles  of  the  fluid  gather  at  the  electro- 
negative pole,  which  is  the  cathode.  The  galvanic  current  only  pro- 
duces the  desired  result. 

The  art  of  applying  electrolysis  successfully  consists  in  (1)  using  the 
correct  strength  of  the  electric  current;  (2)  applying  the  respective 
poles  in  the  right  place ;  (3)  selecting  the  size,  shape  and  material  of 
the  electrode;  (4)  regulating  the  duration  and  intervals  of  seances. 
Electrolysis  applied  with  a  mild  current  will  cause  absorption  only, — a 
galvanic  chemical  absorption;  while  a  strong  current  will  burn, 
cauterize,  and  even  destroy  tissues.  The  operator  must  know  what 
effect  he  wishes  to  produce,  and  graduate  the  strength  of  his  current 
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accordingly.  The  management  of  the  operation  must  be  such  that 
every  possible  mishap  is  anticipated  and  prevented.  Always  test  the 
battery  and  ascertain  if  it  is  in  working  order. 

CORRECTNESS  OF  THEORY  EXPLAINED  BY  EXPERIMENT  ACTION  OF  POLES.     TESTS 

FOR  THE  IDENTITY  OF  EACH  POLE. 

We  have  five  principal  tests: — 

1.  Water  test. — The  simplest  and  best  method  is  to  immerse  two 
electrodes  (in  the  form  of  platinum  needles)  in  water,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  hydrogen  at  the  negative  pole  shows  itself  in  distinct  bub- 
bles, like  pearls,  around  and  above  the  needle,  sparkling  almost  like 
carbonic  acid  in  an  effervescent. 

2.  Meat  Test.  The  poles  of  the  battery,  in  the  shape  of  two  needles 
(platinum  are  best),  are  inserted  in  a  piece  of  fresh  raw  meat.  After 
electrolytic  action  has  been  allowed  to  take  place  for  a  while,  the  differ- 
ence in  pole  action  can  readily  be  seen.  The  positive  pole  almost  de- 
stroys it ;  at  the  negative  pole  the  color  is  nearly  white,  and  bubbles  of 
hydrogen  appear.  In  electrolysis  the  action  of  the  poles  is  very  differ- 
ent, each  having  its  own  function.  The  positive  pole  attracts  the  acids 
and  the  oxygen  from  the  tissues  and  coagulates  blood.  The  negative 
pole  attracts  the  alkalies,  hydrogen,  and  the  base  of  the  salt,  dissolves 
blood  (but  forms  a  plug  from  froth  of  the  hydrogen),  coagulates  albu- 
men, and  causes  absorption.  The  positive  pole  acts  like  an  acid  and 
burns  like  fire,  which  is  not  only  exceedingly  painful,  but  may  leave  a 
hard,  resilient  cicatrix.  The  negative  pole  acts  more  like  a  caustic 
alkali,  which  should  not  hurt  so  severely  during  the  application,  and 
leaves,  if  carried  to  excess,  a  cicatrix  which  is  soft  and  not  retractile. 
Thus  it  is  evident  that,  for  the  immediate  destruction  of  tumors  and 
for  the  treatment  of  strictures,  the  negative  pole  should  be  selected. 
Electrolysis  requires  the  presence  of  water,  and  that  is  present  in  every 
tissue  of  the  human  body.  It  is  vitally  important  to  distinguish  the 
poles,  and,  as  we  cannot  trust  to  the  marks  of  the  instrument  maker,  we 
must  always  ascertain  which  is  the  positive  and  which  the  negative 
pole.  The  positive  pole  is  noiseless,  the  litmus-paper  applied  to  it 
shows  an  acid  reaction,  and  the  needle  adheres  firmly  to  its  surround- 
ings in  the  meat;  the  needle  of  the  negative  pole  sticks  loosely  in  the 
meat,  can  easily  be  removed,  and  during  electrolysis  a  hissing  sound 
proceeds  from  it.  A  piece  of  fresh  meat  still  contains  water  enough 
to  be  an  electrolyte,  while  the  living  body,  in  which  the  circulation  is 
active,  is  better ;  a  dried-up  piece  of  meat  is  not  an  electrolyte.  The 
author  has  made  practical  experiments  on  dogs,  on  pieces  of  meat,  and 
pathological  specimens. 
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3.  Decomposition  of  a  Salt. — If,  for  instance,  a  solution  of  iodide  of 
potassium  be  subjected  to  electrolysis,  one  equivalent  of  hydrate  of 
potassium  is  liberated  at  the  negative  pole,  showing  that  the  potassium 
liberated  from  combination  with  the  iodine  has  combined  with  some 
of  the  surrounding  water.  This  can  be  illustrated  by  simply  holding 
both  poles  in  the  solution  while  the  galvanic  battery  is  in  action.  The 
following  experiment,  however,  is  more  strikingly  demonstrative,  and 
is  believed  to  be  original  with  the  author.  Two  small  glass  vials  are 
filled  with  a  solution  of  iodide  of  potassium.  For  the  bottoms  of  the 
vials  a  piece  of  a  pig's  bladder  is  substituted ;  the  necks  are  then 
stopped  by  a  cork,  through  which  runs  a  platinum  wire,  one  end  of 
which  is  immersed  in  the  solution  and  the  other  attached  to  a  pole  of 
the  galvanic  battery.  Both  vials,  so  closed,  are  now  placed  in  a  dish 
of  water;  they  are  six  inches  distant  from  each  other.  There  is  no 
communication  between  them  except  the  water,  and  so  long  as  the  bat- 
tery is  at  zero  there  is  no  change  in  the  solution,  which  is  transparent 
and  undisturbed;  as  soon  as  the  battery  begins  to  act  the  change  is 
visible.  Begin  with  only  6  cells,  and  you  will  notice  almost  imme- 
diately, in  the  vial  connected  with  the  positive  pole,  that  in  the  clear 
solution  streaks  of  yellow  appear,  and  in  about  five  minutes  the  vial 
will  contain  only  a  dark-yellow  fluid,  which  is  the  iodine  set  free  at  this 
pole.  At  the  negative  pole  the  contents  of  the  vial  remains  clear,  only 
bubbles  of  froth  welling  up.  This  is  the  hydrogen  set  free  from  the 
water.  The  result  of  this  electrolysis,  is  iodine  oxygen  and  hydriodic 
acid  at  the  positive  pole,  while  at  the  negative  pole  we  find  hydrogen 
and  potassium.  If  this  same  experiment  is  tried  with  a  faradic  battery, 
as  has  been  often  verified,  no  change  whatever  takes  place  in  the  solu- 
tion. This  is  another  proof  that  the  action  of  the  galvanic  current  is 
widely  different  from  that  of  the  faradic,  and  that  for  electrolysis  a 
galvanic  current  only  can  be  used. 

4.  Test  by  Galvanoscope  [or  Milliamperemeter). — If  the  two  electrodes 
are  brought  in  contact  with  each  other,  the  needle  will  deflect  toward 
the  postive  pole. 

5.  Stammer's  polarity  distinguisher  is  a  simple  and  practical  test.  It  is 
constructed  on  the  principle  discovered  by  Oersted,  that  the  magnetic 
needle  tends  to  assume  a  position  at  right  angles  to  the  direction  of  the 
electric  current.  This  little  instrument  shows  the  positive  pole  by  the 
appearance  of  the  red  color  in  either  fenestrum,  as  soon  as  the  poles 
are  held  in  contact  with  the  instrument. 

Size  and  Material  of  Electrodes. — The  size  of  the  electrodes  will 
concentrate  or  diminish  the  force  of  the  electricity  accordingly;  there- 
fore, an  electrode  of  large  size  is  indicated  if  the  respective  pole  is  used 
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merely  to  close  the  circuit,  etc.  The  material  of  the  working  elec- 
trodes may  be  metal,  such  as  brass,  copper,  or  silver.  This  is  the 
negative  pole;  the  bulb  is  egg-or-acorn-shaped.  The  material  of  the 
positive  pole,  used  here  to  close  the  circuit,  is  of  brass  or  carbon 
covered  with  sponge  or  absorbent  cotton. 

Measurement  of  Electricity.^- At  the  present  stage  of  progress  it  is 
imperative  to  measure  currents  used  for  electrolysis.  The  milliam- 
peremeter  must  be  used. 

Theory  and  practice  has  been  proven  by  the  success  of  the  operation, 
and  by  the  patients  themselves,  by  their  family  physicians  either  wit- 
nessing the  operation,  or  examining  patients  before  and  after  the  opera- 
tion, by  the  results,  that  no  relapses  have  occurred  after  patients  had 
been  discharged  as  cured,  by  other  operators  succeeding,  by  some  con- 
verts only  succeeding  after  previous  failures,  by  the  literature  on  the 
subject,  by  authors  and  editors  and  modern  text-books. 

Statistics  of  1755  successful  cases,  of  which  the  author  has  contributed 
300,  were  published  in  Times  and  Register,  Philadelphia,  April  8,  1893. 
Every  case  is  vouched  for  by  the  operator,  and  the  references  given. 

Documentary  evidence,  has  never  been  concealed  from  those  desiring 
an  honest  examination,  and  is  always  open  to  inspection,  as  also  can  be 
substantiated  by  reference  to  most  of  the  patients  themselves  or  to 
their  family  physician  or  friends.  These  documents  consist  either  in 
reliable  publications  in  medical  journals  or  in  letters  addressed  to  the 
author,  which  are  all  preserved  in  their  original. 

CORRECTNESS  OF  DOCUMENTARY  EVIDENCE. 

Some  members  of  this  Society  brought  the  author's  attention  to  the 
fact  that  Dr.  Keys  has  doubted  the  correctness  of  Dr.  Sander's  letter, 
as  the  editor  of  the  Annual  of  the  Universal  Medical  Sciences,  1890, 
Genito- Urinary  Surgery,  Vol.  III.,  Sec.  E.  pages  15  and  16.  The  let- 
ter was  written  and  published  in  1885.  With  apparent  design,  after 
the  death  of  this  physician  and  a  lapse  of  about  four  years  from  the 
date  of  the  letter,  Dr.  Keys  wrote  a  polite  note  to  that  physician. 
This  polite  note,  as  was  expected,  was  as  politely  returned  by  the  post- 
master, who  evidently  declined  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  forward- 
ing it  to  its  destination,  and  the  critical  investigator  closed  his  report 
with  the  triumphant  words,  "if  the  testimony  of  all  the  letters  in  sup- 
port of  Electrolysis  is  no  more  accurate,  than  furnished  by  the  letter  of 
F.  F.  Sanders,  it  is  poor  indeed.  The  inference  is  obvious,  etc."  In 
answer  I  am  pleased  to  produce  here  the  original  letter  attached  to  a 
sworn  affidavit,  acknowledging  its  genuiness  subscribed  by  a  notary 
public,  and  his  standing  and  signature  certified   by  the  county   clerk, 
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who  has  affixed  his  official  seal.  Next  is  a  letter  from  the  sister  of  the 
deceased  who  also  acknowledges  the  doctor's  writing  and  recollects 
the  case.  Next  comes  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  Morris  Co.,  N.  J.,  saying  that  Dr.  Sanders  was  well  known 
in  Morris  Co.,  was  one  of  the  founders  of  said  Society,  and  in  1885 
was  elected  an  honorary  member. 

All  the  letters  quoted  are  as  original  in  my  possession  as  documentary 
evidence,  but  it  is  impossible  to  show  the  same  to  every  member  of  the 
medical  profession  in  the  United  States,  neither  can  I  have  every  one 
certified  by  notary  publics  and  county  clerks.  I  believe,  however,  that 
the  matter  is  finally  settled  by  the  report  of  a  committee  who  has  in- 
vestigated my  statistics  and  documents  carefully. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Electro- Therapeutic  Asso- 
ciation held  in  Chicago,  the  committee  "  on  investigation  of  Dr.  New- 
man's Statistics  in  Urethral  Stricture,"  consisting  of  Drs.  A.H.  Goelet, 
Wm.  J.  Morton  and  W.  J.  Herdman  reported  on  September  12,  1893, 
that  they  had  made  a  very  careful  and  conscientious  examination  of 
Dr.  Newman's  records  and  statistics  and  had  asked,  but  unsuccessfully, 
for  the  co-operation  of  certain  general  surgeons.  The  committee 
unanimously  agreed  that  Dr.  Newman's  statistics  fully  substantiated 
the  claims  he  had  made.    (Times  and  Register,  Nov.  11,  1893,  p.  1010.) 

STRICTURE  OF  THE  MALE  URETHRA. 

Definition. — Stricture  is  a  pathological  condition  of  the  urethra, 
structural  change  of  the  tissues  narrowing  permanently  the  calibre  of 
the  urethral  canal.  This  is  a  progressive  change.  Text-books  describe 
different  kinds  and  forms  of  strictures,  which  have  no  significance  for 
our  purpose.  The  so  called  "spasmodic"  stricture  is  here  excluded 
because:  1.  It  is  a  misnomer,  as  a  spasm  can  cause  only  a  temporary 
obstruction,  not  a  stricture ;  therefore  it  is  unscientific  and  misleading ; 
2.  The  galvanic  current  never  cures  spasmodic  action;  on  the  contrary, 
it  will  aggravate  and  make  the  obstruction  worse.  It  shows  ignorance 
when  some  medical  men  insinuate  that  strictures  reported  cured  by  elec- 
trolysis were  only  spasmodic  strictures,  but  it  is  a  fact  that  spasm  of 
the  bladder  and  urethra  will  yield  to  the  faradic  current.  "  The  spas- 
modic stricture  "  should  be  expunged  from  the  nomenclature  of  stric- 
tures. 

Etiology. — Anything  which  may  create  an  inflammation  of  the 
urethra  is  a  cause  of  stricture. 

Diagnosis. — The  presence  of  a  stricture  is  suggested  by  symptoms, 
but  can  only  be  located  and  apprehended  by  careful  examinations  with 
suitable  instruments.     The  differential  diagnosis  is  nevertheless  import- 
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ant,  and  the  following  maladies  have  particularly  to  be  considered  and 
excluded:  granular  urethritis,  chancroids,  syphilis,  gouty  concretions, 
spasm,  prostatitis,  catarrh,  neuralgia,  calculus,  tumors,  abscesses. 
Twenty-five  per  cent,  of  cases  which  have  been  sent  to  the  author  by 
good  practitioners  for  treatment  as  strictures  proved,  on  examination, 
to  be  other  diseases,  which  seems  to  show  that  the  diagnosis  is  not  as 
easy  as  may  appear.  For  instance,  a  small  stream  does  not  always  indi- 
cate a  stricture,  particularly  if  it  appear  suddenly  and  is  only  temporary. 
Examination  of  the  stricture  is  made  (1)  by  instrumental  manipula- 
tion and  the  digital  touch,  (2)  by  exact  measurement,  and  (3)  by  ocular 
inspection. 

INSTRUMENTS. 

A  complete  armamentarium  for  the  treatment  of  urethral  strictures 
by  electrolysis  consists  of  the  following  instruments,  which  are  made 
by  the  Waite  &  Bartlett  Manufacturing  Company,  George  Tiemann 
&  Co. ,  Henry  E.  Stammers,  of  New  York,  and  others:  A  galvanic 
battery,  with  conducting  cords,  one  or  two  handles;  electrodes,  best  of 
carbon  and  covered;  two  or  three  binding-screws;  one  milliampere- 
meter,  filiform  guides,  bougies  a  boule,  four  sets  Newman's  electrodes. 
A  good  rheostat  may  be  added,  which  is  very  convenient,  but  not  abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Any  good  galvanic  battery  answers  the  purpose  if  the  current  is 
steady,  without  giving  shocks  by  interruptions.  An  acid  battery  of 
about  twenty  cells,  with  elements  of  carbon  and  zinc,  will  do  best  for 
the  beginner,  if  portability  and  cheapness  is  desired.  Otherwise  a  good 
stationary  cabinet  battery  is  recommended  as  a  convenience,  and  an 
ornament  to  the  office. 

With  the  battery  are  needed  cords  of  copper  wire,  not  tinsel,  which 
are  poor  conductors.  The  positive  electrode  is  best  of  large  carbon, 
covered  with  sponge  or  absorbent  cotton.  Two  or  three  binding- screws 
are  needed  for  the  connection  of  the  cord  with  the  metal  electrode. 

A  milliamperemeter  to  measure  the  current  correctly  is,  now-a-days, 
an  absolute  necessity.  The  bougie  a,  boule  is  the  best  exploring  instru- 
ment. This  instrument  is  made  of  whalebone,  has  a  small,  olive- 
shaped  head  and  slender  neck,  which  add  to  its  flexibility.  It  is  used 
to  explore  the  urethra  and  find  the  number,  nature,  and  size  of  the 
strictures, — the  real  topography. 

Filiform  guides  are  used  to  prevent  false  passages ;  the  tunneled  elec- 
trodes run  over  these  guides   with  perfect  safety. 

Newman's  urethral  electrodes  consist  of  four  separate  sets,  as  follows  : 

1.     The  egg-shaped  set.     The  regular  electrodes  for  all   ordinary 
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cases  have  a  short  curve,  an  egg-shaped  metallic  bulb  at  the  working 
end,  while  at  the  upper  end  there  is  a  round- wire  rod  for  the  binding- 
screw  of  the  negative  pole  of  the  battery ;  the  only  points  not  insulated 
and  acting  as  conductors  are  these  extremities.  The  rest  of  the  elec- 
trode must  be  well  insulated,  smooth,  and  without  inequalities ;  a  coni- 
cal bulb  is  objectionable,  as  we  depend  on  the  electrolytic  power  of 
absorption,  not  on  force.  The  length  of  the  bulb  is  proportioned  to 
the  size  of  the  electrode ;  thus,  for  No.  1 1  French  it  is  three-sixteenths 
inch,  while  for  No.  21  it  is  three-eighths  inch.  The  set  consists  of 
Nos.  11,  14,  17,  18,  20,  2i,  23,  25,  28,  and  30  of  the  French  scale. 

2.  The  acorn  set.  These  are  for  use  in  the  first  six  inches  of  the 
urethra,  in  certain  cases,  and  consist  of  Nos.  15,  17,  20,  22,  25,  and 
27,  French.  They  are  without  a  curve,  short,  and  the  bulb  is  acorn- 
shaped.  Sometimes  it  is  desirable  to  gain  ground  by  entering  the  con- 
traction first  with  the  point  of  the  electrode,  in  order  to  follow  more 
easily  with  the  larger  part  of  the  acorn ;  then  this  form  will  do  good 
work.  The  action  of  the  electrolysis  depends  on  the  largest  diameter 
of  the  bulb  in  these  cases,  and  does  most  service  on  the  withdrawal  of 
the  electrode,  when  the  operator  feels  best  how  much  work  should  be 
done.  It  is  also  used  when  the  stricture  is  near  the  meatus.  It  can  be 
ordered  in  any  size. 

3.  The  tunneled  electrode.  These  are  in  Nos.  9,  11,  14,  17,  20, 
and  21,  French.  They  are  very  important  for  bad,  tortuous  strictures, 
and  are  to  be  used  only  by  the  expert  operator.  The  curve  is  shorter, 
and  the  egg-shaped  bulb  tunneled,  so  that  it  may  be  introduced  easier 
over  a  filiform  guide.  They  are  on  the  principle  of  the  tunneled 
sound  invented  by  Dr.  J.  W.  S.  Goulay,  and  were  devised  by  the  author 
so  that  electrolysis  and  tunneled  sound  could  be  used  simultan- 
eously. Where  the  stricture  was  impassable  with  ordinary  instru- 
ments this  was  used  successfully,  and  passed  through  the  stricture 
without  the  possibility  of  making  false  passages. 

4.  The  combination  electrode.  This  is  a  tunneled  electrode  for 
extreme  cases.  Where  a  very  tight  stricture  is  complicated  with  reten- 
tion of  urine,  the  indications  are  to  remove  the  obstruction  and  draw 
off  the  water  with  one  instrument,  as  the  parts  are  too  sensitive  to 
tolerate  the  introduction  of  two  instruments  in  succession.  Also,  the 
patient  may  be  benefitted  by  washing  out  the  bladder,  all  of  which  can 
be  done  with  one  introduction  of  the  instrument.  The  beginner  may 
buy  just  such  instruments  and  sizes  as  he  needs,  and  add  to  them  as 
necessity  requires,  while  the  busy  specialist  may  want  more  sizes  than 
specified  above. 
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The  electrode-sound  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  instruments, 
and  the  greatest  care  is  needed  to  have  it  manufactured  perfect. 
Sounds  for  the  perfect  exploration  of  the  urethra  must  be  either 
thoroughly  flexible  or  stiff  and  unyielding.  To  the  first  class  belong 
Nelaton's  and  Jaques'  and  they  adapt  themselves  to  the  curves  and 
inequalities  of  the  urethra,  but  are  not  applicable  for  the  author's 
method.  The  type  of  the  second  class  of  explorers  is  the  steel  sound. 
The  operator  has  it  in  his  power  to  guide  the  sound  where  he  pleases; 
it  will  not  diverge  from  the  course  it  is  directed  in ;  it  is  firm,  never 
yielding.  If  the  sound  make  a  false  passage  the  operator  is  respon- 
sible for  it.  The  curve  is  not  so  material,  but  a  short  curve  is  pre- 
ferable, because  the  operator  can  guide  with  his  hand  and  adapt 
thereby  the  instrument  to  the  cure  of  the  urethra. 

Since  this  method  has  become  popular,  some  instrument-makers 
have  sold  an  inferior  and  cheap  article  by  the  thousand.  Some  have 
even  manufactured,  at  random,  instruments  which  they  sell  as  New- 
man's electrodes.  With  such  defective  instruments  no  one  can  perform 
the  operation  correctly.  For  such,  among  many  other  reasons,  it  is  a 
wonder  that  more  failures  have  not  been  reported.  Electrodes  in 
which  the  different  sizes  of  metal  bulbs  are  screwed  to  one  common 
stem  or  handle  are  always  objectionable  and  dangerous,  and  should 
never  be  manufactured.  When  the  handle  and  bulb  do  not  fit  each 
other,  the  bulb  may  be  lost  in  the  bladder  and  the  instrument  may 
carry  infection. 

MODUS  OPERANDI. 

The  diagnosis  having  been  made,  the  stricture  examined  and  meas- 
ured with  the  bougie  a  boule,  the  history  taken,  and  the  topography  of 
the  urethra  well  ascertained,  and  a  plan  made  for  the  treatment  and 
operation,  a  full  knowledge  is  attained  of  what  is  intended  to  be  accom- 
plished. It  is  not  advisable  to  operate  on  the  same  day;  it  is  better  to 
have  one  day  intervene  between  preliminary  examination  and  the 
operation.  Genito-urinary  surgery  is  generally  applied  too  severely, 
and  often  causes  new  inflammation  instead  of  allaying  it.  It  is  also 
well  to  try  the  patient's  susceptibility  to  the  galvanic  current,  and  assure 
him  that  he  has  nothing  to  fear  from  a  weak  current  of  a  galvanic  bat- 
tery, as  most  people  are  not  familiar  with  other  than  shocks.  Much  is 
gained  if  the  patient  comes  to  the  operation  fresh  in  mind  and  body, 
without  any  nervous  depression. 

Rules. — As  a  safe  guide  for  the  treatment  of  electrolysis  in  stricture 
of  the  urethra:  1.  Any  good  galvanic  battery  will  do  which  has  small 
elements  and  is  steady  in  its  action;  the  20-cell  battery  with  zinc  and 
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carbon  elements  is  an  excellent  instrument,  and  sufficient  for  the 
beginner.  2.  The  fluid  for  the  battery  ought  not  to  be  used  too  strong. 
3.  Auxiliary  instruments  are  important  to  the  expert,  but  not  necessary 
for  the  beginner.  However,  a  milliamperemeter  to  measure  the  cur- 
rent is  now  imperative.  4.  For  the  positive  pole  a  carbon  electrode  is 
used,  covered  with  sponge,  moistened  with  hot  water,  and  held  firmly 
against  the  cutaneous  surface  of  the  patient's  hand,  thigh,  or  abdomen. 

5.  For  the  absorption  of  the  stricture  the  negative  pole  must  be  used. 

6.  Electrode  bougies  are  firm  sounds,  insulated  with  a  mass  of  hard- 
baked  rubber.  The  extremity  is  a  bulb,  which  is  the  acting  part  in 
contact  with  the  stricture.  Four  varieties  are  now  in  use.  7.  The 
curve  of  the  electrode  should  be  short;  large  curves  are  mistakes.  8. 
The  plates  must  be  immersed  in  the  fluid  before  the  electrodes  are 
placed  on  the  patient,  and  raised  again  after  the  electrodes  have  been 
removed,  if  a  portable  battery  is  used.  9.  All  operations  must  begin 
and  end  while  the  battery  is  at  zero,  increasing  and  decreasing  the 
current  slowly  and  gradually,  avoiding  any  shock  to  the  patient.  10. 
Before  operation,  the  susceptibility  of  the  patient  to  the  current  should 
be  ascertained.  11.  The  problem  is  to  absorb  the  stricture,  not  to 
cauterize,  burn  or  destroy  tissues.  12.  Weak  currents,  at  long  inter- 
vals. 13.  In  most  cases  a  current  of  6  cells,  or  from  2  1-2  to  5  milliam- 
peres,  will  do  the  work,  but  it  must  be  regulated  according  to  the  work 
to  be  done.  14.  The  stances  should  be  at  intervals,  not  too  frequent  in 
succession,  about  once  a  week  on  an  average,  and  each  lasting  from  five 
to  twenty  minutes.  15.  The  best  position  for  the  patient  to  assume 
during  the  operation  is  that  which  is  most  comfortable  to  himself  and 
to  the  operator.  16.  Anaesthetics  ought  to  be  avoided;  the  patient  is 
in  the  best  condition  when  conscious,  so  that  he  can  tell  how  he  feels. 
Sometimes,  and  exceptionally,  cocaine  may  be  used.  17.  Force  should 
never  be  used ;  the  bougie  must  be  guided  in  tho  most  gentle  way ;  the 
electricity  alone  must  be  allowed  to  do  the  work.  Avoid  causing 
hcemorrhage,  if  hcemorrhage  is  present,  do  not  operate.  18.  During 
one  stance  only  one  electrode  should  be  used.  It  is  never  safe  to  intro- 
duce two  instruments  in  succession.  19.  All  strictures  are  amenable 
to  treatment  by  electrolysis.  20.  Pain  should  never  be  inflicted  by  the 
use  of  electrolysis;  therefore  it  should  not  be  applied  when  the  urethra 
is  in  an  acute,  or  even  subacute,  inflammatory  condition.  21.  The  elec- 
trodes should  not  be  greased  with  substances  which  are  non-conductors 
and  would  insulate.  22.  For  ordinary  strictures,  the  size  of  the  bougie 
selected  should  be  three  numbers  (French)  larger  than  the  stricture. 

Failures. — If  the  rules  in  the  treatment,  as  described  above,  are  care- 
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fully  carried  out  by  the  operator  as  well  as  by  his  patient,  there  ought 
to  be  no  failures,  or  at  least  they  will  be  very  rare.  It  is,  however,  an 
undeniable  fact  that  failures  have  been  reported,  even  by  excellent 
medical  practitioners.  The  cause  of  such  failures,  in  most  instances, 
could  be  traced  to  bad  management,  in  which  all  rules  of  physical  laws 
and  surgical  dexterity  were  ignored.  In  brief,  the  cause  of  such  fail- 
ures depends  on:  1.  The  operator;  his  incompetency,  carelessness, 
want  of  patience,  mismanagement  of  the  case,  or  a  wrong  diagnosis. 
2.  Faulty  instruments.  3.  The  patient  himself,  in  not  following  orders, 
or  being  tampered  with. 

Relapses. — One  of  the  adventages  of  this  operation  is  that  when  a 
stricture  is  cured,  as  a  rule,  no  relapse  takes  place.  Many  reports  by 
different  operators  have  confirmed  this  statement.  These  statistics 
have  been  explained.  A  few  operators,  however,  have  found  in  their 
practice  that  relapses  have  occurred,  and  the  question  naturally  arises 
whether  such  reports  do  not  contradict  the  former  statement  of  the 
writer,  that  relapses  do  not  take  place.  There  is  scarcely  a  rule  with- 
out an  exception,  and  there  is  hardly  an  operation  which  may  not 
sometimes  fail,  from  some  unforseen  concomitant  circumstances.  In 
the  operation  under  consideration  relapses  are  very  rare,  and,  where 
they  occur,  may  have  been  induced  by  the  very  same  causes  which 
have  been  mentioned  under  the  causes  of  avoidable  failures.  It  is  safe 
to  state  that  relapses  will  not  occur  when  the  patient  has  been  dismissed 
as  cured.  The  conditions  are  that  the  strictures  must  be  treated  until 
they  are  cured  by  having  assumed  healthy  tissues,  all  the  fibrinous, 
cartilaginous,  and  cicatricial  encroachments  entirely  removed,  and  the 
size  of  the  calibre  sufficiently  enlarged.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the 
calibre  be  enlarged  to  theoretical  fancy  numbers,  and  not  even  to  its 
normal  size;  but  to  such  a  calibre  that  the  patient  can  comfortably 
micturate,  and  that  the  bladder  is  not  forced  to  extra  exertions  and 
painful  contraction,  in  order  to  relieve  itself  of  the  water,  which  must 
be  expelled  for  its  comfort  and  rest.  This  is  generally  accomplished 
after  an  electrode  of  No.  25,  or  28  French  scale  has  passed  easily,  but 
exceptionally  some  patients  may  be  declared  well  after  the  passage  of  a 
No.  23,  and  some  other  patients  need  a  larger  calibre,  until  they  can 
be  dismissed  as  cured.  As  many  patients  absent  themselves  after  an 
improvement,  when  they  feel  comfortable,  and  without  being  cured, 
it  is  a  natural  consequence  that  the  stricture  will  close  up  again,  and 
such  patients  return  reporting  "  worse,"  or  go  to  another  practitioner, 
telling  him  the  electrolytic  treatment  was  followed  by  a  relapse.  While 
such  cases  have  been  observed,  it  cannot  be  called  a  relapse  in  its  true 
meaning. 
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conclusions. 

Only  one  point  remains  to  be  ascertained,  whether  electrolysis,  in 
the  treatment  of  urethral  stricture,  offers  any  inducements  or  prefer- 
ence to  other  methods.  Without  entering-  into  the  merits  of  other 
methods,  I  shall  conclude  this  article  by  stating  in  general : 

THE  ADVANTAGES  OF  ELECTROLYSIS. 

i.   Electrolysis  is  applicable  to  all  strictures  in  any  part  of  the  urethra. 

2.  Electrolysis  will  pass  and  enlarge  any  stricture,  when  other 
instruments  or  the  skill  of  surgeons  fail,  which  I  have  often  demon- 
strated. 

3.  It  causes  no  pain  or  inconvenience. 

4.  It  is  devoid  of  danger. 

5.  It  is  not  followed  by  hoemorrhage,  fever,  or  any  other  unpleasant 
consequences. 

6.  It  relieves  at  once. 

7.  The  patient  is  not  detained  from  attending  his  daily  work  or  busi- 
ness, and  can  earn  his  living  while  under  treatment  without  restraint. 

8.  No  relapse  takes  place  if  once  cured.

MEDICAL  DIPLOMAS  AND   MEDICAL  LAWS. 


CAREFUL  statistics   collected  by  the  secretaries  of   the  boards  of 
examiners   in  states  that  possess  adequate  medial  legislation, 
show  that  over  25  per  cent,  of   the  alumni  of  certain   Medical 
Colleges  in  America,  fail  to  get  a  license  to  practice  medicine  in  those 
states,  even  though  their  examinations  are  far  from  rigorous.     Statis- 
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tics  also  show  that  while  a  few  of  these  men  drift  out  of  the  profession, 
a  great  majority  of  them  make  haste  to  locate  in  states  not  possessing 
efficient  medical  legislation. 

Our  Legislatures  are  addressed  by  petitions  signed  by  thousands  of 
the  best  class  of  citizens  in  the  state,  to  enact  efficient  laws;  represen- 
tative bodies  of  physicians  in  the  state  of  all  schools,  unanimously  pass 
resolutions,  requesting  our  legislatures  to  enact  such  laws ;  it  is  shown 
over  and  over  again,  that  the  public  health  would  be  better  protected 
by  giving  the  people  a  better  class  of  medical  practitioners,  yet  our 
legislators  refuse  time  and  time  again  to  pass  laws  regulating  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  in  the  state,  on  the  ground  that  we  are  a  conservative 
people,  and  such  laws  would  interfere  with  the  rights  and  liberties  of 

our  citizens. 

If  physicians  as  a  body  would  study  political  economy,  and  find  out 

that  it  is  in  no  way  antagonistic  to  that  of  pathology  and  therapeutics, 
they  would  be  much  better  off,  and  their  requests  would  be  more  often 
recognized,  they  would  see  that  the  refusal  on  the  part  of  our  legisla- 
tors to  heed  our  requests,  and  to  disregard  and  deride  our  advice  in 
these  matters  is  but  an  indication  of  egotistical  ignorance  that  is  result- 
ing most  disastrously  to  the  best  interests  and  health  of  the  state. 

The  Monthly  in  advocating' the  passage  of  some  law  to  regulate  the 
practice  of  medicine,  does  so  in  a  purely  philanthropic  spirit.  It  does 
not  ask  for  a  law  to  protect  this  or  that  school  of  medicine,  to  recog- 
nize a  diploma  of  one  school  or  to  disregard  the  diploma  of  another, 
neither  does  it  ask  for  a  law  that  would  call  for  a  diploma  at  all  of  those 
now  practicing,  but  it  always  has,  does  now,  and  always  will  advocate 
the  passage  of  some  legislation  that  shall  guarantee  to  the  citizens  of 
the  state  protection  against  ignorant  pretenders,  those  that  by  fraud, 
pretence  and  deceit,  are  not  only  deceiving  the  people,  robbing  them  of 
their  money,  but  are  robbing  them  of  their  health,  of  their  very  lives, 
and  the  lives  of  their  dear  ones. 

Year  after  year,  in  state  after  state  such  laws  have  been  enacted, 
until  but  four  or  five  states  in  the  Union  are  without  such  statutes,  Rhode 
Island,  although  one  of  the  oldest,  is  to-day  without  such  legislation. 
She  is  the  dumping  ground  of  all  the  states  that  have  within  the  past 
few  years  passed  such  laws,  and  have  driven  from  their  midst  such 
pretenders. 

The  writer  of  this  article  is  a  native  of  Rhode  Island,  and  believes  he 
is  strongly  imbued  with  the  idea  of  Roger  Williams ;  that  every  person 
should  have  the  right  to  the  exercise  of  his  liberty  of  conscience  in  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  religion,  as  any  citizen  in  the  state ;  but  when  that  idea 
is  carried  to  matters  pertaining  to  living,  to  health,  to  disease  and  even  to 
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death,  he  not  only  believes  but  knows,  that  the  idea  is  being  carried 
too  far.  He  believes  it  is  the  duty  of  our  representatives  in  the  Leg- 
islature to  enact  laws  that  shall  protect  the  lives  and  health  of  its  citi- 
zens ;  that  they  shall  pass  adequate  medical  legislation,  guaranteeing 
to  the  people  that  all  persons  who  shall  practice  medicine  within  its 
borders,  shall  possess  in  some  measure  at  least,  a  knowledge  of  the 
practice  of  medicine  and  surgery. 


AS  SOON  as  convenient,  we  hope  to  have  a  department  for  PJiar- 
macy  and  a  department  for  Dentistry  in  the  Monthly.  The 
publishers  have  been  desirous  of  reporting  the  doings  of  those 
professions  properly,  and  have  tried,  during  the  past  year  to  do  so,  and 
are  much  indebted  to  Messrs.  Cates,  Daggett,  O'Hare,  Greene,  Dr. 
Clark,  and  others,  for  having  helped  very  materially  to  accomplish 
this  end. 

This  year  it  occurred  to  us  that  it  might  be  well  to  invite  the  R.  I.

OUR    CORNER. 


Catheters. — Gonley  says  in  1891  we  imported  475.000  catheters  and  bougies, 
besides  manufacturing  595,000  in  this  country.  Very  few  are  now  imported,  the 
American  goods  now  being  sent  abroad  to  the  extent  of  100,000  annually. 

Web  catheters  should  never  be  coiled,  but  wrapped  in  dry  antiseptic  gauze  and 
kept  in  metal  cans.  Soft  rubber  catheters  should  be  kept  in  moist  gauze,  in  tightly 
corked  glass  tubes.  Before  using  either,  warm  in  a  one  per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solu- 
tion, for  one  minute  only.     The  best  lubricant  is  as  follows: 

White  Castile  Soap,  powdered     .     .     . 
.     .     .     360  grains 
Tincture  of  quillaja  (1   in   5)    .     .     . 
.     .     .     \  fluidounce 
Water,  a  sufficient  quantity. 
Pour  two  fluidounces  of  water  into  a  tarred  capsule,  heat  the  water  to  boiling,  and 
add  the  soap.     Continue  the  heat  and  stir  until  a  homogeneous  jelly  is  produced, 
then  add  enough  hot  water  to  make  the  contents  of  the  capsule  weigh  two  troy 
ounces   and  a  half  (1,200   grains,)  after   which  strain  the  mixture  through  cotton 
gauze.     Lastly,  pour  in  the  quillaja  tincture.      This  mixture  when  cool  has  the  con- 
sistence of  thick  honey,  possesses  both  viscidity  and  lubricity  in  a  sufficient  degree, 
and  is  free  from  any  agent  likely  to  be  deleterious  to  the  uretera  or  to  the  catheter. 
It  may  be  preserved  in  an  aseptic  state  in  small  collapsible  tubes.     The  lubricant 
may  be  perfumed,  or  one  per  cent,  of  pure  carbolic  acid  may  be  added. 

After  using  a  web  catheter,  it  should  be  well  washed  out,  dipped  for  a  minute  into 
the  one  per  cent,  carbolic  solution,  and  thoroughly  dried. — N.    Y.  Medical  Journal.

To  Abolish  Coroners. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Medico-Legal  Society  of  New 
York,  it  was  resolved  to  appoint  a  committee  to  prepare  a  memorial  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  to  abolish  the  office  of  coroner  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  the  adoption  of  appropriate  legislation  and  changes  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State,  that  would  remedy  the  defects  in  the  existing  system. 
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The  office  of  coroner,  should  be  stricken  from  the  Statue  law  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island.  There  is  no  excuse  for  such  an  officer.  We  have  a  good  and 
efficient  Medical  Examiners  law,  which  if  properly  amended  would  place  all  the 
duties  of  our  present  coroner  where  they  belong,  upon  the  Medical  Examiner. 
With  such  an  amended  law,  the  State  would  not  only  be  saved  money,  but  a  much 
more  efficient  service  would  be  rendered. 


Dr.  C.  W.  Tompkins,  of  Jasper,  Fla.,  has  had  printed  on  the  back  of  his 
monthly  statements  the  following  poem,  vouched  for  by  the  Atlanta  Medical  and 
Surgical  Journal.

Booming  Medicine. — The  insane  rush  of  young  men,  and  women,  too,  into  the 
profession  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  extravagant  puffing  of  a  considerable  portion  of 
its  members  regarding  the  financial  results  of  their  labor.  I  have  a  couple  of  phy- 
sicians in  mind,  with  whom  I  was  familiar  both  as  a  youth  and  after  entering  the 
profession,  whose  careers  are  somewhat  typical  of  the  "booming"  class.  The  one 
was  the  leading  physician  of  a  large  town.  He  claimed  and  was  generally  accredited 
with  doing  a  practice  of  $25,000  a  year.  He  lived  quite  inexpensively,  except  in 
the  matter  of  horses,  several  of  which  he  always  kept  to  encourage  business,  and 
after  struggling  with  a  practice  of  this  kind  for  twenty-eight  years,  he  suddenly 
collapsed,  leaving  his  creditors  in  for  over  $20,000.  The  other  practiced  in  a  small 
village,  and  for  years  had  done  a  tremendous  practice;  kept  half  a  dozen  horses, 
slept  little,  and  had  rarely  time  to  take  his  meals ;  he  lived  quite  inexpensively,  ex- 
cept in  the  matter  of  horses ;  he  took  but  one  holiday  during  his  whole  career ;  and 
he  effected,  and  was  generally  supposed  to  be  possessed  of,  fabulous  wealth ;  and 
after  a  laborious  professional  life  of  forty  years,  departed,  leaying  an  estate  valued 
at  less  than  $5,000.  I  can  name  a  score  of  men  in  the  profession  to-day,  who  have 
been  lured  there  by  the  boasting  of  these  two.     This  unmanly  habit  afflicts  the  pro- 
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fession  to  a  disgraceful  extent,  and  does  it  more  injury  than  any  other  affliction  to 
which  it  is  subjected. — Dr.  J.  P.  Armour,  in  Medical  News. 


Hiccough  and  Hereditary  Syphilis. — According  to  Carine  (  Inter  nation.  A~lin< 
Rundschau,  Union  Medicate)  hiccough  in  the  new-born  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  symp- 
tom of  hereditary  syphilis.  It  is  of  rather  common  occurrence,  and  is  one  of  the 
earliest  signs  of  the  disease,  coming  on  during  the  first  few  hours  or  days  after 
birth,  sometimes  before  the  coryza.  It  lasts  two  or  three  weeks.  The  author* s 
views  are  supported  by  numerous  cases  and  by  the  effect  of  anti-syphilitic  treat- 
ment on  the  hiccough. — Clinique. 


True  and  False  Diphtheria. — Dr.  H.  M.  Biggs,  Bacteriologyst  of  the  New 
York  City  Board  of  Health,  states  that  of  431  cultures  in  supposed  cases  of  diph- 
theria, 301  developed  the  bacteria  of  diphtheria,  while  in  130  cases  the  absence  of 
the  germs  indicated  that  the  cases  were  not  true  diphtheria.  (It  will  thus  be  seen 
that-  nearly  one-third  of  the  cases  diagnosed  as  diphtheria  by  experts,  failed  to 
show  the  true  Klebs-Loffler  bacillus,  and  that  many  cases  having  the  same  clinical 
appearance  are  caused  by  streptococci,  and  are  not  diphtheria  at  all. — Ed.) 


Quinine  as  an  Oxytocic. — In  an  article  by  C.  W.  Canan,  M.  D..  in  A.  M-S. 
Bulletin,  for  December,  is  presented  a  table  of  43  cases,  in  which  quinine  was  given 
as  an  oxytocic.  Of  these  43  cases  in  37  it  produced  uterine  contractions,  increased 
their  power,  regulated  pains,  and  aided  in  hastening  a  prolonged  labor.  The  follow- 
ing was  the  mode  of  administration.     In 

22  cases,  gr.  ij,  every  half  hour. 
10      "        •'  iij,       "       hour. 
3       "        "   "     in  Brandy  every  hour. 
B      "        "  v,     every  2  hours. 

He  arrives  at  the  following  conclusions: 

I.  Quinine  does  not  exert  its  influence  directly  upon  the  uterus,  but  does  act  indi- 
rectly. When  inertia  is  due  to  depression  of  the  vital  forces,  quinine,  m  small 
doses,  becomes  a  valuable  stimulant. 

II.  When  given  to  promote  uterine  contraction  it  does  not  produce  unnatural  and 
persistent  pains  that  are  so  often  produced  by  ergot,  which  endanger  both  the  life 
of  mother  and  child. 

III.  The  same  effect  can  be  obtained  by  administering  it  in  much  smaller  doses 
than  was  formerly  given,  thereby  not  causing  the  patient  any  unpleasant  symp- 
toms. 

IV.  That  patients  who  take  quinine  as  an  oxytocic  where  it  is  needed,  have  but 
little  trouble  during  their  parturition. 


Loss  of  Hair. — In  one  hundred  cases  of  loss  of  hair  reported  by  Dr.  G.  T.  Jack- 
son, in  Amer.  Medico-Surgical  Bulletin,  the  following  summary  is  arrived  at: 

(1. )  Men  are  far  more  prone  to  baldness  than  women,  the  proportion  being  a^  65 
to  3 

(2.)  Neither  the  married  or  unmarried  state  exercises  any  influence  in  the 
production  of  baldness. 

(3.)  It  is  probable  that  active  brain-work  and  nervous  mental  strain  predisposes 
to  baldness. 
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(4.)  The  majority  of  cases  of  baldness  occurring  before  middle  life  do  so  between 
the  20th  and  30th  year ;  and  this  is  more  marked  in  men  than  in  women. 

(5.)    Anaemia,  or  diseases  that  predispose  thereto,  are  active  causes  of  baldness. 

(6.)     Leucorrhcea  in  all  its  forms  is  an  active  cause  of  baldness. 

(7.)  Surating  and  heat  of  head  may  be  regarded  as  danger  signals, — foreshadow- 
ing loss  of  hair. 

(8.)  Heredity  is  a  pronounced  predisposing  factor  in  baldness,  and  it  shows  a. 
tendency  to  descend  in  the  same  sex. 

{().)    The  daily  sousing  of  the  head  is  pernicious  to  the  preservation  of  the  hair. 


AMERICAN  MEDICAL  MEN  AND  MATTERS. 


Seventeen  candidates  were  examined  for  a  license  to  practice  medi- 
cine  by  the  New  Jersey  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  at  their  meeting 
in  Trenton,  on  January  9  and  10. 


The  Faculty  of  the  Medico-Chirurgical  College  of  Philadelphia,  has. 
created  three  new  clinical  chairs,  viz.  :  genito-urinary  surgery,  ortho- 
pedic surgery  and  otology.  These,  together  with  the  vacancy  in  the 
chair  of  clinical  medicine,  will  be  filled  permanently  at  the  end  of  the- 
present  session. 


A  bill  has  been  introduced  into  the  Ohio   Legislature  forbidding  cir- 
cumcision. 


Dallas,  Texas,  is  to  have  a  College  Hospital. 


Dr.  Paul  Gibier,  in  a  paper  read  before  the  New  York  County  Medi- 
cal Society,  on  the  treatment  of  Epilepsy  by  the  use  of  the  nervous  sub- 
stance of  the  sheep,  cites  nine  cases  in  which  there  were  beneficial 
results,  and  in  four  of  these  there  were  positive  cures.  He  sums  up  his- 
results  "  in  the  treatment  of  epilepsy  by  injections  of  extract  of  nervous, 
substance,"  by  the  statement  that  "  this  method  is  especially  beneficial 
in  adding  to  the  favorable  effects  derived  from  other  therapeutic  agents, 
and  by  its  application  in  the  majority  of  instances  the  improvement  is 
most  satisfactory." 


Dr.  Dunglison,  Treasurer  of  the  American   Medical  Association,  has 
been  confined  to  his  home  for  three  or  four  weeks  with  la  grippe. 


Dr.  Myers,  of  the  Philadelphia  Board  of  Health,  recently  made  a 
report  to  that  body  in  which  he  claimed  to  have  prevented  diphtheria 
by  inoculation. 
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The  91st  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Haven  Medical  Society  was  held 
at  the  residence  of  Dr.  S.  Hartwell  Chapman,  on  Church  street,  January 
3,  1894. 

Dr.  Gustavus  Eliot,  the  retiring  president,  read  a  paper  on  "  Recip- 
rocal Duties  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Members  of  the  Medical  Profes- 
sion." Reports  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  read  and  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected :  President,  Dr.  Henry  L.  Swain ;  First  Vice- 
President,  Dr.  J.  N.  Seaver;  Second  Vice-President,  Dr.  T.  M.  Cahill ; 
Secretary,  Dr.  J.  H.  Townsend;  Credential  Committee,  Drs.  Francis 
Bacon,  T.  E.  Beckwith ;  Finance  Committee,  Drs.  H.  Fleischner,  C.  A. 
Lindsley. 


Dr.   George  Adam,    who  died  at    Canaan,   Conn.,  recently,  aged  81 
years,  was  born  and  lived  under  the  same  roof  all  his  life. 


Recently  the  remains  of  a  patient  that  had  died  of  diphtheria  was 
taken  into  a  church  at  Buffalo.  The  undertaker  opened  the  coffin  so 
as  to  give  an  opportunity  to  see  it,  and  since,  seven  have  died  of  the 
•disease  as  the  result  of  this  exposure. 


Dr.  J.  M.  Da  Costa   has  just  recovered  from  an  attack  of   la   grippe. 


The  Trenton  Gazette  in  speaking  of  a  new  hospital  to  be  constructed 
■at  Trenton,  says: 

"One  of  the  chief  requisites  is  absolute  freedom  from  dust,  a 
quantity  imperceptible  to  the  human  eye,  entering  the  incision  often 
producing  fatal  results."  The  journal  of  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation remarks  that  "  the  conclusion  is  sound,  if  the  premise  is  start- 
lino-.  " 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Faculty  of  Jefferson  Medical  College  held  on 
January  8,  1894,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  institute  a  compulsory 
four  years'  course  with  the  session  of  1895-96. 

Dr.  Louis  F.  Atkinson,  of  Miffintown,  Pa.,  for  ten  years  a  member  of 
the  National  House  of  Representatives,  will  be  a  candidate  for  the 
nomination  for  Governor  at  the  next  State  Republican  Convention. 


The  Commissioner  of  Health,  for  the  city  of  Chicago,  reports  from 
the  1st  to  the  24th  of  January,  128  cases  of  smallpox,  with  21  deaths. 
With  one  exception  none  of  those  who  died  had  ever  been  vaccinated. 
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'The  exception  was  a  man  38  years  old,  vaccinated  in  infancy,  and  who 
had  a  very  dim  mark.  There  was  at  that  time  about  100  cases  in  the 
smallpox  hospital. 


It  is  stated  that  hereafter  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health  will 
vigorously  prosecute  irregular  medical  practitioners,  and  if  possible 
drive  them  from  the  state.  Well,  they  will  not  have  far  to  go,  only 
over  into  Rhode  Island. 


Dr.  Acuff,  recently  shot  by  an  unknown  assassin,  at  Franklin  Junc- 
tion, Va. ,  is  recovering. 


In  the  Buffalo  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal iov  December,  1893,  we 
find  that  a  Mr.  Anthony  Comstock,  a  special  agent  of  the  Post  Office 
Department,  has  been  on  a  visit  to  Buffalo,  and  has  placed  the  manager 
•of  the  Daggett  Table  Company  under  arrest.  According  to  the  Buffalo 
Medical  and  Surgical  Journal,  the  cause  of  this  arrest  was  the  fact  that 
the  company  had  mailed  circulars  that  were  unmailable,  and  that  were 
in  violation  of  the  statutes,  no  matter  for  what  purpose  they  were  in- 
tended or  used.  The  journal  says,  further,  that  such  an  attack  is 
absurd,  for  if  it  were  held  by  the  court  to  be  just,  the  whole  illustrated 
literature  of  medicine  must  necessarily  be  excluded  from  the  mails. 
Scarcely  a  medical  journal  can  be  picked  up  but  would  be  liable  to 
seizure,  and  its  editors  liable  to  arrest,  if  such  plates  as  those  of  the 
Daggett  Table  Company  are  contrary  to  the  statutes  relating  to  mailed 
matter.  We  will  look  with  considerable  interest  for  the  final  settle- 
ment of  this  case.  It  seems  to  us  that  it  should  have  but  one  ending, 
and  seems,  further,  absurd  that  such  an  attack  should  have  been  com- 
menced.— Canad.  Pr. 


Dr.  Abraham  Jacobi,  of  New  York,  was  offered,  a  short  time  ago, 
the  Chair  of  Pediatrics  in  the  University  of  Berlin,  as  successor  to  Pro- 
fessor Henoch.  Though  fully  cognizant  of  the  high  honor  which  his 
election  implied,  Dr.  Jacobi  decided  to  pass  the  remainder  of  his  days 
in  the  land  of  his  adoption,  where,  he  says,  he  was  received  with  ex- 
treme kindness,  and  in  which  he  has  made  many  intimate  friendships 
which  it  would  be  sad  to  sever.  His  decision  must  give  great  satisfac- 
tion, not  alone  to  the  citizens  of  New  York,  but  also  to  the  medical  pro- 
fession in  general  and  especially  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  New  York,  where  Dr.  Jacobi  has  long  filled  the  chair  of 
Clinical  Pediatrics  with  such  distinguished  ability. — Pittsb.  Med.  R. 
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DR.  BYRANT'S  CASE  AGAINST  THE  MALTINE  MFG.  COMPANY. 
Dr.  Bryant,  of  New  York,  has  sued  the  Maltine  people  for  unauthor- 
ized use  of  his  portrait,  associated  with  an  advertisement  of  their  pro- 
prietary remedies.  We  hope  Dr.  Bryant  will  succeed  in  making  such 
an  example  of  the  defendants  that  such  shameless  defamation,  for  so  it 
must  be  considered,  of  a  man's  good  reputation  among  his  fellowmen, 
will  cease  to  be  a  common  occurrence  in  the  future. 


NATURE'S  HEALING  COLLEGE 

is  a  quack  institution  situated  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  The  purpose  of  this 
institution  is  evident  from  a  perusal  of  the  circular.  It  aims  to  turn 
out  additions  to  the  foul  brood  of  cancer  doctors,  fit  doctors,  tape-worm 
and  electricity  quacks,  et  id  genus  omne.  One  sentence  in  the  circular 
is  too  raw  to  be  passed  over.  It  is  as  follows:  "  The  time  of  study  in 
Nature's  Healing  College  is  indefinite;  the  students  are  divided  into  six 
graded  classes.  The  faculty  earnestly  recommends  the  student  not  to 
pass  through  more  than  two  grades  in  each  session.  But  provisions 
have  been  made  for  all  medical  doctors,  graduates  and  other  advanced 
students  to  take  any  or  all  of  the  six  different  grades  in  one  and  the 
same  course."  Its  faculty  list  contains  seventeen  names,  but  a  moment's 
inspection  shows  that  most  of  them  are  repeated  from  two  to  four  times. 
If  you  wish  to  see  how  degraded  and  yet  how  ridiculous  a  medical  college 
may  become  and  yet  have  all  of  the  privileges  and  protections  of  the 
law,  send  for  a  circular  of  Nature's  Healing  College,  the  crowning 
glory  of  Ohio's  law-makers,  says  the  Cincinnati  Lancet-Clinic.

FOREIGN  MEDICAL  MATTERS. 


MEDICAL  CONGRESSES  DURING  1894. 

Besides  the  International  Medical  Congress  at  Rome,  several  import- 
ant gatherings  of  medical  men  are  announced  during  the  year.  The 
German  Surgical  Society  meets  in  Berlin  from  the  18th  to  the  21st  of 
April,  and  the  German  Dermatologists  the  14th  and  15th  of  May,  in 
Breslau.     Subjects  to  be  discussed  at  the  latter  meeting: 

Modern  efforts  at  systematizing  in  dermatology  and  dermatomy- 
coses.  The  5th  Congress  of  French  Alienists  and  Neurologists  is  to  be 
held  from  the  6th  to  the  nth  of  August,  at  Chermont-Ferrand.  Sub- 
jects for  discussion:  The  relations  between  hysteria  and  insanity, 
peripheral  neuroses,  and  efforts  against  the  misuse  of  alcohol. 

The  8th  International  Congress  for  Demography  and  Hygiene  will 
be  held  from  the  2d  to  the  9th  of  September,  in  Budapesth.  This 
congress  will  close  with  an  excursion  to  Constantinople. 


Mecca,  India. — The  Sultan  of  Turkey  has  at  last  decided  to  adopt 
stringent  measures  for  the  prevention  of  cholera  epidemics  at  Mecca. 
He  has  decided  to  have  a  large  caravan  barrack  erected,  large  enough 
for  1000  poor  pilgrims,  with  a  hospital  besides  this,  containing  400  beds, 
baths,  drugstores,  apparatus  for  disinfection,  etc. 

The  drinking  water  is  to  be  obtained  from  pure  sources  and  through 
a  new  system  of  pipes,  and  the  drinking  of  well  water  strictly  prohibited, 

A  hospital  with  200  beds  has  been  erected  at  Nima.  The  expenses 
of  these  long  needed  improvements  are  to  be  supplied  partly  from  the 
private  purse  of  the  Sultan  and  partly  from  taxes,  to  be  levied  upon  all 
pilgrims. — Hospitalstidende  No.  J.94. 

Germany. — Prof.  Bergmann  has  been  elected  Dean  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  of  the  University  of  Berlin. 

Dr.  S.  Guttman,  editor  of  the  "Deutsche  Medicinische  Wochen- 
schrift,"  died  on  December  21,  at  Berlin  as  the  result  of  a  virulent 
attack  of  influenza,  at  the  age  of  54  years. 
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THE  CHOLERA. 

Germany  — Cholera  has  ceased  to  make  its  appearance  in  the  German 
empire.  During  the  last  part  of  December  no  cases  have  been 
reported.  Five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  persons  suffered  from  the 
disease  during  the  year,  since  March,  1892,  and  288  died.  In  92  cases 
of  persons  in  good  health  could  common  bacilli  be  found  in  the  excre- 
tions. During  the  former  epidemic  from  September,  1893,  to  March, 
1893,  19,932  persons  were  affected  of  which  8,679  died. 

In  France  and  Austria  the  disease  is  reported  to  have  disappeared. 
It  is  fast  disappearing  in  Turkey.  From  the  13th  to  the  20th  of  Decem- 
ber, 145  cases  appeared  in  St.  Petersburg  of  which  65  died. — Hospitals- 
tidende,  January  77,  1894.. 

England. — The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London. — After  a 
somewhat  exciting  contest,  Dr.  J.  Russell  Reynolds  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  college  in  the  place  of  Sir  Andrew  Clark,  deceased.  The 
vote  was  a  very  close  one ;  Dr.  Reynolds,  who  represents  the  interests 
of  the  University  College,  received  seventy- five  votes,  while  Dr.  Samuel 
Wilkes,  who  represents  the  interests  of  Guy's  Hospital,  received  seventy- 
two  votes. — Canadian  P. 

Canada. — Canadian  Medical  Association. — The  next  meeting  will  be 
held  in  St.  John,  N.  B.,  sometime  in  September,  1894.

If  your  doctor  tells  you  how  to  keep  well,  that 
is  a  good  sign.  You  come  to  him  with  toothache;  he  gives  you  creosote 
and  clove  oil  for  the  tooth,  and  at  the  same  time  suggests  that  you  do 
not  wash  enough  to  keep  well,  that  is  a  good  sign.  If  the  children  like 
him,  that  is  a  good  sign.  If  you  find  him  reading  in  his  office,  that  is  a 
good  sign,  and  especially  if  he  be  a  settled,  middle-aged  man.     If  you 
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hear  him  say,  'I  once  thought  so  and  so,  but  I  was  wrong,'  that  is  a 
good  sign.  If  the  doctor  is  neat  and  handy  in  rolling  pills  and  folding 
powders,  that  is  to  his  credit  as  a  surgeon.  If  he  understands  how  to 
bud  roses,  graft  fruit-trees,  mix  strawberry  pollen  for  improved  ber- 
ries, cure  chicken  pip,  and  tinker  a  trunk  lock,  or  put  a  clock  in  order, 
all  these  are  so  much  to  his  credit.  If  further  you  love  to  meet  him,  the 
sight  of  him  quickens  you,  and  you  are  glad  to  hear  him  chat;  and  you 
know  him  thus  to  be  a  lovable,  sympathetic  man — he's  the  man  for  your 
doctor,  your  confidential  friend — find  him,  trust  him.

BROWN   UNIVERSITY. 


Students  Rejoice  at  Decision  of  President  Andrews  to   Remain. 

A  largely  attended  and  enthusiastic  mass  meeting  of  the  students  of  Brown 
University  was  held  recently  in  Manning  Hall.  C.  S.  Cooper  was  chosen  Chairman 
and  announced  in  a  few  words  that  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  convey  to 
President  Andrews  the  appreciation  of  the  sacrifice  made  by  him  in  declining  the 
urgent  call  to  the  University  of  Chicago. 

He  was  followed  by  Mr,  Hazeltine,  who  moved  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
of  three  to  draw  up  a  memorial  of  the  meeting  for  presentation  to  Dr.  Andrews. 
Hazeltine,  '  94,  Gamwell,  '  94,  and  Call,  '  96,  were  appointed.  While  the  resolutions 
were  being  drawn  up,  speeches  were  made  by  several  of  the  students. 

Prof.   Davis  was  called  upon  and  said  that  he  had  been  associated  with  Dr. 
Andrews  as  a  classmate,  a  friend  and  a  pupil  and  had  always  found  in  him  a  leader 
firm  in  his  allegiance  to  the  cause  of  truth.     The  sentiment  of  all  the  remarks  was 
that  Brown  University  could  hardly  have  endured  the  loss  of  her  leader  at  this  time. 

The  resolutions  adopted  were  as  follows: 

Whereas,  President  E.  Benjamin  Andrews  of  Brown  University  has  recently 
been  called  to  the  Chancellorship  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  including  the  chair 
of  philosophy  of  that  institution:  and  whereas,  after  careful  consideration,  he  has 
seen  fit  to  decline  this  most  urgent  and  flattering  call ; 

Be  it  resolved,  That  we,  the  students  of  Brown  University,  in  mass  meeting 
assembled,  do  hereby  express  our  most  heartfelt  appreciation  of  this  action  of  Presi- 
dent Andrews  in  the  interests  of  our  venerable  and  beloved  Alma  Mater;  and 

Be  it  resolved,  That  in  view  of  this  most  generous  expression  of  his  loyalty  to 
Brown  and  firm  desire  to  advance  her  welfare  and  increase  her  usefulness,  we,  the 
students  of  Brown  University,  do  hereby  pledge  our  sincere  support  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  his  f  arsighted  and  beneficent  plans  for  the  welfare  of  the  University ;  and 
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Be  it  resolved,  That  we  do  most  earnestly  bespeak  the  attention  of  loyal  Brown 
alumni  to  the  many  and  great  opportunities  now  before  the  university,  the  improve- 
ment of  which  would,  great  as  her  achievements  have  been  in  the  past,-  make 
possible  far  greater  advancement  in  the  future  and  place  Brown  among  the  fore- 
most of  American  universities. 

After  the  adoption  of  these  resolutions  a  committee  was  sent  to  escort  President 
Andrews  to  the  hall.  As  he  entered  he  was  greeted  with  a  storm  of  applause.  He 
made  a  few  brief  remarks,  saying  that  he  thought  it  would  not  do  to  leave  Brown 
just  now,  when  on  account  of  the  financial  depression  the  friends  of  the  college  were 
not  able  to  supply  means  for  further  advancement,  which  they  undoubtedly  would 
under  different  circumstances.  He  said  further  that  no  extra  inducement  had  been 
made  for  him  to  stay  and  that  there  was  no  immediate  prospect  of  relief.  The 
college  needed  many  things,  but  he  had  faith  that  they  would  in  some  way  come 
out  all  right.  Brown  has  a  reputation  for  fine  organization  and  thorough  work, 
and,  though  no  addition  has  been  made  to  the  college  funds  of  any  importance 
within  five  years,  and  though  the  university  was  crowded  for  room,  3'et  Brown  was 
managing  to  hold  her  own,  and  undoubtedly  would  continue  to  do  so. 

The  meeting  broke  up  with  three  rousing  cheers  for  Dr.  Andrews.

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THE  TREATMENT  OF   UTERINE   FIBROIDS.

DR.  AUGUSTINE  H.  GOELET  in  a  paper  read  before  the  New 
York  County  Medical  Association  [American  Medico-Surgical 
Bulletin,  January  1,  1894),  says  the  important  question  which 
arises,  in  dealing- with  these  growths  is,  "When  is  interference  demanded 
and  what  treatment  is  indicated  ?"  A  careful  review  of  the  literature  of 
the  subject  and  the  opinions  of  those  who  are  entitled  to  be  regarded  as 
speaking  authoritively,  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  majority  do  not 
Tegard  the  removal  of  these  tumors  indicated  unless  they  give  rise  to 
sufficient  inconvenience  to  warrant  the  risk  of  the  operation  and  the 
mutilation  which  it  involves;  that  the  mortality  attending  their  removal 
is  still  too  great,  even  in  the  hands  of  expert  operators,  to  warrant  its 
being  lightly  undertaken.  If,  then,  it  is  possible  to  relieve  the  symp- 
toms caused  by  these  gi-owths,  the  actual  necessity  for  operative  inter- 
ference is  narrowed  down  to  a  very  small  field. 

The  writer  does  not  agree  with  certain  ultra-gynaecologists  that  these 
tumors  should  all  be  removed  when  they  are  small  and  cause  no  incon- 
venience, but  he  strongly  urges  that  they  should  be  submitted  to  treat- 
ment in  this  stage,  because  treatment  yields  the  best  results  when  the 
tumor  is  small  and  of  recent  growth.  The  indication  for  the  different 
methods  usually  employed  are  carefully  reviewed :  electricity,  curette- 
ment,  hysterectomy,  and  removal  of  the  appendages. 

Of  electricity  he  says  that  frequently  a  symptomatic  cure  is  all  that 
may  be  anticipated.  The  results  that  may  be  obtained  by  this  method 
are  classified  as  follows : 

(1)  Cure  of  co-existing  endometritis. 

(2)  Loosening  of  adhesions    between   contiguous  peritoneal  sur- 

faces. 
',(3)     Relief  of  pain  and  pressure  symptoms. 
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(4)  Control  of  hoemorrhage. 

(5)  Arrest  and  some  retrogression  of  the  growth. 

The  writer  takes  a  bold  stand  in  favor  of  vaginal  puncture  believing 
it  to  be  perfectly  safe  if  properly  done  and  strict  asepsis  is  observed ; 
that  is,  if  as  much  care  is  taken  with  this  as  with  other  grave  surgical 
precedures.  He  believes  that  more  success  would  have  followed  the 
use  of  this  agent  if  puncture  had  not  been  abandoned  as  a  hazardous 
measure.  He  believes  likewise  that  it  is  important  to  discriminate  in 
the  choice  of  the  pole  to  be  employed  against  growths  of  different 
structure,  just  as  important,  in  fact,  as  in  dealing  with  such  growths  as 
warts,  moles  and  naevi  upon  the  external  surface  of  the  body.  That 
is,  when  the  structure  is  hard  and  fibrous  the  negative  pole  should  be 
selected,  and  that  when  it  is  soft  or  myomatous,  the  positive. 

The  writer  lays  stress  upon  the  fact  that  both  subperitoneal  and  sub- 
mucous fibroids  when  pedunculated  are  not  amenable  to  treatment  by 
this  agent.  He  positively  declares  that,  though  assertions  to  the  con- 
trary have  been  made  in  some  quarters,  the  proper  use  of  electricity  in 
these  cases  does  not  complicate  subsequent  operation  for  the  removal  of 
the  tumor;  but  on  the  contrary,  its  use  facilitates  the  removal  or  adhe- 
sions and  produces  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of 
the  patient.  In  fact  he  often  employs  it  for  improving  the  local  con- 
dition and  for  building  up  the  health  of  the  patient  preparatory  to  an 
operation.  It  has  been  asserted  that  the  symptoms  return  after  discon- 
tinuing the  treatment,  but  the  writer  believes  that  when  this  occurs,  it 
is  either  due  to  a  mistaken  diagnosis  or  a  faulty  technique  which  may 
be  unavoidable. 

Curettement,  he  thinks,  is  useful  as  a  preliminary  measure  but  it  does 
not  yield  a  permanent  result.  In  support  of  this  opinion,  attention  is 
directed  to  the  fact  that  the  mucous  membrane  removed  by  the  curette 
is  rapidly  reproduced,  and  the  same  causes  for  the  hoemorrhage  which 
previously  existed  still  remain. 

For  the  control  of  hoemorrhage  when  both  those  measures  fail,  he 
advocates  ligation  of  the  uterine  arteries  per  vaginam,  as  suggested  by 
Martin  of  Chicago.  He  expresses  no  confidence  in  ergot  alone  in  these 
cases  but  regards  it  as  a  useful  auxiliary  in  the  treatment  of  certain 
submucous  and  soft  interstitial  myomata  when  it  is  desirable  to  excite 
uterine  contraction. 

Goelet  believes  that  the  principal  indication  for  hysterectomy  is  to  be 
found  in  large  subperitoneal  and  very  large  and  hard  interstitial  growths 
which  yield  little,  if  at  all,  to  any  form  of  treatment.  In  these  cases, 
even  if  the  symptoms  are  relieved,  their  size  is  usually  a  source    of  so 
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much  inconvenience  as  to  warrant  the  risk  of  their  removal.  This  opera- 
tion would  also  be  indicated  where  treatment  fails  to  permanently  con- 
trol the  symptoms,  when  the  tumor  is  situated  unfavorably  for  treat- 
ment and  when  complicated  by  disease  of  the  appendages. 

Removal  of  the  appendages  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  an  artificial 
menopause  which  may  exert  a  favorable  influence  upon  the  tumor  is  not 
regarded  favorably.  In  his  experience,  as  well  as  that  of  others,  it  is. 
productive  of  very  little  good  and  he  strongly  urges  that  when  the 
abdomen  has  been  opened  you  should  not  stop  short  of  removal  of  the 
whole  tumor  unless  it  is  impossible  to  separate  it  from  its  attachments.

THE  DERMATOLOGY  OF  TO-DAY.

A     FTER  some  introductory  remarks  Mr.  Malcolm  Morris  proceeded 
as  follows: 

I  propose  to  pass  rapidly  in  review  before  you  the  principal 
advances  recently  made  by  laborers  in  the  dermatological  vineyard 
which,  if  comparatively  small,  is  not  one  of  the  least  fruitful  corners 
of  the  field  of  medicine.  In  no  sphere  of  human  activity  is  the  old 
order  passing  away  and  giving  place  to  the  new  more  conspicuously 
than  in  medicine.  In  this  general  advance  of  the  healing  art  derma- 
tology has  not  lagged  behind.  No  one  comparing  the  position  of  that 
department  of  medicine  with  what  it  was  fifteen  years  ago  can  fail  to  be 
struck  by  the  change  which  has  come  over  it,  not  merely  in  details,  but. 
in  fundamental  principles  of  treatment.  This  change  is  the  result  of 
the  new  light  which  experimental  pathology  has  thrown  on  the  nature 
of  disease  processes  in  general,  and  on  the  factors  concerned  in  their 
production  in  the  skin  as  in  other  organs. 

MICROBES  AND  SKIN  DISEASES. 

Bacteriology,  that  "Open  Sesame  "  which  is  unlocking  the  doors  of 
so  many  secret  caves  of  pathology,  has  revealed  to  us  the  true  causes 
of  several  affections  of  the  skin.  Thus  lupus,  scrofulodermia,  post 
mortem  warts,  and  certain  forms  of  lichen  and  erythema  have  been 
shown  to  be  the  progeny  of  the  tubercle  bacillus;  impetigo,  sycosis, 
boils,  and  all  suppurative  conditions  are  recognized  to  be  the  result  of 
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invasion  by  micro-organisms.  The  precise  microbic  agents  which  pro- 
duce leprosy  and  glanders  are  as  well  known  as  the  itch  mite,  and 
although  the  specific  micro-organism  which  is  the  cause  of  syphilis  has 
not  yet  been  identified  its  existence  is  generally  accepted  as  an  article 
of  scientific  faith,  and  in  fact  is  taken  as  the  basis  of  a  practical  rule  of 
therapeutic  conduct.  It  is  not  only  as  primary  causes,  however,  that 
the  importance  of  the  part  played  by  micro-organisms  in  the  genesis  of 
skin  diseases  has  come  to  be  acknowledged;  the  effects  of  their  activity 
as  secondary  causes  are  now  seen  to  be  still  more  far-reaching.  In 
general  terms,  it  may  be  said  that  wherever  there  is  a  lesion  of  the 
skin — whether  it  be  an  abrasion,  an  inflamed  patch,  a  dilated  follicle, 
or  a  puncture  or  burrow  madeby^p^ffiHlus  or  acarus — there  microbic 
invasion  may  take  place,  ytf^fvwere  poxsAfxK  in  such  affections  as 
scabies,  acne,  eczema,  or  lityus  er^ffiernatosus^ro  separate  the  primary 
process  from  the  secondaf^comg)>kca^ioiiaffcafted]on  to  it  by  the  action 
of  micro-organisms,  it  would  be  seen  that  often  the  lesions  due  to  the 
former  are  almost  insigm^^/^ gJTffp^T^^^ty  those  which  are  the 
result  of  the  latter.  IllustraSon^o^^lr^jsj^ino  doubt  occur  to  all  of 
you  who  have  had  occasion  to  see  eczema,  for  example,  in  its  typical 
uncomplicated  form  as  an  inflamed  surface  dotted  with  minute  vesicles 
or  in  the  "  weeping  "  stage,  with  the  same  disease  when  scab  formation 
is  going  on.  In  scabies,  again,  the  secondary  lesions  are  frequently  so 
severe  as  altogether  to  overshadow  those  which  are  essential  to  the  dis- 
ease. The  confusion  arising  from  this  cause  has  been  the  source  of 
much  of  the  faulty  classification  which  has  been  the  opprobrium  of  der- 
matology, and  is  still  largely  responsible  for  the  difficulties  in  diagnosis 
which  vex  not  only  the  general  practitioner  but  the  specialist.  It  is  a 
proof  that  we  are  in  the  right  way,  and  an  assurance  of  more  rapid  pro- 
gress in  the  future,  that  in  dermatology,  as  in  other  departments  of 
medicine,  we  are  learning  to  distinguish  the  accidental  from  the  essen- 
tial, and  to  look  in  all  cases  for  the  primary  characteristic  lesion.  How 
great  a  step  forward  this  is  in  itself  is  too  obvious  to  need  dwelling  on. 

VEGETABLE    FUNGI. 

The  action  of  vegetable  fungi  in  causing  diseases  of  the  skin  need 
only  be  mentioned.  The  parasitic  origin  of  ringworm,  favus,  and 
pityriasis  versicolor  is  now  so  fully  established  that  it  is  curious,  and 
almost  pathetic,  to  think  that  so  acute  and  persevering  a  student  of 
cutaneous  pathology  as  Erasmus  Wilson  should  to  the  end  of  his  life 
have  refused  to  believe  that  ringworm  is  caused  by  a  fungus.  The  re- 
searches of  Sabouraud  have  now  shown  us  that  there  are  several  dis- 
tinct species  of  trichophyton,    and   that   the  various  forms  of  tinea  in 
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man  are  due  to  various  forms  of  fungi,  some  being  much  more  difficult 
to  kill  than  others. 

THE    USE  OF  ANTISEPTICS  IN  DERMATOLOGY. 

In  the  domain  of  practice  the  teachings  of  bacteriology  have  borne 
fruit  in  the  extensive  use  of  parasiticide  agents  in  the  treatment  of  skin 
diseases.  Such  remedies  have  an  exceptionally  wide  field  of  usefulness 
in  dermatology,  for,  as  has  been  said,  affections  of  the  integument,, 
however  they  may  begin,  are  especially  liable  to  become  complicated 
by  results  of  microbic  action.  There  is,  therefore,  hardly  a  case  of  skin 
disease  in  which  at  some  period  or  another  of  its  course  antiseptic  and 
antiparasitic  remedies  are  not  indicated.  It  must  not  be  inferred  from 
this  that  the  therapeutics  of  the  skin  can  be  packed  up  into  this  general 
formula.  Use  antiseptics.  That,  no  doubt,  is  a  sound  rule  of  practice 
as  far  as  it  goes,  but  it  is  in  the  application  of  the  rule  to  the  particular 
case  that  the  secret  of  successful  treatment  lies,  and  this  is  by  no  means 
so  easy  as  it  may  seem  to  the  inexperienced.  It  is  not  enough  to 
"  mow  down  "  microbes  'with  the  therapeutic  Maxim  guns  which  chem- 
istry has  placed  at  our  disposals  .Some  regard  must  also  be  paid  to  the 
macrobe,  to  borrow  a  phrase  of  the  late  Professor  Peter's.  The  art  of 
treating  diseases  of  the  skin  to  a  large  extent  consists  in  feeling  one's, 
way;  not  only  have  the  nature  and  intensity  of  the  process  which  one 
has  to  deal  with  to  be  taken  into  account,  but  the  idiosyncrasy  of  the 
patient's  skin  must  also  be  carefully  studied.  Where  active  inflamma- 
tion exists,  this  must  first  of  all  be  subdued.  To  attack  such  a  case  at 
once  with  powerful  antiseptics  is  as  if  one  should  attempt  to  extinguish 
a  fire  by  pouring  paraffin  on  it. 

We  must  proceed  cautiously  step  by  step,  beginning  with  the  mildest 
applications,  and  increasing  the  strength  of  our  remedies  in  proportion 
to  the  tolerance  of  the  skin.  This  varies  greatly  not  merely  in  different 
individuals,  but  in  the  same  person  at  different  times,  so  that  in  no 
province  of  medicine  is  a  close  attention  to  every  detail  of  each  partic- 
ular case  more  necessary  than  in  dermatology.  The  dermatologist's 
rule  should  be:  Avoid  setting  up  irritation.  There  are  indeed  condi- 
tions— as  in  certain  forms  of  ringworm — in  which  we  deliberately  excite 
irritation  (by  means  of  croton  oil,  chrysarobin,  etc  ),  with  the  object  of 
getting  rid  of  the  fungi  mechanically  by  causing  exfoliation  of  the 
integument  in  which  they  are.  This,  however,  is  a  somewhat  rough 
measure,  to  be  reserved  for  cases  in  which  milder  medication  has  failed. 

It  would  be  impossible  in  the  short  time  at  my  disposal  to  discuss  in 
detail  the  relative  merits  of  the  various  parasiticides  in  ordinary  use. 
In  dermatology,  as  in  other  departments,  each  practitioner  has  his  own 
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preferences,  his  own  "  fads"  if  you  will;  and  in  the  large  number  of 
remedies  of  the  kind  which  we  already  have,  and  which  is  almost  daily 
being  added  to,  we  have  a  wide  range  of  choice.  For  myself,  though 
ready  to  try  all  things  in  this  field,  I  generally  find  myself  driven  back 
to  the  use  of  remedies  such  as  boracic  acid,  salicylic  acid,  sulphur,  mer- 
cury, carbolic  acid,  tar  and  resorcin,  my  trust  in  which  is  confirmed  by 
increasing  experience.  The  ideal  antiseptic  still  remains  to  be  discov- 
ered, but  in  the  meantime  I  am  tolerably  satisfied  with  those  I  have 
named.  I  have  so  often  found  the  latest  products  of  the  chemical 
laboratory  fail  to  come  up  to  the  expectations  I  had  been  led  to  form  of 
them  that  I  can  only  conclude  that  the  power  of  a  substance  to  destroy 
or  check  the  growth  of  micro-organisms  in  a  test  tube  is  no  measure  of 
its  therapeutic  potency  when  applied  to  the  human  skin. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  THE  MEANS  OF  APPLYING  REMEDIES  TO  THE  SKIN. 

It  is  not  so  much  in  the  discovery  of  new  remedies  as  in  the  improve- 
ment in  the  means  and  manner  of  applying  those  already  known  that 
progress  has  chiefly  been  made  in  recent  years.  The  superfatted  soaps 
introduced  by  Unna,  the  salve  and  plaster  muslins  which  we  owe  to 
the  inventive  genius  of  the  same  specialist,  the  glycerine  jelly  or  var- 
nish suggested  by  Pick  of  Prague,  the  pastes  introduced  by  Lassar  and 
others,  the  cocoa  butter  sticks  suggested  by  Brooke  of  Manchester,  are 
all  additions  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  therapeutic  resources  of  the 
dermatologist.  These  methods  of  applying  medicaments  to  the  skin 
are  as  superior  to  those  used  by  our  predecessors  of  not  many  years  ago 
as  the  Henry  Martini's  and  magazine  guns  of  the  present  day  are  to  the 
muskets  with  which  Wellington's  battles  were  won.  I  do  not  say  that 
we  are  better  men  than  those  who  have  gone  before  us  but  assuredly 
we  are  better  armed. 

INSUFFICIENCY  OF  "  DIATHETIC  "  TREATMENT. 

These  improvements  in  the  weapons  with  which  we  combat  skin 
diseases  are  the  direct  outcome  of  the  much  greater  importance  now 
attached  to  local  medication  than  was  the  case  not  many  years  ago.  As 
long  as  the  influence  of  the  older  French  school,  represented  by  Rayer 
and  Bazin,  was  in  the  ascendant,  each  skin  affection  was  believed  to  be 
the  outward  and  visible  sign  of  a  particular  "diathesis,"  and,  as  a 
strictly  logical  consequence,  it  was  against  this  that  the  therapeutic 
artillery  was  mainly  directed,  the  local  treatment  being  altogether  sec- 
ondary, and,  so  to  speak,  incidental.  This  superstition  is  by  no  means 
entirely  extinct  even  now;  distinct  traces  of  it  still  linger  in  the  profes- 
sion, more  particularly  in  the  shape  of  theories  as  to  diet  which  lead  the 
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patients  being  subjected  to  totally  unnecessary  restrictions  in  the  mat- 
ter of  food  and  drink.  It  is  a  gratifying-  sign  of  progress  that  scientific 
dermatology  is  now  almost  wholly  purged  of  the  antiquated  and  often 
mischievous  delusions  as  to  the  necessity  and  predominant  importance 
of  constitutional  treatment  in  every  case  of  eczema  or  psoriasis.  I  do 
not  wish  to  be  understood  as  denying  that  constitutional  treatment  is 
ever  required  in  affections  of  the  skin.  On  the  contrary,  I  believe  it 
to  be  of  the  greatest  service  when  definitely  indicated,  and  when  com- 
bined with  suitable  local  medication.  I  am  only  protesting  against  the 
superstitious  notions  that  what  you  have  in  all  cases  to  do  is  to  treat  the 
(often  hypothetical)  ''diathesis,"  as  if  it  were  a  fetich  to  be  propitiated, 
while  leaving  the  lesions  to  take  care  of  themselves. 

THE  SUPPOSED  DANGER  OF  CURING  SKIN  LESIONS. 

Another  superstitution,  which  still  survives  sometimes  in  quarters 
where  one  would  least  have  expected  to  find  it,  is  the  notion  that  by 
curing  skin  lesions — especially  those  of  eczema — too  thoroughly  or  too 
quickly,  you  expose  the  patient  to  all  kinds  of  "morbid  determina- 
tions" to  internal  parts.  I  always  try  to  cure  my  patients  as  rapidly  as 
I  can,  and  I  have  never  seen  the  slightest  ill  result  that  could  be  traced 
to  the  cure  of  the  lesions.  Nor,  in  fact,  do  I  believe  that  we  have  such 
a  power  of  controlling  the  lesions  as  ever  to  make  it  in  the  least  dan- 
gerous to  exert  the  full  force  of  our  therapeutic  resouces  against  them. 
I  confess  I  have  often  been  tempted  to  believe  that  the  notion  as  to  the 
serious  consequences  likely  to  follow  the  "driving  in"  of  eruptions 
which  is  so  firmly  implanted  in  the  public  mind,  was  invented  by  some 
ingenious  practitioner  as  a  convenient  excuse  for  the  powerlessness  of 
his  art. 

PRINCIPLES  OF  LOCAL  TREATMENT. 

To  return  to  local  treatment :  not  onlv  have  we  better  vehicles,  but 
we  have  better  remedies,  and  I  think  it  may  be  added  we  apply  them 
with  a  better  adaptation  06  means  to  end.  In  the  application  of  local 
treatment  to  lesions  of  the  skin  there  are  two  essential  conditions  of 
success:  First,  as  already  said,  the  strength  of  the  remedy  must  be 
carefully  tempered  to  the  violence  of  the  disease;  and  secondly,  the 
application  must  be  not  only  thorough,  but  continuous.  The  success 
with  which  we  are  able  to  deal  at  the  present  day  with  many  affections 
that  used  to  baffle  the  skill  of  our  predecessors  is  due  to  the  means  of 
fulfilling  the  latter  of  these  conditions  which  we  now  have  in  the  salve 
muslins,  jellies,  etc.,  that  have  been  referred  to. 
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Among  the  drugs  which  prove  most  useful  in  my  own  hands  I  may 
mention  ichthyol,  which  is  especially  valuable  in  reducing  hyperaemic- 
conditions  of  all  kinds;  chrysarobin,  which  is  the  sheet  anchor  in  the- 
treatment  of  psoriasis,  ringworm  and  some  forms  of  seborrhceic  eczema,-, 
and  pyrogallic  acid,  which  properly  used  is  equally  serviceable  as  a 
stimulant  and  as  a  caustic.  From  the  chemical  laboratories  have  come- 
new  drugs — dermatol.  aristol,  europhen,  losophan,  gallanol,  and  a. 
host  of  others — each  of  which  has  certain  advantages  which  make  it 
especially  suited  to  meet  some  particular  indication. 

MASSAGE. 

Massage,  if  it  is  not  quite  the  panacea  for  all  the  ills  that  human 
flesh  is  heir  to,  as  some  enthusiasts  would  have  us  believe,  has  yet  won 
for  itself  a  definite  place  in  dermatological  therapeutics.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  of  its  efficiency  in  improving  local  circulation,  promoting  the 
absorption  of  infiltration  and  soothing  vasomotor  disturbance.  It  is 
undoubtedly  of  service  in  thickened  conditions  of  the  skin,  as  in  sclero- 
dermia  and  elephantiasis;  it  is  useful  in  oedema,  and  it  has  been 
employed  with  success  for  the  relief  of  prurigo.  Wherever  there  is. 
effusion  that  cannot  find  an  exit  on  the  surface;  wherever  there  is  pain, 
from  pressure  of  imprisoned  fluid  or  thickened  tissues  on  the  nerve  ends ;. 
wherever  there  is  stagnation  of  the  blood  stream,  there  massage  is. 
likely  to  be  useful  by  its  mechanical  action  on  the  parts  to  which  it  is. 
applied.      That,  however,  is  the  limit  of  its  therapeutic  virtue. 

ELECTRICITY. 

Electricity  has  been  used  with  a  certain  measure  of  success  in  pru 
ritus,  and  other  conditions  in  which  functional  disorder  of  the  nervous, 
system  is  a  prominent  factor ;  and  electrolysis  has  given  good  results  in. 
certain  cases  of  telangiectasis,  angiokeratoma,  and  cheloid.  The  exact; 
uses  of  the  electric  current  in  affections  of  the  skin,  with  its  possibili- 
ties and  limitations,  are,  however,  among  the  problems  which  further 
experience  and  investigation  must  solve  for  us. 

GENERAL  MEDICATION. 

Passing  now  from  the  subject  of  local  treatment,  there  is  very  little- 
improvement  to  be  noted  in  the  matter  of  general  medication.  There 
is  no  fundamental  alteration  to  be  chronicled  in  the  treatment  of  leprosy, 
syphilis,  or  tubercle.  Tuberculin  has,  indeed,  been  to  a  very  slight 
extent  rehabilitated,  or  perhaps  it  would  be  more  accurate  to  say  that 
some  cause  has  been  shown  why  it  should  not  be  considered  so  utterly 
useless  as  it  was  thought  to  be.  In  some  cases  of  lupus  under  my  own 
care  it  certainly  seemed  to  have  modified  the  disease  in  some  way  so  that 
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it  was  more  amenable  to  ordinary  local  treatment  than  it  was  before. 
Thyroid  extract,  which  in  the  hands  of  Byron  Bramwell  seemed  almost 
to  give  promise  that  a  specific  for  psoriasis  had  been  found,  has  already 
fallen  from  its  high  estimate  as  far  as  skin  affections  are  concerned. 
Brown-S6quard's  elixir  has  been  tried  and  found  wanting,  nor  has  that 
newest  birth  of  experimental  science,  "  serotherapy  "  (used  by  Tom- 
masoli  in  lupus)  been  more  successful. 

INFLUENCE  OF  THE    NERVOUS  SYSTEM  ON  THE    PRODUCTION  OF  SKIN  DISEASES. 

Almost  the  only  distinct  evidence  of  progress  apart  from  local  treat- 
ment to  which  I  can  point,  is  the  fuller  recognition  which  has  been 
arrived  at  of  the  influence  of  the  nervous  system  in  the  production  of 
skin  affections.  Schwimmer  and  others  have  shown  us  how  many  dis- 
eased conditions  of  the  skin  are  demonstrably,  or  probably,  traceable  to 
suspension  or  diminution  of  the  nervous  influence  regulating  nutrition, 
and  Leloir  has  taught  us  how  often  nerve  lesion  underlies  skin  lesion. 
The  skin  is  in  fact  not  only  a  mirror  in  which  passing  emotions  are 
reflected,  but  a  sensative  plate  on  which  the  effects  of  nerve  disorder 
are  "fixed  "and,  as  it  were,  photographed.  The  knowledge  of  the 
intimate  pathological  connection  between  the  nervous  system  and  the 
skin  gives  the  key  to  the  successful  treatment  of  many  cases  of  derma- 
titis herpetiformis,  eczema,  lichen  planus,  etc.,  which  defy  all  local 
measures. 

THE  WORK  AND  THE  WORKERS. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  rapid  survey  of  the  field  of  dermatology  at  the 
present  day  without  saying  a  word  as  to  the  men  to  whose  labors  such 
progress  as  is  being  made  is  due.  Among  those  deserving  special  men- 
tion are  Unna  and  his  disciples,  constituting  the  new  German  school ;  to 
them  we  are  indebted  for  much  light  as  to  the  influence  of  micro-organ- 
isms in  the  production  of  skin  affections,  and  in  particular  for  a  careful 
and  suggestive  study  of  the  relations  between  seborrhcea  and  eczema. 
Among  the  members  of  the  younger  French  school  a  prominent  place 
must  be  assigned  to  Brocq,  whose  work  on  the  treatment  of  skin  dis- 
eases is  the  most  exhaustive  on  the  subject.  In  our  own  country,  which 
may  be  called  the  birthplace  of  dermatology,  the  torch  held  aloft  by 
Willam,  Bateman,  Erasmus,  Wilson,  and  Tilbury  Fox  has  been  handed 
on  to  Liveing,  Crocker,  Colcott  Fox,  Payne,  Thin,  Stephen  Mackenzie, 
Pringle,  Jamieson,  and  Brooke.  In  the  hands  of  such  men  there  need 
be  no  fear  that  the  glorious  heritage  left  us  by  our  predecessors  will 
suffer  diminution,  or  that  the  traditional  lustre  of  English  dermatology 
will  be  dimmed. — British  Medical  Journal. 
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PREVIOUS  methods  of  treatment  unsatisfactory ;  a  purely  expect- 
ant method,  justifiable  only  in  the  mildest  forms  of  the  disease; 
specific  methods  have  led  to  disappointment.     The  general  drift 
of  opinion  is  at  present  in  the  direction  of  an  expectant — symptomatic 
plan,  a  plan  based  largely  upon  knowledge  of  the  general  pathology  of 
the  disease  and  its  liability  to  special  complications. 

Under  this  plan  of  treatment,  almost  all  recent  authorities  refer  to 
the  use  of  chloral  hydrate  for  the  control  of  the  nervous  symptoms. 
Over  this  group  of  symptoms,  partly  the  result  of  the  infectious 
toxaemia,  partly  the  result  of  the  tegumentary  efflorescence,  chloral 
unquestionably  exercises  a  powerful  influence. 

Given  thus  continuously  throughout  the  attack,  in  appropriate  doses, 
it  is  also  to  a  high  degree  diuretic.  It  destroys  low  organisms  and 
inhibits  the  decomposition  to  which  they  give  rise.  It  is,  therefore,  to 
some  extent,  an  antiseptic. 

Chloral  as  such  is  excreted  in  the  urine  so  long  as  the  urine  remains 
acid.     It  tends  to  diminish  blood  pressure  and  to  lower  temperature. 

Theoretically,  then,  chloral  fulfills  in  scarlet  fever  a  larger  number 
of  causal  and  symptomatic  indications  than  any  other  single  drug. 

Practically,  the  writer  of  this  paper  has  found  the  treatment  of  scarlet 
fever  by  chloral  to  yield  more  satisfactory  results  in  the  course  of  indi- 
vidual cases  and  in  the  reduction  of  the  mortality,  than  any  treatment 
previously  used.  He  has  now  employed  chloral  in  accordance  with  the 
following  plan  in  the  management  of  all  cases  of  scarlet  fever  for  a 
period  covering  epidemics  and  cases  of  every  grade  of  intensity,  and 
extending  over  ten  years,  with  the  most  satisfactory  results  as  com- 
pared with  any  other  method  of  treatment  known  to  him. 

So  soon  as  the  patient  is  suspected  or  known  to  be  developing  scar- 
latina, a  laxative  dose  of  calomel,  proportionate  to  the  age  and  general 
condition,  is  administered.  Shortly  thereafter  chloral  is  given,  in 
moderate  doses,  at  intervals  of  two  or  three  hours,  or  longer,  through- 
out the  attack.  The  dose  varies  with  the  age  of  the  child ;  the  fre- 
quency of  its  administration  depends  largely  upon  its  effect.  To  infants 
of  two  or  three  years,  a  dose  of  from  one  to  two  grains  may  be  given, 
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the  dosage  being  gradually  increased  with  older  children;  that  for 
adolescents  reaching  five  grains.  The  tranquilizing  and  sleep -produc- 
ing effects  of  the  drug  are  in  most  instances  promptly  realized,  the 
patient  falling  into  a  condition  of  quietude  or  somnolence,  in  striking 
contrast  to  the  discomfort  and  jactitation  which  are  so  distressing  in  the 
well  developed  disease. 

The  repetition  of  the  dose  should  not  be  more  frequent  than  is  nec- 
essary to  maintain  this  condition  of  quietude,  a  condition  from  which 
the  patient  may  be  easily  aroused,  and  into  which  he  quickly  relapses 
when  disturbed.  It  is  neither  necessary  nor  desirable  to  push  the  drug 
to  the  establishment  of  a  deeper  sleep.  Profound  narcotism,  is  of  course, 
to  be  avoided.  The  patient  may  thus  be  kept  in  a  condition  of  light 
repose  throughout  the  whole  duration  of  the  fever.  By  this  means,  not 
only  is  there  obtained  relief  from  the  restlessness  and  distress  of  the 
active  period  of  the  disease,  but  much  wear  and  tear  of  the  nervous 
system  and  some  exhaustion  from  muscular  effort  are  prevented. 
Delirium  is  controlled ;  the  itching  and  burning  of  the  skin  due  to  the 
eruption  are  allayed ;  in  a  word,  the  greater  number  of  the  distressing 
symptoms  of  the  disease  are  favorably  influenced  by  the  cautious  and 
prolonged  administration  of  chloral  hydrate  in  efficient  doses. 

As  a  rule,  the  drug  is  easy  of  administration  and  well  borne  by  the 
stomach.  I  have  found  its  acrid  after-taste  best  masked  by  the  admin- 
istration in  Aubergier's  syrup  of  lactucarium  diluted,  thus : 

R     Chloralis, gr.  xxx; 

Syrup,  lactucarii  (Aubergier)     .      ) 

Aqua, j"  aa    §  jss.  —  M. 

Sig.     A  teaspoonful  in  iced  water  every  two,  three  or  four  hours. 

The  administration  of  nourishment  immediately  after  the  medicine  is 
desirable.  The  sleep-producing  properties  of  the  drug  manifest  them- 
selves rapidly,  but  are  not  prolonged ;  therefore,  its  repetition  at  inter- 
vals of  two  or  three  hours  is  called  for. 

Systematic  inunctions  of  goose-grease  or  washed  lard  are  practiced  at 
intervals  of  four  or  six  hours  throughout  the  attack.  The  throat  and 
nasal  passages  are  sprayed  with  some  antiseptic  detergent  fluid  at  regu- 
lar intervals,  varying  according  to  the  degree  of  disturbance  of  the 
naso-pharyngeal  mucous  membrane. 

In  the  way  of  medicines  chloral  only  is  employed.  As  a  stimulant 
alcohol  is  given  rather  freely  in  the  form  of  milk  punch,  wine  whey, 
champagne,  etc.  Except  in  response  to  special  indications  no  other 
drugs  are  administered  until  the  defervescence  is  complete.  After  this 
period  small  doses  of  quinine  and  iron  in  some  appropriate  form  are 
employed. 
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A  PLEA  FOR  PHYSIOLOGICAL  REMEDIES. 


READ  BEFORE  THE  PAN-AMERICAN  MEDICAL  CONGRESS.

PHYSIOLOGICAL  remedies  may  be  defined  as  those  agents  which 
contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  health.  It  is  proposed  to  show 
the  value  of  methodical  applications,  and  their  superiority  of 
medicinal  agents.  Antagonism  to  the  latter  is  not  intended.  The 
present  status  of  therapeutics  is  unsatisfactory;  we  have  only  one  posi- 
tive medicinal  curative  agent — quinine. 

Medicinal  agents  are  symplematic;  they  often  are  injurious,  because 
they  hide  the  real  essence  of  disease  and  give  us  a  false  sense  of 
security.     Nil  nocere  should  be  our  aim. 

The  chief  direction  of  therapeutic  effort  is  in  the  following  of  the 
natural  tendencies  of  disease.  In  acute  disease,  rest  is  as  plainly  the 
chief  factor  of  cure  as  it  is  in  the  more  patent  traumatic  conditions.  In 
chronic  conditions  a  judicious  alternation  of  rest  and  exercise  is  more 
valuable. 

Typhoid  fever  may  be  offered  as  an  illustration  of  the  effect  of 
medicinal  as  contrasted  with  physiological  remedies.  It  is  characterized 
by  depreciation  of  nerve  centers  and  consequent  enfeeblement  of  all 
organs  dependent  upon  the  latter.  The  modern  physician  tries  to  con- 
serve vital  forces ;  the  expectant  plan  succeeded  the  spoliative.  High 
temperature,  brought  permanently  forward  by  Liebermaster,  as  the 
chief  lethal  agent  is  proven  secondary,  since  we  have  positive  antither- 
mics.  It  is  now  proven  that  not  to  his  (medicinal)  quinine  but  to  his 
(physiological)  baths  was  due  his  success.  The  coal  tar  antipyretics 
must  go  just  as  veratrum  went,  and  as  internal  antiseptics  will  go. 
Absolute  reduction  of  pulse  and  temperature  by  veratrum  and  antipy- 
rine,  have  not  only  failed,  but  are  proven  dangerous. 

We  must  depend  in  acute  depressing  diseases  entirely  on  the  vis 
medicatrix,  which  is  aided  by  the  physiological  remedies  if  crippled  by 
medicinal  remedies.  While  air,  rest  and  diet  are  well  applied,  the 
various  methods  of  bathing  are  still  a  terra  incognita  to  many  who 
either  satisfy  themselves  with  some  kind  of  sponging  or  adopt  the  other 
extreme  of  using  it  severely  and  injudiciously. 

The  Brand  method  has  proved  the  most  successful  treatment ;  hence, 
only  the  closest  approximations  to  it  will  produce  similar  results.     The 
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rationale  of  cold  bathing-  is  simple,  it  is  a  stimulus  conveyed  to  the 
nerve  centres  from  the  cutaneous  sensory  nerve  endings,  and  reflected 
upon  all  the  vital  organs,  and  it  is  followed  by  moderate  reduction  of 
temperature.  All  the  manifestations  of  disease  are  favorably  influenced, 
because  its  aim  is  to  imitate  and  approach  the  normal  standard. 

This  illustration  may  be  applied  to  other  acute  diseases,  to  show- 
that  while  medicinal  remedies,  though  agreeable,  tend  to  cripple  the 
vital  forces,  physiological  remedies,  though  unpleasant,  tend  to  sustain 
them. 

This  difference  may  be  illustrated  in  chronic  diseases.  In  the  lat- 
ter we  are  not  forced,  as  in  the  acute,  to  remove  the  patient  from  the 
etiological  factors.  Hence,  medicinal  agents  are  more  depended  on 
them  in  the  acute.  Chlorosis  may  be  cited  as  an  example,  because 
curable.  Removal  from  unfavorable  environments,  a  judicious  diet, 
exercise,  rest,  fresh  air  and  certain  baths  accomplish  quickly  what  pro- 
longed administrations  of  iron  fail  to  do.  Other  examples  may  be 
brought  forward  to  demonstrate  that  physiological  remedies,  though 
much  neglected,  are  our  most  powerful  weapons ;  they  should  be  studied 
and  applied  with  the  same  care  which  is  devoted  to  medicines.  Hasty 
judgment  must  be  avoided,  so  that  a  firm  basis  for  a  sound  therapeutic 
structure  may  be  built. 

With  this  view  attention  requires  to  be  called  to  water  as  perhaps 
the  most  active  "  physiological  remedy."  Its  use  is  now  taught  in  many 
of  our  schools  in  acute  diseases,  but  its  great  value  in  many  chronic  dis- 
eases is  still  unappreciated  in  America.  This  is  not  the  case  in  Europe; 
for  in  Italy  the  talented  Seminola;  in  Germany,  Ziemnessen  and  Eib 
and  Nothnagel;  in  France,  Dryrodin,  Braumcity  and  Charcot,  have 
given  a  powerful  impetus  to  hydrotherapy  by  their  own  successes.  In 
this  country  Draper  and  Peterson  are  teaching  the  methodical  use  of 
baths  in  chronic  diseases.  In  the  Montefiore  Home  for  Chronic  Inva- 
lids, of  New  York,  hydrotherapy  has  demonstrated  its  value  in  intract- 
able chronic  diseases;  we  need  no  longer  depend  upon  the  statements 
of  empirics  on  this  subject. 

Water  fulfills  every  demand  required  of  a  remedy.  Its  action  is 
explicable  on  rational  principles ;  its  effect  may  be  accurately  modified 
to  suit  individual  conditions  and  its  clinical  results  are  undeniable.  If 
used  in  conjunction  with  other  physiological  remedies,  its  powers  for 
good  are  readily  ascertained. 

I  plead  for  a  more  thorough  study  and  application  of  water  as  a 
remedy  in  acute  and  chronic  diseases,  because1  it  is  the  least  understood 
of  all  physiological  remedies. 
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THE    SUCCESSFUL    MANAGEMENT    OF    INEBRIETY 
WITHOUT  SECRECY  IN  THERAPEUTICS. 


IN  an  article  by  C.  H.  Hughes,  M.  D.,  of  St.  Louis,  read  before  the 
Section  on  Diseases  of  the  Mind  and  Nervous  System,  Pan-Ameri- 
can Medical  Congress,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  Sept.  7,  1893,  and 
published  in  The  Alienist  and  Neurologist,  for  January,  1894,  the  follow- 
ing essential  points  are  arrived  at.  The  point  of  the  paper  is  psychical 
assistance  and  neurotic  support,  and  neurotic  and  organic  reconstruc- 
tion. 

"  The  first  essential  to  the  cure  of  inebriety  is  the  substitution  of  a 
less  harmful  support  to  the  shattered  brain,  nerves  and  damaged  vital 
organs,  than  alcohol,  and  I  name  them  in  their  order  of  preference. 
The  morphias  or  opium,  strychnia,  the  quinias  and  cinchonias,  valer- 
ianates, cocas,  the  ammonium  bromide,  etc.,  etc. 

"  The  second  and  concomitant  essential  is  water — plenty  of  water  or 
its  equivalent,  milk.  The  tissues  must  have  water,  the  blood  must 
have  it,  the  emunctories  and  the  skin  must  have  it. 

"  T/ie  third  and  concomitant  essential  is  rest.  Normal  nature  tired 
prescribes  it  for  every  bodily  or  mental  overtax.  Exhausted  abnormal 
nature  always  needs  it  and  demands  it  often.  The  machinery  of  the 
human  organism  in  all  its  parts — psychical  or  physical — must  be  put 
at  rest  for  the  best  repair. 

"  The  chief  essential  for  rest  is  a  new  and  proper  environment,  and 
subsidiary  to  this  are  the  chemical  restraints  therapeutics  may  place  on 
over-acting  cells;  chloral,  sulphonal,  the  bromides,  the  vegetable 
narcotics,  old  and  new,  the  valerianates,  the  opiates,  cephalic  galvan- 
ization, and  soothing  music  and  the  bath. 

II  The  fourth  essential  is  the  removal  of  the  debris  of  the  last  and  pre- 
vious drunks  and  of  the  interim  of  organic  torpidity  and  depressed 
vitality.  The  scavenger  cells,  diminished  in  number  or  absent  as  they 
are  in  toto  from  the  blood,  and  the  emunctories  have  failed  in  their 
physiologically  appointed  work ;  the  congested  brain,  liver,  stomach, 
intestinal  tract,  mucous  membranes  generally,  torpid  liver,  bowels  and 
skin,  are  to  be  relieved  and  set  at  their  proper  work  again.  Here  water, 
saline  laxative  water  without  stint,  is  the  remedy  par  excellence.  It 
flushes  the  intestinal  tract  and  the  excreting  organs.  Nature  suggests 
it  first  of  all  after  the  rest  she  enforces  after  a  prostrating  spree. 

II I  need  not  here  dwell  on  the  proper  therapeutic  blendings  for  this 
hydrotherapy  to  give  more  special  direction  to   liver,  kidneys,  skin  or 
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bowels.  My  preference  is  for  an  effervescent  saline  that  clears  out  the 
alimentary  tract  and  tranquillizes  the  brain  and  nerves  at  the  same  time 
(though  mercurials  are  often  not  amiss),  and  then  to  properly  start  all 
the  pumps  of  the  system  that  may  not  be  acting  well  and  maintain 
them  in  moderate  activity  till  there  remains  no  pathological  clogging 
of  the  wheels  of  physiological  activity,  but  I  do  not  approve  of  over- 
active catharsis.  Moderation  and  not  violence  in  this  regard  is  my 
motto. 

"  The  fifth  and  concomitant  essential  is  reconstruction  of  the  undoubt- 
edly damaged  cerebro-spinal  centers  and  the  several  affected  organs  of 
vegetative  life.  A  drunkard  is  more  or  less  damaged  in  many  parts  of 
his  anatomy  at  the  same  time.  He  comes  more  nearly  to  being  affected 
all  over  in  spots  than  most  patients  we  have  to  treat. 

"We  begin  reconstruction  with  the  beginning  of  treatment.  It 
begins  with  rest  and  sleep  and  food  and  change  of  surroundings,  when 
nature,  without  further  aid,  can  affect  it,  rest,  nutrition  and  phos- 
phates, the  hypophosphites  and  the  reconstructive  hematics  and  other 
rebuilders  of  the  blood.  Milk,  beef-tea  and  capsicum  and  other 
stomachics.  Early  in  the  treatment  a  hair  of  the  dog  that  bit  him — a 
milk-punch  or  egg-nog,  egg  phosphates  flavored  with  wine  or  whiskey, 
the  latter  soon  withdrawn.  In  this  stage  the  wines  of  coca,  the  cor- 
dials, egg  phosphates  and  stimulant  tonics,  are  temporarily  admissible. 

"  When  the  patient  is  cured  of  his  recent  attack  of  delirium  tremens, 
or  recuperated  from  his  last  debauch,  then  the  hypodermic  medication 
that  is  to  hold  him  from  further  relapse,  to  re-tone  his  system  and 
break  him  of  his  taste,  must  be  instituted,  if  we  have  not  begun  it 
sooner. 

"  The  sixth  and  final  essential,  to  which  all  our  previous  efforts  lead 
us,  is  destruction  of  the  drink  craving,  and  this  is  done  on  physiological 
principles.  The  drink  craving  is  pathological  perversion  of  physio- 
logical cell  action,  and  lies  in  the  realm  of  the  cerebral  cortex.  This 
part  of  our  subject  belongs  to  psychiatry  and  psychical  suggestion, 
effected  by  a  therapy  directed  to  these  morbidly  acting  centers  of  the 
brain,  accomplishes  our  purpose.  When  the  drink  craving  comes  on, 
having  in  the  meantime  rebuilt  the  shattered  brain  and  nervous  system 
and  restored  the  mental  tone  as  much  as  possible,  we  do  not  absolutely 
inhibit  the  use  of  the  accustomed  drink,  but  train  the  drink  victim's  own 
inhibitions,  first,  by  suggestion ;  second,  by  moderate  indulgence  prop' 
erly  treated. 

'  •  We  do  not  say,  '  You  shall  not,  but  you  had  better  not  drink.  You 
know  it  is  poison  to  you    and  you  are  its  slave.     You  should  resist. 
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Whiskey  no  longer  tastes  as  good  to  you.  Your  treatment  has  made 
you  strong.  You  can  resist.  You  no  longer  need  it.  You  have  the 
power  now  and  should  use  it  and  assert  your  manhood,'  and  with  these 
suggestions,  perhaps  the  victim  will  try  the  liquor,  we  give  him  spiritus 
frumenti  %ij cum  vini  antimonii  %j and  repeat  ad  libitum,  or  we  have 
previously  given  him  apomorphia  with  aurum  bichloride  for  psychical 
effect. 

"  Under  this  or  similar  management  of  the  appetite,  the  victim 
acquires  a  disgust  for  his  favorite  drink,  he  discovers  his  inhibition  of 
the  propensity  is  strengthened,  and  a  disgust  supplants  the  taste,  which 
abides  till  he  is  fully  restored  in  nerve  tone  and  power  to  permanently 
resist  and  assert  his  manhood  and  maintain  it  against  all  future 
assaults  of  the  foe. 

11  After  your  patient  is  cured,  after  the  toxic  effects  of  alcohol  have 
gone  from  his  blood,  and  the  higher  and  lower  nerve  centers  and  the 
damaged  tissues  of  the  body  have  regained  their  normal  nutrition, 
powers  of  assimilation,  and  strength  of  physiological  action  and  resist- 
ance ;  after  confidence  in  his  strength  has  returned  to  the  patient,  he 
must  be  warned  never  again  to  have  confidence  in  his  power  of  resist- 
ance with  alcohol  in  the  blood.  Let  him  that  thinketh  he  standeth 
then  take  heed  lest  he  fall  again.  The  cure  of  the  drink  habit  is  not 
always  perpetual ;  it  is  not  everlasting  without  the  aid  of  the  patient 
himself.  Though  to  some  the  appetite  never  comes  back,  to  others  it 
is  not  safe  to  trust  it  with  temptation.  So  that  the  safe  plan,  since  no 
inebriate  fully  knows  the  full  extent  of  his  inherent  organic  instability, 
is  to  'touch  not,  taste  not,  handle  not,'  ever  after.  His  treatment 
leaves  him  strong  enough  to  say  'No,'  and  '  Get  thee  behind  me, 
Satan,'  to  his  tempter.  It  does  not  always  leave  him  so  strong  that  he 
can  take  the  tempter  to  his  bosom.  He  cannot  always  try  a  tussle  with 
the  tempter  and  not  be  thrown." 


WASHINGTON  COUNTY  MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 


THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Washington  County  Medical  Society  was 
held   at  Westerly,   in  the  parlors    over    Gavitt's    restaurant,    38 
Main    Street,   on  Thursday,   January    11,    1894,  at  11  o'clock,  a. 
m.,  Vice-President  James  in  the  chair. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  year  ensuing: 
For  President,    Dr.   Wm.  James,   of   Westerly;    First    Vice-Presi- 
dent, Dr.  H.  R.  Dunne,  of  Westerly;  Second  Vice-President,  Dr.  H. 
K.  Gardner,  of  Wakefield;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Dr.  J.  H,  Mor- 
gan, of  Westerly;  Auditor,  Dr.  E.  P.  Clarke,  of  Hope  Valley. 
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Dr.  Dunne  opened  a  discussion  on  "The  Management  of  Labor 
and  the  Puerperal  Condition  "  by  reading  the  following  paper. 

Mr.   President: 

In  opening  the  discussion  upon  "  The  Management  of  Labor  and 
the  Puerperal  Condition,"  I  cannot  do  better  than  to  relate  to  you  my 
experience  of  the  past  week,  the  methods  used  in  the  management  of 
the  cases  and  the  results. 

The  rational  management  of  a  case  of  labor  would  naturally 
include  certain  preliminaries.  The  neglect  of  the  bowels  which  some 
women  so  frequently  practice  is  likely,  if  persisted  in,  to  be  a  source  of 
trouble  and  annoyance,  therefore  a  pregnant  woman  should  be  enjoined 
not  to  neglect  this  function.  At  the  announcement  of  labor  the  nurse 
should  be  instructed  to  give  an  enema  to  empty  the  lower  bowel. 

In    response  to  a  call  the  other   morning  to    attend   Mrs.  A a 

primipara,  I  carried  in  my  hand  bag,  a  pair  of  forceps,  silver  and  gum 
catheters  No.  8,  bottle  of  chloroform  and  ether,  hypodermic  syringe, 
morphine  and  bi-chloride  tablets,  piece  of  small  narrow  tape,  cotton, 
scissors,  scales  and  carbolized  vaseline.  On  arrival  I  went  directly  to 
the  bedside  of  my  patient.  My  first  duty  was  to  ascertain  if  the  woman 
was  in  labor.  An  enema  had  already  been  given,  so  I  ordered  that  the 
external  genitals  be  washed  with  bi-chloride  solution,  1  to  2000.  My 
own  hands  washed  in  a  solution  of  the  same  strength,  the  patient 
placed  on  her  back  covered  with  a  sheet  or  blankets,  I  examined  her 
for  presentation  and  position.  I  found  that  labor  had  commenced,  the 
os  was  partially  dilated,  the  bag  of  waters  intact,  vertex  presentation, 
Pos.  L.  O.  A.  and  the  condition  of  the  soft  parts  and  dimensions  of  the 
pelvis  were  nomal. 

On  rinding  every  thing  in  a  normal  condition,  I  so  informed  my 
patient.  The  patient  was  requested  to  sit  up  and  walk  around  the 
rooms  until  the  end  of  the  first  stage  or  dilatation  of  the  os.  The  phy- 
sician should  see  during  the  first  stage  that  everything  is  ready  and 
handy,  to  avoid  confusion  at  the  crisis,  also  that  the  bed  is  properly 
made.  The  bed  should  be  prepared  by  covering  the  mattress  with  an 
old  blanket  or  comforter,  and  then  made  in  the  usual  manner,  and 
upon  this  should  be  placed  a  piece  of  rubber  or  oil-cloth,  and  folds  of 
old  blankets  or  comfortables,  covered  with  a  sheet,  which  will  absorb 
the  various  discharges  and  can  be  easily  removed  without  disturbing 
the  patient;  her  chemise  and  night  robe  should  be  so  folded  up  as  to 
prevent  their  becoming  soiled,  and  the  lower  part  of  her  person  pro- 
tected by  a  skirt  or  sheet,  which  can  readily  be  removed  at  the  proper 
time,  and  her  clothing  pulled  down. 
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At  the  end  of  the  first  stage,  or  the  commencement  of  the  second, 
the  patient  was  placed  in  bed  in  the  position  described.  Frequent 
examinations  can  be  made,  as  to  the  force  and  character  of  the  pains, 
noting  the  probable  duration  of  the  labor.  The  attending  physician 
should  not  leave  the  room,  except  for  a  minute  or  two;  he  should  be 
careful,  firm,  tender. 

The  membranes  were  ruptured  with  the  end  of  a  hair-pin,  allowing 
the  water  to  flow  gradually  for  fear  a  sudden  gush  might  cause  pro- 
lapse of  the  cord.  When  the  head  reached  the  floor  of  the  pelvis,  the 
perineum  was  supported,  and  when  almost  emerging  a  little  chloro- 
form was  held  over  the  patient's  mouth,  first  applying  vaseline  to  the 
tip  of  the  nose,  lips,  chin  and  cheeks,  to  prevent  burning ;  with  the 
patient  partially  under  the  influence  of  chloroform,  between  the  pains, 
with  two  fingers  in  the  rectum  I  draw  the  skin  and  perineum  forward 
over  the  head  so  as  to  lessen  the  chance  of  laceration;  slowly  and  care- 
fully deliver  the  head.  The  nurse  now  is  instructed  to  place  her  hand 
over  the  fundus  of  the  uterus,  making  gentle  pressure  and  following  it 
down  during  contraction.  The  hand  is  not  taken  off  now,  until  the 
binder  is  applied.  Inserting  my  finger  I  find  that  a  twist  of  the  cord  is 
around  the  neck  of  the  child,  I  disentangle  it,  to  prevent  interference 
with  the  circulation.  The  same  care  is  taken  of  the  perineum  during 
delivery  of  the  shoulders. 

If  the  child  does  not  cry  after  birth,  a  gentle  slapping  or  cold  water 
thrown  in  the  face  will  accomplish  the  act.  A  cup  of  hot  water  with 
one  or  two  drops  of  carbolic  acid  in  it  and  some  small  pieces  of  cotton 
cloth,  are  used  to  wash  out  the  eyes  and  mouth.  Then  the  cord  is  tied 
about  two  inches  from  the  body,  first  expressing  the  contents  towards 
the  placenter.  The  child  is  grasped  by  the  neck  with  one  hand,  the 
ankles  with  the  other  (to  prevent  slipping)  and  is  laid  in  a  shawl  or 
blanket  and  placed  in  a  warm  place.  In  a  few  minutes  the  patient  is 
requested  to  blow  on  her  hands,  slight  kneading  over  the  uterus,  gentle 
traction  upon  the  cord  and  the  placenter  is  delivered.  The  membranes 
are  twisted  and  twisted,  gradually  they  all  come  away. 

I  have  taken  the  place  of  the  nurse  with  my  hand  over  the  uterus, 
directing  her  to  procure  hot  water  (antiseptic)  and  wash  her.  The 
rubber  sheet  with  the  wet  blankets  are  removed  and  she  is  placed  on  a 
dry  warm  bed,  first  inserting  a  folded  sheet  and  napkins.  The  binder 
is  applied  standing  at  the  left  of  the  patient,  pinning  from  above  down- 
wards in  the  median  line  and  carrying  it  well  down  over  the  hips;  her 
clothes  are  brought  down,  the  bed  arranged  and  I  request  her  to  take 
a  sleep. 
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The  child  was  ordered  to  be  oiled,  then  washed,  the  cord  tied  for  the 
second  time  (which  always  should  be  done),  and  dressed  in  antiseptic 
cotton.  I  direct  the  nurse  to  wash  the  external  genitals  of  the  mother 
three  times  a  day,  with  a  hot  solution  of  carbolic  acid  (dr.  1  to  pt.  1) 
apply  clean  napkins  every  hour  or  so  for  the  first  day,  keep  everything 
in  the  room  and  around  the  bed  clean,  absolutely  clean.  The  patient 
must  be  washed  and  attended  before  9  o'clock  every  morning.  She  is 
allowed  the  first  day  light  drinks,  after  that  her  usual  diet.  Attend 
the  nipples  and  breasts,  and  caking  to  be  rubbed  out  before  8  o'clock 
every  evening,  and  as  in  this  case  a  primipara,  to  remain  in  bed  from 
two  to  three  weeks.  The  child  is  to  be  placed  at  the  mother's  breast 
after  her  nap,  and  may  be  given  a  mixture  of  hot  water,  sugar  and 
white  of  an  egg,  mixed  but  not  beaten.  On  examination  I  found  the 
child  was  tongue  tied,  it  was  cut,  handed  again  to  the  nurse  and  I  bid 
them  good  morning. 

Case  2.  Called  to  see  Mrs.  B. — fifth  child,  on  examination  found 
left  shoulder  presenting,  first  position,  dorso- sacral,  head  to  the  left  of 
mother,  the  back  looking  towards  the  sacrum.  The  child  was  doubled 
on  itself.  I  decided  to  perform  podalic  version.  The  patient  was  put 
under  chloroform,  the  same  antiseptic  precautions  taken,  the  bladder 
emptied,  the  hand  and  fore-arm  thoroughly  oiled  were  inserted  into  the 
uterus.  It  seemed  almost  impossible  to  dislodge  the  fetus,  finally  I 
locked  two  fingers  under  the  left  knee  bringing  down  one  leg,  slight 
traction  was  made  on  it,  then  the  other  and  the  child  was  delivered. 
Placenter  removed  by  Crede's  method,  the  patient  attended  as  previ- 
ously described,  with  vaginal  douches  with  carbolic  acid  (dr.  1  to  pt.  1) 
every  four  hours  for  first  day. 

Case  3.  Called  to  Mrs.  C. — primipara,  20  years  old,  second  stage 
was  between  two  and  three  hours.  Instrumental  delivery,  bladder 
emptied,  chloroform,  forceps  applied,  head  brought  down  to  perineum, 
two  fingers  in  the  rectum  under  the  chin  of  child  to  prevent  going 
backwards,  the  forceps  taken  off  and  delivered  as  in  normal  labor. 
No  rupture. 

Dr.  Henry  K.  Gardiner  asked  the  question,  "Why  do  you  use  a 
hair  pin  to  rupture  the  membranes?"  He  asked  the  question  for  two 
reasons:  1st,  he  had  never  used  anything  but  his  finger  during  a  pain, 
and  always  with  success;  2d,  after  detailing  so  minutely  the  antiseptic 
precautions,  and  then  to  use  a  hair  pin  from  the  head  of  a  nurse,  not 
knowing  what  it  might  convey  or  where  it  had  been  used,  did  not  look 
to  him  consistent.  While  he  believed  in  the  antiseptic  measures  used 
in  cities  and  large  hospitals,  he  did  not  think  them  necessary  in  the 
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country,  where  with  ordinary  cleanliness  our  patients  recover  without 
bad  symptoms.  Usually  his  patients  sit  up  in  bed  on  the  tenth  or 
twelfth  day. 

Dr.  E.  P.  Clarke  said:  The  armamentarium  and  paraphernalia  of 
Dr.  Dunne,  in  attending  a  puerperal  case  is  essentially  that  recom- 
mended by  the  books.  He  was  not  in  the  habit  of  spraying  the  vagina 
with  antiseptics  in  cases  of  simple  labor,  his  antiseptics  were  hot  water 
and  cleanliness,  unless  there  were  signs  of  septic  trouble,  in  which  case 
he  used  hot  solutions  of  carbolic  acid  or  bi-chloride.  He  followed  the 
expectant  plan.  The  mortality  in  private  obstetric  practice  had  not 
been  materially  changed  by  modern  therapia. 

In  the  time  a  woman  should  be  kept  in  bed,  he  had  no  arbitrary  rule, 
but  was  governed  by  the  condition  of  the  patient;  nine  days  he  gener- 
ally advised  in  ordinary  cases.  The  physician  should  treat  each  case 
upon  its  own  merits,  the  vast  majority  of  women  will  do  well  to  lie  in 
bed  nine  or  ten  days,  an  exceptional  case  may  have  to  remain  in  bed 
two,  four  or  even  six  weeks. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Briggs  in  continuation  of  the  discussion,  said  that  in  the 
main  he  could  agree  with  what  Dr.  Dunne  had  said  in  regard  to  the 
management  of  labor  cases,  but  there  were  some  points  on  which  he 
should  have  to  take  exceptions.  He  did  not  believe  that  the  strict  anti- 
septic precautions  as  advocated  by  the  doctor  were  necessary  in  ordi- 
nary every  day  practice ;  in  large  cities  and  in  hospital  practice  they 
were  undoubtedly  of  advantage,  and  had  iessened  the  death  rate  to  a 
marked  degree,  but  he  had  seen  no  reliable  statistics  from  private 
practice  that  would  indicate  any  decrease  of  the  death  rate.  Strict 
cleanliness,  before,  during  and  after  labor  were  all  that  was  required 
in  the  majority  of  cases.  He  had  made  it  a  practice,  never  to  go  to  an 
obstetric  case  from  a  case  of  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria, 
either  at  the  time  of  confinement  or  subsequently. 

As  regards  the  length  of  time  the  patient  should  remain  in  bed, 
three  weeks  as  the  Doctor  says  all  primipara  should  do,  he  regarded  as 
too  arbitrary;  he  had  many  times  seen  such  cases  up  on  the  tenth  day 
with  no  subsequent  bad  symptoms,  he  was  satisfied  that  many  women 
were  better  able  to  be  up  on  the  tenth  day,  than  they  would  be  at  the 
end  of  three  weeks;  or  in  other  words,  they  would  loose  ground  the  last 
ten  days  if  required  to  remain  in  bed. 

Child-birth  was  a  physiological  condition,  not  a  pathological,  and  we 
should  decide  all  doubtful  points  in  these  cases  from  a  physiological 
and  not  a  pathological  standpoint.  In  making  such  a  decision  he 
should  have  to  disagree  again  with  the  Doctor  in  regard  to  the  use  of 
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the   bandage.     In  his  opinion  if   there  was  ever    an  abomination   in 
obstetric  practice  it  was  the  use  of  the  binder.     In  a  practice  extend- 
ing over  twenty  years  he  had  never  used  a  binder  more  than  five  or  six 
times,  and  that  in  the  early  years  of  his  practice,  in  yielding  to  the 
instigation  of  some  old  woman,  rather  than  to  his  better  judgment. 
What  are  the  advantages  claimed  for  the  bandage?     That  it  makes  the 
patient  more  comfortable ;  that  it  gives  support  and  lessens  the  chances 
of  hoemorrhage;  that  the  patient  is  the  better  able  to  move  around  in 
bed,  to  help  herself,  and  last  but  not  least,  that  it  will  help  the  subse- 
quent form  of  the  patient,  that  she  will  not  have  so  large  dn  abdomen. 
Now  what  are  the  facts  in  the  case?     What  are  the  conditions?     Here 
is  a  womb  that  has  been  out  of  position  for  weeks  and  months,  it  has 
been  pressed  down  with  the  superincumbent  weight  in  and  upon  it;  the 
broad  ligaments  are  soft,  flabby,  inert,  there  is  often  a  tendency  to  pro- 
lapsus, there  may  be  flexions  or  versions.     Now  will  a  bandage  help 
nature  to  restore  these  conditions  to  the  normal?     No!     In  his  opinion 
a  bandage  applied  so  tight  as  to  be  many  times  uncomfortable,  helps  to 
hold  the  uterus  in  its  mal  position  and  tends  to  prevent  nature  from 
doing  her  work. 

The  belief  that  a  bandage  is  the  only  thing  that  will  make  a  woman 
presentable  after  a  confinement,  "  that  it  will  help  her  form,"  has  been 
handed  down  from  one  grandmother  to  another,  until  not  only  almost 
every  woman  believes  it,  but  many  physicians  as  well.  The  patient's 
form  is  something  that  does  not  concern  the  obstetrician;  that  point 
was  decided  upon  by  nature  long  before  he  was  called  in  to  attend  the 
woman  in  labor,  and  all  the  binders  he  may  apply  for  a  week  or  ten 
days  after  a  confinement  will  not  make  a  beautiful  form  out  of  a  short, 
fat,  flabby  woman's  abdomen.  He  had  found  upon  asking  the  question 
of  patients  that  they  had  more  after-pains  with  the  binder  than  without, 
and  it  is  very  seldom  that  the  patient  asks  for  it,  after  once  having  been 
confined  without  its  use. 

Pr.  Morgan  said :  I  find  myself  closely  in  accord  with  the  views 
expressed  by  Drs.  Briggs  and  Clarke,  when  they  differ  from  those  set 
forth  in  the  paper.  I  can  not  feel  the  confidence  which  the  writer 
seems  to  have  in  the  use  of  the  binder  as  a  means  of  preventing  post 
partem  hoemorrhage,  for  while  I  have  much  confidence  in  the  virtue 
of  the  hand  grasping  and  kneading  the  womb  through  the  abdominal 
walls  to  excite  its  contractions,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  uniform  pres- 
sure of  the  binder  upon  the  abdominal  walls  can  exert  any  trustworthy 
power  either  to  stimulate  the  womb  to  contract  or  to  prevent  its  relax- 
ing again  when  once  contracted. 
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I  never  urge  the  use  of  the  binder,  but  am  in  the  habit  of  applying  it 
merely  because  many  women  feel  more  comfortable  with  it  for  a  few 
hours  after  labor;  I  direct,  however,  that  it  shall  be  removed  alto- 
gether in  twenty-five  or  thirty  hours,  and  explain  that  if  it  is  worn  and 
kept  tight  for  several  weeks  (as  many  wish  it  to  be)  I  believe  it  may  be 
decidedly  injurious.  The  muscles  are  the  natural  means  of  preserving 
the  figure,  and  so  far  as  the  binder  is  depended  on  to  accomplish  this 
end  the  muscles  are  deprived  of  a  portion  of  their  work  and  thereby  are 
weakened,  and  the  abdominal  walls  are  therefore  rendered  less  able  to 
withstand  future  strains;  this  objection  holds  against  the  use  of  corsets 
also.  But  there  are  other  ways  in  which  the  binder  may  be  an  injury, 
and  perhaps  to  relate  an  observation  made  some  time  ago  will  best  illus- 
trate the  conditions  involved.  I  was  called  to  examine  a  child  about 
two  years  old,  and  noted  as  the  mother  was  removing  its  clothing,  that 
the  flannel  band  about  its  waist  was  pinned  together  at  top,  middle  and 
bottom,  and  that  between  the  pins  it  gaped  widely.  The  examination 
over,  when  the  mother  was  about  to  replace  the  band  (the  child  sitting 
the  while  on  the  mother's  lap)  she  found  that  the  ends  failed  to  come 
together  by  about  the  length  of  my  forefinger.  She  was  much  sup- 
prised  at  this  and  said  something  about  the  child  having  "  bloated  so 
much  in  a  few  minutes,"  I  asked  her  to  let  the  child  lie  down  across  her 
lap,  and  she  then  found  that  the  ends  not  only  came  together  but  even 
lapped  about  3-4  of  an  inch;  yet  when  the  sitting  posture  was  resumed, 
they  lacked  between  three  and  four  inches  of  meeting.  As  she  still 
failed  to  see  how  to  account  for  this  discrepancy,  I  took  a  piece  of  cloth 
and  placing  one  end  on  the  pubes  measured  to  lower  end  of  sternum, 
then  letting  the  child  lie  down  again  the  measure  was  found  to  reach 
only  from  pubes  to  a  little  above  the  navel;  measuring  again  from 
pubes  to  sternum,  and  then  letting  the  child  sit  up,  this  measure 
reached  nearly  to  the  child's  chin.  Now  said  I,  "Do  you  see  what 
happens?  When  the  child  is  lying  straight  or  standing  up,  the  abdomen 
is  lengthened  from  above  downward  and  the  band  laps;  when  it  sits, 
the  abdomen  is  shortened  from  above  downward  and  must  needs  bulge 
out  to  front  and  sides  to  make  up  for  what  it  loses  in  length,  and  so  the 
band  fails  to  come  together." 

This  simple  observation  to  my  mind  throws  a  flood  of  light  upon  the 
conditions  involved  in  this  matter  of  the  binder,  and  in  the  use  of  corsets 
also. 

With  the  woman  lying  straight  in  bed,  you  put  on  a  snug-fitting 
binder;  now  if  she  turns  on  her  side  and  draws  up  her  knees,  or  if  she 
sits  up,  the  abdominal   cavity  is  shortened  longitudinally  and  as  the 
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binder  prevents  its  bulging  out  laterally,  a  powerful  pressure  must  be 
exerted  on  its  contents,  tending  not  only  to  push  the  diaphragm  up,  but 
strongly  to  push  the  pelvic  organs  downward  out  of  place,  the  very 
thing  you  keep  your  patient  in  bed  to  avoid. 

Again  I  do  not  believe  in  any  routine  treatment  as  to  the  length  of 
time  a  woman  must  be  kept  in  bed  after  confinement.  I  believe  the 
time  should  vary  according  to  the  patient's  condition.  Where  every- 
thing is  going  well,  if  the  woman  feels  like  it,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  let 
her  sit  up  a  while  on  the  fifth  day  and  each  day  thereafter  a  little 
longer  till  she  is  up  altogether,  and  my  experience  has  been  that  the 
women  who  do  so  with  reasonable  care,  get  up  better  and  stronger  than 
those  who  keep  in  bed  so  long.  While  such  good  men  as  Dr.  William 
Goodell  advocate  this  couise  I  do  not  think  we  are  likely  to  be  con- 
demned as  "criminals"  if  we  allow  a  woman,  or,  if  you  choose  a  primi- 
para,  to  get  up  in  less  than  three  weeks,  as  the  writer  seems  to  believe 
we  ought. 

I  decidedly  object  to  the  use  of  a  bed-pan  and  of  vaginal  injections, 
except  in  those  cases  where  the  woman's  condition  will  not  permit  her 
to  sit  up  on  the  chamber  or  to  get  over  on  her  hands  and  knees  and 
have  it  placed  under  her  when  she  wishes  to  urinate  or  deficate,  because 
I  believe  that  in  these  positions  clots  and  lochial  discharges  find  freer 
and  safer  outlet  than  can  well  be  obtained  by  means  of  the  syringe. 


ACUTE    INFLAMMATION   OF  THE    MASTOID  AND  ITS 
OPERATIVE  TREATMENT.

AMONG  the  serious  complications  of  an  acute  inflammation  of  the 
middle-ear,  there  is  none  requiring  more  serious  consideration 
than  that  caused  by  an  extension  of  the  inflammatory  process 
into  the  mastoid  portion  of  the  temporal  bone,  the  muco-periosteal 
lining  of  which  is  continuous  with  the  lining  membrane  of  the  middle 
ear,  through  the  mastoid  antrum.  There  is  probably  never  an  acute 
inflammation  of  the  middle  ear  without  more  or  less  congestion  and 
inflammation  in  the  mastoid  antrum.  Thus  we  have  in  intratympanic 
inflammation  a  most  common  cause  for  mastoiditis ;  and  here  we  see 
the  necessity  of  the  early  recognition  and  prompt  treatment  of  the 
middle-ear  inflammation  to  prevent  the  mastoid  complication. 

Although  it  is  not  the  object  of  this  paper  to  discuss  the  important 
and  interesting  subject  of  ear-ache,  I  feel  that  it  should  have  a  passing 
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mention,  as  it  is  always  among  the  early  symptoms  of  mastoid  disease. 
And  there  is  never  an  ear-ache  of  inflammatory  origin  but  what  may- 
be the  starting-point  of  a  serious  trouble,  and  be  it  ever  so  trifling,  it 
should  never  be  treated  without  a  thorough  investigation  as  to  its 
cause.  The  analgesics  which  are  so  handily  given  to  relieve  the  pain 
will  certainly  make  the  patient  more  comfortable,  but  the  disease  pro- 
gresses and  it  may  be  our  discomfort  to  see  a  simple  case  of  ear-ache 
terminating  in  a  fatal  pyaemia  or  meningitis.  When  we- consider  the 
close  relationship  between  the  vascular  supply  of  the  middle  ear  and 
brain,  and  the  thin  shell  of  bone  separating  them,  which  is  sometimes 
barely  thicker  than  writing  paper  and  seldom  more  than  a  sixteenth  of 
an  inch  in  thickness,  we  can  readily  see  how  such  a  condition  might 
result.  So  it  behooves  us  as  physicians,  when  we  are  called  upon  to 
treat  a  case  of  ear-ache,  to  take  along  our  head  mirror  and  ear-specu- 
lum and  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  case  and  treat  it  under- 
standing^. I  do  not  say  that  every  case  of  ear-ache  will  terminate 
fatally  or  will  always  take  on  serious  complications,  for  perhaps  the 
majority  of  cases  get  well  without  serious  complication,  and  some  with- 
out treatment,  but  is  this  not  true  of  all  diseases?  So  we  should  not 
think  of  treating  an  ear-ache  with  any  less  careful  attention  than  a  case 
of  typhoid  fever  or  pneumonia,  and  thereby  prevent  further  progress  of 
the  intra-tympanic  inflammation  toward  the  mastoid  cells.  During  the 
past  three  years,  undoubtedly,  the  pathogenic  micro-organisms  of  la 
grippe  are  responsible  for  the  majority  of  cases  of  middle-ear  and  mas- 
toid inflammation,  although  ordinarily  the  condition  is  brought  about  by 
extension  of  an  acute  inflammation  of  the  upper  air  passages  through 
the  Eustachian  tube  into  the  middle  ear. 

Another  and  very  common  cause  is  an  acute  exacerbation  of  an  old 
chronic  suppurative  inflammation  of  the  middle  ear.  This  disease 
being  very  prevalent  and  arising  from  the  constant  and  universal 
neglect  of  its  treatment,  there  is  liable  at  any  time  to  develop  a  dan- 
gerous form  of  mastoid  inflammation,  and  perhaps  more  often  than  we 
realize  a  cerebral  abscess  or  sinus  thrombosis  with  pyaemia. 

Diagnosis. — The  symptoms  to  be  relied  upon  are,  first,  the  history  of 
a  present  or  preceding  inflammation  of  the  middle  ear,  accompanied 
in  most  cases  by  otorrhcea,  but  not  always,  as  the  drum-head  may  not 
yet  have  ruptured. 

The  principal  subjective  symptoms  are,  pain  deep  in  the  ear,  behind 
the  ear  and  over  the  corresponding  side  of  the  head.  Of  the  objective 
symptoms,  tenderness  at  three  distinct  points  on  deep  pressure  over  the 
mastoid:  first,  at  a  point  corresponding  to  the  position  of  the  antrum; 
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second,  over  the  openings  of  the  mastoid  emissary  veins,  and,  third, 
over  the  tip.  There  is  usually  swelling  over  the  mastoid  region ;  it 
may  be  extensive,  pushing  the  auricle  downward  and  outward,  smooth- 
ing out  the  folds  on  its  posterior  surface,  or  it  may  be  very  slight  and 
scarcely  noticeable.  When  very  much  swollen  there  is  considerable 
oedema  of  the  tissues,  and  redness.  If  the  disease  has  invaded  the  tip 
extensively  or  perforated  it,  there  is  swelling  at  the  upper  portion  of 
the  sterno-cleido-mastoid  muscle  and  consequent  stiffening  of  the  neck. 
There  is  usually  more  or  less  swelling  of  the  posterior  wall  of  the 
external  meatus,  and  when  there  is  marked  oedema  and  bulging  of  the 
posterior  superior  portion  at  its  inner  end,  we  may  be  quite  sure  of 
mastoid  inflammation.  The  pulse  and  temperature  are  very  variable, 
as  we  sometimes  see  a  severe  case  of  mastoid  disease  with  the  temper- 
ature less  than  ioo°  throughout,  while  in  others  it  may  reach  1040. 

The  complications  attendant  upon  mastoid  inflammation  may  be: 
diffuse  suppurative  meningitis,  cerebral  abscess,  sinus  phlebitis,  throm- 
bosis of  the  lateral  sinus,  pyaemia  or  cervical  abscess. 

Prognosis. — The  prognosis  of  caries  and  necrosis  of  the  mastoid 
depends  on  the  amount  of  destruction,  the  location  of  the  part  destroyed, 
and  upon  the  general  condition  and  age  of  the  patient.  Should  there 
be  any  manifestation  of  suppuration  affecting  the  system  in  general, 
such  secondary  affections  would  modify  the  prognosis,  as  would  any  of 
the  possible  complications.  But  if  the  disease  is  recognized  early  and 
treatment  instituted,  and  all  of  the  pyogenic  material  removed  before 
important  structures  have  been  reached,  the  dangers  of  the  disease  are 
practically  overcome. 

This  brings  us  to  the  point  of  the  radical  operation  of  perforating 
the  mastoid  process ;  before  its  description,  however,  I  will  give  a  brief 
history  of  its  progress. 

History  of  the  Operation. — The  operation  of  perforating  the  mastoid 
process  was  first  proposed  by  Riolanus  in  1649  for  the  purpose  of 
removing,  by  injection,  morbid  products  from  the  tympanic  cavity  and 
Eustachian  tube.  The  first  to  perform  the  operation,  however,  was 
Petit,  in  1750,  which  he  did  by  means  of  the  gouge  and  hammer. 
After  this  time  it  was  done  by  others  for  the  relief  of  tinnitus  and 
improvement  of  hearing. 

Weber,  a  German  surgeon,  in  1825  made  an  opening  into  the  mastoid, 
in  a  case  of  caries,  with  a  trocar,  and  the  patient  recovered.  The 
simple  purpose  of  the  operation,  that  of  creating  an  external  opening, 
for  the  evacuation  of  pus,  to  prevent  its  extension  inward  to  the  brain, 
was  so  distorted,  and  the  operation  done  under  improper  indications 
for  its  performance,  and  the  true  indications  being  unknown,  and  some

lives  lost  by  the  procedure,  the  operation  fell  into  disrepute,  until  1864, 
when  Ludwig  Mayer,  a  surgeon  in  the  German  army,  performed  the 
operation  as  suggested  by  Von  Troltsch. 

In  1872  M.  Shede  reported  five  cases  of  the  operation  where  the 
diseased  bone  was  removed  by  sharp  spoons. 

In  1873  Schwartze  was  the  first  to  bring  into  prominence  a  systematic 
operation.  A  few  years  later  Gruber  and  others  in  Europe  reported 
cases.  J.  Orne  Greene  and  C.  J.  Blake,  of  Boston,  were  the  first  to  do 
the  operation  in  America,  being  but  a  little  more  than  ten  years  ago. 

The  indications  for  perforating  the  mastoid  process,  as  given  by 
Schwartze,  are: 

1st.  Acute  inflammation  of  the  mastoid  process  with  retention  of 
pus  within  the  mastoid  cells,  when  a  permanent  remission  of  symptoms 
has  not  been  brought  about  by  a  Wilde's  incision.  The  operation 
ought  to  be  performed  without  waiting  for  symptoms  of  cerebral  irrita- 
tion or  pyaemia. 

2d.  Recurrent  swelling  of  the  mastoid  region,  which  has  undergone 
temporary  recession,  or  has  led  to  abscess  formation  with  or  without 
fistulous  opening  in  the  integument,  even  though  no  threatening  symp- 
toms exist  at  the  time. 

3d.  When  after  discharge  of  an  abscess  of  the  mastoid  region, 
examination  with  the  probe  reveals  a  fistulous  opening  in  the  bone. 

Another  indication  based  upon  the  ascertion  of  Sir  Wm.  Wilde  of  a  half 
century  ago,  namely,  when  after  the  first  gush  of  pus  following  the  open- 
ing of  the  drum-head,  it  continued  to  flow  in  considerable  quantity,  that 
it  must  come  from  a  pus  cavity,  as  it  could  not  be  secreted  so  rapidly  by 
the  tympanum.  Based  upon  this  ascertion  Dr.  Green,  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  has  reported  a  number  of  cases  operated  upon  under  the  follow- 
ing indications:  "That  in  acute  suppurative  otitis  media  with  the 
drum- head  freely  open,  if  after  two  or  three  days'  treatment  by 
thorough  irrigation,  and  the  tube  and  tympanum  cleared  by  Politzeri- 
zation, pus  continues  to  flow  so  that  the  canal  is  filled  in  an  hour  or 
two,  or  saturates  a  plug  of  absorbent  cotton,  and  attended  by  a  rise  of 
temperature  and  chills  without  assignable  cause,  with  swelling  and 
bulging  of  the  membrane  in  upper  and  back  of  tympanum,  with  no 
manifestation  of  local  trouble  in  the  canal,  there  is  pus  in  the  mastoid 
cells,  and  operation  is  indicated  and  justifiable  for  the  safety  of  the 
patient.  And  further  states  that  there  is  no  more  reason  for  delaying 
mastoid  operations,  when  pus  evidently  exists  in  the  cells,  than  for  the 
surgeon  to  delay  operation  in  suppurated  appendicitis,  or  the  gynaecolo- 
gist in  a  pelvic  abscess. 

There  are  some  other  indications  for  perforating  the  mastoid,  but 
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which  acquire  an  exploratory  significance,  and  are  not  strictly  within 
the  province  of  this  paper. 

In  the  present  days  of  antiseptic  surgery,  we  can  fearlessly  open  up 
the  mastoid  process,  a  procedure  which  the  boldest  operators  of  former 
times  dared  not  contemplate,  and  the  former  fatality  of  mastoid  disease 
compared  with  the  successful  results  of  the  modern  operation,  plainly 
show  the  necessity  of  the  early  recognition  of  the  disease  and  advisa- 
bility of  operation. 

And  when  we  remember  the  thin  shell  of  bone  separating  the  mas- 
toid cells  from  the  cranial  cavity  as  compared  with  the  thick  external 
cortex  covered  by  a  dense  periosteum  and  muscular  tissue,  we  should 
not  hesitate  to  assist  nature  in  throwing  off  the  morbid  product. 

The  operation  as  suggested  by  Schwartze  is  adopted  by  aural  sur- 
geons generally,  with  slight  modifications  peculiar  to  each  operator,  the 
main  object  being  to  perforate  the  external  cortex,  evacuate  the  pus 
and  remove  all  diseased  tissue  and  carious  bone.  It  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  that  the  antrum  be  reached  and  rid  of  all  morbid  products 
and  redundant  tissue.  Should  this  point  be  neglected  we  will  be  dis- 
appointed in  the  results  of  the  operation,  as  the  antrum  is  at  the  highest 
point  between  two  channels,  that  of  the  middle  ear  on  one  side  and  the 
mastoid  cells  on  the  other,  and  if  any  source  of  suppuration  is  left,  a 
discharge  from  the  middle  ear  and  wound  will  continue  indefinitely. 

Before  describing  the  method  of  operation  it  will  be  well  to  review  a 
few  anatomical  points  and  measurements  of  the  mastoid  portion  of  the 
temporal  bone. 

There  is  no  bone  in  the  human  body  containing  important  structures, 
that  is  so  variable  in  its  formation  as  the  mastoid.  It  is,  therefore, 
almost  impossible  to  locate  any  fixed  landmarks.  The  distance  between 
the  posterior  wall  of  the  canal  and  the  wall  of  the  lateral  sinus  varies 
from  one-eighth  to  three-fourths  of  an  inch  and  the  depth  of  the  sinus 
from  the  surface  is  from  one-eighth  to  three-eighths  of  an  inch. 

The  height  of  the  roof  of  the  middle  ear  and  antrum,  or  in  other 
words,  the  floor  of  the  middle  fossa  of  the  skull  is  from  one-eighth  to 
three- eighths  of  an  inch  above  the  upper  margin  of  the  bony  canal. 

The  average  depth  of  the  outer  wall  of  the  antrum  from  the  outer 
cortex  is  three  fourths  of  an  inch,  but  varying  from  five-eighths  to 
seven-eighths.  To  proceed  further  in  this  direction  than  five-eighths 
of  an  inch,  we  are  in  danger  of  injuring  the  facial  nerve  or  the  external 
semi-circular  canal. 

The  operation  is  performed  in  the  following  manner:  The  patient 
being  fully  under  the  influence  of  an  anaesthetic,  is  placed  upon  an 
operating  table,  the  head  and   shoulders  being  slightly  raised  and  the 
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head  turned  so  the  region  to  be  operated  upon  is  of  easy  access.  The 
ear  is  now  syringed  with  a  1-2000  solution  of  bichloride,  and  the  drum- 
head is  opened  freely  by  a  large  crescentic  cut  extending  from  the  lower 
to  the  upper  border  of  the  posterior  segment.  The  parts  surrounding 
the  mastoid  region  are  now  shaved,  and  afterwards  scrubbed  with  soap 
and  water  and  bichloride  solution. 

The  hair  is  covered  by  a  moist  antiseptic  towel  or  a  cap  made  for  the 
purpose  of  rubber  tissue,  a  piece  of  rubber  tissue  also  covering  the  neck 
and  shoulders,  held  in  place  by  a  clamp. 

The  instruments  required  for  the  performance  of  the  operation,  are: 
A  large  and  a  small  scalpel,  a  curved,  narrow,  sharp-edged  retractor, 
for  lifting  the  periosteum  from  the  bone;  a  probe;  hand-drills  and 
sharpe  spoons  of  two  or  three  sizes  each  ;  gouge-shaped  chisels,  rongeur, 
mallet,  artery  nippers,  retractors,  and  other  articles  such  as  are  needed 
in  surgical  operations  generally.  The  instruments  are  sterilized  or 
placed  in  boiling  water  at  least  an  hour,  if  possible,  before  the  opera- 
tion, and  kept  in  a  1-20  carbolic  solution  during  operation,  when  not  in 
use.     The  sponges,  dressing,  sutures,  etc.,  should  also  be  sterilized. 

Everything  being  in  readiness  an  incision  is  made  about  one-fourth 
of  an  inch  behind  the  auricle,  commencing  about  on  a  line  with  the 
upper  portion  of  its  insertion,  or  from  one-half  to  three-fourths  of  an 
inch  above  the  meatus,  dividing  the  soft  tissues  down  to  the  bone  along 
the  whole  surface  of  the  mastoid  to  the  tip,  or  it  a  fistulous  opening 
exists,  it  should  be  included  in  the  incision  if  possible. 

The  periosteum  is  now  pushed  aside  and  the  surface  of  the  bone 
exposed,  which  is  now  explored  by  a  stiff  probe,  as  is  also  the  posterior 
wall  of  the  meatus,  if  the  soft  tissues  be  separated  from  the  bone.  If 
any  soft  spot  of  bone  or  fistulous  opening  is  found  it  is  enlarged  by  the 
gouge  and  mallet.  If  none  such  is  found  an  opening  is  made  by  a  small 
drill,  commencing  directly  behind  and  close  to  the  meatus;  after  the 
small  drill  has  penetrated  the  cells  a  larger  one  is  used,  after  which  the 
external  opening  is  completed  by  means  of  the  gouge  and  mallet  and 
ronguer. 

The  remainder  of  the  operation  is  carried  on  by  means  of  the  sharp 
spoons. 

The  object  in  view  being  to  remove  all  carious  bone  and  granulation 
tissue,  it  is  necessary  in  some  cases  to  remove  nearly  the  whole  cellular 
structure  of  the  bone  and  part  of  the  cortex,  or  perhaps  the  whole  ante- 
rior surface  which  forms  the  posterior  wall  of  the  meatus,  and  occasion- 
ally it  is  necessary  to  remove  part  of  the  wall  of  the  lateral  sinus  and 
inner  cortex  of  the  bone.  The  limit  of  the  operation  being  governed 
by  the  extent  of  the  carious  process,  each  case  having  its  individual 
peculiarities. 
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The  next  object  of  the  operation  is  to  open  into  the  antrum  and  make 
a  free  communication  through  into  the  middle  ear,  bearing  in  mind, 
especially  during  this  part  of  the  operation,  our  relations  to  the  lateral 
sinus,  facial  nerve,  external  semi-circular  canals  and  cranial  cavity. 

The  bone  now  having  been  thoroughly  cleaned  out,  it  is  syringed 
with  hot  water  and  hot  saturated  solution  of  boracic  acid,  and  excepting 
in  some  acute  cases,  where  the  swollen  mucous  membrane  in  the  middle 
ear  prevents,  the  fluid  should  pass  through  into  the  middle  ear  and  out 
of  the  external  canal.  If  we  have  no  further  complications,  such  as  a 
cervical  abscess,  where  the  pus  has  burrowed  through  the  tip  down  into 
the  tissues  and  muscles  of  the  neck,  which,  by  the  way,  we  should 
always  be  prepared  to  treat,  we  will  now  proceed  to  close  the  wound. 

This  procedure  differs  with  different  operators.  Schwartze  inserts  a 
drainage  tube,  packs  around  it  with  gouge,  allowing  the  wound  to  fill  in 
from  the  bottom,  the  external  opening  being  preserved  by  a  silver  tube 
until  the  wound  is  filled  in,  using  smaller  tubes  as  the  case  requires. 
The  after  treatment  in  these  cases  according  to  his  statistics  varies  from 
eight  to  ten  months. 

Gruber's  method  is  similar  to  that  of  Schwartze's.  Some  of  the  sur* 
geons  in  this  country  close  the  wound  by  simply  pressing  the  edges 
together  and  applying  the  dressing,  and  during  the  subsequent  treatr 
ment  it  is  kept  open  by  probing.  Others  insert  a  drainage  tube  with 
one  or  two  sutures  in  the  wound,  the  tube  being  removed  on  the 
second  day  and  replaced  by  a  smaller  one,  the  duration  of  after  treat- 
ment in  these  cases  being  from  three  to  twelve  weeks. 

To  keep  apace  of  the  surgery  of  the  present  day  it  has  been  my 
object  to  acquire  as  near  as  possible,  first  intention  of  the  mastoid 
wound,  but  we  are  dealing  with  a  class  of  cases  governed  by  peculiar 
circumstances.  At  the  deepest  and  highest  portion  of  our  wound  we 
have  a  mucous  secreting  surface  in  the  membrane  lining  the  antrum 
and  middle  ear.  This  membrane,  as  we  have  seen,  is  continuous 
through  the  Eustachian  tube  with  that  of  the  nose  and  nasopharynx, 
and  is  very  susceptible  to  draughts  of  air,  dampness  and  other  atmos- 
pheric influences;  and  such  exposure  of  our  patient  during  convales- 
cence would  excite  the  suppurating  process  in  the  weakened  mem- 
brane of  the  ear  and  antrum,  and  if  our  wound  was  closed  we  would 
have  a  retention  abscess  in  the  cavity  we  had  so  nicely  cleaned,  and  be 
obliged  to  perform  a  secondary  operation.  With  these  efforts  on  the 
line  of  first  intention  I  have  adopted  the  following  method  of  closing 
the  wound:  After  the  cavity  is  thoroughly  irrigated  and  dried  with 
gauze,  a  piece  of  gauze  is  rolled  into  the  form  of  a  wick  one-fourth  of 
an  inch  in  thickness,  and  about  three  inches  long ;  one  end  of   this  is 
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placed  in  the  antrum,  the  remainder  passing  along  the  bottom  of  the 
cavity  and  extending  through  the  lower  end  of  the  incision  on  to  the 
neck.  The  upper  edges  of  the  incision  are  now  brought  together  with 
sutures,  and  the  wound  closed  as  far  as  the  wick  of  gauze.  Thus  we 
practically  get  first  intention  of  all  of  the  soft  tissues,  not  separated  by 
the  wick,  and  when  the  wick  is  removed  at  the  first  dressing,  in  forty- 
eight  hours,  we  have  an  opening  sufficient  for  drainage  in  the  most 
pendent  portion  of  the  wound.  The  dressings  of  sterilized  gauze  and 
cotton  are  now  applied  and  held  in  place  by  a  gauze  bandage. 

After  forty-eight  hours  the  dressings  are  removed,  and  the  wick  of 
gauze  extracted  from  the  wound,  which  is  now  irrigated  by  a  solution 
of  permanganate  of  potassium,  as  is  also  the  ear  and  meatus.  A  light 
dressing  of  gauze  is  now  applied. 

The  subsequent  dressings  are  changed  every  day  until  all  secretion 
from  the  ear  and  wound  have  ceased,  which  it  usually  does  in  from 
four  to  six  days,  after  which  the  sutures  are  removed  and  the  wound 
is  allowed  to  close.  In  the  following  cases  reported,  eight  of  which 
were  closed  by  this  method,  the  wound  was  healed  as  follows: 

One  case  in  ten  days,  one  case  in  twelve  days,  two  cases  in  thirteen 
days,  one  case  in  fourteen  days,  one  case  in  fifteen  days,  one  case  in 
eighteen  days  where  the  dressings  were  pulled  off  by  patient  and 
wound  pulled  open,  and  another  in  twenty-three  days. 

This  last  case  was  a  large  pneumatic-cell-mastoid  where  the  antrum 
was  very  large,  extending  outward  and  forward  over  the  canal,  afford- 
ing a  large  surface  for  secretion  of  serum  which  discharged  through 
the  canal,  and  I  did  not  deem  it  safe  to  allow  the  mastoid  to  close  until 
this  discharge  had  ceased. 

After  the  operation  the  patient  should  be  kept  in  bed  for  three  or 
four  days  at  least,  whether  there  be  rise  of  temperature  or  not, 
and  all  precautions  should  be  observed  to  prevent  exposure  to  draughts 
of  air  and  other  means  of  taking  cold.  It  is  best  to  keep  the  patient 
in  the  house  for  two  weeks  at  least  after  operating.  The  diet  should 
be  regulated  according  fo  the  patient's  condition,  and  tonics  given  if 
necessary. 

Case  I.     Male,  age  forty- five. 

First  seen  Aug.  17,  1892,  suffering  from  an  acute  inflammation  of 
the  middle  ear,  which  was  readily  relieved  by  treatment,  recurring, 
however,  with  greater  severity  three  days  later,  after  taking  cold,  at 
which  time  there  was  marked  bulging  of  the  drum-head  (giving  evi- 
dence of  fluid  accumulation  within  the  tympanic  cavity).  A  free  inci- 
sion was  accordingly  made  through  the  drum-head,  giving  exit  to  quite 
a  quantity  of  serum  and  blood,  giving  immediate  relief  to  the  distress- 
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ing  symptoms,  which  was  followed  by  a  partial  recovery.  Three 
weeks  later  he  returned  complaining-  of  pain  in  the  head  above  and 
behind  the  affected  ear.  During  these  three  weeks  he  had  been  work- 
ing in  a  damp  cellar  putting  up  machinery,  and  the  ear  treatment  had 
been  neglected.  At  this  time  the  ear  was  discharging  pus.  After 
being  cautioned  of  the  dangers  of  neglecting  treatment,  he  resolved  to 
do  better,  and  under  proper  attention  the  ear  began  to  improve  and 
discharge  almost  entirely  ceased,  when  on  October  17,  he  returned 
again,  this  time  with  mastoid  tenderness,  severe  headache,  and  tem- 
perature ioo°.  There  was  a  cone-shaped  bulging  of  the  upper  portion 
of  the  drum-head,  and  swelling  of  the  mucous  membrane  in  the  antrum 
region.  I  advised  him  to  remain  in  bed  and  give  the  best  possible 
attention  to  avoid  further  trouble,  which  advice,  however,  was  not 
heeded,  and  in  the  afternoon  of  October  24th,  I  was  called  in  a  hurry, 
to  see  him,  as  his  ear  had  rapidly  grown  worse  since  two  days  previous. 
Upon  examination  I  found  the  mastoid  region  very  much  swollen,  red 
and  tender,  the  auricle  being  pushed  considerably  out  of  position,  the 
temperature  was  1010.  I  advised  operation  as  soon  as  possible,  which 
was  done  on  the  following  day. 

After  the  usual  preparations,  the  patient  being  under  ether,  an  inci- 
sion two  inches  long  was  made  behind  the  auricle,  extending  from  the 
upper  part  of  its  insertion  to  the  tip  of  the  mastoid.  As  soon  as  the 
periosteum  was  cut  through  quite  a  quantity  of  pus  escaped. 

With  a  probe  a  soft  spot  was  found  on  the  posterior  wall  of  the  bony 
meatus ;  at  this  point  an  opening  was  made  with  the  small  drill,  enter- 
ing the  cells,  which  was  filled  with  pus  and  granulation  tissue;  the 
opening  was  enlarged  with  the  gouge,  and  the  whole  cavity  curetted,  a 
lot  of  carious  bone  and  granulations  being  removed,  leaving  the  walls 
of  the  cavity  hard  and  smooth.  There  could  be  no  soft  bone  or  fistu- 
lous opening  found  in  the  direction  of  the  antrum ,  so  I  desisted  from 
further  operation,  and  after  irrigating  the  cavity  and  wound,  a  drain- 
age tube  was  inserted  and  dressing  applied. 

After  the  operation  the  temperature  dropped  to  99,  all  distressing 
symptoms  were  relieved,  and  he  steadily  improved.  The  dressings 
were  changed  and  tube  removed  in  twenty  four  hours.  There  was  a 
slight  discharge  of  serum  from  the  ear  and  wound.  The  dressings 
were  changed  every  day,  and  at  the  end  of  the  second  week  the  wound 
was  nearly  healed.  During  the  third  week,  one  morning  he  awoke 
finding  the  wound  closed  and  dry,  and  thinking  it  all  right,  did  not 
have  it  attended  to,  and  when  seen  a  day  or  two  later,  there  was  swell- 
ing over  the  seat  of  operation,  and  extending  down  the  sterno-cleido- 
mastoid  muscle.   The  neck  was  stiff  and  very  tender  over  the  swelling. 
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The  wound  was  reopened  with  a  probe,  and  considerable  pus  escaped, 
but  the  swelling  in  the  neck  increased  and  I  was  suspicious  of  pus  bur- 
rowing along  the  sheath  of  the  muscles,  and  accordingly  advised 
another  operation,  which  was  done,  November  23d.  At  this  time  the 
opening  was  made  in  the  site  of  the  first  incision.  As  the  discharge 
from  the  ear  had  not  ceased  or  improved  as  it  should  have  done,  I 
determined  to  open  up  the  antrum.  After  scraping  away  all  the  granu- 
lation tissue  which  had  formed  in  the  cavity,  and  the  bone  still  being 
hard  in  the  direction  of  the  antrum,  with  a  small  drill  and  cautiously 
working  upward  and  forward,  entered  the  outer  wall  of  the  antrum, 
and  as  the  drill  entered,  a  few  drops  of  pus  escaped.  The  opening  was 
enlarged  with  a  spoon,  and  the  whole  cavity  cleared  of  granulations 
with  which  it  was  filled.  A  probe  was  now  passed  down  into  the  neck, 
and  a  sinus  was  found  just  outside  the  tip,  which  opened  into  a  pus 
pocket  an  inch  and  a  half  deep  just  inside  the  sterno-cleido-mastoid 
muscle,  containing  about  four  drachms  of  pus.  The  muscle  was  cut 
through  and  the  pocket  opened  to  the  bottom.  After  this  operation  all 
discharge  from  the  ear  and  wound  ceased,  and  the  patient  made  a  slow 
but  good  recovery,  the  wound  being  healed  in  five  weeks  after  the 
secondary  operation. 

Case  II.     Female,  age  thirteen. 

History  (as  given  by  family  physician,  Dr.  F.  E.  Peckham),  of  an 
acute  inflammation  of  middle  ear  with  spontaneous  opening  of  drum- 
head and  discharge,  followed  by  recurrent  swelling  of  the  mastoid 
region,  accompanied  with  pain  and  high  temperature. 

March  4,  1893.  Present  condition;  the  tissues  over  the  mastoid  are 
swollen  cedematous,  red  and  very  tender.  The  inner  end  of  the  pos- 
terior wall  of  meatus  very  much  swollen  and  red,  and  a  discharge  of 
thick  creamy  pus  from  the  meatus. 

Operation  advised,  which  was  done  March  5th. 

A  preliminary  free  incision  was  made  through  the  drum-head.  The 
incision  over  bone  was  made  as  usual,  the  surface  of  the  bone  being 
hard  and  apparently  healthy.  An  opening  was  made  one-eighth  of  an 
inch  behind  the  meatus  with  the  small  drill,  and  it  was  necessary  to 
penetrate  a  quarter  of  an  inch  of  perfectly  sound  bone  before  the  cells 
were  reached.  At  this  depth,  however,  pus  welled  up  around  the 
drill;  the  opening  was  enlarged  with  the  gouge  and  rongeur  to  about 
seven-eighths  of  an  inch  in  length  and  three-eighths  in  width.  The 
cavity  was  carefully  curetted,  and  all  dead  bone  and  granulations 
removed.  An  opening  was  made  through  into  the  antrum,  and  this 
cavity  was  also  curetted.  A  small  pocket  was  found  outside  the  tip, 
extending  downward  about  three-quarters  of  an  inch.     This  was  laid 
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open  on  a  director.  The  wound  was  now  irrigated,  but  there  was  no 
communication  with  the  middle  ear  on  account  of  the  swollen  mucous 
membrane.  A  tube  was  inserted,  and  the  wound  sutured  above  and 
below  it  and  dressings  applied.  After  the  first  dressing,  in  twenty- 
four  hours,  there  was  no  discharge  from  the  middle  ear.  The  drain- 
age tube  was  removed  in  twenty-four  hours,  and  there  was  only  a 
slight  discharge  of  serum  from  the  wound,  which  continued  only  for  a 
few  days,  and  at  the  end  of  two  weeks  the  wound  was  entirely  closed. 

Case  III.     Female,  age  ten. 

Complains  of  pain  in  left  ear  and  side  of  the  head  for  about  four 
weeks;  has  been  unable  to  sleep  for  more  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time 
for  three  weeks,  during  which  time  has  been  unable  to  lie  down,  as  in 
doing  so  the  pain  was  increased,  the  only  sleep  being  had  by  sitting  in 
a  chair  side  of  the  bed  and  leaning  forward  resting  her  head  on  the  bed. 

Present  condition.  Swelling  over  the  anterior  portion  of  the  mastoid 
region,  displacing  the  auricle;  the  skin  was  red  and  extremely  tender. 
The  posterior  wall  of  the  meatus  was  swollen  so  the  drum -head  could 
not  be  seen.  The  expression  of  the  child's  face  manifested  great  suffer- 
ing. Operation  was  advised,  and  done  the  following  day.  In  this  case 
there  had  been  no  discharge  from  the  middle  ear. 

The  first  step  in  the  operation  was  to  fully  open  the  drum-head, 
which  was  done  by  a  large  crescentic  cut  through  the  posterior  segment, 
pus  escaping  as  the  membrane  was  divided.  The  incision  over  the 
mastoid  was  about  two  inches  long,  the  tissues  were  very  much 
engorged,  discolored  from  pressure,  bleeding  profusely. 

The  periosteum  was  removed  by  the  scraper,  and  on  exploring  the 
surface  of  the  bone,  which  was  roughened,  a  soft  spot  was  found  about 
three-fourths  of  an  inch  behind  the  meatus,  the  bone  in  this  place  giving 
way  easily  under  the  probe,  and  pus  escaping  as  it  did  so.  This  open- 
ing was  enlarged  by  the  gouge,  and  the  cells  were  found  full  of  fetid 
pus.  and  granulation  tissue,  which  bled  freely..  In  curetting  the  cavity 
the  inner  table  of  the  mastoid  was  found  very  much  softened,  especially 
over  the  lateral  sinus,  it  being  necessary  to  remove  a  part  of  its  wall. 
The  soft  membrane  of  the  sinus  could  be  plainly  seen,  and  felt  with  the 
finger,  and  also  the  pulsation  of  the  brain.  The  antrum  and  anterior 
portions  of  the  bone  were  found  in  a  very  much  softened  condition,  it 
being  necessary  to  remove  part  of  the  posterior  wall  of  the  external 
auditory  canal,  and  nearly  the  entire  cellular  structure  of  the  mastoid. 
The  gangrenous  tissue  covering  the  bone  was  removed  with  the  curette, 
after  which  the  wound  was  irrigated  with  hot  water,  and  instead  of 
closing  the  wound  in  the  usual  way,  I  decided  to  make  an  effort  at  first 
intention  of  at  least  part  of  the  wound.     I  accordingly  took  a  piece  of 
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iodoform  gauze  and  rolled  it  into  a  wick  one  quarter  of  an  inch  in  thick- 
ness, and  putting  one  end  into  the  antrum,  the  wick  was  laid  down 
through  the  bottom  of  the  wound,  the  other  end  coming  out  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  incision  on  to  the  neck,  and  the  lips  of  the  wound  were 
closed  from  above  downwards  by  six  sutures,  bringing  it  together  as  far 
as  the  gauze  wick.  The  remainder  of  the  dressings  consisted  of  iodo- 
form and  sterilized  gauze,  cotton  and  bandage. 

March  10.  Temp.,  ioo°;  pulse,  120.  Slept  well  all  night;  has  no 
pain,  and  very  little  tenderness  about  the  wound.  The  wick  of  gauze 
was  removed,  followed  by  two  or  three  drops  of  watery  serum ;  there 
was  also  a  slight  serous  discharge  from  the  ear.  The  dressings 
re-applied  and  the  wound  left  to  close. 

March  11.  Temp.,  normal.  Ear  dry;  small  spots  of  moisture  over 
the  opening  of  the  wound,  on  the  dressing. 

March  15.  Sutures  removed;  wound  above  the  drainage  opening 
firmly  united.  Patient  seems  to  have  taken  cold,  and  coughs  occa- 
sionally. 

March  17.  Patient  suffering  from  an  acute  bronchitis  and  cold  in  the 
head,  caused  by  sitting  in  a  draught  in  the  ward.  The  ear  was  again 
discharging  mucous,  and  also  the  wound,,  which  was  probed  and 
syringed,  and  some  mucous  and  a  few  drops  of  pus  were  washed  out  of 
the  cavity.  Peroxide  of  hydrogen  was  used,  followed  by  filling  the 
cavity  with  iodoform  and  oil,  and  the  usual  dressing  applied.  On  the 
following  day  there  was  no  discharge  from  either  wound  or  ear,  and 
from  this  time  on  everything  went  well,  and  on  the  twelfth  day  after 
operation  the- wound  was  entirely  closed,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the 
acute  inflammation  of  the  upper  air  passages,  which  consequently  con- 
gested the  mucous  membrane  lining  the  middle  ear  and  antrum,  I  fully 
believe  the  wound  would  have  been  closed  entirely  by  the  end  of  the 
first  week. 

Case  IV.     Female,  aged  thirty-two. 

April  to,  1893. 

Seen  in  consultation  with  family  physician,  who  said  patient  had 
complained  of  earache  for  past  three  days,  steadily  increasing  in 
severity,  and  has  been  unable  to  sleep  since  it  began. 

Present  condition :  Drum-head  bulging  and  greatly  inflamed  and  so 
swollen  that  all  land-marks  were  obliterated.  There  was  tenderness 
on  deep  pressure  over  the  antrum  and  emissary  openings.     Temp.,  990. 

The  drum-head  was  pierced  with  a  paracentecis  needle,  giving  exit 
to  a  large  quantity  of  bloody  serum  from  the  tympanic  cavity.  Leeches 
and  hot-douching  were  ordered.  The  treatment,  however,  was  not 
carried  out,  as  the  patient  lived  in  a  boarding-house  and  had  no  one  to 
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care  for  her.  She  steadily  grew  worse,  her  headache  constantly  increas- 
ing-. I  advised  her  removal  to  the  hospital,  which  advice  was  not 
accepted.  The  following  morning  the  temperature  was  103. 70;  pulse, 
124.  Headache  very  severe  on  the  frontal  and  temporal  regions;  had 
several  chilly  spells  and  vomiting  during  the  night.  As  they  did  not 
follow  my  advise,  I  asked  them  to  call  their  family  physician  again, 
which  they  did  not  do,  but  left  word  at  my  office  a  few  hours  later,  that 
I  was  no  longer  needed,  as  they  were  going  to  have  a  doctor  for  the 
malaria.  I  heard  nothing  more  of  her  until  the  15th  of  April,  when  I 
was  notified  by  telephone  that  she  was  in  the  hospital.  On  the  16th,  at 
four  a.  m.,  she  had  a  chill,  followed  by  vomiting  and  a  rise  of  tempera- 
ture to  104. 8°,  with  pulse  120.  Her  cerebral  symptoms  had  steadily 
increased,  she  now  being  at  times  stupid,  and  then  again  delirious.  A 
consultation  by  four  of  the  visiting  staff  who  were  present  at  the  time 
of  my  visit,  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  a  possible  meningitis,  and  an  opera- 
tion of  opening  the  antrum  was  considered  justifiable,  and  perhaps  a 
chance  of  relieving  the  distressing  and  dangerous  symptoms.  The 
operation  was  consented  to,  and  the  patient  at  once  made  ready.  The 
patient  under  ether,  an  examination  of  the  middle  ear  was  made,  show- 
ing a  large  cone-shaped  bulging  of  the  upper  portion  of  the  tympanic 
membrane,  thus  giving  evidence  of  an  extremely  swollen  condition  of 
the  mucous  membrane  lining  the  tympanic  attic  and  mastoid  antrum. 
This  most  prominent  projection  was  incised,  allowing  a  very  free 
hcemorrhage.  The  incision  over  the  mastoid  was  two  inches  or  more 
long;  the  surface  of  the  bone  was  smooth,  hard  and  appaiently  healthy. 
A  small  drill  was  used  to  penetrate  the  bone  at  a  point  one-eighth  of  an 
inch  behind  the  bony  canal,  and  it  was  necessary  to  drill  through  fully 
a  half  inch  of  dense,  compact  bone  tissue  before  the  antrum  was  reached, 
which  was  found  filled  with  granulation  tissue  and  swollen  mucous  mem- 
brane, which  bled  very  freely,  with  scarcely  more  than  a  drop  or  two 
of  pus.  The  opening  in  the  bone  was  enlarged  with  the  mallet  and 
gouge,  and  the  whole  tip  of  the  mastoid  appeared  to  be  of  compact 
bone  tissue  and  in  a  perfectly  healthy  condition.  The  wound  was  now 
irrigated,  the  fluid  passing  freely  through  the  middle  ear  and  out  of  the 
meatus.  The  bone  was  thoroughly  examined  with  a  probe  to  the  tym- 
panic attic,  and  was  found  perfectly  hard  and  smooth  in  all  directions. 
Sutures  were  inserted  and  the  wound  closed  entirely,  and  dressings 
applied.  In  four  hours  after  the  operation  the  temperature  had 
dropped  4.40;  six  hours  after  the  operation  she  had  a  chill,  followed  by 
a  temperature  of  1040,  and  pulse  112,  and  weak.  The  dressings  were 
removed  and  ear  and  wound  examined,  but  nothing  wrong  could  be 
found.     Ice-cap  was  applied  and  stimulants  ordered. 
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The  following  morning  the  temperature  was  normal  and  patient  slept 
well  during  the  night,  and  said  she  felt  much  better,  the  head  being 
free  from  pain,  but  complained  of  distress  in  the  chest  and  had  some 
cough.  Her  chest  was  examined  by  the  visiting  physician,  some  rales 
were  found  but  nothing  more  than  frequently  follows  etherization.  At 
12.30  she  had  another  chill,  this  time  the  temperature  taken  by  the 
rectum  was  106. 50,  pulse,  130.  While  taking  the  temperature  the  nurse 
noticed  a  foul  odor,  which  was  found  to  come  from  a  discharge  from  the 
vagina.  She  was  referred  to  the  gynaecological  side,  examined  and 
treated,  after  which  all  pelvic  symptoms  subsided,  but  the  lungs  grew 
worse  and  upon  another  examination  the  following  day,  was  found 
partial  consolidation  of  the  right  lung.  She  having  had  no  more  cere- 
bral irritation  or  severe  headache  since  the  operation,  and  the  ear 
gradually  improving,  she  was  transferred  to  the  medical  side  for  treat- 
ment of  the  lung  complications,  and  the  ear  treated  secondarily.  As 
the  pneumonia  developed,  the  ear  began  to  discharge  mucous,  but  by 
proper  cleansing  afforded  no  trouble.  According  to  the  records  of  the 
medical  side  she  began  to  improve  and  the  temperature  became  nearly 
normal,  when  in  a  few  days  she  had  another  chill,  the  left  lung  becom- 
ing invaded,  and  she  steadily  grew  worse  until  death  relieved  her  suffer- 
ings; death  occurring  the  eighteenth  day  after  the  operation.  No 
autopsy  could  be  had. 

Case  V.     Female,  age  thirty- two.     April  16th. 

Earache  began  about  three  weeks  ago  and  gradually  grew  worse  until 
about  one  week  ago,  when  some  relief  was  afforded  by  spontaneous 
rupture  of  the  drum-head  and  discharge.  During  the  whole  time  she 
has  been  unable  to  lie  down  on  the  affected  side. 

Present  condition:  Drum-head  swollen  and  bulging,  with  a  large 
cone-shaped  bulging  of  upper  anterior  portion.  There  was  no  swelling 
of  external  meatus,  or  over  the  mastoid  region,  neither  was  the  mastoid 
reddened,  but  on  pressure  was  extremely  tender;  there  was  a  discharge 
of  thick  fetid  pus  from  the  middle  ear,  which  would  fill  the  meatus 
within  a  few  moments  after  a  thorough  irrigation,  showing  thereby 
there  must  be  a  pus  cavity  which  was  emptying  itself  into  the  middle 
ear.  I  advised  operation,  but  she  would  not  consent  at  this  time.  So 
I  incised  the  cone-shaped  protusion  of  the  drum-membrane,  which 
allowed  the  pus  to  flow  more  freely  and  on  Politzerization,  the  middle 
ear  could  be  quite  well  cleared,  but  rapidly  refilled ;  finally,  after  a  few 
more  days  of  suffering,  she  consented  to  operation,  which  was  performed 
on  the  2 2d  of  April. 

Previous  to  the  time  of  operation  there  was  scarcely  a  noticeable 
swelling  of  the  mastoid. 
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After  the  preliminary  steps  of  the  operation  the  incision  was  made 
over  the  mastoid  as  usual ;  the  periosteum  was  firmly  adhered  to  the 
bone,  the  surface  of  the  bone  was  quite  hard  and  discolored,  and  when 
the  small  drill  had  penetrated  to  the  depth  of  one-eighth  of  an  inch, 
the  pus  almost  spurted  through  the  opening.  The  entire  cellular 
structure  af  the  bone  was  destroyed,  the  cavity  being  filled  with  pus 
and  granulation  tissue,  which  bled  profusely,  and  to  complete  the  opera- 
tion it  was  necessary  to  remove  more  than  half  of  the  posterior  bony 
wall  of  the  canal,  the  whole  of  the  tip  to  the  digastric  fossa,  part  of  the 
insertion  of  the  sterno-cleido  mastoid  muscle  being  removed,  and  the 
remainder  of  its  insertion  over  the  external  or  outer  surface  held  in 
place  by  an  extremely  thin  shell  of  bone,  and  on  the  inner  table  the 
rounded  prominence  of  the  sigmoid  groove  was  plainly  visible.  In  irri- 
gating, the  fluid  passed  freely  through  and  out  of  the  meatus.  The 
wick  drainage  was  used  as  in  case  three,  and  the  wound  sutured,  and 
the  ordinary  dressings  applied. 

On  the  day  following  the  temperature  was  99  ,  pulse,  80 ;  very  little 
pain,  slept  well  nearly  all  night  and  part  of  the  time  on  the  affected 
side  and  begins  to  feel  hungry,  having  eaten  but  very  little  during  the 
past  two  weeks. 

April  24th.  First  dressing.  Temperature  normal,  feels  very  comfor- 
table. Dressing  perfectly  dry  and  no  discharge  whatsoever  from  the 
ear;  when  the  wick  of  gauze  was  removed,  a  few  drops  of  watery  serum 
escaped;  the  cavity  was  syringed  with  a  permanganate  of  potassium 
solution  and  redressed.  From  this  time  on  she  made  a  rapid,  uninter- 
rupted recovery,  the  wound  being  firmly  closed  in  thirteen  days,  and 
even  the  skin  over  the  drainage  opening  was  nearly  healed. 

Case  VI.     Female,  age  fourteen. 

Gives  history  of  having  had  a  running  ear  for  some  years  previous  to 
two  years  ago,  when  under  treatment  the  discharge  was  checked,  and 
she  has  had  no  trouble  since  until  two  weeks  ago  when  the  ear  began 
to  ache;  the  pain  increasing  in  severity  until  three  days  ago,  when  the 
ear  began  to  discharge,  giving  some  relief  thereby. 

Present  condition :  After  the  thick  mucopurulent  discharge  which 
was  filling  the  meatus  was  removed,  the  drum-head  was  found  to  be 
bulging  and  very  much  swollen,  with  a  perforation  in  the  posterior 
inferior  quadrant.  The  treatment  ordered  did  not  relieve  the  condition 
or  check  the  progress  of  the  disease,  as  she  returned  in  three  or  four 
days,  suffering  from  pain  in  head  and  soreness  behind  the  ear.  At  this 
time  there  was  tenderness  over  the  antrum,  but  no  swelling  or  redness ; 
the  drum-head  was  bulging  more  in  the  upper  posterior  part  than  before. 
Her  temperature  1010. 
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The  most  prominent  part  of  the  bulging  drum-membrane  was  incised, 
giving  exit  to  considerable  pus. 

As  she  could  not  get  the  proper  care  at  home  she  was  advised  to 
enter  the  hospital,  where  she  was  admitted  May  12th.  She  did  not 
improve,  however,  and  an  operation  was  advised,  accepted  by  her  par- 
ents and  performed  May  15th,  under  chloroform  anaesthesia.  The 
drum-head  was  freely  opened  and  found  in  a  somewhat  thickened  con- 
dition, due  to  previous  inflammation;  the  incision  over  the  mastoid 
was  about  two  inches  long,  there  was  no  swelling  of  the  tissues  over 
the  mastoid  and  the  surface  of  the  bone  was  apparently  healthy,  it 
being  necessary  to  penetrate  to  a  depth  of  one-fourth  of  an  inch  before 
the  cells  were  reached,  which  were  found  filled  with  pus  and  granu- 
lation tissue.  The  most  of  the  carious  process  was  confined  to  the 
antrum  region.  After  a  thorough  evacuation  of  the  diseased  tissue  the 
wound  was  closed  with  the  wick  drainage  and  the  usual  dressings 
applied.  The  wound  was  closed  in  fifteen  days.  The  reparative  pro- 
cess was  somewhat  retarded  by  the  patient's  g  neral  condition.  She 
had  a  diffuse  bronchitis  at  the  time  of  the  operation,  and  had  suffered 
from  a  cough  for  several  months.  During  her  stay  in  the  hospital  she 
suffered  from  an  acute  inflammation  of  the  right  middle  ear,  and  an 
external  otitis  of  first  the  right  and  then  the  left  canal. 

Case  VII     Male,  age  fifty-nine. 

First  came  to  Rhode  Island  Hospital,  ear  clinic,  March  9,  1893, 
suffering  from  earache.  A  paracentecis  of  the  drum-head  was  per- 
formed, giving  immediate  relief,  and  with  treatment  had  no  further 
trouble  until  May  20th,  when  he  returned  with  severe  pain  in  the  depth 
of  the  ear,  extending  to  the  temporal  and  occipital  regions  of  the  cor- 
responding side  of  the  head.  The  condition  at  this  time  was  swelling, 
redness  and  oedema  of  the  tissues  over  the  mastoid,  extending  above 
and  in  front  of  the  auricle,  which  was  very  much  displaced ;  there  was 
extreme  tenderness  on  deep  pressure  over  the  ntrum.  Temperature, 
98. 8°. 

Operation  advised  and  performed  the  same  day  (May  20th).  The 
incision  over  the  mastoid  was  two  and  one-half  inches  long;  the  tissues 
were  very  much  engorged,  the  surface  of  the  bone  rough  and  vascular. 
The  small  drill  was  used  and  at  a  depth  of  one- eighth  of  an  inch 
entered  the  cells,  which  were  filled  with  granulation  and  a  little  pus. 
On  enlarging  the  opening  with  the  gouge,  the  anterior  portion  of  the 
bone  was  found  to  be  the  seat  of  an  extensively  carious  process,  it 
being  necessary  to  remove  the  whole  anterior  portion  of  the  tip,  nearly 
the  whole  of  the  posterior  bony  wall  of  the  canal  and  the  outer  wall  of 
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the  antrum.       After  thorough  cleansing   and  irrigation   the   drainage 
wick  was  inserted  and  usual  dressings  applied. 

Everything  progressed  favorably,  and  on  the  seventh  day  the  wound 
was  closed  entirely,  but  unfortunately  a  day  or  two  later  he  developed 
an  external  otitis,  and  as  a  safe-guard  the  lower  end  of  the  incision  was 
reopened  and  probed.  The  wound  was  found  perfectly  dry  and  the 
bone  filling  in  nicely.  The  canal  inflammation  yielded  readily  to 
treatment,  and  on  the  fifteenth  day  after  the  operation  he  was  dis- 
charged from  the  hospital  entirely  well,  the  wound  perfectly  united. 
In  about  a  week  from  this  time  he  had  another  attack  of  external  otitis, 
which  lasted  a  few  days,  but  caused  no  trouble  in  the  mastoid. 

Case  VIII.     Male,  age  seven. 

June  8. 

Seen  in  consultation  with  family  physician,  Dr.  J.  E.  Mowry,  who 
gives  history  of  patients  having  had  scarlet  fever  about  three  months 
previous,  during  which  time  the  ears  began  to  discharge,  but  caused 
no  discomfort  until  about  two  weeks  ago,  when  he  suffered  from  pain 
in  the  right  ear,  which  has  since  continued,  accompanied  by  recurrent 
swelling  of  the  mastoid  region. 

Present  condition :  There  is  an  immense  swelling  of  the  tissues 
around  the  right  ear,  extending  about  two  and  a  half  inches  above  and 
behind  the  auricle  and  forward  to  the  outer  angle  of  the  orbit,  the 
auricle  being  very  much  displaced  downward  and  outward.  The  swell- 
ing was  hard,  being  cedematous  over  the  mastoid,  and  not  especially 
tender  except  on  deep  pressure  over  the  antrum ;  there  was  slight  red- 
ness just  behind  the  auricle.  The  posterior  wall  of  the  meatus  was  so 
much  swollen  that  it  was  impossible  to  get  a  view  of  the  drum-head. 

Operation  was  advised  and  performed  the  same  day.  Under  ether 
anaesthesia,  an  examination  of  the  ear  was  made  and  found  in  a  very 
much  swollen  condition.  This  was  incised,  and  gave  exit  to  a  consid- 
erable amount  of  blood,  the  mucous  membrane,  of  the  middle  ear 
being  swollen  and  engorged.  The  incision  over  the  mastoid  was  made, 
commencing  just  above  the  insertion  of  the  auricle  and  one-fourth  inch 
behind,  following  its  curve  to  the  lower  extremity  of  the  tip.  The 
tissues  were  badly  swollen,  being  one  and  one-half  inches  in  thickness 
over  the  antrum;  the  periosteum  was  detached  from  the  bone,  the  sur- 
face of  the  bone  being  rough  and  softened ;  there  was  no  pus  outside 
the  bone.  At  a  point  one-half  inch  behind  and  above  the  canal  was 
found  a  fistulous  opening  which  on  probing  was  found  to  lead  to  a  large 
cavity  filled  with  granulations.  This  proved  to  be  a  large  pneumatic 
cell,  one  inch  long  in  the  antero-posterior  measurement,  three-fourths 
inch    deep   and   one-fourth   inch   high.       The   fistulous   opening   was 
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enlarged  and  the  cavity  cleared  of  redundant  tissue  and  softened  bone, 
the  cavity  extending  forward  completely  over  the  external  auditory 
canal  and  inward  to  the  inner  wall  of  the  antrum  and  tympanic  attic; 
no  pus  was  found  in  the  cell,  and  the  only  opening  from  it  being  at  the 
inner  end  of  the  floor  leading  into  the  middle  ear.  With  a  drill  the 
cortex  of  the  bone  was  penetrated  at  a  point  one- fourth  inch  behind  the 
canal  and  below  the  first  opening,  and  at  a  depth  of  three-sixteenths 
of  an  inch  entered  another  cell  filled  muco-pus.  The  cortex  was 
removed  with  the  rongeur,  and  the  diseased  tissue,  which  included 
the  whole  inside  of  the  tip,  was  removed  with  the  curette;  the  septum 
which  separated  the  two  cavities  was  now  removed  with  the  rongeur, 
converting  them  into  one.  A  bent  probe  could  be  passed  from  the 
cavity  downward  into  the  middle  ear,  through  the  aditus  antrum,  the 
antrum  proper  being  entirely  obliterated.  After  irrigating,  the  upper 
wound  was  closed  in  the  usual  manner  and  dressings  applied. 

June  9.     Temp.,  990.      Slept  well,  no  pain,  feeling  better. 

June  10.  Temperature  normal.  Dressing  changed,  wound  doing 
nicely,  slight  serous  discharge  on  removal  of  drainage  tube,  slight  dis- 
charge of  serum  from  middle  ear,  wound  and  ear  syringed  wTith  1-5000 
bichloride  solution  and  redressed.  There  was  a  slight  discharge  of 
serum  from  both  wound  and  ear  for  several  days,  due  probably  to  the 
large  surface  of  bone  exposed.  Daily  irrigation  was  continued  for 
fifteen  days  with  a  solution  of  permanganate  of  potassium,  at  the  end 
of  which  time  the  discharge  from  the  ear  ceased.  After  this  every- 
thing went  well,  and  in  twenty-three  days  from  the  operation  the 
wound  was  entirely  healed. 

Case  IX.     Female,  age  thirteen. 

Has  suffered  from  earache  more  or  less  constantly  for  a  month  pre- 
vious to  her  first  visit,  and  during  the  past  week  the  tissues  behind 
the  ear  have  become  swollen  and  tender. 

Present  condition:  The  mastoid  is  swollen,  red  and  tender,  the 
swelling  extending  above  and  in  front  of  the  auricle.  The  drum-head 
bears  the  appearance  of  a  convalescing  acute  inflammation;  perforation 
healed  and  no  discharge. 

Admitted  to  R.  I.  Hospital,  July  24,  1893.     Temp.,  1010. 

A  paracenticis  of  the  membrane  was  performed,  and  under  treat- 
ment she  improved.  All  tenderness  and  nearly  all  swelling  disap- 
peared. As  the  swelling  subsided  a  distinct  fluctuation  was  detected 
just  behind  the  canal  close  to  the  auricle.  An  operation  was  accord- 
ingly decided  upon  and  performed,  July  27th. 

Operation.  The  incision  in  the  drum-head  was  enlarged,  but  the 
middle  ear  was  dry.     The  incision  over  the  mastoid  was  made  one- 
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fourth  inch  behind  the  auricle,  including  the  most  prominent  point  of 
fluctuation.  Pus  followed  the  opening,  and  at  this  point  the  cortex  was 
destroyed  and  a  large  fistulous  tract  leading  to  the  antrum  was  dis- 
covered. The  fistulous  opening  was  enlarged,  and  the  whole  cellular 
structure  found  to  be  in  a  state  of  necrosis  and  filled  with  redundant 
tissue,  the  inner  wall  of  the  bone  being  extremely  thin  and  nearly  per- 
forated in  places.  This  condition  reminded  me  of  the  possible  state  of 
the  lateral  sinus  wall,  and  my  anticipations  were  suddenly  realized  by  a 
gush  of  venous  blood  inundating  my  whole  field  of  operation.  I  at  once 
placed  my  finger  over  the  wounded  sinus  and  rested  the  operation  for  a 
few  moments.  After  removing  the  blood  from  the  wound,  the  bleeding 
being  under  control,  my  finger  was  removed  and  quickly  replaced  by 
sterilized  gauze  and  the  posterior  part  of  the  cavity  plugged.  The 
operation  was  then  continued  into  the  antrum  and  anterior  portion  of 
the  bone.  After  completing  the  operation  the  gauze  was  removed 
cautiously;  all  bleeding  had  ceased;  the  wound  was  cleansed  by  mop- 
ping with  gauze,  and  the  whole  cavity  packed  with  sterilized  gauze  and 
partially  closed  by  sutures  and  dressings  as  usual. 

July  28.  Slept  fairly  well  during  the  night.  Temp.,  ioo°;  com- 
plains of  slight  pain  in  the  head. 

July  29.  Temp.,  99.8.  Slept  well  until  two  a.  m.,  when  awakened 
by  vomiting,  which  was  repeated  at  four  o'clock  and  again  at  9  a.  m.  ; 
appears  drowsy  most  of  the  time ;  wound  redressed  for  the  first  time, 
packing  removed,  no  bleeding,  wound  perfectly  dry. 

July  30.  Temp.,  98. 40;  slept  well,  feels  better.  From  this  time  on 
she  made  an  uninterrupted  recovery,  there  being  no  discharge  from 
wound  or  ear  from  the  time  of  operation,  the  wound  being  entirely 
healed  in  thirteen  days. 

Case  X.  Male,  age  fifteen.  Seen  through  kindness  of  Dr.  J.  W. 
Mitchell. 

Complains  of  having  had  earache  for  the  past  two  weeks  which  came 
on  following  a  severe  head  cold.  There  has  been  steady  pain  accom- 
panied at  short  intervals  by  sharp  shooting  pains  beginning  in  the  ear 
and  extending  to  the  top  of  the  head  and  right  eye.  The  ear  began  to 
discharge  seven  days  ago,  giving  some  relief  to  the  steady  pain,  but  the 
shooting  pains  seem  to  become  harder  and  last  longer.  During  the 
past  three  days  there  has  been  a  swelling  behind  the  ear  which  was 
very  tender.     Has  slept  but  little  for  the  past  three  nights. 

Present  condition :  The  tissues  over  the  mastoid  swollen,  red  and 
tender ;  canal  nearly  occluded  by  swelling  on  its  posterior  wall.  Slight 
discharge  from  middle  ear.     Operation  advised. 

July  30.     Operation.      Under   ether,   the  ear  was  examined.     The 
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drum-head  was  extremely  red  and  swollen ;  its  incision  was  followed  by 
.  an  unusually  free  hcemorrhage.  The  incision  over  the  mastoid  was  made 
as  usual ;  the  bone  was  found  very  vascular,  and  somewhat  softened 
under  the  periosteum.  The  small  drill  was  used  to  enter  the  bone 
about  one-eighth  inch  behind  the  canal ;  at  a  depth  of  one-fourth  inch 
two  small  cells  were  found  filled  with  granulations ;  the  surrounding 
bone  seemed  healthy.  A  flat  probe  was  inserted  along  the  posterior 
wall  of  the  canal  into  the  middle  ear,  as  a  guide  to  the  antrum;  this 
direction  was  followed  up  by  the  drill  close  to  the  wall,  and  the  antrum 
opened  at  a  depth  of  five-eighths  of  an  inch.  This  was  followed  by  free 
bleeding  similar  to  that  when  the  tympanum  was  opened,  showing  an 
excessive  engorgement  of  the  whole  middle  ear  region.  No  pus  was 
found.  The  wound  was  now  cleansed,  gauze  wick  inserted,  and  closed 
as  usual. 

The  patient  did  not  take  ether  well,  and  during  recovery  from  anaes- 
thesia was  unusually  wild  and  delirious  for  several  hours. 

July  31.  Slept  well  from  eight  o'clock  until  three  this  morning, 
when  he  was  awakened  by  pain.  He  says  there  is  no  more  pain  in  the 
ear,  but  the  shooting  pains  in  the  head  are  about  the  same.  Temp., 
103. 6°;  pulse,  92.  There  was  a  discharge  of  bloody  serum  from  the 
ear.  A  light  dressing  was  applied  in  order  that  the  ice  cap  might  be 
used,  which  was  kept  on  constantly.  Calomel  was  given,  followed  by 
sulphate  magnesia. 

At  six  p.  m.,  same  day.  Temp.,  104  ;  pulse,  80;  respiration,  23; 
slept  some,  interrupted  by  occasional  pain. 

August  1.  a.  m.  Slept  well  most  of  the  night;  bowels  moved  freely 
about  midnight.  Had  on 2  severe  attack  of  pain  about  seven  o'clock 
this  morning.  Temp.,  104  ;  pulse,  82,  irregular.  Ordered  soda  bro- 
mide, chloral  and  caffeine.  Five  p.  m.  Temp.,  104.5;  pulse,  82;  has 
been  delirious  at  times  during  the  day;  complains  of  pain  now  in  top  of 
the  head  and  in  both  eyes,  increased  by  exposure  to  light.  Free  dis- 
charge of  serum  from  ear. 

August  2.  a.  m.  Temp.,  1030;  pulse,  59;  slept  fairly  well  until  early 
morning,  when  he  had  a  very  severe  attack  of  pain  lasting  nearly  three 
hours.  Consultation  with  family  physician  at  4.30  p.  m.,  who  thought 
there  was  unquestionably  meningitis,  and  we  were  none  too  early  in 
operating.  Advised  leaving  off  bromide  and  increasing  chloral,  which 
was  done  with  good  results. 

August  3.  Temp.,  100. 50;  pulse,  50,  regular;  patient  says  he  feels 
better,  has  very  little  pain,  and  feels  hungry;  has  had  two  or  three 
delirious  spells  (as  his  mother  expressed  it)  during  the  day. 

August  4.     Temp.,  990;  pulse,  52;  condition  about  as  yesterday. 
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August  5.  Temp.,  99. 30 ;  pulse,  50 ;  occasional  pain  during  the  night. 
The  temperature  became  normal  in  the  afternoon  and  remained  so;  the 
pulse  gradually  improved  and  became  between  seventy  and  eighty  in 
two  or  three  days ;  the  patient  gradually  improved  and  in  two  weeks 
from  the  day  of  operation  was  feeling  as  well  as  ever  and  up  and  about 
the  house.  A  day  or  two  later  he  took  cold  through  exposure  to  a  draft 
and  suffered  a  relapse;  the  ear  began  to  discharge  serum  and  pus;  the 
wound,  which  was  nearly  healed ,  discharged  the  same.  The  relapse 
lasted  about  two  weeks,  during  which  he  suffered  excruciating  pains  in 
the  head  and  eyes,  accompanied  by  intense  photophobia.  The  temper- 
ature did  not  rise  above  99. 50.  The  pulse  varied  from  48  to  60  beats 
per  minute.  There  were  frequent  vomiting  spells  during  the  first  three 
or  four  days.  The  chloral  mixture  had  to  be  discontinued  as  it  seemed 
to  make  him  feel  badly  for  an  hour  or  more  after  using  and  gave  no 
relief.  Tr.  opii  deod.  was  substituted  in  eight- drop  doses,  which  fully 
controlled  all  the  bad  symptoms. 

September  1,  he  was  discharged  to  come  to  the  office.  The  wound 
was  closed  in  three  weeks  after  operating,  and  the  middle  ear  healed. 

May  it  not  be  possible  that  the  meningeal  symptoms  which  were 
slight  before  the  operation,  and  which  rapidly  developed  and  increased 
after,  were  due  to  the  congestion  of  the  brain  tissues  consequent  on 
etherization,  as  all  pain  and  discomfort  in  and  around  the  ear  at  once 
subsided,  while  the  pain  in  the  head  and  eyes  increased?  From  my 
experience  in  three  similar  cases,  where  the  meningeal  symptoms  were 
increased  after  operation  under  ether,  were  I  to  perform  another  opera- 
tion where  the  meningeal  symptoms  were  at  all  marked,  I  should  use 
chloroform  as  an  anaesthetic. 

Case  XL     Male,  age  twenty- four. 

Past  history  of  earache  for  about  a  month,  accompanied  for  the  past 
week  with  pain  in  the  corresponding  side  of  the  head  and  swelling 
behind  the  ear. 

Present  condition :  Slight  swelling  behind  the  ear,  close  to  the  auricle, 
also  swelling  of  the  posterior  wall  of  the  canal  nearly  occluding  it. 
There  was  marked  oedema  over  the  mastoid  but  not  the  slightest 
tenderness  either  on  pressure  or  percussion.     Temperature  990. 

He  was  advised  to  enter  the  hospital  for  treatment,  which  he  did  two 
days  later.  At  this  time  his  condition  was  very  much  worse,  the  swel- 
ling now  extending  above  and  in  front  of  the  auricle.  The  pain  was 
worse  but  there  was  no  tenderness.     Temperature  101.4°. 

August  4,  operation.  It  was  necessary  to  do  the  paracentecis  of  the 
drum-head  solely  by  the  sense  of  touch.  The  incision  over  the  bone 
was  about  two  inches  long,  the  tissues  being  very  much  engorged  and 
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bled  freely;  the  surface  of  the  bone  was  roughened  and  somewhat 
softened  in  spots.  The  drill  entered  at  one  of  these  soft  areas,  the 
bone  giving  way  easily ;  the  cells  were  found  full  of  pus  and  necrotic 
tissue.  After  curetting  the  entire  cavity  which  led  upward  and  forward 
to  the  antrum,  the  wound  was  syringed,  the  fluid  passing  freely  through 

the  middle  ear  and  out  of  the  meatus,  carrying  before  it  a  lot  of  epithe- 
lial debris  and  pus,  thereby  showing  evidence  of  previous  suppurative 
trouble  in  the  middle  ear.  After  thorough  cleansing  the  wound  was 
closed  by  the  usual  methods  and  dressing  applied. 

The  distressing  symptoms  entirely  abated  after  the  operation,  and  at 
the  first  dressing,  which  was  forty  eight  hours  after  operation,  the 
wound  was  dry  and  a  slight  sero-mucous  discharge  from  the  ear.  This 
discharge  from  the  ear  continued  for  a  few  days.  At  the  end  of  the 
second  week  the  wound  was  entirely  healed. 

Remarks.  These  cases  are  reported  according  to  their  occurrence  in 
practice,  during  the  year  previous  to  Sept.  i,  1893,  during  which  time 
I  also  saw  and  treated  three  cases  of  mastoid  inflammation,  which  were 
seen  in  the  early  stage,  that  of  engorgement  before  suppuration  had  taken 
place.  All  of  these  cases  recovering  completely  under  antiphlogistic 
treatment,  the  duration  of  treatment  being  from  three  to  four  weeks. 

As  to  the  cases  operated  upon  it  is  obvious  that  nothing  short  of  the 
radical  operation  would  have  accomplished  the  result.  In  nine  cases 
there  was  no  pus  outside  the  bone,  it  being  necessa^  to  penetrate  to  a 
depth  of  from  one-eighth  to  one-half  an  inch  before  pus  was  found. 
In  only  two  cases  was  pus  found  outside  the  bone,  those  being  of  longer 
duration  and  having  very  extensive  necrosis  with  perforation  of  the 
external  cortex  of  the  bone.  We  also  see  that  it  is  not  necessary  to 
have  pus  to  have  serious  symptoms ;  as  in  case  ten,  no  pus  was  found 
and  in  case  four,  scarcely  enough  to  be  noticed,  yet  both  being  cases  with 
severe  cerebral  symptoms  and  manifesting  intense  suffering.  —  Trans. 
R.  I.  Med.  Society.

MEDICAL  LEGISLATION  AGAIN. 


ONLY  three  of  the  New  England  States  remain  as   yet  without  any  statutory 
regulations  of   the  Practice  of  Medicine:  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts  and 
Maine.     All  states  and  territories  except  the  three  above  named  and  Kansas, 
Ohio,  District  of  Columbia  and  Utah,  have  more  or  less  efficient  medical  laws,  as 
can  be  seen  in   the  September  issue   of  the  Monthly  for  1893.     Much  agitation  is 
going  on  in  these  states  and  territories  for  the  enactment  of  proper  laws,  as  recom- 
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mended  by  the  American  Medical  Association.  The  greatest  activity  is  shown  by 
the  members  of  the  profession  in  Ohio,  who  have  instituted  a  somewhat  novel 
but  certainly  a  very  effecting  way  of  campaign  work. 

Circulars  were  issued  to  each  physician  throughout  the  state  with  a  request, 
that  he  should  make  a  personal  call  upon  each  representative  in  the  legislature  from 
his  district,  and  request  them  to  support  the  medical  bill.  Circulars  were  also  sent 
to  each  member  of  the  legislature  requesting  them  in  the  name  of  the  whole  pro- 
fession to  state  their  views  upon  medical  legislation.  If  they  were  favorably 
inclined  towards  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  they  were  promised  the  support 
of  the  profession ;  if,  on  the  contrary,  they  were  opposed  to  such  legislation  it  was 
stated,  in  good  plain  English,  that  each  and  every  individual  member  of  the  pro- 
fession would  get  at  least  ten  friends  to  vote  against  such  a  member  and  otherwise 
endeavor  to  prevent  his  re-election.  This  campaign  seems  to  have  been  carried  on 
independently  of  party  considerations.  We  are  watching  the  outcome  of  this  work 
in  Ohio  with  the  greatest  interest.  The  above  plan  at  once  suggests  itself  most 
forcibly  as  the  only  way  to  make  an  impression  upon  our  representatives  in  the 
General  Assembly.  Sooner  or  later,  if  we  ever  expect  to  obtain  any  legislation  of 
this  kind,  we  shall  have  to  adopt  these  methods  and  make  our  votes  felt  and  our 
voices  heard  in  the  legislative  halls  at  the  state  house.  The  membership  of  the  R. 
I.  Medical  Society  is  now  237;  of  the  Homcepathic  Medical  Society  about  40;  of  the 
Providence  Medical  Association  over  100,  and  then  there  are  many  worthy  practi- 
tioners who  have  not  identified  themselves  with  any  medical  societies  and  if  we  put 
the  figures  low,  and  say  that  400  physicians  at  least,  are  interested  in  having  medi- 
cal laws  enacted;  that  each  of  these  400  practitioners  are  able  to  get  10  friends  at 
least  to  vote  with  them  upon  a  matter  of  this  kind,  and  we  have  at  once  4,000  votes, 
which,  if  thrown  in  one  direction,  and  particularly  in  those  towns  where  they  are 
most  needed,  we  could  very  soon  obtain  a  hearing,  and  legislation  which  is  now 
sorely  needed  in  many  matters  pertaining  to  health.  We  firmly  believe  that  the 
principal  cause  of  failure  of  obtaining  medical  legislation  in  the  past  has  been  the 
lukewarm  interest  physicians  in  general  have  shown  for  anything  concerning  politics* 
and  an  inexcusable  horror  of  adopting  political  methods  in  dealing  with  politicians. 

We  cannot  expect  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  themselves  have  very 
vague  ideas  of  medical  science  and  its  wonderful  progress,  to  listen  to  and  act  upon 
arguments  which  seem  to  us  clear  enough. 

Most  of  them  are  good,  all  around  sensible  men,  and  extremely  practical,  so 
much  so,  that  a  quack  who  seems  to  control  some  votes,  has  more  influence  with 
them  than  the  physician  who  considers  it  beneath  his  dignity  to  meddle  with  poli- 
tical affairs.  Were  all  our  legislators  of  a  high  order  intellectually,  their  opinions 
could  not  possibly  be  swerved  by  the  despisable  chaff  they  are  treated  to  by  anti- 
vaccination  cranks,  so  called  cancer  specialists,  faith  healers  and  all  the  rest  of  those 
shysters  and  idle  pretenders. 

Just  as  long  as  physicians  remain  indifferent  towards  medical  legislation  ;  just 
as  long  as  we  consider  it  unprofessional  and  undignified  to  use  political  means  to 
obtain  political  measures  ;  just  as  long  as  wTe  ourselves,  as  a  body  and  as  individuals 
refrain  from  taking  an  active  part  in  the  fight,  satisfied  to  let  some  other  fellow  do 
the  work,  and  contented  in  the  contemplation  of  the  righteousness  of  our  demands, 
we  will  obtain  no  medical  or  other  legislation  in  which  we  are  interested.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Legislation,  of  the  R.  I.  Medical  Society,  have  prepared  a  bill  somewhat 
similar  to  tne  Medical  Law  of  Kentucky,  published  in  the  June  number  of  the 
Monthly,  1893,  in  accordance  with  their  instructions  from  the  society.      It  is  to  be 
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hoped  that  every  physician  throughout  the  state  will  "take  off  his  coat"  and  help  to 
have  it  passed. 

And  please  do  not  forget  that  votes  and  political  influence  have  more  influence 
with  most  members  of  the  Legislature  than  all  the  fine  argumentsand  learned  dis- 
cussions we  can  bring  out. 


AMERICAN  MEDICAL  MEN  AND    MATTERS. 


The  stethoscope  was  introduced  by  Laennec  in  18 16.  The  clinical 
thermometer  was  perfected  in  1850.  The  ophthalmoscope  in  185 1,  was 
introduced  by  Helmholz,  the  laryngoscope  the  same  year  by  Avery, 
and  the  sphygmograph  in  1863  by  Marcy. 

The  Rush  Medical  College  of  Chicago  will  require  a  four  years' 
course  from  all  students  matriculating  from  and  after  1894,  each  annual 
course  to  consist  of  eight  months'  duration.  This  requirement  as  a 
preliminary  to  graduation,  will  place  its  Alumni  on  a  par  with  the  best 
Medical  Colleges  in  the  land. 


New  Hospital. — The  Baptists  of  Boston,  under  the  leadership  of 
Rev.  Everett  D.  Burr,  and  Dr.  Francis  F.  Whittier  have  determined  to 
establish  a  hospital  under  the  auspices  of  that  denomination. 


Spider-web  Styptic  and  Tetanus. — It  is  a  popular  notion  in  France 
and  elsewhere,  that  spider-webs  are  good  for  hcemorrhage  from  cuts  in 
the  scalp  and  other  wounds.  A  French  paper  states  that  a  young  man 
was  wounded  on  the  head  with  a  cudgel,  whereby  a  copious  loss  of 
blood  was  caused.  The  webs  were  used  to  check  the  blood;  symptoms 
of  tetanus  soon  after  appeared  and  a  fatal  issue  followed.  An  exami- 
nation of  the  cobwebs  revealed  the  presence  of  the  bacillus  of  tetanus, 
and  the  theory  was  formed  that  an  inoculation  into  the  open  wound  had 
taken  place  of  this  germ.  This  experience  if  verified,  tends  to  put 
another  of  the  alleged  ''Nature's  Remedies"  on  the  shelf.  A  good 
clean  antiseptic  dressing  will  have  the  preference  every  time  in  the 
treatment  of  scalp-wounds  and  the  like. — J.  A.  M.  A. 


Slates  and  Pencils  a  Means  of  the  Spread  of  School  Diseases. — The 
Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  of  the  City  of  New  York  have 
reported  cases  where,  in  their  opinion,  measles  and  scarlatina  have 
been  spread  among  the  pupils  of  the  public  school  by  a  too  free  inter- 
change of  articles  from  the  sick  to  the  well.  The  Monthly  alluded  to 
this  danger  Editorially,  in  the  August  number  of  last  year,  under  the 
head  of  a  "  New  Source  of  Infection."     We  took  occasion  at  that  time 
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to  condemn  the  new  law  that  was  to  go  into  effect  September  ist,  1893, 
known  as  the  "Free  Text-Book  Bill,"  on  these  very  grounds.  Un- 
doubtedly more  than  one  case  of  contagious  disease  has  occurred  in  the 
State  during  the  past  winter  that  could  be  traced  to  the  above  cause, 
or  causes.  If  any  of  our  many  professional  readers  have  such  cases 
come  under  their  observation,  it  is  their  duty  to  report  them,  and  the 
Monthly  will  be  ever  willing  to  publish  the  same. 


A  New  Cure  for  Consumption. — A  subscriber  writes  that  a  brother 
practitioner  has  a  new  and  sure  cure  for  consumption.  He,  however, 
does  not  desire  to  keep  the  remedial  agency  from  the  profession,  and 
gives  it  as  follows:  His  wife  had  the  disease,  he  made  her  sleep  with 
a  dog.  She  got  well,  and  the  dog  contracted  tuberculosis  and  died. — 
Memphis  Med.  Journal.

The  first  State  Hospital  for  Epileptics  in   this  country  was  recently 
opened  at  Gallipolis,   Ohio. 


Superstition  has  a  mighty  hold  upon  the  world,  and  with  its  twin- 
sister,  ignorance,  obstructs  the  path  of  progress,  and  shuts  out  the 
light  of  scientific  truth. 

It  is  said  that  one  instrument-maker  in  New  York  sold  within  the 
past  year  six  dozen  special  trusses  for  ventral  hernia  occurring  after 
operations  for  appendicitis.  It  would  thus  appear  that  this  is  not  so 
trif  ing  an  affair  as  some  describe  it. — Ex. 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  Harvard  Medical  Society  of  New  York  City, 
held  on  January  27th,  the  following  officers  for  1894  were  elected: 
President,  Dr.  Remolds  W.  Wilcox ;  vice-president,  Dr.  Royal  Whit- 
man ;  secretary  and  treasurer,  Dr.  Dillon  Brown ;  executive  committee, 
Dr.  J.  Winters  Brannan,  Dr.  Frank  H.  Daniels  and  Dr.  Howard 
Lilienthal. 


A  committee  from  the  Pathological  Society  of  Philadelphia,  appeared 
before  the  Board  of  Health,  February  20,  and  presented  the  following 
resolutions : 

"Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Pathological  Society  tuberculosis  is  an 
infectious  disease,  and  the  Society  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  most  fre- 
quent source^of  infection  is  the  human  subject  affected  with  the  disease, 
and  that  there  are  many  practical  obstacles  to  be  overcome  before  a  gen- 
erally accepted  system  of  preventive  measures  can  be  established; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  "That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Society  the  line  of  action  to  be 
followed  by  the  health  authorities  should  be  one  of  education  and  pre- 
paration of  the  people  for  future  action,  and  that  the  first  step' in 
this  direction  should  take  the  form  of  frequent  and  well  propagated 
announcements  to  the  effect  that  the  health  authorities  are  prepared 
to  undertake,  upon  request  of  the  attending  physician,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  family,  the  disinfection  of  premises  vacated  by  tuber- 
culous patients." 

After  discussion  by  the  committee,  and  members  of  the  Board,   the 
•  matters  was  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Committee. 


THEODOR  BILLROTH,   M.  D. 


t 


Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery,  University  of  Vienna. 

On  February  5th,  this  year,  passed  away  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  illustrious 
surgeons  of  our  time.  His  health  had  been  poor  for  some  time  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  sojourning  on  a  leave  of  absence  at  Abbazia,  on  the  Adriatic  coast. 
The  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease,  which  carries  off  so  many  professional  men. 

Christian  Theodor  Albert  Billroth  was  of  Swedish  extraction,  and  was  the  son 
of  a  Lutheran  pastor.  He  was  born  at  Bergen,  on  the  Island  of  Rugen,  April  26th, 
1829,  and  was  therefore  65  years  old  at  his  death. 

He  began  the  study  of  medicine  at  Greipswald,  afterwards  at  Gothingen,  and 
finally  graduating  at  Berlin  in  1852  with  a  thesis  upon  "  De  natura  et  causa  pulmo- 
num  affectionis  quce  nervo  utroque  vago  dissecto  exoritur" 

After  completing  the  usual  Wanderjahr,  during  which  he  visited  the  schools  of 
Paris  and  Vienna,  he  officiated  as  assistant  in  the  clinic  of  Von  Langenbeck.     In 
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1856  he  became  Privatdocent  in  the  University  of  Berlin.  In  i860  he  accepted  the 
Chair  of  Clinical  Surgery  at  Zurick.  He  did  much  to  raise  the  reputation  of  this 
school,  but  he  was  destined  to  occupy  a  place  of  larger  usefulness.  In  1867  he  was 
offered  the  chair  of  Surgery  in  the  University  of  Vienna,  to  succeed  Franz  Schuh. 
For  27  years  almost,  his  clinic  has  been  one  of  the  most  noted  and  popular,  and 
attending  students  from  all  parts  of  the  world  have  been  constantly  increasing.  It 
is  at  Vienna  he  has  won  his  greatest  triumphs.  In  1S73,  he  there  excised  the  larynx 
for  the  first  time  for  cancer;  afterwards  he  resected  the  oesophagus;  in  1881  he 
operated  for  the  first  time  upon  the  stomach. 

At  the  10th  International  Medical  Congress  at  Berlin,  1890,  he  was  able  to 
report  a  series  of  124  operations  on  the  stomach  performed  at  his  clinic.  He  was 
one  of  the  boldest  and  most  scientific  surgeons  and  in  surgical  pathology  he  is  a 
pioneer. 

He  is  best  known  to  English  speaking  professional  people,  through  his  work, 
Lectures  on  Surgical  Pathology  and  Therapeutics,  which  has  been  translated  into 
almost  every  tongue.  He  was  a  man  of  wonderful  literary  activity  and  his  published 
books  and  papers  amounting  to  about  one  hundred  and  forty.  His  influence  as  a 
teacher  was  far  reaching,  and  all  over  the  world  his  counsel  upon  surgical  matters 
was,  and  always  will  be,  highly  esteemed.  The  men  he  has  sent  out  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vienna  are,  perhaps,  his  best  titles  to  fame,  and  all  over  the  United 
States  can  be  found  surgeons  who  have  listened  to,  and  learned  from  Prof.  Bill- 
roth, one  of  the  greatest  surgeons  and  loveliest  men  the  world  has  ever  seen. 

He  was  a  man  of  fine  presence  and  powerful  physique,  and  few  men  could 
inspire  one  with  a  greater  sense  of  force  and  modesty  combined.  His  manners  were 
perfect  and  his  pupils  and  friends  not  only  admired  him  but  loved  him  as  well.  He 
was  a  very  fine  musician  and  could  perform  on  piano  and  violin  very  well,  and  his 
spare  time  was  mostly  spent  in  the  company  of  celebrated  musicians  and  artists. 

He  had  a  wonderful  way  of  explaining  his  bold  and  brilliant  operations,  with 
the  utmost  clearness,  precision  and  ease,  and  he  never  failed  to  hold  his  hearers' 
earnest  attention,  even  for  hours.  He  became  thoroughly  wedded  to  Austria  and 
its  people,  and  all  sorts  of  favors  were  showered  upon  him,  notably  the  election  to 
the  house  of  Peers  of  Austria,  a  distinction  never  bestowed  upon  any  professional 
man  before. 

One  of  the  most  eminent  men  in  the  front  rank  of  the  great  army  of  surgeons 
has  passed  away,  a  man  who  by  his  life  and  teachings  has  given  surgery  such  a 
mighty  push  onward,  and  a  world  stands  mourning  the  loss,  patients,  students, 
friends  and  admirers  alike,  asking  each  other,  "Who  will  be  able  to  take  up  the 
fallen  mantle?" 

Europe  may,  within  the  next  centennium  look  to  the  United  States  for  their 
Billroth' s,  and  Andrew  Clark's,  and  Charcot's,  for  in  on  country  is  medicine  and 
surgery  in  a  more  healthy  and  vigorous  state  of  evolution  than  right  here,  and  we 
think  we  are  not  far  from  right  when  we  say,  that  in  the  great  laboratories  of  the 
United  States  are  many  young  men  forging  their  way  ahead,  under  most  favorable 
and  generous  institutions,  and  in  spite  of  all  difficulties  to  places  of  prominence,  only 
occupied  by  men  such  as  Prof.  Billroth  and  the  great  men  who  have  passed  away 
but  recently.  We  offer  our  simple  tribute  to  the  great  deceased  surgeon,  from 
hearts  filled  with  greatfulness  for  all  he  has  done  to  advance  our  profession.

WILLIAM  EVERETT  CATES  was  born  at  Brewer,  Maine,  June  5th,  1863.  At  an 
early  age  his  parents  removed  to  Bangor,  where  he  resided  till  the  age  of 
12.  In  1875,  his  father  having  become  interested  in  mining  operations,  the 
family  removed  to  California,  residing  in  different  parts  of  that  state  until  1876,  when 
they  returned  east,  locating  in  Boston,  where  Mr.  Cates  attended  the  public  school, 
graduating  from  the  celebrated  Brimmer  School  in  1878.  He  entered  High  School 
the  same  year  and  continued  his  studies  there  until  1880,  when  he  entered  the  employ 
of  Dr.  Stephen  Webster,  who  conducted  a  drug  store  on  Warren  avenue,  and  imme- 
diately commenced  a  course  of  study  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1884  at  the  age  of  21. 

He  remained  in  the  employ  of  Dr.  Webster  until  1882,  when  he  accepted  a  posi- 
tion with  L.  Tower,  Jr.,  on  the  "  Back  Bay,"  filling  the  position  of  assistant  prescrip- 
tion and  night  clerk.  He  remained  with  Mr.  Tower  until  the  fall  of  1884,  when  he 
came  to  Providence  to  take  charge  of  Mr.  Alfred's  new  store  on  Cranston  street.  This 
store  not  proving  the  success  anticipated,  the  stock  was  removed  to  a  new  location  on 
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Prairie  avenue,  which  he  managed  until  the  following  spring  when  he  purchased  the 
store  and  has,  by  his  constant  endeavor  to  please  customers  and  physicians,  built  up 
a  verv  prosperous  and  constantly  increasing  bush: 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Rhode  Islaud  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  1S88, 
s  elected  Secretary,  a  position  which  he  has  since  filled  continually. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  Mortar  arid  Pestle 
Club,  and  several  secret  organizations. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Danforth  from  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  Mr. 
Cates  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  place  by  Gov.  Brown  and  immediately  confirmed 
bv  the  senate.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  Mar.  5th,  this  year,  Mr.  Cates  was  ek  c:c  d 
Registrar. 

This  is,  in  brief,  the  history  of  one  of  the  younger  and  more  progressive  pharma- 
}f  our  state,  and  it  is  with  much  pleasure  we  present  his  picture  to  our  readers 
in  this  number.  Ever  since  the  beginning  of  this  Monthly  Mr.  Cates  has  taken 
a  livelv  interest  in  its  progress  and  has  always  been  willing  to  lend  us  a  helping 
hand.  He  is  a  hard  and  earnest  worker  for  the  improvement  of  his  profession,  and 
ritings  are  always  interesting.  At  our  request  for  the  appointment  of  an  edito- 
rial committee  by  the  R.  I.  Pharmaceutical  Association  last  January,  to  edit  a  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmacy  in  the  Monthly,  Mr.  Cates  was  appointed  chairman  of  that 
committee,  so  we  expect  to  have  his  valuable  services  and  wise  counsel  during  the 
vear  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  pharmacy. 

We  can  do  no  better  than  publish  what  one  of  the  more  prominent  pharmacists 
said  the  other  day  upon  hearing  of  Mr.  Cates*  appointment  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy : 
The  appointment  will  be  pleasing  to  the  profession  I  think,  because  Mr.  Cates 
represents   prog:  and   modern   pharmacy,   and  with   such  men   as  he   on   the 

Board,  we  may  not  in  vain,  perhaps,  look  for  the  inauguration  of  many  needed 
reforms  in  our  profession." 

We  congratulate  the  pharmaceutical  profession  of  Rhode  Island  upon  its  wisdom 
in  recognizing  and  aiding  progressive  young  men.  and  hope  that  Mr.  Cates  may,  as 
we  are  sure  he  will,  be  able  to  discharge  his  many  and  varied  duties  to  general  satis- 
faction.

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AMERICAN     WOMEN     CHILDING.

FEW  to-day  question  the  accuracy  of  that  famous  assertion  of  Napo- 
leon I,  "  A  country's  greatest  need  is  mothers!"  To  no  other 
country  is  the  truth  more  apposite  than  to  that  whose  government 
is  by  the  people  for  the  people.  It  then  can  be  no  idle  curiosity  which, 
prompts  the  inquiries  :  '  •  Has  transplantation  influenced  in  any  man- 
ner the  adaptability  of  woman  for  maternity  ?  Have  the  changes  of 
environment  and  of  treatment  enhanced  or  diminished  its  perils  ?  ' ' 
With  the  hope  of  shedding  some  light  upon  this  subject,  the  following 
comparison  has  been  instituted  : 

My  estimate  of  the  capabilities  of  American  women  (and  by  Ameri- 
can women  I  mean  those  of  European  extraction  at  least  twice  removed) 
is  based  on  facts  revealed  concerning  them  during  an  investigation  into 
their  peculiarities  as  encountered  by  a  number  of  gentlemen  accustomed 
to  pull  silver-handled  doorbells  in  their  private  practice !  Only  in  this 
manner  could  the  data  of  a  satisfactory  number  of  upwards  of  fifty-two 
thousand  of  sufficiently  pure  American  accouchments  be  secured.  Nor 
are  these  figures  absolutely  accurate,  for  it  would  be  well-nigh  impos- 
sible to  secure  such,  but  they  vary  from  exactitude  only  in  a  small  frac- 
tion of  a  per  cent.,  and  that  toward  the  side  prejudicial  to  the  physiolog- 
ical character  of  our  women.  Consequently  the  actuality  will  be  found 
to  be  better  than  the  delineation.  The  particular  form  in  which 
any  fact  concerning  them  may  be  stated  has  been  determined  by 
its  availability  for  prompt  comparison  with  the  statements  of  recognized 
authorities. 
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Not  less  in  accordance  with  the  fitness  of  things  than  with  the  laws  of 
gravitation  and  of  mechanics  is  the  circumstance  that  that  being  whose 
strength  and  power  reside  exclusively  in  the  brain  reveals  first  its  size 
and  contour  as  he  appears  on  the  stage  of  independent  existence.  Grati- 
fying is  it  to  discover,  therefore,  that  among  that  people  who  account 
intellect  everything  and  pedigree  nothing  in  95.6  per  cent,  of  all  births 
nature  accomplishes  her  perfect  work  and  vertex  presentations  obtain. 
The  highest  proportion  reported  by  any  single  observer  that  has  come  to 
my  notice  is  93  per  cent,  by  Depaul.  Spiegelberg,  by  the  collation  of 
private  practices,  attained  a  fraction  over  97  per  cent.  It  follows,  there- 
fore, that  the  clientelages  referred  to  must  have  been  most  select,  far  re- 
moved in  social  position  from  hospital  frequenters.  My  impression  is 
that  I  have  seen  somewhere  that  a  general  collator  found  the  grand 
European  percentage  to  be  95.  Scandinavia  and  other  northern  coun- 
tries usually  omitted  were  included  in  this  calculation.  The  physical 
benefits  accruing  from  immigration  are,  therefore,  no  less  striking  and 
important  than  the  intellectual  and  the  moral. 

Breech  presentations  rank  second  in  order  of  frequency  among  our 
native  women.  They  occur  once  in  forty-seven  confinements.  On  the 
continent,  most  accoucheurs  have  met  them  once  in  some  thirty  cases, 
though  Depaul  found  one  in  every  twenty-six,  and  Hecker,  in  a  very 
limited  number  of  accouchements,  once  only  in  eighty-four.  Milne  of 
Edinburgh  gives  the  rate  as  one  in  sixty,  but  without  particulars.  The 
amplitude  of  American  pelves  and  the  rarity  of  multiple  pregnancies 
sufficiently  account  for  the  happy  escape  of  so  many  of  our  women  from 
this  complication. 

Face  presentations  with  us,  as  with  others,  occupy  the  third  position  ; 
the  proportion  of  such  births,  however,  is  far  greater  here  than  abroad. 
There  the  average  ranges  according  to  the  observer  from  one  case  in 
247  births  to  one  in  147  while  my  correspondents  have  met  them  as  often 
as  once  in  seventy.  This  remarkable  excess  is  readily  acounted  for,  the 
cause  is  the  price  of  one  charm  of  American  femininity.  Delicacy  of 
organization  may  not  be  incompatible  with  gutta  percha  uteri  and 
leathern  abdominal  parietes,  but  ordinarily  they  are  dissociated.  Laxity 
of  tissue  in  our  ladies  will  never  impel  the  intelligent  to  seek  a  life 
companion  among  the  associates  of  their  laundress  and  janitress. 

Of  trunk  presentations  some  recognize  two  varieties,  as  the  shoulder 
when  only  that  portion  of  the  body  descends  or  a  single  elbow  or  hand, 
and  the  cross  when  a  middle  part  of  the  trunk  is  engaged  or  a  hand  and 
foot  simultaneously.  The  former  occurs  once  in  180  cases,  the  atter  once 
in  310  ;  combining  we  find  a  trunk  presentation  once  in  114  cases.  Across 
the  pond  it  is  looked  for  anywhere  from  the  115th  to  the  125th,  although 
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one  gentleman  found  it  in  every  86th.  Pelvic  amplitude  and  structural 
elasticity  abundantly  explain  the  existence  of  this  complication. 

Brief  reference  to  multiple  pregnancies  is  not  out  of  place.  In  Eng- 
land the  accoucheur  meets  twins  at  the  63d  confinement,  in  Germany  at 
the  84th  and  in  France  at  the  926. ;  but  among  our  native  women  they 
are  not  found  until  the  107th.  Triplets  appear  once  each  in  431 1 
English  childbeds,  7182  German,  7388  American  and  11,105  French. 
Quadruplets  are  strangers,  practically,  to  French  and  American  families. 
The  notorious  excess  of  supply  to  demand  in  the  matter  of  babes, 
especially  in  our  towns  and  cities,  renders  the  seeking  of  other  causes 
for  the  apparent  infecundity  of  our  women  a  work  of  supererogation. 

The  mechanical  complications  of  parturition  may  well  be  grouped 
together  irrespective  of  time  and  cause  of  manifestation,  although  the 
natural  order  will  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible. 

Accidental  hemorrhage  occurs  once  in  1638  pregnancies,  with  a  ma- 
ternal mortality  of  5.55  per  cent,  and  an  infantile  considerably  greater. 
A  Scotch  authority  places  the  maternal  death  rate  as  13.23  per  cent. 

Placenta  prcevia  is  found  in  American  women  once  in  1300  confine- 
ments. Including  all  varieties,  the  maternal  mortality  is  8.88  per  cent, 
and  the  infantile  35.55  per  cent.,  but  if  we  regard  only  the  partial,  the 
maternal  is  only  1.75  per  cent,  and  the  infantile  19.3  percent.  Char- 
pentier  gives  the  maternal  death  rate  as  varying  from  25  per  cent,  to  32 
per  cent,  and  the  foetal  from  56.91  per  cent  to  68.87  Per  cent.;  but  his 
translator  interpolates  a  couple  of  pages,  abstracting  Eonier  of  Berlin's 
paper  in  the  American  Journal  of  Obstetrics  for  December,  1884,  which 
reports  a  maternal  loss  of  4.5  per  cent.  L,et  it  be  remembered,  however, 
not  only  here  but  continuously  through  the  comparisons,  that  the  general 
practitioners,  whose  experience  is  the  exclusive  basis  of  this  report,  were 
often  separated  by  miles  of  rough  road  from  their  patients,  that  fre- 
quently the  unfortunate  women  were  apparently  moribund  upon  their  ar- 
rival, and  that  when  ready  for  work  the  physicians  were  obliged  tocontent 
themselves  with  such  conveniences  and  such  assistance  as  were  at  hand. 

Forceps  are  resorted  to  by  our  practitioners  in  10.5  per  cent,  of  their 
confinements.  At  the  Paris  Clinic  from  1852  to  1880  they  were 
employed  only  in  2.7  per  cent,  of  the  labors,  and  at  the  Maternite  from 
1848  to  1877,  but  in  1.27  per  cent.  Furthermore,  among  83  German, 
Russian  and  Swiss  maternities  and  clinics  during  various  years  from 
1779  to  1865,  in  only  8  places  were  they  called  into  requisition  oftener 
than  with  us.  The  epoch  determines  nothing  for  the  earliest  operator 
was  surpassed  in  the  frequency  of  their  employment  by  thirteen  only. 
The  general  average  of  the  entire  number  is  but  3.29  per  cent.  Finally, 
of  the  twenty-eight  British  establishments,  between  the  years  1803  and 
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1862,  in  one  only  was  the  forceps  used  oftener  than  among  us,  and  in 
but  one  other  anything  like  so  often;  the  third  employed  them  only  in 
31-2  per  cent,  of  his  cases,  while  the  general  average  of  all  authorities 
is  but  1-3  per  cent.  Whether  this  European  infrequeney  is  due  to  the 
greater  toughness  of  the  women  or  of  the  doctors  I  will  leave  for 
others  to  indicate.  Certain  it  is  that  the  American  women  with  their 
higher  nervous  development  cannot  abide  by  such  neglect  and  ought 
not.  He  who  stands  idly  near  and  allows  his  conscious  or  uncon- 
scious patient  to  continue  in  travail,  when  by  a  judicious  use  of  the 
forceps  she  can  be  delivered  promptly,  safely  and  pleasantly,  is  a 
brute!  Proverbial  keenness  of  insight  and  readiness  of  adaptability  have 
already  served  not  only  the  American  profession  but  especially  its 
patients  a  good  turn  although  there  is  room  for  improvements  in  certain 
quarters. 

Parenthetically  it  may  be  remarked  that  some  anaesthetic  is  regularly 
employed  in  the  lying-in  chamber  by  84.56  per  cent,  of  our  physicians, 
though  the  frequency  of  its- use  varies  with  the  individual  from  "  rarely  " 
to  "  almost  always."  Chloroform  has  twice  as  many  devotees  as  ether ; 
a  very  few  mix  them. 

Turning  is  accomplished  by  us  once  in  103  confinements,  by  the  Ger- 
mans once  in  88,  by  the  French  once  in  no,  and  by  the  English  once  in 
313.  In  the  Paris  Clinic  between  1852  and  1880  it  was  performed  once 
in  126  cases,  in  sundry  German,  Swiss  and  Russian  maternities  from 
1789  to  1865  once  in  88,  and  Sickel  reports  that  in  nearly  half  a  million 
of  births  it  was  effected  once  in  118  cases.  I  have  no  figures  bearing 
on  the  mortality  following  this  procedure  ;  but  my  impression  is  that,  if 
timely  executed  and  ordinarily  skilfully,  the  mother's  safety  is  prac- 
tically unimpaired  and  the  infant's  risk  increased  only  to  that  of  ordin- 
ary breech  presentations. 

Craniotomy,  by  which  term  I  mean  the  more  or  less  complete  destruc- 
tion of  the  foetal  head,  irrespective  of  the  means  employed,  has  been 
resorted  to  once  in  879  labors  with  a  maternal  mortality  of  8.7  per  cent. 
Decided  preference  is  shown  for  the  cranioclast,  the  cephalotribe  being 
used  only  two-thirds  as  often  and  then  in  many  instances  with  disfavor. 
In  German  maternities  the  operation  was  performed  once  in  540  labors. 
The  mortality  at  the  Clinique  from  1852  to  1880  from  cephalotripsy  was 
29  per  cent.,  and  a  series  of  122  similar  operations  by  others  gives  a 
death  rate  of  38.52  per  cent.  Simpson,  the  inventor,  lost  with  the 
cranioclast  20  per  cent.,  although  Fritsch  reduced  it  to  17  per  cent., 
and  Bidder,  from  1873  to  1875  used  the  instrument  thirty-two  times  success- 
fully! The  plenitude  of  deformed  pelves  across  the  pond  explains  at 
once  the  greater  frequency  there  is  of  this  and  kindred  operations  and 
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the  heavier  mortality.  It  may  well  be  observed  in  this  connection  that 
the  cranioclast  should  be  used  in  all  cases  where  there  is  liability  of 
injuring  unduly  the  parturient  canal  through  the  intensity  of  the  force 
requisite  to  extract  a  foetal  head  with  forceps.  The  well-authenticated 
anecdotes  that  occasionally  come  to  our  notice  of  wonderful  gymnastic 
feats  at  the  lying-in  bedside  by  groups  of  muscular  and  ponderous  men 
are  alike  unseemly  and  barbarous.  Requiring  only  passing  mention 
are  the  facts  that  evisceration  (destruction  of  the  foetal  body)  has  been 
required  once  only  in  12,956  cases,  and  decapitation  once  in  51,825,  all 
being  accomplished  without  maternal  loss.  Caesarian  section  was 
resorted  to  once  in  12,956;  the  mortality  was  heavy.  People  prefer 
deferring  radical  methods  of  treatment  until  satisfied  their  friends  are 
moribund. 

Rupture  of  the  uterus  is  met  with  once  in  9077  cases  when  consultation 
is  included  in  the  calculation  but  only  once  in  24,951  if  private  cases 
alone  are  considered.  The  prognosis  is  grave  and  is  largely  dependent 
on  the  promptness  with  which  the  service  of  a  skillful  surgeon  can  be 
secured.  In  Europe  the  accident  occurs  once  in  from  3403  to  940 
accouchments.  Our  comparative  exemption  is  to  be  ascribed  chiefly  to 
the  greater  preponderance  of  normal  pelves,  to  the  earlier  resort  to 
forceps  and  to  the  infrequent  use  of  ergot.  Moreover,  Americans  are 
not  given  to  beating  and  kicking  their  wives. 

Inversion  of  the  uterus  was  encountered  once  in  3319  labors,  two- 
thirds  of  the  cases  being  consultations.  Of  the  entire  number,  four- 
ninths  were  complete  and  five-ninths  partial.  The  mortality  was  14.82 
per  cent.,  occurring  entirely  among  the  consultations.  The  prognosis  is 
not  serious  provided  the  accoucheur  has  sense  enough  to  recognize  the 
accident  and  sufficient  presence  of  mind  to  remedy  it.  While  it  cannot 
be  denied  that  a  fraction  of  the  cases  are  due  to  the  ignorance  or 
stupidity  of  the  attendant  (often,  but  not  always,  an  illiterate  midwife) 
a  considerable  portion  occur  spontaneously  and  result  from  the  excessive 
development  of  nerve  tissue  as  compared  with  muscular. 

Thrombosis  of  the  labia  has  been  found  once  in  7470  cases.  It  is 
possible,  but  not  probable,  that  death  will  result.  Across  the  water  it 
varies  in  frequency  from  one  in  467  labors  to  one  in  1800.  Thrombosis 
of  the  noble  organs  (brain,  heart  or  lungs)  we  have  met  once  in  14,104 
confinements.  The  entrance  of  air  into  the  circulatory  system  has  not 
been  noted. 

Brief  attention  to  the  more  common  complications  of  gestation  and 
parturition  ordinarily  considered  susceptible  to  medication  may  repay 
us  by  throwing  light  on  the  health  of  our  women  and  011  their  strength 
of  constitution. 
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Hysteria  has  been  treated  in  child-bearing  women  by. 27  per  cent,  of 
our  physicians  without  resulting  evil,  and  10  per  cent,  have  treated 
epilepsy  in  the  same  class  without  damage  to  the  mother  and  a  mortality 
to  the  foetus  of  only  7  per  cent.  Their  experience  thus  corroborates  the 
statement  of  Charpentier  that  the  influence  of  these  disorders  on  preg- 
nancy is  practically  nil.  On  the  contrary,  10  per  cent,  of  my  correspon- 
dents have  treated  ladies  suffering  from  chorea  without  supervening 
damage,  while  the  author  just  cited  gives  the  percentages  of  miscar- 
riages and  the  premature  births  as  ranging  from  33  per  cent,  to  58  per 
cent,  and  the  maternal  mortality  as  from  29  per  cent,  to  35  per  cent., 
some  women  being  undelivered.  Cardiac  difficulties  have  obtruded 
themselves  upon  the  notice  of  but  8  per  cent,  of  our  physicians.  These 
report  simply  an  infantile  mortality  of  25  per  cent.  The  only  European 
authority  at  hand  gives  a  maternal  mortality  of  37  per  cent.,  one-sixth 
of  whom  die  before  delivery.     The  foetal  loss  was  unmentioned. 

Measles  have  been  found  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  to  be  innocuous 
to  gravid  women.  Two  Europeans  give  their  percentage  of  abortions 
and  premature  births  as  upwards  of  fifty,  and  two  others  state  these 
occur  "almost  always."  Our  own  loss  is  but  25  per  cent.  Eight 
physicians  in  every  hundred  have  treated  this  complication,  indicating 
a  far  greater  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  this  class  than  obtains 
abroad. 

Scarlatina,  Charpentier  affirms,  "  terminated  in  abortion  in  the  case  of 
every  woman,  in  death  in  the  majority."  He  also  states  that  "  although 
not  absolutely  rare  among  the  complications  of  labor, "  it  is  "  the  excep- 
tion during  pregnancy."  Six  percent,  of  our  practitioners  have  treated 
the  disorder  coincident  with  gestation  and  lost  but  9  per  cent,  of  the 
mothers  and  18  per  cent,  of  the  children.  Seven  per  cent,  have  treated 
it  during  the  puerperal  state  with  a  loss  of  62  per  cent,  of  the  unfortu- 
nate women. 

Variola  has  been  observed  more  frequently  in  the  enciente  than  other 
eruptive  fevers,  10  per  cent,  of  our  physicians  reporting  cases  with  a 
maternal  loss  of  15.39  Per  cent,  and  a  foetal  of  46.15  per  cent.  Only 
two  series  of  European  cases  have  come  to  my  notice  in  one  of  which 
17.2  per  cent  of  the  mothers  died — 31  per  cent,  aborting  and  in  the 
other  38.2  per  cent,  died — 46.8  per  cent,  aborting. 

Typhoid  fever  has  occasioned  the  death  of  12  per  cent,  of  the  preg- 
nant women  who  suffered  from  its  infection  under  the  observance  of 
every  tenth  of  our  practitioners  and  of  24  per  cent,  of  the  infants.  Char- 
pentier reports  miscarriages  in  52.S  per  cent,  of  such  women  and  pre- 
mature labors  in  4  per  cent.;  or,  taking  into  account  the  very  slight 
probability  of  the  survival  of  any  of  these  untimely  adventists,  as  indi- 
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cated  by  himself,  the  total  infantile  death  rate  is  at  least  55  per  cent, 
and  more  probably  56  per  cent.  He  naively  adds,  "  The  prognosis  as 
regards  the  mother  is  more  favorable."     So  mote  it  be. 

Malaria  in  the  encie  te  has  been  found  to  be  attended  with  no  serious 
consequences  by  the  23  per  cent,  of  our  number  who  have  prescribed  for 
such  ladies.  Across  the  pond  pregnancy  is  interupted  in  41.3  per  cent, 
of  similar  cases. 

Pneumonia  has  been  attended  with  a  loss  of  14.28  per  cent,  to  mother 
and  to  offspring  (not  always  two  deaths  in  a  single  case,  by  any  means) 
in  the  hands  of  the  19  per  cent,  of  our  physicians  who  have  attended 
them.  In  Europe  "Statistics  presented  by  authorities  correspond  in 
fact  to  every  period  of  pregnancy,  and  the  important  fact  deducted  from 
these  observations  is  that  pneumonia  almost  certainly  causes  abortion 
and  that  a  considerable  number  of  women  die."  Five  savants  lost  21.1 
per  cent.,  85.8  per  cent.,  39  per  cent.,  75  percent,  and  92.8  per  cent, 
respectively.  Three  of  these  give  their  miscarriages  as  48  per  cent.,  60 
per  cent,  and  69  per  cent.,  without  specifying  the  condition  of  those  born 
at  term. 

Of  consumptives  who  become  pregnant  it  is  probable  25  per  cent,  will 
die  within  a  year  from  their  delivery.  Across  the  water  64  per  cent,  have 
died  within  that  time.  Of  the  children  13  per  cent,  will  perish  during 
the  first  year,  but  50  per  cent,  will  attain  middle  life  here,  while  the /e  only 
37  1-2  per  cent,  of  such  children  maintained  good  health,  62  per  cent, 
became  scrofulous,  and  23  per  cent,  died  of  tuberculosis  alone  before 
attaining  their  seventh  year. 

Eclampsia  is  met  with  in  this  country  once  in  276  confinements  ;  in 
Euiope,  once  in  354.  With  us  the  maternal  mortality  has  been  22  1-3 
per  cent.;  there,  nine  authorities  range  from  24  per  cent,  to  55  per  cent., 
a  tenth  has  lost  only  22  per  cent.,  and  two  others  only  16  per  cent.  each. 
Special  success,  however,  is  ascribed  to  the  use  of  chloral,  the  claim 
being  set  forth  that  by  its  exclusive  use  the  death  rate  i ;  reduced  to  4 
per  cent.,  and  even  when  employed  after  or  with  other  instrumentalities 
the  loss  is  only  8.49  per  cent.  Our  infantile  loss  is  31  1-3  per  cent.; 
there,  it  ranges  from  45  per  cent,  to  53.34  per  cent.  Only  a  portion  of 
my  cases  were  reported  so  as  to  render  them  available  for  the  next  com- 
parison, but  if  patients  are  divided  into  three  classes,  according  as  the 
attack  supervened  before,  during  or  after  labor,  our  mortality  is  40  per 
cent.,  26  2-3  per  cent,  and  18  per  cent,  respectively,  against  38.46  per 
cent.,  31.74  per  cent,  and  32.26  per  cent,  across  the  tide.  Our  infantile 
mortality  is  80  per  cent,  and  30  per  cent,  for  the  first  and  second  classes, 
against  60  per  cent,  and  37  per  cent.  These  figures  demand  careful 
consideration. 
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Puerperal  fever  has  been  found  ninety-nine  times  as  a  sequel  of 
43,322  confinements.  From  this  disorder  31  deaths  ensued,  either 
directly  or  indirectly.  Hence  we  have  an  average  frequency  of  one  case 
in  438  labors,  one  death  in  1398  and  a  mortality  of  31.3  per  cent.  The 
death  rate,  according  to  the  total  number  of  confinements,  is  0.072  per 
cent.  Exact  pertinent  European  statistics  I  do  not  have  at  hand.  In 
one  of  their  best  equipped  institutions,  however,  there  is  a  loss  of  8  per 
ce.it.  of  the  entire  number  of  their  patients  from  this  cause.  One  gentle- 
man who  only  had  five  cases  in  4000  accouchments,  covering  a  period  of 
forty  years,  is  justly  held  up  as  an  example. 

Phlegmasia  alba  dolens  has  never  been  witnessed  by  34  per  cent,  of 
our  practitioners,  and  13  per  cent,  more  have  not  seen  over  two  cases. 
None  have  lost  a  patient  from  that  cause.

THE    AMATEUR    AND     THE     QUACK-THE     PRESCRIBING     CHEMIST— THE    TRADING 

DOCTOR— THE  PUBLIC  AND    THE  PROFESSION— THE    NEED  OF  SELF 

HELP— HOSPITAL  ABUSE -ABUSE  OF  CLUBS— PROFESSIONAL 

RESPECTABILITY— THE  QUESTION  OF  FEES. 

IN  his  annual  address  to  the  Southampton  Medical  Society,  Mr.  J.  F. 
Bullar,    M.    A.,   M.   B.,    Camb.,    F.   R.   C.   S.,    Eng.,  dealt   with 
questions  of  great  interest  affecting  the  social  standing  and  pecun- 
iary interests  of  the  profession. 

After  referring  briefly  to  amateur  advice  and  custom  prevalent  among 
ladies  especially  of  handing  prescriptions  they  have  received  themselves 
to  others  whom  they  suppose  to  be  suffering  from  the  same  disorder, 
and  after  touching  upon  the  proceedings  of  "  locomotive  impostors,  who 
draw  teeth  and  jawbones  with  the  key,  and  sell  the  infallible  remedy  for 
the  cure  of  every  complaint,"  he  proceeded  to  consider  the  question  of 
prescribing  chemists.  There  was,  he  said,  hardly  a  chemist  who  did 
not  do  a  prescribing  trade.  He  gave  instances  within  his  own  knowl- 
edge—  a  powder  prescribed  for  a  wasting  baby,  with  no  accompanying 
advice  as  to  food,  etc.,  an  eye  lotion  without  atropine  for  iritis,  with 
the  result  that  the  eye  was  seriously  damaged,  the  chemist  excusing 
himself  on  the  ground  that  the  man  complained  of  "  inflammation  of 
the  eye,"  and  "  medicine  for  a  cough,"  sold  to  a  lady  who  got  out  of  a 
carriage  and  pair  and  said  her  child  had  a  cough.  A  vast  number,  not 
only  of  the  poor,  but  of  the  well-to-do  and  so-called  educated  classes, 
regarded  a  chemist  as  a  kind  of  doctor.     This  want  of  appreciation  of 
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the  fact  that  there  was  a  difference  in  kind,  and  not  merely  in  degree, 
between  doctors  and  chemists,  was  a  real  medical  grievance,  and  a  hin- 
drance to  the  full  usefulness  of  the  profession.  The  real  superiority  lay 
in  the  power  of  the  medical  man  to  diagnose  diseases,  to  seek  for  their 
causes  in  all  the  circumstances  of  the  patients'  lives,  and  to  apply  treat- 
ment accordingly. 

It  was  useless  to  blame  the  chemists  so  long  as  the  public  was  ready 
to  go  to  them.  In  order  to  put  a  stop  to  prescribing  by  chemists,  the 
public,  he  continued,  "  must  be  educated,  and  when  they  cease  to  go 
to  the  chemist  for  prescriptions  the  chemist  will  cease  to  prescribe.  If 
the  public  are  to  be  educated  in  these  matters  it  must  be  done  by  the 
medical  profession,  and  we  may  well  ask  ourselves  what  the  profession 
does  to  promote  this  public  education,  and  whether  we  are  not,  after  all, 
the  persons  to  blame  for  the  confusion  of  ideas  as  to  functions  of  chem- 
ist and  doctor.  As  I  said  before,  our  superiority  to  chemists  in  the 
matter  of  treating  disease  consists  in  our  ability  to  diagnose  diseases 
and  their  causes  ;  certainly  there  is  likely  to  be  more  success  in  the 
treatment  of  one  patient  whose  case  is  diagnosed  than  in  the  dosing  of 
ninety  and  nine  for  whom  there  is  no  diagnosis. 

"  I  have  a  shrewd  suspicion,  amounting,  indeed,  to  certainty,  that  a 
great  deal  of  practise  is  done  by  members  of  our  profession  in  a  way 
that  the  public  cannot  be  blamed  for  considering  as  identical  with  that 
done  by  chemists.  We  are  all  aware  of  the  existence  in  our  ranks  of  a 
certain  class  of  medical  men  who  treat  their  patients  for  such  small  fees 
that  they  can  only  make  a  living  by  seeing  great  numbers  of  patients, 
so  many,  indeed,  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  them  to  give  the  time 
to  make  a  diagnosis,  or  to  do  anything  more  than  sell  a  bottle  filled 
from  the  handiest  jar.  This  style  of  practise  cannot  by  any  possibility 
be  successful,  and  no  wonder  if  the  patients  discover  that  the  doctor's 
medicine  has  no  more  virtue  than  the  chemist's  or  the  quack's,  and  act 
upon  the  dis'covery. 

"  Very  likely  what  the  patient  really  wants  is  not  medicine  at  all,  but 
instruction  and  advice.  This  he  does  not  get  either  from  the  doctor  or 
the  chemist,  and  hence  the  idea  gains  ground  that  the  function  of  the 
doctor  and  the  chemist  is  one  and  the  same,  namely,  to  sell  physic  to 
people  who  say  they  are  ill. 

' '  The  prescribing  chemist  I  regard  as  an  individual  whose  existence 
is  explained  by  that  of  the  equally  undesirable  trading  doctor.  I  feel 
certain  that,  if  all  the  members  of  our  profession  would  go  carefully 
into  the  details  of  each  case  and  treat  it  to  the  best  of  their  ability, 
there  would  not  long  remain  any  public  doubts  as  to  the  relative 
capacity  ol  doctors  and  laymen  in  treating  disease,  for  the  mistakes  we 
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make  are  nearly  all  avoidable  and  due  solely  to  careless  and  insufficient 
examination  of  the  patient." 

After  referring  to  the  unenviable  position  of  the  trading  doctor,  he 
observed  that  no  one  would  accept  the  fee  of  six  pence  for  a  professional 
visit  unless  there  were  some  real  or  imaginary  impediment  in  the  way  of 
his  doing  better.  "  The  deplorable  condition  of  the  members  of  our  pro- 
fession," Mr.  Bullar  continued,  "who  fill  the  lowest  places  in  it  is 
sometimes  attributed  to  the  overcrowding  said  to  be  taking  place  in  our 
ranks,  but  the  explanation  is  hardly  compatible  with  the  notorious  fact 
that  the  number  of  patients  often  treated  in  the  cheapest  practices  is 
so  great  that  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  be  properly  attended  to.  In  a 
practise  of  the  cheapest  kind  a  man  can  hardly  make  a  living  except  by 
scamping  the  work  which  should  be  done  by  two  or  three  men,  or  by 
employing  unqualified  and  therefore  cheap  assistants  to  the  exclusion 
of  professional  men. 

' '  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  real  cause  of  our  troubles  is  to  be 
found  in  the  unfortunate  want  of  unity  which  exists  among  us  and  in 
the  shortsightedness  which  disables  us  from  seeing  that,  if  we  wish  to 
thrive,  we  must  seek  first  the  interests  of  our  profession  in  order  that 
we  may  be  raised  by  it.  By  want  of  unity  we  place  ourselves  at  the 
mercy  of  the  public,  by  underselling  each  other  we  reduce  those  below 
us  to  a  condition  of  slavery  which  it  would  be  the  height  of  meanness 
/to  regard  as  the  outcome  of  anything  but  dire  necessity. 

"  We  are,  I  say,  absolutely  at  the  mercy  of  a  thoughtless,  if  not  un- 
scrupulous, public  —  a  public  which  has  grown  up  under  the  unshaken 
impression  that  a  doctor  should  work  for  nothing,  and  whose  conscience 
is  free  from  any  qualms  when  it  demands  that  he  shall  do  so. 

' '  Are  we  not  to  blame  for  being  the  only  body  of  men  who  are  re- 
garded in  this  way  ?  Are  we  not  to  blame  for  allowing  a  state  of 
things  to  continue  which  necessitates  a  number  of  our  brethren  giving 
up  every  pretence  of  practising  the  healing  art  in  order  to  compete  in  a 
desperate  race  with  chemists,  quacks  and  pure  rogues  to  sell  bottles  of 
medicine  ?  Can  we  justly  blame  chemists  for  prescribing  while  mem- 
bers of  our  own  profession  so  often  get  a  living  by  poaching  in  the 
chemist's  preserves  ?  No  doubt  the  public,  through  the  agency  of  pub- 
lic bodies,  clubs  and  medical  aid  societies  —  all  anxious  to  cut  down  to 
the  lowest  amount  the  emoluments  of  medical  men  —  have  contributed 
to  the  present  state  of  things,  and  they  have  their  reward  in  the  scanty 
attention  it  is  possible  for  them  to  receive  at  the  hands  of  the  men  they 
over- work.  But  we  must  not  expect  any  improvement  of  our  condition 
to  be  forced  upon  us,  or  even  suggested  to  us,  from  without.  We  must 
follow  the  example  of  every  other  class  of  men  who  live  by  their  labour ; 
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we  must  become  organized  and  co-operate  for  our  mutual  advantage,  or 
we  shall  be  in  danger  of  our  profession  falling  still  lower  and  being  re- 
cruited from  the  lowest  of  the  people.  When  the  labourers  have 
obtained  their  legal  eight  hours'  day,  does  any  rational  being  suppose 
their  bowels  will  yearn  with  sympathy  for  the  overworked  club  doctor, 
or  that  they  will  perceive  that  he  is  doing  the  work  of  half-a-dozen  men 
and  ought  to  have  less  work  and  more  pay  ?  ' ' 

Mr.  Bullar  observed  that  some  members  of  the  public  appeared  to 
seek  to  pay  the  medical  profession  by  compliments  to  its  noble  charac- 
ter, and  dwelt  on  the  vicarious  philanthropy  which  is  shocked  by  the 
sight  of  pain  and  suffering,  but,  instead  of  helping  with  money,  appeals 
to  the  medical  profession  to  help  without  pay.  He  continued  as  follows  : 
'  Perhaps  the  way  in  which  the  profession  loses  most  is  by  well-to-do 
persons  belonging  to  clubs  such  as  the  Foresters,  Odd  Fellows,  Druids, 
etc.  I  have  made  inquiries  in  various  towns.  In  Gloucester  tradesmen 
well  able  to  pay  proper  fees  belong  to  the  Druids  and  pay  four  shillings 
a  year  for  the  doctor.  There  are  also  Conservative  and  Liberal  clubs, 
or  benefit  societies.  My  informant,  one  of  the  medical  men  in  that 
town,  says  :  '  Benefit  societies  of  this  nature  exist  for  men,  women  and 
children  —  four  shillings  for  adults  and  six  shillings  for  wife  and  family, 
including  physic.  Any  doctor's  certificate  will  admit,  and  the  medical 
officer  has  no  voice  in  the  matter.  Naturally,  political  clubs  are  anx- 
ious to  get  folk  who  are  well  off  into  the  society  ;  good  farmers,  trades- 
men and  owners  of  houses  are  in,  and  claim  medical  attendance  for  the 
four  shillings,  no  distance  specified,  so  that  the  medical  officer  may 
have  to  drive  out  four  or  five  miles  to  see  a  well-to-do  farmer  for  four 
shillings  a  year.' 

' '  In  Gloucester  there  is  also  a  lying-in  charity  where  the  doctors  get 
twelve  shillings  for  midwifery.  This  charity  is  doubtless  kept  up  by 
philanthropists,  and  an  examination  of  its  actual  working  might  not 
improbably  show  that  it  is  of  no  greater  advantage  to  the  poor  than  to 
the  doctor  whom  it  underpays.  It  has  been  said  with  great  truth  that 
many  charities  exist  rather  for  the  amusement  and  self-satisfaction  of 
the  committees  than  for  the  actual  benefit  of  the  poor,  and  it  is  noto- 
rious that  persons  employed  by  the  committees  of  this  kind  are  fre- 
quently underpaid  and  overworked.  The  committees,  by  aiming  at 
cheapness,  obtain  inefficiency,  and  while  congratulating  themselves  on 
the  amount  of  vicarious  work  they  have  to  report  as  done,  take  little  or 
no  pains  to  inform  themselves  whether  it  is  even  possible  that  it  should 
have  been  done  well.  Gloucester  is  no  exception  to  the  rule,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  you  are  all  aware  of  instances  of  this  kind  nearer 
home." 
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The  question  of  hospital  abuse,  Mr.  Bullar  thought,  might  be  dealt 
with  with  comparative  ease.  Hospital  authorities  should  exclude  un- 
suitable cases.  A  hospital  properly  managed  was  not  a  source  of  loss 
to  the  profession  ;  in  the  country,  at  any  rate,  the  great  majority  of  its 
patients  belonged  to  clubs,  so  that  aiw  loss  accidentally  incurred  was 
compensated  by  relief  to  the  work  of  the  club  doctors.  He  thought 
that  doctors  should  notify  confidentially  the  hospital  authorities  of  any 
cases  in  which  they  knew  that  the  charity  was  being  abused.  "We 
are  grossly  imposed  upon  by  the  public,"  he  continued,  "and  shall 
remain  in  the  same  state  until  we  behave  loyally  to  our  profession,  and 
until  we  become  united  by  those  bonds  of  common  interest  which  can 
have  been  overlooked  and  neglected  so  long  solely  on  account  of  the 
fact  that  their  existence  is  obtrusively  apparent. 

"  We  have  the  means  at  hand  to  improve  our  position,  a  reasonable 
amount  of  trust  and  confidence  in  each  other,  and  an  agreement  as  to 
the  charges  we  mean  to  accept  would  alone  prevent  our  being  imposed 
upon  by  clubs  and  public  bodies.  On  all  sides  our  complaint  is  the 
same  —  well-to-do  men  join  clubs,  and  the  club  doctor  has  no  voice  in 
their  election,  but  the  club  doctor  can  say,  '  I  won't  be  medical  officer 
to  any  club  which  has  well-to-do  members.'  The  reason  that  he  does 
not  say  so  is  that  he  has  a  poor  myopic  professional  brother  who  will 
immediately  take  the  post,  to  his  own  and  everybody  else's  loss.  It  is 
to  the  distinct  advantage  of  every  member  of  the  profession  that  well-to- 
do  people  should  be  excluded  from  clubs  ;  if  they  were  so  excluded  they 
would  call  in  private  doctors  of  their  own  choice,  the  number  of  paying 
patients  would  be  increased,  and  competition  lessened. 

' '  A  mutual  understanding  that  no  club  containing  well-to-do  people 
is  to  have  a  medical  officer  would  bring  the  evil  to  an  end.  Can  we  not 
agree  upon  a  point  so  simple,  so  beneficial  to  ourselves,  so  desirable  on 
public  grounds  ? 

' '  In  every  town  and  neighborhood  there  should  be  a  common  under- 
standing among  all  the  medical  men  as  to  fees,  payments  to  be  received 
for  clubs,  etc.  Such  a  thing  as  underselling  should  not  be  known  among 
us  ;  we  should  endeavour  rather  to  raise  our  fees  to  such  a  reasonable 
figure  as  will  allow  us  to  do  our  work  thoroughly,  without  being  over- 
done by  it,  It  is  the  drudgery  of  hard  work  and  poor  pay  which  makes 
the  trading  doctor,  and  grinds  out  of  him  the  animating  spirit  of  our 
profession.  He  is  overcrowded  with  patients,  whom  it  is  a  physical  im- 
possibility to  examine  or  treat  properly,  and  he  slides  clown  and  clown 
till  his  highest  ambition  is  to  save  trouble  and  avoid  an  inquest.  At 
this  stage  of  his  career,  we,  his  more  fortunate  brethren,  find  him  a  con- 
venient Scapegoat  to  bear  our  sins  into  the  wilderness  beyond  the  hedge 
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of  respectability  which  he  is  supposed  to  have  wantonly  crossed.  He  is 
often  pointed  at  as  the  origin  of  evil,  whereas  he  may  be  be,  and  doubt- 
less often  is,  the  unwilling  outcome  of  our  own  foolish  want   of  unity." 

Mr.  Bullar  added  that  it  was  difficult  to  define  professional  respecta- 
bility further  than  by  saying  that  it  was  conduct  which  commanded  the 
respect  alike  of  the  public  and  of  the  profession.  There  was  a  wide- 
spread feeling  that  the  cheapest  forms  of  practise  were  not  respectable, 
but  this  was  evidently  a  mistake.  Many  of  the  most  honourable  mem- 
bers of  the  profession  had  to  work  for  less  pay  than  the  taking  of  the 
cheapest  practices  ;  as  instances,  he  mentioned  the  sums  received  from 
clubs  by  general  practitioners  and  the  emoluments  of  casualty  physicians 
and  surgeons  among  the  army  of  those  who  wait  for  hospital  appoint- 
ments and  consulting  practise  in  London.  The  respectability  of  any 
kind  of  practise  really  depends  upon  its  good  faith.  It  was  disreputable 
to  make  money  by  false  pretences,  to  rob  the  public  by  pretending  to 
treat  their  ailments  without  sufficient  examination  as  to  what  these  ail- 
ments are.  "  It  is  my  belief,"  he  continued,  "  that  duty  and  self-inter- 
est very  seldom  lead  different  ways.  It  is  our  duty  to  do  the  best  we 
can  for  our  profession,  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  make  it  possible  for 
every  member  of  it  to  do  his  work  faithfully,  and  to  raise  the  profession 
and  himself  in  public  usefulness  and  estimation.  If  we  would  do  this, 
we  must  increase  our  fees  to  such  an  extent  as  to  leave  the  possibility  of 
an  honest  livelihood  to  those  less  fortunate  than  ourselves,  and  we  must 
decline  to  treat  by  an  unprofitable  contract  those  who  are  able  to  pay 
proper  fees.  Everyone  has  to  begin.  An  inexperienced  man  may 
rightly  accept  a  small  fee,  but  as  he  gets  on  in  experience  and  in  repu- 
tation it  is  both  his  duty  and  his  privilege  to  raise  his  fees  and  get  more 
money  for  less  work.  It  is  his  duty  to  raise  his  fees  in  order  to  avoid 
an  ungenerous  competition  with  his  younger  and  still  struggling  breth- 
ren, and  it  is  his  privilege  to  reap  the  fruits  of  his  labour,  and  to  enjoy 
comparative  ease,  while  suffering  no  diminution,  but  rather  securing  an 
increase  of  income. 

' '  In  our  profession  a  beginner  must  generally  eat  his  head  off  during 
years  of  painful  waiting  and  competition  on  unfair  terms  with  men  of 
established  reputation,  or  make  a  living  by  accepting  lower  fees.  Thus 
each  new  comer  is  tempted  to  undersell  the  last. 

'  In  London  the  position  of  the  y ouug  consultants  is  tragic  in  the 
extreme;  they  are  the  victims  of  hope  deferred,  and  their  forlorn  aspect 
wrings  the  heart  of  any  unaccustomed  beholder.  The  struggle  for 
hospital  appointments  has  resulted  in  the  development  of  a  race  of 
hospital  physicians  and   surgeons  of   a   toughness  that   never  fails,  and 

whose    birthdays    seem    to    recur   with  ever  diminishing    frequency    a

they  approach  the  sixty-fifth,  that  happy  day  that  means  another 
vacancy  on  the  staff.  It  is  the  uniformity  of  fees  which  is  to  blame. 
How  can  a  young  man  compete  with  a  well-known  leader  of  the  profes- 
sion if  they  both  charge  th  le?  Why  should  a  leader  of  the  profes- 
sion have  his  time  wasted  and  the  soul  ground  out  of  him  by  a  crowd  of 
uninteresting  patients,  and  laboriously  make  an  income  which  he  could 
double  and  make  far  more  easily  by  simply  raising  his  fees 

" '  I  am  told  that  the  reason  why  the  great  consultants  still  charge  so 
little  is  partly  a  want  of  unity  among  themselves,  and  partly  a  fear  that 
they  might  be  cut  out  by  the  younger  men.  of  whose  capacity  they 
appear  to  stand  in  perfectly  needless  awe.  It  does  not  require  a  great 
power  of  observation  to  perceive  that  the  public  are  but  indifferent 
judges  of  capacity,  or  that  they  usually  take  a  man  at  his  own  valua- 
tion. A  general  raising  of  fees  of  those  at  the  top  of  the  tree  would 
render  them  still  more  attractive  to  the  public,  and  larger  incomes 
would  be  made,  with  more  leisure  in  which  to  give  the  results  of  experi- 
ence to  the  profession,  while  the  younger  men  would  have  some  scraps 
to  stay  their  stomachs  andless  time  to  waste  in  wishing  their  elders  in 
heaven. 

1  It  might  well  be  the  custom  that  a  surgeon  on  appointment  to  a 
great  hospital  should  raise  his  fees,  and  in  the  country  the  same  thing 
is  desirable  :  on  attaining  a  certain  position  a  general  practitioner  should 
decline  to  take  less  than  a  minimum  fee.  The  fact  of  his  doing  so  would 
tend  to  raise  him  in  public  favor,  and  he  would  benefit  himself  and  his 
professional  neighbors  without  injuring  the  public. 

'  I  have  tried  to  take  a  general  view  of  the  profession,  but  I  think 
here  in  Southampton  we  might  well  do  something  in  the  direction  of 
medical  reform.  I  suggest,  for  your  consideration,  the  desirability  of 
this  society  taking  the  initiative  in  establishing  a  general  understanding 
among  the  neighboring  practitio: lers  -  to  fees  and  the  management  of 
clubs  and  as  to  the  utility  of  a  '  black  list. '  to  contain  the  names  of  persons 
who  systematically  leave  our  bills  unpaid.  I  have  a  letter  in  which  a 
sketch  of  the  working  of  such  a  '  black  list  '  is  given,  and  the  idea  is  one 
well  worthy  of  careful  attention.  We  must  remember  that  in  South- 
ampton things  are  changing  ;  there  is  every  prospect  of  further  growth, 
and  we  shall  do  well  to  prepare  ourselves  to  promote  and  take  advantage 
of  the  change  by  a  united  determination  to  do  our  work  thoroughly  and 
to  be  properly  paid  for  what  we  do."' — British  M  nil.

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FLESHY     MOLE— REPORT     OF     A     CASE.

RS.  E.,  ae.  21,  presented  herself  at  my  office  early  in  December  of 
1892.  She  had  menstruated  in  the  beginning  of  May  and  again 
in  the  latter  part  of  that  month.  Early  in  June  she  had  some 
morning  sickness,  and  some  enlargement  and  tenderness  of  the  breasts. 
In  July  she  had  several  fainting  spells,  her  menstrual  periods  remaining 
absent.  In  September  she  had  a  bloody  discharge,  continuing  for  a 
few  days,  and  in  October  again  a  similar  experience.  She  seems,  how- 
ever, to  have  believed  herself  to  be  pregnant  since  beginning  of  June, 
and  when  she  reached  December,  without  menstruating  in  November, 
she  was  disappointed  in  not  having  evidence  of  quickening.  On  my 
examination  (about  December  1st)  I  found  so  slight  a  development  of 
the  uterus  that  I  told  her  that  I  believed  herself  to  be  pregnant,  the 
commencement  dating  back  most  likely  to  her  last  menstrual  period  (in 
October)  and  consequently  only  six  weeks  instead  of  six  months  gone. 
I  explained  the  suspension  during  June,  July  and  August  as  being 
similar  to  what  recently  married  (she  was  married  in  April)  women 
rather  frequently  experience,  while  the  slight  morning  sickness  and  the 
tenderness  and  enlargement  of  the  breasts  were  simply  symptomatic  dis- 
turbances. She  accepted  my  explanation,  and  I  heard  nothing  more 
from  her  until  January  4,  1893,  when  I  was  sent  for  to  see  her  at  her 
home.  She  had  begun  to  lose  blood  in  very  slight  quantity  on  the 
morning  of  that  day,  and  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  9  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing, there  was  still  a  slight  discharge.  She  was  also  then,  and  had 
been  for  an  hour  or  two,  having  continually  recurring  pains  in  the 
uterine  region.  On  examination  I  found  the  os  well  closed  and  no  signs 
of  development  greater  than  she  had  about  a  month  earlier,  or  on  my 
first  examination.  I  then  gave  1-4  gr.  morph.  sulph.  by  the  mouth,  which 
she  vomited  within  ten  minutes,  and  also  had  about  the  same  time  a  free 
movement  of  the  bowels.  A  little  later  I  injected  hypodermically  1-4 
gr.  morph.  sulph.  and  she  soon  became  more  quiet.  Leaving  directions 
for  the  case  I  went  to  my  office,  but  had  scarcely  arrived  there  when  I 
was  summoned  back  by  the  husband,  who  said  she  had  passed  some- 
thing. This  proved  to  be  a  fleshy  mole,  which  I  will  more  minutely 
describe  presently.  There  had  been  a  little  quiet  sleep  after  I  had  left 
my  patient,  and  on  awakening  another  spell  of  vomiting,  during  which 
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the  mass  was  passed.  From  that  time  on  she  had  absolutely  no  more 
pain  and  lost  almost  no  blood.  She  had  an  antiseptic  douche,  and  after 
five  days  in  bed  gradually  returned  to  her  household  duties. 

The  mass  was  about  the  size  of  a  small  orange,  apparently  fatty  on 
one  surface  and  studded  with  minute  cysts  on  the  other.  I  feel  inclined 
to  believe  that  had  the  product  maintained  the  feeble  vascular  attach- 
ments and  remained  in  the  womb  it  would  most  probably  have  afforded 
a  specimen  of  hydatiform  mole.  The  complete  study  of  these  masses 
might  result  in  disposing  of  the  distinction,  at  least  on  a  pathological 
ground  of  fleshy  from  hydatiform,  resulting  rather  in  the  recognition  of 
different  phases  in  the  same  product ;  different  degrees  of  development. 
It  is  probable  that  the  formation  began  with  the  cessation  of  menstrua- 
tion in  May,  that  the  mole  was  therefore  seven  months  old.  Again  the 
foetus  may  have  escaped  unnoticed  during  the  flow  in  October,  leaving 
the  membranes  to  develop,  although  this  seems  less  likely  than  the 
assumption  that  no  true  foetus  was  ever  present.

"MORTAR  AND    PESTLE  CLUB." 


Gentle  me  11  of  the   "  Mortar-  and  Pestle   Clul?,"   and  others  present: 

ORGANIZATION. 

THE  following  words,  "Organization  /"  "  Organization » /"  as  published 
in  very  bold  type  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Era  of  a  little  more 
than  one  year  ago,  by  Mr.  Robert  J.  Frick  of  Louisville,  Ky., 
secretary  of  the  "Inter-State  Retail  Druggists  League,"  attracted  my 
attention  to  such  an  extent  that  I  finally  resolved  to  correspond  with  Mr. 
Frick.  I  have  since  learned  that  he  had  the  interests  of  the  retail 
druggists  of  the  whole  country  very  much  at  heart.  He  gave  me  very 
willingly  and  encouragingly  all  the  information  necessary  regarding  or- 
ganization, and  the't  benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom  locally  and  nation- 
ally. Acting  upon  Mr.  Frick's  valuable  advice,  I  conceived  the  idea  of 
enrolling  the  druggists  of  Rhode  Island  into  a  state  organization,  a 
branch  of  said  league. 

THE     MORTAR     AND     PESTLE     CLUB     OF     RHODE     ISLAND 

was  launched   into  existence  February  15,  1893.     After  making  several 
attempts  personally  to  get  an  expression  from  the  druggists,  or  rather  to 
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wake  them  up  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  organized  efforts  to  raise  our- 
selves out  of  a  very  demoralized  condition  into  which  we  have  been 
slowly  but  surely  driven  in  trying  to  hold  our  trade  from  drifting  into 
other  channels,  but  so  far  our  labor  has  been  of  little  avail. 

After  interviewing  a   few  intimate  and  warm  personal  friends  in  the 
trade,  a  call  was  made  for  a  meeting  on  the  above  date,  and  was  re- 
sponded to  by  a  mere  handful  of  druggists.     Those  who  met  then  have 
since  proved  to  be  very  earnest  and  sincere  in  their  endeavor  to  make  a 
grand  struggle  to  better  the  conditions  of  the  pharmacists  of  this  vicinity. 
When  the  meeting  was  called  to  order,  I  was  discouraged  to  find  that  so 
few    were    sufficiently    interested   in    their     own     welfare    to    present 
themselves  at  this  meeting.     Realizing  that  I  had  undertaken  quite  a 
contract  to  organize  the  trade  of  this  state,  and  thinking  that  I  might 
enlist  the  assistance  and    secure  the   advice  of  one  whom  I  knew  had 
had  considerable  experience  in  this  line,  I  extended  an  invitation  to  Mr. 
Henry  Canning,  of  Boston,  who  was  then  executive  committee-member 
for  Massachusetts  of  the  Inter-State  Retail  Druggists'  League,  to  attend 
this  meeting.     Mr.  Canning   came  to  the   meeting,  and  gave  me  con- 
siderable encouragement,  and  said  there  was  no  occasion  for  feeling  dis- 
couraged or  disappointed  at  having   only  fifteen  druggists  present,  as 
in  the  large  city   of  Boston  they  had  only    about  the   same   number 
present  at  their  first  meeting  only  a  few  days   previous.     With  these 
fifteen  willing  workers  I  have  pushed  on,  and  the  Club  has  at  present  a 
paid-up    membership    of     over    sixty    per  cent,    of    the    retail    drug- 
gists   of    the  state.     I    think    we    ,  have      been    remarkably    success- 
ful,   considering   that  our  members  are    scattered    all    over  the   state. 
It  required  a   great  amount  of  patience   and  persistence  to   obtain  the 
membership   we   have    at  the  present  time,  and  we   would  express   our 
thanks  to  our  very  efficient  traveling  salesmen  for  their  hearty  co-opera- 
tion. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  earnestly  advise  that  we  make  one  addition  to  our  list 
of  committees,  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  "  Grievance  Committee," 
with  their  duties  clearly  defined. 

REVISION     OF    CONSTITUTION     AND     BY-LAWS. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  revise  our  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  so  as  to  more  fully  define  the  duties  of  our  officers  and 
committees,  which  are  now  incomprehensible.  I  am  led  to  believe  that 
such  must  be  the  case,  for  I  see  no  other  cause  for  the  inactivity  of  some 
of  our  officers  and  committees  for  the  past  year.  I  certainly  do  not  for 
an  instant  believe  that  we  have  a  member  of  this  club  who  would  not 
willingly  perform  such  duties  as  are  imposed  upon  him  if  he  thoroughly 
understood  what  was  expected  of  him. 
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WHOLESALE     DEALERS     AS     RETAIL     DEALERS. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  we  petition  the  wholesale  druggists  to 
refrain  from  selling  to  others  than  recognized  dealers  at  wholesale  prices. 

I  would  suggest  or  ask  that  each  and  every  member  of  this  club  and 
in  fact,  every  druggist,  in  his  dealings  with  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
goods  request  such  manufacturers  to  place  their  products  on  the  league 
contract  plan,  and  adopt  some  perfect  system  of  placing  identification 
marks  upon  such  goods,  if  they  have  not  already  done  it,  so  that  it  may 
be  possible  to  trace  their  goods  to  the  consumer,  and  then  guarantee 
them  your  hearty  support  when  such  system  has  been  adopted,  always 
preferring  to  have  dealings  with  only  those  manufacturers  who  have  a 
system  of  protection  that  protects,  I  would  also  recommend  that  the 
committee  on  ' l  commercial  interests  ' '  be  instructed  to  correspond  with 
influential  pharmacists  in  the  larger  cities  in  those  New  England  states 
where  no  steps  have,  as  yet,  been  taken  towards  organization. 

PHARMACY. 

We  have  in  the  past  year  been  earnestly  working  for  the  druggist  at 
large,  namely,  the  improvement  in  the  profits  of  our  proprietary  depart- 
ments. 

Locally,  we  should  use  our  united  strength  to  obtain  greater  improve- 
ments in  our  state  pharmacy  laws,  which  are  considered  by  most  of  our 
earnest  workers  to  be  too  ancient  or  crude  to  be  of  service  in  this 
advanced  stage  of  pharmacy. 

The  method  by  which  the  members  of  our  board  of  pharmacy  are 
appointed  is  entirely  unsatisfactory.  The  examinations  are  not  of  that 
practical  standing  that  is  required  to  uphold  the  competency  of  the 
candidate  who  has  the  certificate  of  registration  guaranteeing  him  to  the 
profession  and  the  public  to  be  proficient  in  his  calling.  The 
pharmacist  who  (as  is  quite  frequently  the  case)  employs  or  engages  a 
clerk  with  only  the  state  registration  certificate  as  a  guarantee  of  com- 
petency finds  that  it  is  by  no  means  sufficient  proof  of  proficiency  in 
pharmacy. 

I  repeat,  organization  first,  and  after  we  are  organized  many  desired 
improvements  can  be  obtained.  We  have  in  the  Inter-State  Retail 
Druggists'  League,  a  national  association  with  a  constitution  that  is  all 
we  can  ask  for,  to  carry  out  plans  upon  which  we  have  been  at  work 
for  the  past  year  with  an  ever  increasing  support,  and  I  feel  assured, 
that  in  a  comparatively  short  time  we  will  represent  80  per  cent,  of 
the  druggists  of  our  state,  and  numbers  tell.  At  Montreal  in  1892  we 
had  very  little  weight,  but  you  will  notice  that  in  Detroit  in  1893  our 
delegates  were  recognized,  their  power  was  felt,  and  we  came  very  near 
obtaining  all  we   asked   for.     This   year  we  will  go   before  the   annual 
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convention  with  our  requests  backed  up  by  such  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  retail  druggists  that  they  will  gladly  accede  to  our  demands. 
The  mutual  benefits  to  be  derived  from  our  work  will  be  so  apparent 
that  the  struggle  will  be  lost  in  unanimity. 

Local  organizations  are  absolutely  necessary  that  we  may  be  prepared 
to  send  good  and  efficient  men  as  delegates  to  the  several  annual  meet- 
ings and  conventions,  as  has  been  evidenced  this  year  at  Chicago,  Detroit 
and  later  in  New  York.  In  conclusion,  I  will  ask  you  to  extend  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  wholesale  druggists  of  Providence  for  their  much- 
valued  assistance. 

I  hope  that  every  one  of  our  druggists  feels  the  necessity  at  heart  of 
placing  his  name  on  our  list  to  become  a  member  of  this  Club,  whether 
John  Smith,  Paul  Jones,  Chicago  or  New  York,  and  whether  supposed 
leaders  do  sign  or  not,  put  your  name  on  the  list,  and  make  Little 
Rhody  the  first  state  in  the  union  to  complete  her  list  of  80  per  cent.,  for 
as  had  been  said  of  her  before,  her  size  was  not  determined  by  feet  but 
by  heads. 

Thanking  the  present  officers  and  members  of  this  Club  for  their  very 
valuable  and  cordial  support  during  the  past  year,  and  trusting  that  the 
incoming  officers  will  be  able  to  accomplish  that  which  we  have  left  in- 
complete, and  reach  the  goal  we  are  all  looking  for,  I  remain,

The  researches  of  Dr.  C.  T.  McLintock  upon  corrosive  sublimate  shows  that  it  is 
not  a  strong  germicide,  although  one  of  the  strongest  of  antiseptics.  Its  action 
seems  to  be  rather  mechanical  than  otherwise,  and  Dr.  McLintock's  theory  is  that 
corrosive  sublimate  forms  with  cellulose,  silk,  albuminous  bodies,  and  with  some 
parts  of  the  bacteria,  probably  the  envelope,  a  chemical  compound  that  cannot  be 
removed  by  washing  with  water.  The  sublimate  then  when  on  a  germ  forms  a 
capsule  around  it  that  protects  it  for  a  time  against  the  further  action  of  sublimate, 
but  also  prevents  its  growth  until  it  has  been  removed  with  salines,  and  the  re- 
moval is  more  rapid  in  proportion  to  the  renewal  of  the  saline,  conditions  which 
are  present  in  the  circulating  blood.  From  this  the  doctor  concludes  that  a  germ 
which  has  been  treated  with  sublimate,  unless  it  get  into  the  blood  or  be  other- 
wise exposed  to  the  exceptional  conditions  required  for  the  removal  of  the  capsule, 
is  powerless  to  grow. — Exchange.

There  was  a  time  when  all  the  papers  were  read,  all  the  reports  made, 
and  all  the  talking  done  by  a  coterie  of  men —  and  they  did  the  business 
of  the  societies,  too,  for  that  matter.  But  that  time  has  passed,  and  if 
a  Fellow  has  had  anything  to  say  that  is  good,  he  will  usually  get  a 
hearing. 


The  man  who  never  does  anything  to  help  improve  his  profession 
gives  nothing  in  return  for  what  he  has  learned,  which  he  could  not  pos- 
sibly have  learned  but  for  the  patient  toil  and  life-long  devotion  of  his 
predecessors  in  the  profession.  He  is  like  the  man  who  borrows  money 
without  returning  it. 


Why  is  it  that  so  many  members  of  the  profession  are  loth  to  write  up 
their  cases  or  prepare  papers,  or  do  anything  aside  from  seeing  patients 
and  prescribing  for  them  ?  Is  it  not  admitted  by  all  physiologists  who 
ought  to  know,  that  writing  is  a  very  essential  exercise  in  order  to  keep 
the  brain  in  good  condition  ? 


How  is  it  that  most  of  the  papers  read  and  cases  reported  before  our 
medical  societies  are  done  by  a  few  men  ?  Are  some  of  us  too  much 
wrapped  up  in  one  part  of  our  work,  so  much  so  that  we  cannot  devote 
a  little  time  to  jotting  down  some  facts  about  strange  cases  and  report 
them  at  the  Society  meetings,  or  are  we  too  timid  to  do  so,  or  too  lazy, 
or  what  is  the  matter  ? 
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How  was  it  that  Marion  Sims,  Flint,  Agnew,  Keating,  Fordyce  Bar- 
ker, Sir  Andrew  Clark,  Charcot,  Billroth,  and  others,  had  so  much  time 
for  literary  work?  And  yet,  their  professional  duties  were  certainly  as 
pressing  as  any  one's  we  know.  It  would  seem  that  they  felt  the  neces- 
sity of  keeping  their  brains  in  good  working  order  by  writing,  and  if 
they  thought  so,  no  one  could  hardly  be  excused  from  saying,  "Oh! 
I  can  find  no  time  for  writing."

The  man  who  has  no  time  to  read  journals,  and  particularly  his  home 
journal,  whose  table  is  full  of  journals  from  which  the  wrappers  have 
never  been  removed,  is  the  man  who  seldom  frequents  medical  so- 
cieties or  professional  gatherings  ;  two  to  one  he  has  not  looked  into 
many  books  since  he  left  college  ;  he  practices  his  profession  as  he  did 
thirty  years  ago,  and  this  man  is  likely  to  be  the  first  one  to  steal  your 
cases  or  otherwise  practice  unprofessional  and  underhanded  tricks  upon 
you.  He  will  sometimes  borrow  your  medical  journal  that  you  have 
paid  for,  however.  This  kind  of  physician  is  fortunately  dying  out, 
and  honest,  persevering,  gentlemanly,  scholarly  and  skillful  men  are 
taking  his  place  —  thank  God  !  A  few  such  blunderbusses  are  found 
now  and  then,  however,  and  when  you  find  them,  sit  on  them.

RHODE  ISLAND  MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 


AUTHORIZED    REPORT. 

THE  Society  met  at  Tillinghast's  assembly  rooms,  Providence,  R.  I., 
at  1 1  o'clock,  a.  m. 
Dr.   Robert  F.   Noyes  in  the  chair. 
Dr.  W.   R.   White,  Secretary. 

The  records  of  the  last  business  meeting,  and  the  last  quarterly  meet- 
ing were  read  by  the  Secretary  and  approved. 

The  President  gave  notice  of  the  appointment,  January  21,  1894,  of 
Dr.  Frank  L.  Day  on  the  Library  Committee,  in  place  of  Dr.  Pomroy, 
deceased.  Also  the  appointment  of  Dr.  George  D.  Hersey  to  read  a 
paper  at  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  June,   1894. 

The  Secretary  read  a  report  showing  the  active  membership  in  1893 
as  229,  and  a  present  membership  of  225.

The  Censors  reported  that  a  meeting  was  held  March  1st,  1894,  at 
which  thirteen  candidates  for  fellowship  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion, and  are  recommended  for  membership. 

The  following  Fellows  were  appointed  to  arrange  and  provide  for 
literary  programmes  at  the  quarterly  meetings  :  Dr.  J.  W.  Mitchell,  Dr. 
H.  G.  Miller,  Dr.  W.  H.  Palmer,  Dr.  O.  C.  Wiggin,  and  Dr.  Albert 
Potter. 

The  Committee  on  publication  reported  through  their  chairman,  Dr. 
Hersey,  that  they  distribute  to-day  the  transactions  of  this  Society 
for  the  year  1893,  forming  the  fifth  and  concluding  number  of  the  fourth 
volume  of  the  transactions  of  this  Society.  This  number  includes  all 
addresses  or  papers,  the  annual  reports  and  obituary  notices.  A  com- 
plete index  is  a  special  feature  of  this  volume.  The  Committee  desire 
to  call  particular  attention  to  the  concluding  paragraph  on  the  last  page 
of  cover.  Donations  of  books,  reports,  pamphlets  and  medical  and 
scientific  journals  are  solicited,  and  when  the  donors  are  known, 
will  be  properly  acknowledged.  They  would  be  very  glad  to  receive 
periodicals,  and  trust  that  the  members  will  bear  it  in  mind. 

The  Library  Committee  reported  through  its  Chairman,  Dr.  H.  G. 
Miller:  "The  most  notable  and  lamentable  event  in  the  history  of  the 
past  year  is  the  death  of  the  Treasurer,  Dr.  H.  J.  Pomroy.  As  this 
occurred  before  the  annual  election,  the  President  appointed  Dr.  F.  L. 
Day  on  the  committee."

This,  however,  does  not  show  the  actual  financial  standing  of  the 
Committee,  as  there  are  several  outstanding  debts. 

These  outstanding  debts  could  be  more  than  met  by  the  payment 
of  the  dues  and  subscriptions  of  the  members.  The  Committee  most 
urgently  request  that  the  delinquent  members  come  more  readily  for- 
ward and  pay  their  subscriptions. 
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The  Committee  have  added  to  the  library  this  year  from  gifts,  ex- 
changes, etc.,  332  books.  The  total  number  on  hand  February  28, 
1893,  was  10,089  volumes  ;  total  on  hand  February  28,  1894,  was  10,421 
volumes. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  received  donations  from  two  libraries, 
and  also  received  from  the  estate  of  Dr.  Charles  Wesley  Filmore  $100  to 
found  a  library  fund.  This  has  been  deposited  in  the  Mechanics  Sav- 
ings Bank. 

During  the  year  the  usefulness  of  the  library  has  been  increased. 
Privileges  have  been  granted  to  the  students  of  Brown  University,  and 
the  books  loaned  to  them  have  been  well  kept  and  returned,  also  to  the 
internes  of  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital,  St.  Joseph  Hospital,  Butler 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  and  the  L,ying-in  Hospital. 

I  am  glad  we  have  commenced  the  nucleus  of  a  library  fund.  The 
annual  contributions  are  far  below  what  may  be  naturally  expected 
from  the  increasing  membership  of  the  Society.  Some  faithful  sub- 
scribers stand  by,  and  are  prompt  in  payment  of  subscriptions,  new 
members  are  added,  some  fail  to  renew  and  some  fail  to  meet  their  obli- 
gations. 

The  library  has  far  outgrown  its  present  quarters.  As  has  been 
previously  reported,  negotiations  have  been  entered  into  with  the 
Providence  Public  Library  for  the  temporary  care  of  our  books,  but  the 
Committee  are  looking  forward  to  a  building  of  their  own,  where  the 
members  may  consult  the  books  and  pamphlets  in  a  building  of  the 
Society.  They  trust  that  the  Building  Committee  may  soon  present  its 
long-wished-for  report  and  solve  the  problem  which  has  so  long  inter- 
ested us. 

The  building  fund  has  received  a  contribution  of  $100  from  Dr. 
Noyes.     The  fund  now  amounts  to  $2,063.68. 

The  Committee  on  the  Museum,  through  its  chairman,  Dr.  W.  J. 
McCaw,  reported  that  ' '  we  still  have  a  space  in  the  Secretary's  rooms  on 
North  Main  street,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Library  Committee, 
The  number  of  specimens  on  hand  this  year  are  somewhat  greater  than 
last  year. ' ' 

The  following  officers  of  the  Society  were  then  elected.  There  being 
no  opposition  to  the  re-election  of  the  present  officers,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  the  Secretary  authorized  to  cast  the  votes  :

The  President,  Dr.  Robert  F.  Noyes,  thanked  the  Fellows  of  the  So- 
ciety for  this  renewed  manifestation  of  the  confidence  and  faith  reposed 
in  him  in  re-electing  him  to  the  office  of  president,  and  returned  his 
sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  ;  although  not  over-desirous,  yet  he  was 
willing  to  shoulder  the  burdens  of  the  office  for  another  season,  when 
this  Society  has  by  unanimous  vote  said  that  he  should  do  so. 

The  President  appointed  Dr.  Wm.  J.  McCaw,  Dr.  C.  H.  Leonard, 
and  Dr.  G.  D.  Hersey,  a  committee  to  nominate  delegates  to  the  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Medical  Association. 

The  special  committee  on  the  communication  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  through  its  chairman,  Dr.  Wm.  R. 
White,  reported  that  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  does  not  ap- 
prove of  any  alteration  at  the  present  time  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  ;  this 
resolution  was  passed,  and  the  Secretary  authorized  to  forward  the 
decision  of  the  Society  to  Dr.  Atkinson,  the  Secretary  of  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association. 

The  report  of  the  Library  Committee  was  then  taken  up,  and  the 
method  of  meeting  the  running  expenses  of  the  Library  was  fully  dis- 
cussed by  several  Fellows. 

It  has  been  the  custom  to  receive  subscriptions  from  the  different 
members,  and  when  that  proved  to  be  insufficient,  to  make  up  the  de- 
ficiency from  the  treasury  of  the  Society.  It  was  finally  voted  that  the 
Society  assume  the  running  expenses  of  the  library  from  this  time  on. 
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Dr.  Miller  stated  that  it  was  not  the  purport  of  the  resolution  that 
members  of  the  Society  should  be  deterred  from  making  subscriptions, 
but  whatever  subscriptions  were  received  would  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase of  new  books,  and  if  there  were  any  funds  remaining,  to  use  it  in 
binding  the  reports  and  periodicals.  The  expenses  of  the  library  are 
gas,  fuel,  rent  and  the  pay  of  the  librarian,  which  amounts  in  all  to  be- 
tween $400  and  $500.  The  question  was  asked  if  the  Society  should 
assume  the  arrears.  Dr.  Miller  replied  that  there  was  sufficient  dues 
unpaid  from  subscribers  to  meet  the  arrears,  if  they  would  only  pay  the 
same.  The  occasion  of  being  so  much  in  arrears  was  that  a  member 
would  subscribe,  say,  $10  a  year  for  ten  years, 'and  after  the  first  payment 
cease  to  make  any  further  payments.  It  was  suggested  that  a  certain 
amount  of  percentage  of  the  receipts  of  the  Society  be  turned  over  to  the 
Library  Committee  for  its  expenses. 

Dr.  Collins  stated  that  the  income  of  the  Society  would,  in  all 
probability,  cover  the  running  expenses  of  the  Society  and  the  library, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  overdue  and  unpaid  assessments  of  the  members 
of  the  Society  would  pay  the  running  expenses  of  the  library  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  There  are  members  of  the  Society  who  have  not  paid  their 
dues  for  three,  four,  five  or  six  years,  and  a  very  large  majority  are  in 
arrears,  and  if  they  would  pay  up  it  would  place  the  Society  on  a  good 
sound  financial  footing.  Even  if  half  the  members  of  the  Society  would 
pay  their  dues  it  would  be  enough  to  continue  to  run  the  Society. 

Dr.  Capron  inquired  why  the  Society  did  not  do  its  business  on  busi- 
ness principles.  "  If  a  man  does  not  pay  up,  why  not  drop  him  out  of  the 
Society  ?  I  should  be  in  favor,  if  a  man  is  in  arrears,  of  insisting 
upon  his  paying,  or  giving  a  good  reason  for  not  doing  so." 

Dr.  Gardner  T.  Swarts  arose  and  said,  "Asa  health  officer  there  are 
one  or  two  questions  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Fellows 
of  the  Society.  You  may  be  aware  that  there  is  on  the  statute  books 
a  provision  for  the  vaccination  of  children  in  the  public  schools. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  at  the  present  time,  there  has  been  introduced  in 
the  Legislature  a  bill  to  nullify  this  law.  This  anti- vaccination  bill  is 
in  a  fair  way  of  passing,  placing  the  children  of  the  schools,  as  well  as 
the  public  as  a  whole,  in  a  position  whereby  an  epidemic  could  spread 
through  the  community.  I  would  suggest  that  the  Rhode  Island  Medi- 
cal Society,  as  a  body,  should  pass  resolutions  and  appoint  a  committee 
that  shall  produce  statistics  and  figures,  and  such  facts  as  they  can 
obtain  and  know  of,  and  have  it  printed  and  presented  to  each  member  of 
the  Legislature.  I  would  state  that  thus  far  each  member  has  received 
statistics  and  facts  which  are  sufficient  to  our  minds,  but  not  to  the 
Legislature.     I  would  ask   that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
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dent  and  be  authorized  to  take  some  action  to  bring  this  subject  before 
the  Legislature  as  part  of  the  report  of  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society. 

"There  was  a  hearing  by  the  Committee  on  Education  last  Saturday. 
The  petitioners  were  heard.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion divided  the  time  between  the  petitioners  and  the  respondents,  but 
he  did  not  fulfill  his  contract.  He  gave  the  petitioners  all  the  time  al- 
lowed to  the  hearing.  I  then  requested  the  committee  to  give  a  second 
hearing,  which  will  take  place  next  Saturday,  March  3d,  at  12  o'clock. 
It  is  a  very  important  matter,  and  some  of  the  members  of  this  Society 
should  be  present  at  this  meeting." 

Dr.  White  remarked  that  it  seemed  important  that  the  Society  should 
pass  a  resolution  expressing  its  desire  that  the  present  law  remain  upon 
our  statute  books,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  go  before  the 
Committee  on  Education  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Upon  recommendation,  the  following  Fellows  were  appointed  to  con- 
stitute this  committee  :  Drs.  E.  P.  Clark,  Wm.  A.  Gorton  and  Wm. 
R.  White. 

Dr.  Gardiner  P.  Swarts  also  remarked  that  he  would  like  to  get  an 
expression  of  this  Society  with  reference  to  reporting  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis to  some  central  authority,  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  pub- 
lic in  the  ways  and  means  whereby  the  spread  of  this  disease  may  be  pre- 
vented. He  said,  "I  believe  that  tuberculosis  is  a  contagious  disease, 
and  that  by  means  of  the  sputa,  either  in  the  moist  or  dry  state,  may 
be  carried  to  other  persons.  The  state  has  already  taken  action  for 
the  suppression  of  tuberculosis  in  animals,  why  not  in  man  ?  It  is  a 
good  move  in  the  right  direction.  I  wish  to  see  what  the  expression  of 
the  Society  would  be,  especially  of  those  who  are  located  in  the  remote 
parts  of  the  state  and  city,  as  to  the  advisability  of  reporting  these  cases. 
This  disease  causes  seven  per  cent,  of  all  deaths.  There  is  nothing 
else  that  approaches  it.  In  some  places  it  is  as  high  as  fifteen  per  cent. 
It  is  the  first  disease  that  should  be  attacked  by  the  health  officer.  The 
state, of  New  York  is  moving  in  this  matter.  Not  by  compulsion,  but 
by  requesting  physicians  to  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  such 
cases  as  occur  in  their  neighborhood.  It  is  not  intended,  in  the  carry- 
ing out  of  any  part  of  this  movement,  to  encroach  upon  the  privacy  of  a 
family,  but  for  the  purpose  of  placing  in  their  hands  facilities  and  means 
of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  throughout  the  state." 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  the  President,  Dr.  Swarts  said  that  he 
merely  wished  to  get  a  response  from  the  Society:  "  I  want  to  know  if 
there  are  any  objections  ;  whether  it  is  going  to  affect  their  practice  or 
their  patients.  The  physicians  should  suggest  to  their  patients  caution 
with  regard  to  the  sputa,  which,  of  course,  contains  baccilli  that  must 
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be  put  into  spit-cups  and  rags  to  be  burned,  and  at  the  present  time  to 
educate  ourselves  up  to  what  is  required  to  preserve  health,  Then  to 
give  facts  concerning  the  death  of  each  patient,  and  whether  the  house 
was  disinfected  or  not.  It  is,  of  course,  not  so  highly  infectious  as 
other  diseases,  even  in  hospitals  devoted  to  consumptives  alone.  The 
nurses  and  physicians  do  not  contract  the  disease,  but  yet,  on  the  other 
hand,  we  occasionally  note  a  case  where  a  wife  or  husband  contracts 
the  disease  from  the  husband  or  wife.  The  people  should  be  educated 
as  to  the  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease.  They  should 
be  told  to  use  cloths  or  rags,  and  then  burn  them  up.  They  should  not 
expectorate  around  the  room.  Very  few  consumptives  employ  physi- 
cians continually.  It  is  not  necessary.  It  may  be  that  certain  families 
spread  the  disease  more  than  others,  and  these  cases  should  be  properly 
taken  care  of." 

The  discussion  of  this  subject  was  entered  into  very  fully  by  the  mem- 
bers present. 

Dr.  Forsyth  said,  in  referring  to  Dr.  Swarts'  remarks,  "that  a 
great  many  consumptives  do  not  have  physicians,  and  there  is  no  real 
need  of  a  physician  ;  in  my  opinion  fully  two-thirds  of  the  consump- 
tives have  physicians  before  they  recognize  the  fact  that  they  have  con- 
sumption, and  even  before  the  physician  can  say  positively  that  they 
are  so  affected,  and  there  is  where  the  difficulty  comes  in  ;  when  are 
you  going  to  report  these  cases  ?  Where  are  we  going  to  draw  the  divid- 
ing line  between  the  possible  and  the  positive  ?  The  moment  you  report 
these  cases  there  is  a  disturbance.  The  patient  knows  more  than  he 
ought  to  know.  One  way  to  save  a  person's  life  is  to  keep  his  courage 
up,  and  if  you  go  to  work  and  scare  him,  and  tell  him  that  he  has  got 
it,  he  will  not  live.  " 

Dr.  Day  said,  that  since  Dr.  Swarts  had  brought  this  matter  up,  it 
occurred  to  him  that  it  would  be  a  valuable  thing  to  have  at  some  sub- 
sequent meeting  of  this  Society  this  subject  thoroughly  ventilated.  "  I 
would  suggest  and  make  a  motion  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the 
chair,  of  which  Dr.  Swarts  and  Dr.  Chapin  shall  be  appointed  mem- 
bers, to  bring  forward  this  subject  for  discussion  in  an  appropriate  man- 
ner at  some  subsequent  meeting." 

Dr.  Metcalf  seemed  to  think  that  Dr.  Swarts'  classing  this  disease 
among  the  ''contagious,"  was  a  little  premature.  "I  have  grave 
doubts,"  the  Doctor  added,  "  whether  it  is  contagious  ;  yet  many  times 
we  feel  ourselves  that  it  is,     It  seems  to  me  we  ought  to  wait  awhile." 

Dr.  Briggs  said  :  "Asa  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  I 
would  say  that  we  have  discussed  this  question  in  the  Board.  It  is  the 
sense  of  the  members  of  the  Board  that  some  such  step  should  be  taken, 
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Dr.  Swarts  has  brought  out  the  point  that  it  is  not  compulsory.  It  is 
simply  asking  the  physician  to  report  the  cases.  We  should  issue  papers 
and  circulars  to  the  people,  who  have  control  of  the  cases,  containing 
all  the  information  that  is  known  at  the  present  day  regarding  the  con- 
tagion of  the  disease.  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  an  infectious  disease,  and  I 
am  doubtful  of  its  being  contagious.  Another  point  is  that  the  State 
Board  of  Health  ought  to  be  able  to  locate  infectious  houses.  The  peo- 
ple are  ignorant  on  this  subject,  and  while  we  are  waiting  the  people 
are  contracting  the  disease  and  dying."  Dr.  Briggs  cited  a  case  where 
a  person  afflicted  with  consumption  was  admitted  to  a  house,  a  farm 
house  with  plenty  of  ventilation,  and  two  cases  had  followed  the  first  one 
in  the  same  house. 

Dr.  Collins  stated,  "that  whatever  may  be  the  opinion  of  individual 
members,  it  seemed  to  him  that  it  is  a  most  excellent  idea  to  put  the 
matter  into  the  hands  of  a  committee,  and  at  the  September  meeting 
have  this  matter  brought  up,  and  would  make  this  as  a  motion.  This 
was  seconded,  and  it  was  voted  that  Drs.  Swarts,  Chapin  and  Briggs 
be  appointed  a  committee  to  report  at  the  June  meeting  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  "Tuberculosis,"  or  the  advisability  of  reporting  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  all  cases  of  tuberculosis.

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The  President  announced  that  since  the  last  meeting  Dr.  Samuel 
Ira  Lawrence  Woodbury,  of  Warren,  had  passed  away,  on  the  226. 
day  of  December,  1893.  He  died  of  pneumonia.  He  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  in  1890.  "  I  understand  from  those  who  knew  him 
that  he  was  an  honor  to  the  profession,  and  endeared  himself  to  those 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact." 

The  President  also  stated  that  the  Society  was  well  entertained  at  the 
last  meeting  in  listening  to  a  very  interesting  paper  by  Dr.  Sprague,  en- 
titled "Acute  Inflammation  of  the  Mastoid  and  its  Surgical  Treatment." 
For  want  of  time,  further  discussion  of  this  paper  was  postponed  until 
this  meeting. 

Dr.  Miller  opened  the  discussion  by  saying  that  he  wanted  to  heartily 
commend  Dr.  Sprague  for  preparing  a  paper  on  this  important  subject, 
and  hoped  that  the  Society  would  appreciate  the  faithful  and  efficient 
work  he  had  done.  "  There  is  one  point  brought  out  in  this  paper," 
the  Doctor  said,  "that  is  very  important,  and  that  is,  the  general 
opinion  prevailing  that  ear-ache  is  only  a  simple  thing,  and  frequently 
in  the  estimation  of  the  profession  it  is  held  to  be  a  light  matter.  It  is 
taken  for  granted  that  all  children  have  ear-ache,  but  the  inflammation 
may  cause  very  serious  results.  Of  course,  it  is  only  in  a  small  propor- 
tion of  cases  that  it  will  lead  to  mastoid  disease.  Very  few  children 
have  ear-ache  without  some  interference  with  their  hearing.  Even  in 
cises  where  the  ear-ache  disappears,  it  is  far  from  well.  Complications 
arise,  and  the  matter  should  be  treated  promptly,  and  it  should  be  fully 
ascertained  that  there  is  no  mastoid  inflammation.  I  cannot  too  strongly 
recommend  to  my  brethren  the  importance  of  this  matter,  that  many 
a  poor  child  may  be  saved  from  permanent  deafness.  By  proper  methods 
the  whole  mastoid  could  be  scraped  and  left  clean,  and  there  is  where 
great  good  is  done.  The  removal  of  the  minutest  portions  of  the  dis- 
eased bone  and  leaving  it  in  a  healthy  condition  is  a  very  brilliant  and 
happy  operation,  and  many  cases  are  saved  in  that  way.  It  seems  to 
me  one  of  the  triumphs  of  modern  surgery. 

"  There  is  only  one  other  thing  I  can  think  of,  and  that  is  the  bril- 
liant operations  brought  about  by  the  development  of  modern  surgery  ; 
perhaps  some  are  inclined  to  practice  surgery  a  little  too  often,  because 
it  can  be  done  so  safely,  and  a  long  series  of  cases  have  been  reported 
where  patients  might  have  been  spared  from  serious  operations." 

Dr.  F.  T.  Rogers  said  that  "  if  a  discussion  of  a  paper  was  simply  to 
pat  a  man  on  the  back,  and  tell  him  how  nicely  he  had  done,  if  that 
was  all  that  was  implied,  he  had  nothing  to  say.  There  was  one  thing 
which  he  desired  to  take  exceptions  to  in  Dr.  Sprague's  paper.  So  far 
as  the  clinical  history,  and  deductions  and  methods  of  treatment  are  con-

cerned,   I  do  not  see  how  it  is  possible  to  add  anything  to  the  value  of 
the  paper,  which  was  very  carefully  and  fully  written. 

"One  thing  that  Dr.  Sprague  spoke  about  was  the  amount  of  dis- 
charge that  came  from  the  incision,  and  the  only  thing  that  I  disagree 
with  him  about  is  the  method  of  closing  the  wound.  From  the  reports 
of  his  cases  it  seems  to  be  a  saver  of  time.  I  am  not  convinced  that  he 
has  had  his  patients  long  enough  to  be  sure  there  were  no  after  effects. 
Instead  of  allowing  the  wound  to  heal  by  first  intention,  I  think  it  should 
be  allowed  to  heal  by  slow  granulation.  The  effect  of  the  Wildes'  in- 
cision is  too  well  known  to  be  opened  for  discussion,  but  I  think  in 
many  cases  the  physician  should  go  slow,  and  not  resort  to  this  incision 
or  undertake  radical  measures  too  soon." 

Dr.  Sprague.  "I  was  very  much  pleased  with  Dr.  Miller's  re- 
marks on  ear-ache.  I  think  the  dangers  from  ear-ache  are  almost  in- 
variably overlooked.  The  ear-ache  is  quite  common,  and  when  it 
breaks  and  runs  that  is  all  there  is  to  it.  The  child  would  be  better 
treated,  if  they  knew  that  they  were  laying  the  foundation  of  perma- 
nent deafness,  and  I  do  not  think  people  would  be  quite  as  careless  in  that 
direction. 

1 '  In  regard  to  pus  in  mastoid  operations  I  have  known  many  cases 
outside  of  my  individual  practice  where  no  pus  has  been  found,  where 
the  pain  is  extreme,  and  the  pain  was  not  relieved  by  leeching,  and 
nothing  short  of  a  mastoid  operation  upon  the  bone  would  give  a  chance 
of  relief.  In  the  Massachusetts  Infirmary  I  have  seen  cases  of  a  similar 
character  operated  upon  by  Dr.  Jack  and  others,  where  there  was  no 
pus,  where  there  was  simply  a  tremendous  encroachment  on  the  an- 
trum, and  by  an  application  of  cold  coil,  constantly  for  several  days, 
and  the  use  of  anaesthetics  and  heat,  the  pain  was  relieved.  I  had  a  case 
recently  where  the  patient  suffered  extreme  pain  from  a  suppurating 
ear  for  three  weeks.  There  were  the  usual  characteristics  of  the  upper 
posterior  portion  of  the  drum-head,  no  redness  over  the  mastoid,  and 
very  little  tenderness  from  the  mastoid,  but  the  pain  deep  in  the  ear  and 
through  the  side  of  the  head  was  perfectly  terrible.  I  tried  the  usual 
methods  of  relief.  On  the  top  of  the  drum-head  I  made  a  large  cut, 
liberating  large  quantities  of  pus.  I  also  kept  the  ice-bag  on  for  several 
days,  and  that  gave  relief  through  the  day.  I  finally  decided  to  operate, 
cutting  through  the  periosteum,  and  with  a  drill  opened  the  end  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch.  The  bone  was  filled  with  pus,  and  the  walls  were 
completely  disorganized.  There  was  a  track  through  the  wall  into  the 
antrum,  and  after  getting  it  out  and  cleaning  it,  it  healed  up  nicely. 

"In  regard  to  the  closing  up  of  the  wound  that  Dr.  Rogers  speaks  of  I 
have  seen  in  my  own  cases  and  cases  in  the  Eye  Infirmary  as  many  as 
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seventy-five  operations.  I  have  seen  all  methods  of  closing  wounds. 
Those  done  by  sutures  did  very  well.  I  have  seen  wounds  where  the  edges 
were  three-fourths  of  an  inch  apart,  and  by  the  granulating  process  it 
was  a  long  and  tedious  healing.  It  seems  to  me  in  the  antiseptic 
method  of  closing  wounds  you  are  going  to  get  the  best  results.  You 
are  not  going  to  get  a  chance .  of  again  exposing  the  bone  to  further 
gathering  of  pus  and  to  the  separation  of  tissue.  In  regard  to  the 
drainage  of  the  wound,  when  this  operation  is  done  thoroughly,  and  the 
physician  is  reasonably  sure  that  he  has  got  his  cavity  perfectly  clean 
and  free  from  diseased  bone,  I  do  not  see  why  he  should  not  close  up 
the  wound,  except  we  have  suppurating  membrane,  which  is  constantly 
secreting  mucus,  and  if  the  wound  is  closed  entirely  it  will  back  up  in 
there,  but  if  an  opening  is  left  in  the  bottom  of  the  wound  until  the  dis- 
charge is  all  stopped,  which  will  occur  in  one  or  two  days,  there  is  no 
danger,  and  you  save  a  large  scar  back  of  the  ear.  Where  the  wound 
is  brought  together  properly  the  scar  is  scarcely  perceptible. 

"It  is  not  uncommon  for  a  case  to  have  otitis,  due  to  the  disturbing  of 
the  cartilage.  In  one  case  I  had  recently  the  wound  had  been  closed  only 
three  days.  I  re-opened  the  wound  by  a  probe,  and  by  forcing  the 
probe  in  I  found  it  to  be  perfectly  clean  and  dry  outside,  never  a  particle 
of  pus,  and  the  man  had  otitis  on  the  other  side,  which  had  not  been 
attacked  at  all. 

"  Wilde's  incision  is  good,  but  sometimes  leeches  and  ice  are  just  as 
good,  and  you  do  not  leave  a  gaping  wound  to  suppurate  in  the  back  of 
the  ear.  •  By  the  application  of  ice  constantly,  and  three  or  four  leeches 
over  the  mastoid,  you  can  get  just  as  much  out  as  you  do  by  Wilde's 
incision,  and  it  will  cure  a  great  many  cases.  I  have  seen  a  number  of 
cases  that  have  been  cured  in  that  way.  The  application  of  ice  is  done 
by  coils,  which  is  a  very  good  method.  Last  spring  I  had  a  little  bag 
made  which  I  found  very  convenient  in  applying  ice  or  hot  water  to  the 
mastoid.  This  bag  is  filled  with  ice  and  fastened  in  place.  It  will  hold 
the  cold  for  an  hour,  and  heat  for  an  hour,  and  it  does  away  with  the 
cold  compresses.     I  have  found  it  a  very  useful  article." 

The  bag  was  exhibited  to  the  members,  and  can  be  had  from  druggists 
generally.  It  is  known  as  ' '  Dr.  Sprague's  ice  bag  for  ear  diseases, ' '  and 
is  made  by  the  Davol  Rubber  Company,  of  Providence. 

Dr.  Bronson  remarked  :  "  Twenty  years  ago  I  used  to  apply  leeches 
to  the  antrum.  I  would  like  to  enquire  of  Dr.  Sprague  if  he  has 
had  any  experience  in  this  direction." 

Dr.  Sprague  said,  "that  he  had  seen  several  cases  where  there  has 
been  marked  manifestations  of  mastoid  inflammation,  where  leeches  had 
relieved  the  disease  and  the  patients  had  recovered.     In  cases  where 
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there  had  been  no  formation  of  pus,  but  simply  a  deposit  in  the  mastoid 
cells,  local  depletion  relieved  the  circulation." 

Dr.  Bronson  related  a  case  in  his  practice  twenty  years  ago  of  a  lady 
about  forty  or  forty-five  years  of  age,  to  whom  he  had  applied  leeches,  and 
it  had  culminated  in  the  breaking  through  of  the  mastoid  process  with  a 
large  amount  of  pus.  This  subsequently  healed  and  the  patient  re- 
covered. "  I  simply  asked  the  question  as  I  never  operated  with  a  knife, 
and  in  my  judgment  the  majority  of  practitioners  of  medicine  residing 
in  the  country  hesitate  to  use  the  knife.  I  believe  in  inflammatory 
troubles  we  have  met  with  a  great  loss  in  the  abandonment  of  the 
leech." 

Dr.  Sprague  again  replied  to  the  Doctor  "that  there  is  a  chance  of 
the  pus  working  back  into  the  brain.  While  we  have  evidence  of  pus 
in  the  mastoid  I  do  not  think  we  are  justified  in  delaying  the  operation 
to  see  whether  it  is  going  to  do  better." 

Dr.  W.  E.  Wilson  read  a  paper  on  linear  Craniotomy  with  report 
of  a  case.  He  stated  that  the  literature  on  this  operation  is  miserably 
meagre. 

The  Society  adjourned  and  enjoyed  the  usual  spread  prepared  by 
caterer  Tilling'hast.

A  well-authenticated  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  is  reported  from  Mont- 
clair,  N.J.  Some  thirty  families  have  been  affected  up  to  date.  These 
were  all  supplied  with  milk  by  a  dairyman  in  whose  family  two  children 
had  been  ill  with  typhoid  fever  for  some  weeks  before  the  outbreak. 


Dr.  Walter  D.  Green  has  been  appointed  Port  Physician  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Dr.  E.  H.  Wilson,  of  Brooklyn,  has  been  appointed  director  of  the 
department  of  Bacteriology  in  the  Hoagland  Labaratory,  Brooklyn,  in 
place  of  Dr.  Sternberg,  resigned. 


In  the  new  medical  school  connected  with  the  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity there  are  now  seventeen  students,  and  forty-six  graduates  in  medi- 
cine are  attending  the  post-graduate  lectures. 


Dr.  Nicholas  Senn,  of  Chicago,  has  given  his  collection  of  books  to 
the  Newbury  Library,  of  Chicago.  The  actual  cash  value  of  the  Li- 
brary is  supposed  to  be  more  than  $50,000.  It  contains  especially  a 
large  number  of  works  on  surgery,  including  as  it  does  the  collection 
of  Dr.  William  Baum,  of  the  University  of  Gottingen.  When  Dr.  Senn 
bought  this  library,  it  came  to  him  packed  in  fifty-two  cases,  making  an 
entire  car-load. 

During  the  past  two  or  three  months  some  six  cases  of  diphtheria 
have  happened  among  medical  men,  and  in  a  few  instances  deaths  have 
been  reported  ;  in  all  cases  the  disease  was  acquired  from  the  operation  of 
intubation. 

It  is  reported  that  there  were  treated  at  the  World's  Fair  emergency 
hospital  18,500  cases,  with  23  deaths. 


The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  has 
recommended  the  restoration  of  the  tax  on  proprietary  medicines.  If 
in  addition,  the  printing  of  the  ingredients  on  the  labels  would  be  re- 
quired, much  could  be  accomplished  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  the 
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profession.  In  this  way  this  subject  is  regulated  in  European  countries. 
Some  of  the  preparations  have  value,  and  can  be  used  by  the  public 
with  safety,  while  many  of  them  are  not  only  dangerous,  but  worth- 
less; and  their  sale  is  dependent  entirely  upon  the  fraudulent  claims  to 
cure  everything  in  their  advertisements.  In  fact,  if  this  advertising  was 
stopped  they  would  find  no  sale,  and  just  in  proportion  as  they  are 
pushed,  are  they  sold.  They  appeal  to  the  fears  of  the  sick  and  afflicted, 
and  it  is  the  obtaining  of  money  under  the  worst  kind  of  false  pretenses, 
and  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  robbery.  While  Congress  is  engaged 
in  this  business,  would  it  not  be  well  to  tax  the  itinerant  practitioner 
and  vender  of  nostrums,  with  show  accompaniments  ?  They  go  from 
one  state  to  another,  and  the  question  naturally  arises  whether  this  is 
not  one  of  interstate  commerce,  and  should  be  regulated  by  Congress. 
It  is  the  policy  of  this  class  of  frauds  not  to  stay  too  long  in  one  place, 
or  to  return  at  too  short  intervals  to  the  same  place,  for  the  reason  that 
it  takes  time  to  secure  a  fresh  crop  of  dupes. —  Omaha  Clinic. 


Plans  have  been  adopted  for  the  enlargement  of  the  administration 
building  at  the  German  Hospital  in  Philadelphia  ;  the  addition  will  be 
modern  in  style,  eighty  feet  front  and  twenty-five  feet  in  depth,  three 
stories  in  height,  and  will  afford  additional  wards  and  private  rooms. 


It  is  reported  that  Dr.  Henry  W.  Williams,  the  opthalmologist,  has 
announced  his  intention  of  giving  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  the  endow- 
ment of  a  professorship  of  opthalmology  at  Harvard  University. — 
Lancet- Clinic. 

Dr.  William  P.  Northrup  has  recently  been  appointed  Adjunct  Pro- 
fessor of  Diseases  of  Children  at  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College, 
New  York. 

The  Ancient  Order  of  Foresters  have  decided  to  build  a  hospital  in 
San  Francisco,  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  that  order. 


Dr.  W.  S.  Young,  in  the  British  Medical  Journal,  for  March  3,  1894, 
under  the  head  of  Epidemic  Jaundice,  says  :  "  Between  September  18th 
and  October  21st,  1893,  I  had  seven  cases  of  jaundice  among  my  pa- 
tients. Of  these  two  were  adults  and  the  remaining  five  were  children. 
On  December  12,  1893,  I  had  an  eighth  case  of  jaundice,  the  patient  this 
time  being  a  little  girl.  The  ages  of  the  children  varied  from  two  and 
a  half  to  eight  years.     Now  in  five  of   my   cases,   including  the  two 
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adults,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  jaundice  followed  upon  an  attack  of  in- 
fluenza. In  all  the  symptoms  of  influenza  and  of  jaundice  were  well 
marked.  With  the  remaining  three  cases  I  cannot  speak  so  strongly. 
They  were  all  in  one  family  but  at  different  times,  one  taking  ill  just 
after  another  got  better.  Two  of  the  children  showed  no  signs  of  in- 
fluenza previous  to  the  attack  of  jaundice,  but  only  the  malaise  one  often 
finds  in  children  with  a  slight  cold.  The  third  child,  however,  certainly 
had  a  cold,  but  the  symptoms  were  not  such  as  to  lead  me  to  the  con- 
clusion that  I  had  to  deal  with  a  case  of  influenza.  Still  there  is  an 
element  of  doubt  in  this  last  case.  Taking  all  these  cases  together,  I 
am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  jaundice  may  be  one  of  the  sequelae  of 
influenza. 

The  statistics  of  the  Pasteur  Institute  of  New  York,  published  by 
Director  Dr.  Paul  Gibier,  show  that  during  1893  the  number  of  persons 
treated  was  eighty-five,  of  which  twenty-six  had  been  bitten  by  animals 
proved  experimentally  to  be  rabid ;  eleven  by  animals  recognized 
clinically  to  be  suffering  from  rabies,  and  forty-eight  animals  suspected 
of  being  rabid. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  or  Health,  held  recently,  the 
schedule  of  requirements  for  medical  colleges  was  amended  by  taking 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  college  the  examination  in  the  elementary 
branches  of  education,  and  requiring  either  a  certificate  or  diploma  from 
a  literary  and  scientific  college  or  high  school,  or  at  least,  a  second 
grade  teacher's  certificate.  A  curriculum  of  studies  for  schools  of  mid- 
wifery was  also  adopted.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  an  out- 
line of  sanitary  work  throughout  the  state,  and  the  secretary  was  or- 
dered to  issue  a  "  preventive  disease  "  circular  on  tuberculosis. 


During  January,  1894,  there  were  188  cases  of  small  pox  in  Chicago, 
of  this  number  twenty-nine  died  ;  seven  deaths  occurred  outside  of  the 
hospitals,  and  were  of  the  hemorrhagic  form  ;  none  of  the  seven  had 
been  vaccinated,  and  but  few  of  the  twenty-nine  fatal  cases  had  any 
evidence  of  successful  vaccination.  In  February  there  were  233  cases 
with  fifty-five  deaths.  The  death  rate  in  the  unvaccinated  was  fifty 
per  cent.

LITERARY    REVIEW. 


An  American   Text-Book   oe   Gynecoeogy,  Medical   and   Surgical.     Phila- 
delphia :  W.  B.  Saunders,  1894. 

As  the  editor  remarks  in  the  preface,  this  book  is  a  revision  of  works  on  Gyne- 
cology, with  such  additions  and  alterations  as  the  more  modern  and  improved 
methods  of  treatment  demand.  Some  of  the  subjects  might  have  been  given  less 
space,  or  omitted  entirely,  while  others  of  which  no  mention  is  made  should  have 
been  treated  quite  extensively.  For  example,  the  use  of  pessaries  is  fully  des- 
cribed, while  nothing  whatever  is  said  on  the  subject  of  Caesarian  section.  The 
omission  of  a  description  of  this  most  important  operation  is  a  grave  fault  which 
should  be  corrected  in  future  editions  of  the  work.  The  illustrations  are  of  the 
best,  being  largely  from  photographs,  and  are  of  great  assistance  in  arriving  at  a 
thorough  understanding  of  the  text. 

The  rules  for  the  examination  of  the  female  pelvis  organs  are  plain,  and  cover 
the  ground  thoroughly.  The  caution  advised  in  the  use  of  the  uterine  sound 
should  be  remembered,  for  that  instrument  should  only  be  used  when  absolutely 
necessary  and  with  the  greatest  care. 

The  chapter  devoted  to  the  technique  of  gynecological  operations,  while  giving 
the  most  approved  methods,  is  open  to  criticism.  While  describing  exhaustively, 
both  in  the  text  and  the  illustrations,  an  ideal  hospital  operating  room,  it  dis- 
misses with  a  word  what  may  be  done  in  a  private  residence.  The  majority  of 
practitioners  being  remote  from  hospitals  and  who  must  perforce  operate,  if  at  all, 
at  the  patient's  home,  will  find  the  subject  treated  much  more  satisfactorily  in  the 
chapter  on  diseases  of  the  ovaries  and  tubes.  The  directions  for  keeping  the 
hands  surgically  clean  are  good,  but  overdone,  particularly  that  part  which  directs 
the  surgeon  to  wear  only  washable  gloves,  and  in  preparing  for  an  operation  to 
scrub  his  hands  and  arms  in  a  solution  of  permanganate  of  potash,  oxalic  acid 
and  corrosive  sublimate.  The  use  of  these  poisonous  solutions  is  uncalled  for; 
first,  because  they  do  not  cleanse  the  hands  as  well  as  strong  ammonia  water  or  some 
other  strong  alkali ;  second,  their  repeated  use  roughens  the  hands,  which  not  only 
increases  the  difficulty  of  keeping  the  hands  clean,  but  lays  the  surgeon  open  to 
the  danger  of  infection.  Chromatic  antiseptics  will  soon  go  out  of  fashion  as  the 
spray  did  before  it.  The  directions  for  preparing  instruments,  ligatures,  sutures, 
sponges,  etc.,  are  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  the  descriptions  of  the  different 
m^tliDds  of  draining  excellent.  In  the  mechanical  treatment  of  the  m^narrliDgia 
and  metrorrhagia  mention  is  made  of  the  use  of  sponge  tents  and  persulphate  of 
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iron.  The  use  of  sponge  tents  is  unsafe  and  to  be  avoided  ;  and  the  use  of  the  per- 
sulphate of  iron  is  waste  of  time,  for  it  is  wholly  inoperative.  In  iodoform  gauze 
we  have  an  agent  that  is  safe  and  reliable  if  properly  used.  If  there  be  oozing 
from  the  uterus  through  the  iodoform  gauze  tampon,  it  can  be  controlled  by  a 
vaginal  tampon. 

The  author  of  the  chapter  on  inflammatory  diseases  of  the  uterus  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  full  and  concise  manner  in  which  he  has  covered  the  ground. 
The  notes  on  drainage  in  endo-nutritis,  and  after  curestlement,  and  his  disap- 
proval of  the  use  of  caustics  in  the  uterus  are  of  great  value,  and  if  his  suggestions 
are  carried  out  there  will  be  greater  success  achieved  in  the  treatment  of  uterine 
inflammations. 

The  author  of  the  chapter  on  distortion,  while  he  mentions  the  use  of  pessaries, 
rather  objects  to  their  use,  and  rightly,  for  their  use  is  unsatisfactory.  He  con- 
siders Alexander's  operation  of  little  value,  but  thinks  hysterorrhaphy  will  give 
better  results.  This, of  course,  is  a  matter  of  opinion  in  which  many  will  oppose 
him.  It  seems  a  waste  of  space  to  describe  Thomas's  operation  for  inversion,  as  it 
is  practically  of  no  value. 

The  chapters  on  malignant  diseases  and  uterine  neoplasms  is  the  best  article  on 
this  subject  we  have  seen.  The  beautiful  plates  illustrating  the  various  steps  in 
hysterectomy,  vaginal,  supra-vaginal  and  abdominal,  give  one  a  perfectly  clear  idea 
of  the  method  of  performing  the  operation. 

AVe  are  loth  to  believe  that  so  many  cases  of  pelvic  inflammation  are,  as  the 
author  states,  dependent  upon  gonorrheal  infection,  nor  can  we  believe  that  so 
large  a  percentage  are  dependent  upon  post-puerperal  infection.  In  a  hypotheti- 
cal case  where  a  woman  has  borne  three  or  four  children,  remaining  in  robust 
health  after  each  accouchment,  and  finally  develops  a  pelvic  inflammation,  would 
it  not  be  more  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  inflammatory  action  was  the  result 
of  endo-cerviticus,  or  endo-nutritis  than  of  post-puerperal  septicemia?  Again  we 
see  many  cases  of  pelvic  inflammation  in  unmarried  women,  presumably  virgins, 
whose  disease  is  not  the  result  of  either  gonorrhea  or  puerperal  septicemia.  A  much 
larger  per  cent,  of  these  cases  than  we  have  known  of  from  recorded  observation  is 
doubtless  due  to  the  tubercular  diathesis,  and  when  this  fact  is  recognized  the 
plan  of  treatment  will  vary  very  materially  from  the  present.  We  agree  with  the 
author  in  the  treatment  of  pelvic  abscess.  LTnless  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
obtain  a  skillful  operator,  there  is  no  good  excuse  for  treating  by  draining,  for  one 
is  never  certain  as  to  the  exact  condition  of  the  parts  until  an  abdominal  incision 
has  brought  them  to  view.  The  description  of  the  various  steps  in  an  operation 
for  removal  of  diseased  uterine  appendages  is  clear  and  succinct.  The  entire 
chapter  is  replete  with  wise  suggestions. 

In  the  treatment  subsequent  to  rupture  of  the  tube  in  a  tubal  pregnancy  the 
author  says:  "  If  the  patient  has  lost  a  large  amount  of  blood  and  the  pulse  is 
very  feeble,  some  of  the  irrigating  fluid  may  with  advantage  be  left  in  the  abdo- 
men ;  also  a  saline  enema  containing  stimulants  may  be  administered.  The  ques- 
tion of  infusion  may  have  to  be  decided."  If  drainage  is  employed  all  the  irri- 
gating fluid  will  be  drawn  off.  If  stimulating  saline  enemata  be  administered  the 
rectum  soon  rejects  them.  Infusion  requires  complicated  apparatus,  which  is  not 
usually  at  hand.  As  time  is  precious  it  would  be  better  to  stimulate  the  patient 
by  injections  of  hot  (105°  F.)  saline  solutions,  high  up  into  the  colon.  This  can 
be  done  with  a  fountain  syringe  from  the  tube  of  which  the  nozzle  has  been  re- 
moved.    The  author  further  advises  non-operative  treatment  in  extra  peritoneal 
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rupture,  but  adds  that  operation  is  demanded  in  three  contingencies  :  "I.  If  the 
hematoma  suppurates  ;  II.  If  repeated  hemorrhages  occur  in  the  sac  ;  III.  If  the 
fetal  life  continues."  The  very  possibility  of  the  occurrence  of  either  of  these  ac- 
cidents is  the  strongest  argument  in  favor  of  operative  treatment.  To  wait  for  the 
development  of  one  of  the  conditions  named  is  not  only  not  good  surgery,  but 
reprehensible  in  the  extreme,  in  that  it  places  the  woman's  life  in  greater  jeopardy 
than  it  would  be  placed  by  operative  treatment. 

In  the  chapter  on  diseases  of  the  ovaries  and  tubes,  the  author  in  giving  the 
treatment  by  the  use  of  pessaries  for  prolapsed  ovaries,  says:  "  The  occurrence 
of  this  accident"  (pinching  of  the  ovary  between  the  sacrum  and  the  pessary)  "  is 
attended  with  agonizing  pain,  rendering  the  patient  unable  to  move  until  the 
pressure  is  removed."  The  use  of  pessaries  in  the  treatment  of  prolapsed  ovaries 
cannot  be  too  severely  condemned;  it  is  unscientific,  unskillful,  and  unavailing. 
If  no  better  means  for  the  reposition  of  the  dislocated  ovary  can  be  devised  by  the 
surgeon  than  the  introduction  into  the  vagina  of  an  irritating,  bungling,  unclean 
foreign  body  like  a  pessary,  then  the  replacement  had  better  not  be  attempted. 

In  that  part  of  the  chapter  devoted  to  the  differential  diagnosis  of  ovarian  tumors 
an  error  of  the  proof  reader  places  a  tumor  of  the  spleen  on  the  right  side  of  the 
abdomen. 

To  that  portion  of  the  chapter  dealing  with  ovariotomy,  the  preparation  of 
the  patient,  the  preparation  of  the  room,  instruments,  sponges,  stimulants,  anes- 
thetics, etc.,  preparation  of  the  operator  and  his  assistants,  the  operation,  the 
cyst,  adhesions,  pedicle,  peritoneal  toilet,  dressing,  accidents  during  the  operation, 
incomplete  operations,  sequelae  including  intestinal  complications,  fecal  fistula, 
adhesions,  and  ventral  hernia,  the  author  devotes  nineteen  pages,  and  covers  the 
ground  fully  and  completely.  That  article  alone  would  make  the  book  a  valuable 
addition  to  any  physician's  library. 

In  the  article  on  diseases  of  the  bladder,  urethra  and  ureters,  the  author  makes 
no  mention  of  the  possibility  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bladder  being  caused  by  tuber- 
culosis of  the  ovary,  or  of  the  peritoneum,  with  a  fistulous  tract  into  the  bladder. 
It  is  of  importance  to  remember  the  possibility  of  this  cause,  and  if  found,  treat 
first  the  ovary  or  peritoneum  as  the  case  may  be,  and  secondarily  the  bladder. 

The  chapter  on  after  treatment  is  a  new  departure  in  books  of  this  class,  and  a 
valuable  addition  ;  the  suggestions  made  therein  being  sound  and  practical. 

Although  there  are  contradictions  and  differences  in  the  various  articles,  and 
although  some  of  the  papers  are  not  worthy  of  a  place  in  a  work  of  this  character, 
the  general  opinion  will  be  that  it  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  literature  of 
gynecology.  J.  C.  R.

A    HISTORY    OF    THE     PROVIDENCE    DRUG    BUSINESS, 


OLIVER     JOHNSON,     ESQ.,     PROVIDENCE. 


A  paper  read  before  the  Rhode  Island  Citizens'  Historical  Association, 

November  3,  1885. 

THE  first  newspaper  published  in  Providence  was  the   Providence  Ga- 
zette and  Country  Journal,  and  the  first  number  was  issued  October 
20th,  1762.     In  this  number  there  appeared  the  following  adver- 
tisement :

TO  BE  SOLD, 

BY   SAMUEL   CAREW, 

At  the  Pestle  and   Mortar,  the  West   Side   of  the   Bridge,    in 
Providence,  at  the  Shop  lately  occupied  by  Doctor   Bass;    A  Fresh 
and  general  Assortment  of  the  best  of 

MEDICINES  CHYMICAL  and  GALENICAL. 

Where  may  be  had  Bateman's  Pectoral  Drops,  Turlington's  Bal- 
sam of  Life,  Stoughton's  Elixir,  Daffey's  Elixir  Salutes,  Locker's 
Pills,  Hooper's  Female  Pills,  Anderson's  Pills,  Plummer's  ^Ethiop, 
Cloves,  Cinnamon,  Mace,  Nutmegs,  Alspice,  Pepper,  Lancets  and 
Syringes,  Salt  Peter,  Borax,  Pot  Ash,  Allum,  Copperas,  red  Lead, 
white  Lead,  Vermilion,  Spanish  Brown,  Verdegrease,  Indigo,  Coffee, 
Rice,  &c,  &c,  &c.  Practioners  by  sending  a  Note  will  be  as  well 
served  as  if  they  came  themselves,  and  may  depend  on  having  every 
Thing  the  best  in  its  kind.

From  this  advertisement  is  obtained  a  knowledge  of  what  constituted 
a  drug  store  in  those  days,  and  it  is  much  the  same  now  as  then.     Not 
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that  this  variety  is  necessary,  or  that  other  and  dissimilar  articles  are 
not  kept  in  a  drug  store.  It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  mention  that  the  patent 
medicines  thus  advertised,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  are  now  in  use 
and  recognized  either  as  officinal  or  semi-officinal  preparations.  Webster 
defines  a  drug  as  "  Any  animal,  vegetable  or  mineral  substance  used  in 
the  composition  of  medicines ;  any  stuff  used  in  dyeing  or  in  chemical 
operations."  The  drug  business  is  therefore  a  broad  and  comprehen- 
sive one.  It  includes  not  medicines  only,  but  many  articles  more  or  less 
extensively  used  by  chemists  and  manufacturers,  and  it  will  be  so  con- 
sidered in  this  paper. 

It  will  be  seen  by  Carew's  advertisement  that  he  was  not  the  first 
druggist  in  Providence,  for  he  announces  himself  as  the  successor  of 
Doctor  Bass.  Who  was  the  first  druggist  is  not  known.  It  is  not  un- 
likely he  was  a  physician.  Bass  was  one,  and  so  was  Carew,  although 
he  does  not  so  call  himself  in  his  advertisement,  yet  he  is  always  called 
so  by  others,  and  after  his  death  his  successor  refers  to  him  as  the  late 
Dr.  Carew.  Further  evidence  that  physicians  who  preceded  them  sold 
drugs  is  not  wanting. 

The  probate  records  show  that  Dr.  Vandelight,  who  died  in  1755,  left 
a  stock  of  drugs  and  instruments  amounting  to  ,£4375  14s  4d.  He 
lived  on  South  Main  street  between  College  and  Hopkins  streets  in  a 
house  still  standing.  With  money  at  its  present  value,  the  stock  kept 
by  him  would  be  considered  a  large  one  for  a  retail  druggist  in  this  day. 
Dr.  Vandelight  was  preceded  by  Dr.  Jabez  Bowen,  who  came  here  from 
Rehoboth  about  the  middle  of  the  last  century,  and  was  the  first  phy- 
sician of  note  to  permanently  settle  in  Providence.  Dr.  John  Greene 
came  here  in  1637,  but  remained  only  a  short  time,  and  then  moved  to 
Warwick.  The  town  records  show  that  in  1720  £1  10s  was  voted  to 
Dr.  John  Jones  for  the  cure  of  Richard  Collins,  "  when  he  is  well,"  but 
this  is  all  that  is  known  of  him,  and  he  was  only  to  be  paid  when  his 
patient  was  well.  If  this  rule  prevailed  generally,  quacks  would  have  a 
hard  time  of  it. 

Dr.  Bowen  was  so  intimately  connected  with  the  town  that  a  word  or 
two  concerning  him  will  not  be  amiss.  He  was  a  physician  of  great 
celebrity,  and  during  his  residence  here  achieved  a  high  reputation, 
both  in  his  profession  and  as  a  citizen.  He  lived  on  North  Main  street, 
near  Bowen  street,  which  was  named  for  him.  His  death,  which  oc- 
curred in  1770,  was  a  great  loss  to  the  town.  Whether  he  kept  medi- 
cines for  sale  has  not  been  ascertained.  In  the  obituary  notice  at  the 
time  of  his  death  no  mention  is  made  of  it,  if  such  was  the  fact,  and 
yet  it  is  not  improbable  that  when  he  first  came  to  the  town  he  dis- 
pensed as  well  as  prescribed  medicines. 

This  is  all  the  information  which  has  been  obtained  relative  to  the 
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drug  business  prior  to  the  publication  of  the  Gazette  in  October,  1762. 
From  this  date  our  record  will  be  more  full  if  not  more  accurate.  The 
aid  afforded  by  the  advertisements  in  the  early  newspapers  of  the  town 
is  an  evidence  of  the  value  of  advertising  which  was  hardly  thought  of 
either  by  the  advertisers  or  the  publishers  whose  hearts  were  undoubt- 
edly made  glad  by  the  patronage  then  received. 

In  continuing  our  history  we, find  that  in  1762  some  one  advertises  his 
location  as  opposite  "  Benjamin  Bowen's  Apothecary  shop."  Nothing 
more  is  heard  of  him  until  August,  1770,  when  Benjamin  Bowen  and 
Benjamin  Steele  advertise  themselves  as  being  at  the  well-known  Apoth- 
ecary shop  just  below  the  church,  at  the  sign  of  the  Unicorn  and  Mor- 
tar. The  location  was  then  undoubtedly  well  known,  and  even  now 
there  is  but  little  doubt  about  it.  At  this  time  there  was  the  old  Bap- 
tist meeting  house  on  North  Main  street,  the  Beneficent  house  on  Broad 
street,  to  say  nothing  of  the  Quaker  place  of  meeting.  But  these  were 
generally  known  as  meeting  houses,  while  the  St.  John,  on  North  Main 
street,  was  called  the  church.  Now,  if  we  except  the  Friends',  all  are 
called  churches.  The  location  of  Bowen  and  Steele  was  therefore  in 
all  probability  near  the  St.  John  church. 

In  January,  1763,  Jabez  Bowen,  Jr.,  announces  that  he  has  for  sale  at 
his  shop  fronting  the  great  bridge  drugs  and  most  kinds  of  paints,  which 
he  has  just  imported  from  London.  It  is  quite  noticeable  that  in  the 
earl)-  papers  nearly  every  one  advertises  his  goods  as  just  imported. 
Jabez  Bowen,  Jr.,  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  son  of  Dr.  Jabez,  and 
his  store  to  have  been  in  the  Abbott  house  on  Market  Square,  better 
known  to  us  as  the  Manufacturers'  Hotel. 

The  same  year  (March  28)  two  additional  drug  dealers  are  heard 
from.  Dr.  Robert  Gibbs  gives  notice  that  he  has,  "A  fresh  and  gen- 
eral assortment  of  the  best  medicines,  chymical  and  Galenical,  im- 
ported in  some  of  the  last  ships  from  London."  This  expression, 
"  Some  of  the  last  ships  from  London,"  would  indicate  a  lively  foreign 
traffic  even  for  a  much  later  day,  and  in  some  of  our  larger  seaports. 
There  is  nothing  in  this  advertisement  to  inform  us  how  long  he  had 
been  established  in  the  town,  nor  where  he  was  located,  and  his  name 
does  not  again  appear.  The  records  .show,  however,  that  he  died  in 
1769,  and  his  inventory  of  drugs  amounted  to  ^1470  12s.  The  other 
druggist  was  Jonathan  Arnold,  who  (December  3)  "Informs  his  ac- 
quaintance and  others  in  town  and  country,  that  he  has  just  opened  a 
shop  in  Dr.  Joseph  Hewes'  new  house,  at  the  North  End  of  the  Town 
of  Providence,  and  has  to  sell  a  complete  assortment  of  drugs,  chymical 
and  Galenical,  at  the  very  lowest  rates." 

For  the  next  six  years  there  are  but  few  advertisements,  and  no  new 
dealers  are  heard  of, 
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October  21,  1769,  we  first  make  the  acquaintance  of  Amos  Throop, 
who  is  located  on  the  west  side  of  the  bridge,  and  like  the  rest  has  "  A 
fresh  assortment  of  medicines,  &c."  We  shall  know  more  of  him  as 
we  proceed. 

May  18,  1771,  Jabez  Bowen  announces  drugs,  medicines,  painters' 
colors  and  dye  stuffs.  Also  hardware  and  West  India  goods,  "  at  his 
store  on  the  wharf  of  Samuel  Chace,  Esq."  This  appears  to  be  an- 
other Jabez  Bowen  from  the  Jabez,  Jr.,  whose  shop  was  fronting  the 
great  bridge.  It  is  true  that  Dr.  Bowen  was  then  dead,  and  his  son 
would  therefore  be  no  longer  a  junior,  but  this  does  not  explain  the  fact 
that  November  9  following,  Jabez  Bowen  is,  as  formerly,  at  "his  shop 
fronting  the  great  bridge."  At  this  time  he  announces  that  in  addition 
to  drugs  and  medicines  he  has  a  neat  assortment  of  fall  and  winter 
goods,  consisting  of  "  broadcloths,  &c  ;  also  dry  goods,  crockery,  iron 
and  steel." 

There  seems,  therefore,  to  have  been  three  Jabez  Bowens,  Dr.  Jabez 
Bowen,  Jabez  Bowen,  Jr.,  fronting  the  bridge,  and  Jabez  Bowen,  on  the 
wharf,  unless  one  had  two  stores,  which  was  hardly  probable  in  those 
days.  The  late  John  Howland  mentions  a  Colonel  Bowen  who  was  in 
command  of  the  Providence  regiment  in  the  expedition  against  Rhode 
Island  in  1777.  This  was  probably  the  one  in  the  Abbott  house,  which 
was  owned  by  him.  He  was  a  nephew  of  its  Sounder,  and  was  after- 
ward Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  state. 

In  the  paper  of  the  date  last  referred  to  (May  18,  1771 ,)  Edward 
Thurber,  whose  store  was  at  the  north  end,  gives  a  list  of  articles, 
among  which  are  some  drugs,  paints,  oils  and  window  glass,  which 
were  imported  in  the  Snow  Tristram.  The  ship  Snow  Tristram  was 
often  mentioned  in  the  papers  of  those  days. 

Amos  Throop  (May  18,)  also  has  goods  by  the  same  vessel.  He  has, 
however,  changed  his  location,  as  he  is  now  "next  door  to  Colonel 
Dexter's,"  who  was  opposite  the  printing  office  in  Meeting  street,  near 
the  old  Court  House.  This  was  Col.  Knight  Dexter,  who  in  1762  sold 
books,  dry  goods  and  sundries  at  his  shop,  sign  of  the  "  Boy  and  Book." 
Later  he  kept  a  livery  stable. 

In  September  (28)  Mr.  Throop  appears  to  be  at  the  same  place,  but 
he  describes  it,  "at  the  sign  of  the  Pestle  and  Mortar,  in  King 
street." 

December  19,  1772,  Dr.  Samuel  Carew  is  dead,  and  Thomas  Truman, 
his  apprentice,  continues  the  business  at  the  old  stand,  near  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Snow's  meeting  house.  Mr.  Snow  was  at  first  a  member  of  the 
Beneficent  Church  and  there  its  first  pastor.  In  April  (10)  of  the  next 
year  Mr.  Truman  announces  that  he  has  moved  ' '  two  doors  further 
down  street." 
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August  28,  following,  Mr.  Throop  removed  to  opposite  the  court 
house,  which  was  not  far  from  his  former  place  of  business. 

February  26,  1774,  Thomas  Truman  gives  notice  that  he  has  again 
moved,  this  time  "to  the  house  lately  occupied  by  Captain  Thomas 
Monroe,  opposite  Mrs.  Carew's  at  the  upper  end  of  Broad  street  near 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Snow's  meeting  house." 

This  year  (March  19,)  we  have  a  new  druggist  who  in  subsequent 
years  is  often  heard  from.  John  Chace  gives  notice  that  he  has  "just 
imported  from  London,  via  Boston,  and  to  be  sold  at  his  father's  shop, 
nearly  opposite  Messers.  Browns  store,  a  general  assortment  of  drugs 
and  medicines  of  a  superior  quality  ;  also  genuine  patent  medicines." 
The  Messers.  Brown  referred  to  were  Nicholas,  Joseph  and  Moses 
Brown,  who  were  in  business  on  South  Main  street. 

June  18  of  this  year  the  partnership  between  Bo  wen  and  Steele  is  dis- 
solved, and  Benjamin  Bo  wen  continues  the  business,  as  he  says,  "in 
the  usual  place." 

About  the  same  time  (July  9,)  John  Chace  announces  fresh  drugs 
and  medicines  for  sale,  "just  below  the  great  bridge."  Two  years 
later,  (Oct.  19,  1776,)  he  locates  himself  as  "  near  the  market,"  which 
was  probably  the  same  place  as  those  before  named. 

May  24,  1777,  Thomas  Truman,  physician  and  surgeon,  "acquaints 
the  public  that  he  now  lives  in  Johnston  .  .  .  and  continues  his 
business  as  usual."  He  is  now  a  physician,  but  whether  in  his  new 
location  he  sells  drugs  is  not  certain,  nor  is  it  known  what  becomes  of 
the  old  store.  He  does  not,  however,  long  continue  his  business, 
(whatever  it  may  have  been)  in  Johnston  ;  for  the  next  April  (18,  1778) 
he  advertises  the  public  in  general,  and  his  former  customers  and  friends 
in  particular,  that  he  has  lately  removed  into  Captain  Job  Sweetings' 
house  in  Broad  street,  where  he  has  for  sale  a  variety  of  useful  and  well 
chosen  medicines." 

The  next  we  hear  from  him  is  in  1781,  (Dec.  8,)  when  he  advertises 
for  patronage,  and  announces  that  he  has  opened  a  "  writing  office " 
at  his  house,  where  everything  in  the  scrivener's  way  is  performed  in  a 
neat,  concise  and  accurate  manner  and  on  reasonable  terms." 

In  1783  he  has  a  partner,  and  Thomas  Truman  &  Co.  carry  on  the 
business  at  the  same  place,  and  there  we  will  leave  him. 

In  the  Gazette  of  August  9,  1777,  the  following  advertisement  may 
be  found  : 

"  Convinced  that  the  uncertainty  of  human  affairs  at  all  times,  and 
more  especially  the  present,  render  it  prudent  to  provide  as  much  as  pos- 
sible against  contingent  events,  the  subscriber  calls  upon  all  persons,  in 
any  way  indebted  to  him,  to  settle  their  respective  debts,  the  scarcety  of 
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money  cannot  now  be  admitted  as  an  Excuse  for  further  Delay;  And 
willing  to  do  as  he  would  be  done  unto,  he  invites  his  Creditors  to  re- 
ceive their  several  Demands  against  him.  If  those  indebted  shall  not 
pay  due  Regard  to  this  Notice,  they  may  expect  to   be  called  upon  in 

another  Manner,  by  their  Friend. — 

JONATHAN  ARNOLD. 

N.  B.  Said  ARNOLD  has  for  Sale,  Salts,  Jalap,  Camphire,  Senna, 
Rhubarb,  Calomel,  Tartar  Emetic,  and  a  variety  of  the  most  capital  and 
useful  medicinal  Articles.  Practitioners  and  Inoculists  may  be  served 
with  them  if  applied  for  soon." 

Mr.  Arnold,  it  will  be  remembered,  opened  a  store  in  1763  in  Dr.  Jo- 
seph Hewes'  new  house  at  the  north  end,  and  for  aught  that  is  known 
was  still  there.  His  experience  in  the  collection  of  debts  was  not  an 
uncommon  one.  The  credit  system  was  as  prevalent  then  as  now,  and 
it  appears  as  difficult  to  collect  bills.  Notices  to  settle  bills  appear  often 
in  the  papers,  and  strange  as  it  may  appear,  even  lottery  tickets  were 
sold  on  credit.  The  difficulty  in  collecting  pay  for  tickets  drawing 
blanks  may  be  easily  imagined,  but  the  sellers  had  the  advantage  even 
now,  the  lotteries  were  authorized  and  such  indebtedness  was  legitimate. 

According  to  Webster,  logwood  is  a  drug,  and  so  note  is  taken  of  an 
advertisement  of  logwood  for  sale  at  Messers  Russells'  store. 

March  14,  1778,  a  new  drug  store  is  announced;  or  rather  it  is  the  first 
mention  of  it  which  has  been  noticed.     It  begins  in  this  wise: 

"Just  Received,  via  France,  a  very  valuable  assortment  of  the  most 
capital 

MEDICINES, 

Which  are  to  be  sold  wholesale  and  retail,  as  cheap  as  can  be  purchased 
in  the  United  States  by 

Henry  H.  Tillinghast  and  Comp. 
At  the  shop  of  Col.  Daniel  Tillinghast,  below  the  great  bridge  in  Provi- 
dence." 

Then  follows  a  long  list  of  drugs  and  medicines,  but  there  is  nothing 
to  show  whether  it  is  a  new  .store  or  one  long  established. 

About  seven  months  later  (Oct.  3,)  we  find  the  following: 

"A  complete  Assortment  of  MEDICINES,  Chymical  and  Galenical, 
to  be  SOED  by  Drown  and  Tillinghast,  at  their  Shop,  in  the  House  of 
Solomon  Drown,  Esq.,  just  above  the  market." 

To  this  is  added  : 

"  Those  to  whom  the  Aid  of  the  healing  Art  may  be  requisite,  if 
pleased  to  employ  said  Drown,  will  be  attended  to  the  best  of  his  Ability 
and  Fidelity." 
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As  Henry  H.  Tillinghast  and  Comp.  are  not  heard  of  again,  it  is 
supposed  that  the  Tillinghast  with  Drown  is  the  same  one,  and  yet  the 
location  of  the  two  stores  is  different,  one  being,  "below  the  great 
bridge,"  and  the  other,  "just  above  the  market." 

November  28  of  the  same  year  John  Chace  announces,  "  Fresh  drugs 
and  medicines  imported  directly  from  Holland." 

Passing  over  two  years  we  next  hear  from  Amos  Throop  August  26, 
1780,  and  this  is  how  he  addresses  the  people  of  those  days  : 

4 '  To  be  sold  by  Amos  Throop  At  the  Pestle  and  Mortar  not  oppo- 
site the  State  House,  as  formerly,  but  in  Westminster  street." — Not  a 
large  but  general  Assortment  of  Medicines."  A  long  list  follows, 
and  then  he  adds  :  "  Westminster  street  is  on  the  West  Side  of  what  is 
called  the  Great  Bridge,  sometimes  known  as  by  the  name  of  New  or 
Backstreet,  a  little  to  the  Westward  of  Mr.  Jacob  Whitmans',  where 
stands  on  the  right  hand  as  you  pass  out  of  town  a  large  three-story 
house,  built  by  Mr.  Jonathan  Ellis,  latterly  occupied  by  Messieres 
Church,  West,  Fry  &  Co.,  something  of  an  odd  place  for  a  Drug  Shop, 
but  the  World  is  odd,  and  every  one  in  it.     I  am  the  World." 

There  is  no  mistaking  this  locality,  and  if  every  advertisement  had 
been  as  definite  and  precise,  the  earl y  history  of  the  town  would  be 
much  more  easily  written  than  now. 

Having  at  some  length  brought  the  history  of  the  drug  business  to 
the  year  1782,  less  attention  to  details  will  now  be  given.  Sufficient 
extracts  from  the  records  have  been  made  to  illustrate  the  methods  of 
the  dealers  in  the  olden  time,  and  henceforth  our  notices  will  be  briefer 
and  our  progress  more  rapid. 

In  1783  James  Mason  imported  drugs  and  sold  them  at  the  store  of 
James  Sabin,  on  the  west  side  of  the  bridge.  The  next  year  we  find 
Dr.  Stephen  Randall,  who  was  a  surgeon  in  the  army  of  the  revolution, 
engaged  in  the  drug  business  at  what  is  now  636  North  Main  street. 
He  was  succeeded  by  his  son-in-law,  Shadrack  Manton.  In  1785 
Thomas  Jones  sold  drugs  near  the  great  bridge.  In  1789  Foster, 
Drown  &  Co.  were  in  the  business  on  Westminster  street,  at  the  sign 
of  Celsus  Head.  In  1791  there  was  a  drug  store  in  the  house  of  J. 
Mason,  Esq.,  a  few  doors  north  of  the  Court  House,  which  was  kept  by 
Job  Scott.  The  same  year  Joseph  Williams  was  in  the  business  011 
Benefit  street.  In  1794  Dr.  Nathan  Truman  had  a  drug  store  on  North 
Main  street,  directly  opposite  the  Baptist  Meeting  House.  His  nephew, 
the  late  Truman  Beckwith,  was  his  clerk.  In  1797  Dr.  Benjamin  Dyer 
was  importing  drugs  and  medicines  from  Eondon,  but  where  sold  is  not 
known.  The  same  year  Joseph  Eee,  also  a  druggist,  was  on  the  east 
side.    In  1799  Dr.  George  W.  Hoppin  commenced  business  in  the  house 
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of  Capt.  goring  Aborn  at  the  head  of  Long  Wharf.  He  stayed  there 
until  1 8 13,  when  he  moved  to  a  store  south  of  the  market,  and  was 
there  succeeded  by  his  sons  George  and  Charles. 

In  1 80 1  there  was  a  drug  store  directly  opposite  the  bridge,  which 
was  kept  by  Horatio  G.  Bowen,  and  afterward  by  Bowen  and  Eddy. 
About  the  year  1805  Dr.  Benjamin  Dyer  and  his  brother  Charles,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Benjamin  and  Charles  Dyer,  commenced  the  drug 
business  on  Broad  street.  Dr.  Dyer  was  a  student  of  Dr.  Nathan  Tru- 
man, a  distinguished  physician  at  that  time,  and  who  has  heretofore 
been  mentioned  as  engaged  in  the  business  on  North  Main  street.  Dr. 
Dyer  practiced  medicine  for  a  long  time.  He  was  also  very  enterprising. 
A  large  area  of  land  south  of  Weybosset  street  was  filled  in  by  him, 
and  prepared  for  building  purposes  under  his  directions.  He  erected 
the  Dyer  block  on  Broad  street,  corner  of  Mathewson  street.  He 
owned  a  summer  residence  in  Cranston,  now  Elmwood,  where  he  had  a 
large  field  devoted  to  raising  currants  for  making  wine.  He  also  en- 
gaged in  the  silk  culture.     He  died  in  1831. 

From  Broad  street  Messrs.  B.  &  C.  Dyer  removed  to  a  brick  building 
which  they  had  erected  on  the  site  of  the  arcade,  on  Weybosset  street, 
where  they  continued  the  business,  dealing  largely  in  indigoes.  They 
afterward  moved  to  the  Union  Bank  building,  on  Market  street,  now 
Westminster  street.  Here  they  associated  with  them  their  nephew, 
Amasa  Manton,  (who  had  been  employed  as  clerk,)  under  the  firm 
name  of  Dyers'  &  Manton.  They  soon  after  moved  to  South  Water 
street,  and  then  the  Dyers  sold  their  interest  to  George  W.  Hallet  of 
Boston,  whose  son  with  the  same  name  took  his  place  in  the  firm  which 
was  known  as  Manton  and  Hallet.  They  continued  in  business  many 
years  at  this  place,  and  eventually  became  one  of  the  largest  drug 
houses  in  the  country.  For  several  years  they  controlled  the  sale  of 
French  madder  in  the  United  States. 

The  successors  of  Dyers'  &  Manton  on  Market  .street  were  Benjamin 
and  Charles  Dyer,  Jrs.,  who  afterwards  were  connected  with  Manton  & 
Hallet  on  South  Water  street,  under  the  firm  name  of  Dyers',  Manton 
&  Hallet.  After  the  dissolution  of  this  partnership,  Charles  Dyer,  Jr., 
moved  to  Weybosset  street,  occupying  two  adjoining  stores,  Nos.  36 
and  38,  the  latter  store  being  on  the  corner  of  what  is  now  Hay  street. 
No.  36  is  a  one  story  building  and,  devoted  to  retailing,  was  fitted  up  in 
an  elegant  style.  Over  the  door  was  a  large  painting  representing  the 
scriptural  scene  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  In  1834  Mr.  Dyer  sold  out  to 
Oliver  Johnson  &  Co.,  and  several  years  afterward  opened  a  store  on 
Westminster  street,  where  he  was  succeeded  by  Augustus  H.  Field, 
who  subsequently  removed  to  High  street,  and  while  there  died. 
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In  1811  there  was  a  drug  store  in  Whitman's  block,  on  Westminster 
street,  which  was  kept  by  H.  S.  Caxtee.  At  this  time  G.  and  A.  Rich- 
mond and  Henry  Waterman  &  Co.,  had  drug  stores  on  Market  street. 
The  latter  was  succeeded  by  Henry  W.  Steere.  In  18 18,  and  for  a  long 
time  after,  Dr.  George  H.  Tillinghast  was  a  druggist  on  South  Main 
street. 

When  Benjamin  and  Charles  Dyer  removed  from  Broad  street  their 
store  was  taken  by  Henry  A.  Condy,  who  sold  out  to  Dr.  John  H. 
Mason,  who  in  1827,  associated  with  him  his  head  clerk,  Earl  P.  Mason, 
and  the  firm  was  known  as  John  H.  Mason  &  Co.;  Dr  Mason  afterwards 
withdrew,  leaving  Karl  P.  to  carry  on  the  business  alone.  Some  years 
later  they  were  again  associated  together  for  a  brief  period  and  then 
Earl  P .  was  once  more  alone .  In  1 849  he  removed  to  Canal  street  and  there 
admitted  to  partnership  Benjamin  M.  Jackson  and  subsequently  George 
W.  Snow,  George  L,.  Claflin,  Levi  h.  Webster  and  John  L,.  Draper,  all 
of  whom  had  been  in  employ  for  some  time.  The  name  of  the  firm  was 
Earl  P.  Mason  &  Co.  The  next  change  was,  Mr.  Mason  withdrew 
from  active  partnership,  and  became  a  special'  partner  and,  Mr.  Jackson 
withdrawing  altogether,  the  name  was  changed  to  Snow,  Claflin  &  Co. 
Their  successors  were  Frank  Butts,  their  principal  book-keeper,  and  E. 
Philip  Mason,  son  of  Earl  P.  Mason,  who  carried  on  the  firm  name  of 
Butts  &  Mason.  Mr.  Butts  died  in  1874,  when  others  were  admitted 
and  the  name  was  changed  to  Mason,  Chapin  &  Co.,  which  firm  still 
exists,  though  not  as  at  first  constituted.  Earl  P.  Mason  in  addition 
to  the  drug  business  was  largely  interested  in  various  manufacturing 
and  commercial  enterprises.  He  was  also  president  of  several  institu- 
tions.    His  death  occurred  in  1876. 

The  store  occupied  by  Mr.  Mason  on  Broad  street  was  taken  by  Sam 
Greene,  who  was  succeeded  by  Hassard  &  Peckham,  and  they  by  G.  H. 
&  E.  H.  Peckham. 

Joseph  Balch  was  for  many  years  known  as  a  leading  druggist  in  this 
city.  His  place  of  business  was  on  South  Main  street.  During  the 
latter  part  of  his  life  his  two  sons,  Joseph  and  Edward,  were  associated 
with  him  as  Joseph  Balch  &  Sons.  Joseph  senior,  generally  known  as 
Dr.  Balch,  was  thoroughly  devoted  to  his  business.  Early  and  late  he 
could  be  found  at  his  store.  His  death  was  ere  long  followed  by  that 
of  his  two  sons,  and  in  1873  the  store  was  taken  by  George  Iy.  Claflin  & 
Co.,  who  remain  there. 

In  1822  Esek  S.  C.  Eeonard  also  had  a  drug  store  on  South  Main 
street.  In  1825  Amos  J.  Rhodes  was  in  the  business  on  North  Main 
street,  and  was  succeeded  by  Thomas  A.  learned.  The  same  year  Dr. 
Benjamin  Battey  was  in  the  drug  trade  on  South  Main  street,  and  was 
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succeeded  by  Thomas  B.  Updike,  who  was  succeeded  by  John  H. 
Parkis.  In  1826  Charles  D.  Greene  opened  a  drug  store  at  No.  18  Wey- 
bosset  street,  and  subsequently  moved  to  Eddy  street.  In  1829  John  A. 
Wadsworth  began  the  drug  business  at  the  sign  of  the  Great  Mortar  on 
North  Main  street.  In  1849  he  sold  out  to  his  son-in-law,  Henry  H. 
Burrington,  who  continued  in  the  same  business  and  near  the  same 
place  until  his  death,  which  occurred  on  October  19,  1884.  Dr.  Wads- 
worth  after  retiring  from  business  went  to  California,  where  he  practiced 
medicine,  but  returned  several  years  before  his  death  in  the  spring  of 
1866. 

In  1829  George  H.  Gay  was  in  the  business  at  Nos.  51  and  151  West- 
minster street.  In  1832  Isaac  B.  Cooke  opened  a  store  on  Market 
street,  and  in  1836  was  succeeded  by  Alexander  F.  Adie,  who  in  1824 
entered  the  drug  store  of  Dyers  &  Manton,  and  in  1830  that  of  Charles 
Dyer,  Jr.  and  in  1834  that  of  Isaac  B.  Cooke.  In  1853  Mr.  Adie  sold 
out  to  Robert  B.  Chambers  and  George  B.  Calder,  who  as  Chambers 
&  Calder  continued  the  business.  They  afterward  moved  to  Exchange 
Place,  where  they  now  are,  but  others  having  been  admitted  to  partner- 
ship the  name  of  the  firm  has  been  changed  to  Chambers,   Calder  &  Co. 

In  1833,  Dr.  Sylvester  Knight  and  Oliver  Johnson,  as  Oliver  Johnson 
&  Co.,  opened  a  store  in  a  new  building  owned  by  Cyrus  Butler,  oppo- 
site the  Arcade,  on  Weybosset  street,  at  a  rent  of  $220  per  annum.  In 
1834  they  purchased  the  stock  of  Charles  Dyer  Jr.,  and  moved  to  the 
next  two  stores  east,  Nos.  36  &  38,  the  rent  being  $280  for  both  stores. 
Dr.  Knight  came  from  Centreville,  in  the  town  of  Warwick,  where  he 
had  an  extensive  practice.  He  was  a  nephew  of  Nehemiah  R.  Knight, 
who  was  governor  of  the  state,  and  for  more  than  twenty  years  a  Sen- 
ator in  Congress.  Doctor  Knight  died  in  1841,  and  the  business  was 
.sold  out  to  Grosvenor  &  Chace,  who  were  succeeded  by  Chace  &  Dodge  ; 
and  they  by  William  R.  Arnold,  who  died  while  in  business  at  the 
stand. 

The  same  year  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Knight,  and  the  sale  of  the  store 
to  Grosvenor  &  Chace,  Oliver  Johnson  opened  a  store  on  Market  street, 
where  the  Journal  office  is  now  located.  In  1846  he  moved  to  Ex- 
change street.  In  1852,  he  associated  with  him  his  son  William  S. 
Johnson,  under  the  firm  name  of  Oliver  Johnson  &  Son.  In  1859, 
Benjamin  W.  Spink  was  admitted  to  the  firm  ;  and  subsequently  the 
name  was  changed  to  Oliver,  Johnson  &  Co.  Since  then  no  change 
has  occured,  and  they  still  occupy  the  same  store,  but  with  two  adjoin- 
ing stores  added. 

Dutee  Greene  was  in  the  drug  business  many  years  on  High  street. 
In   connection  with   this  business  he  also  dealt  largely  in  gunpowder. 
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Going  down  the  river  an  object  somewhat  resembling  a  tomb  may  be 
noticed  between  Sassafras  and  Field  points.  This  was  Dntee  Greene's 
powder  house.  Mr.  Greene  was  succeeded  by  Charles  K.  Boone,  who 
in  later  years  was  in  business  with  J.  William  Rice  on  Exchange  Place. 

John  H.  Taylor  at  one  time  had  a  drug  store  on  North  Main 
street,  as  did  also  Drs.  George  C  apron,  and  Iyloyd  B.  Bray  ton.  The 
store  of  the  latter  was  opposite  the  First  Baptist  Meeting  House.  Dr. 
Capron  was  a  judicious  and  careful  plrysician,  and  continued  to  occupy 
a  high  position  to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  1881.  Drs. 
Capron  &  Bray  ton  were  succeeded  by  Edward  T.  Clark,  and  he  by 
William  B.  Blanding,  who  still  has  a  store  near  by  in  addition  to 
another  on  Weybosset  street.* 

For  some  time  prior  to  1850,  Dr.  Joshua  B.  Chapin  and  George 
Thurber,  as  Chapin  &  Thurber  ;  had  a  store  at  what  was  then  151 
Westminster  street.  At  this  time  they  moved  to  31  Westminster  street. 
After  relinquishing  the  business  Dr.  Chapin  was  appointed  School 
Commissioner  for  the  state.  He  died  in  1881.  Mr.  Thurber  moved  to 
New  York,  and  for  many  years  has  been  chief  editor  of  the  Agricultur- 
ist. Messrs.  Chapin  &  Thurber  were  succeeded  in  their  first  place  of 
business  by  Albert  L.  Calder. 

This  brings  the  history  of  the  drug  business  down  to  the  present  gen- 
eration. To  pursue  the  subject  further  would  be  a  needless  task,  as  all 
are  more  or  less  familiar  with  what  has  occurred  in  the  last  thirty  years. 
With  the  large  growth  of  the  city  in  this  time  there  has  been  of  course  a 
large  addition  to  the  number  of  druggists.  In  1833,  a  year  after  the 
city  was  incorporated,  the  following  were  the  dealers  in  drugs,  to  wit : 

Joseph  Balch,  South  Main  street;  Isaac  B.  Cooke,  Market  street; 
Charles  Dyer,  Jr.,  Weybosset  street;  G.  &  C.  Hoppin,  South  Water 
street;  Dutee  Greene,  High  street;  Oliver  Johnson  &  Co.,  Weybosset 
street ;  Manton  &  Hallett,  South  Water  street ;  John  H.  Mason  &  Co., 
Broad  street;  John  H.  Taylor,  North  Main  street;  George  H.  Tilling- 
hast,  South  Main  street;  John  A.  Wadsworth,  North  Main  street;  J. 
Remington,  North  Main  street. 

The  following  is  the  list  of  druggists  in  1843. 

A.  F.  Adie,  Market  street ;  Joseph  Balch,  South  Main  street  ;  Charles 
Dyer,  Jr.,  Westminster  street;  Dutee  Greene,  High  street;  Grosvenor 
&  Chace,  Weybosset  street ;  Oliver  Johnson,  Market  street ;  Manton  & 
Hallett,  South  Water  street;  John  H.  Taylor,  North  Main  street;  Earl 
P.  Mason,  Broad  street ;  John  A.  Wadsworth,  North  Main  street;  George 
H.    Tillinghast,    South   Main   street;    Cornelius   Miller,    High   street; 

*  Mr.  William  B.  Blanding  has  since  died,  and  their  extensive  business  is  con- 
ducted by  his  son,  Win.  O.  Blanding. 
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Edward  T.  Clarke,  North  Main  street;  George  Bailey,  South  Main 
street  ;  Joseph  Remington,  North  Main  street. 

Ten  years  later  the  following  were  in  the  business. 

A.  F.  Adie;  Joseph  Balch  &  Son  ;  H.  H.  Burrington,  North  Main 
street;  William  B.  Blanding,  North  Main  street;  A.  L.  Calder,  West-

In  1863  A.  E.  Adie  had  been  succeeded  by  Chambers  &  Calder  ;  Man- 
ton  &  Hallet  by  R.  and  W.  Manton  ;  Augustus  H.  Field  by  Andrew  J. 
Smith.  (Mr.  Field,  however,  had  taken  a  store  further  up  Westmin- 
ster street.)  J.  B.  Chapin,  C.  Miller  ;  B.  D.  Bailey  and  E.  S.  Thurber 
had  retired  from  the  business.  The  following  wTere  also  in  the  business, 
to  wit :  C.  E.  Boone  &  Co.,  Exchange  Place;  Joseph  R.  Buggess, 
Eddy  street ;  Charles  B.  Burrington,  147  High  street ;  James  H.  Chace, 
North  Main  street;  George  W.  Davis,  Westminster  street;  David 
Holmes  and  Eewis  Holmes,  North  Main  street ;  John  Howland,  Wick- 
enden street ;  Charles  A.  P.  Mason,  Broad  street ;  James  A.  Pack- 
ard, Chestnut  street ;  G.  A.  and  E.  H.  Peckham,  Broad  street ; 
William  G.  Robinson,  High  street ;  Pardon  Sheldon,  High  street  ; 
Byron  Smith,  North  Main  street ;  Esek  P.  Sumner,  High  street ; 
Ossian  Sumner,  Broad  street  ;  John  Tripp,  Eddy  street  and  Walter  B. 
Snow,  Exchange  Place.  Nathaniel  Wheaton  also  was  a  drug  broker, 
and  William  E.  Hamlin    a  dealer  in  Homeopathic  medicines. 

In  1883  there  were  seventy  drug  and  medicine  stores  in  the  city,  an 
increase  of  fifty-six  in  fifty  years. 

In  closing  this  history  of  the  drug  business  in  Providence,  it  is  proper 
to  say  that  the  writer  has  availed  himself  not  only  of  his  own  recollec- 
tions, but  of  such  other  sources  of  information  as  were  thought  to  be 
reliable. 

Though  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  writer  to  be  accurate  and  reliable, 
it  is  not  improbable  that  names  have  been  omitted  and  errors  will  be  dis- 
covered ;  yet  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  history  of  the  drug  busi- 
ness here  given  is  reasonably  full  and  substantially  correct. — From  the 
Narragansett  Historical  Register.

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THE  RELATION  OF  ANTHROPOLOGY  TO  PEDAGOGY. 


EDWARD  F.  GAMWELL,  BROWN  UNIVERSITY. 


IT  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  science  of  Anthropology  bears  a  very 
close  and  distinct  relation  to  Pedagogy,  the  education  and  training 
of  children.  It  is  now  seen  to  be  true  that  physical  conditions  are  of 
tremendous  weight  in  the  training  of  the  young,  and  that  by  taking 
advantage  of  existing  right  conditions,  or  by  taking  away  existing 
wrong  conditions,  much  advance  may  be  made  in  this  necessary  and 
invaluable  work.  Education  is  not  now  looked  upon  as  a  mere  arbitrary 
imposition  of  facts  and  systems  of  thought  with  no  attention  to  personal 
characteristics  and  conditions  of  life,  but  rather  education  now  is  first  the 
attempt  to  determine  from  an  anthropological  standpoint  the  nature  and 
the  physical  adaptability  of  the  pupil,  and  then  to  give  him  that  partic- 
ular form  of  training  which  his  case  demands.  Here,  then,  is  to  be 
noted  the  necessary  and  vital  relation  between  Anthropology  and  Ped- 
agogy. 

President  G.  Stanley  Hall,  of  Clark  University,  has  ably  set  forth  the 
relation  existing  between  these  two  sciences  in  his  paper  upon  "Child- 
Study:  The  Basis  of  Exact  Education,"  published  in  the  "  Forum  "  for 
December,  1893.  Though  something  has  already  been  done  to  educate 
children  with  due  respect  to  anthropological  demands,  there  is  much  yet 
to  be  done  in  the  new  field  now  so  widely  opening.  Four  stages  in 
child-study  are  to  be  marked:  (1)  the  embryo,  (2)  infancy  to  the  age  of 
three  or  four  years,  (3)  school  life,  (4)  youth  to  the  age  of  full  maturity. 
If,  in  training  children  to  enter  upon  useful  lives,  a  careful  and  indeed 
searching  examination  be  made  of  their  physical  states  and  tendencies, 
calling  into  use  the  science  of  Anthropology  with  its  wealth  and  ac- 
curacy of  suggestions  and  laws,  the  Pedagogy  of  to-day  will  be  efficient 
in  accomplishing  the  highest  and  most  beneficial  ends.  To  show  some- 
thing of  the  minute  and  faithful  work  already  done  in  Anthropology  up 
to  date,  we  should  consider  the  discovery  that  from  the  age  of  eleven  to 
that  of  twelve  years  boys  are  heavier  and  taller  than  girls,  the  girls  later 
surpassing  the  boys  in  these  respects,  the  boys  soon,  however,  overtak- 
ing them  and  remaining  taller  and  heavier.  Again,  it  has  been  found 
that  children  of  American  parents  are  taller  and  heavier  than  those  of 
foreign  parents.  In  the  city  of  St.  Louis  thirty  thousand  school  chil- 
dren were  measured  with  great  minuteness  of  detail,  care  being  taken  to 
ascertain  even  the  finger-reach,  breadth  and  width  of  skull  and  many 
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other  difficult  measurements.  It  thus  appears  that  it  is  possible  to 
make  measurements  and  calculations  which  must  be  of  great  sendee,  if 
rightly  used,  in  the  work  of  truly  educating  children, — not  merely  cram- 
ming their  heads  with  dry  facts,  but  training,  at  one  and  the  same  time, 
mind,  body  and  all  else  necessary  for  a  complete  development  of  the  in- 
dividual pupil.  During  rapid  growth,  to  make  a  statement  with  a  ped- 
agogic significance,  instruction  should  be  general  and  suggestive  and 
should  call  for  as  little  exactness  of  effort  as  possible.  Except  for  this, 
eye,  hand  and  brain  may  be  overworked  with  most  deplorable  results. 
Such  a  process  of  training  as  the  one  indicated  above  would  be  prelimi- 
nary to  a  more  rigid  process  that  might  be  instituted  later  when  the 
child  could  bear  it.  As  a  result  of  the  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  true 
relation  of  Anthropology  to  Pedagogy,  there  are  many  such  defects 
among  school  children  as  bad  sight,  bad  hearing,  bad  taste  and  smell, 
poor  memory  and  attentive  power.  In  fact,  Kollman  says  thirty  per 
cent,  of  the  school  children  of  Europe  have  abnormal  nervous  systems, 
and  that  this  nervousness  is  a  prolific  source  of  crime.  In  studying 
children  and  the  methods  to  pursue  in  educating  them,  it  is  to  be  ob- 
served that  mode  of  life  is  as  important  as  race  in  growth,  if  not  more 
so.  This  present  day  is  notable  for  the  extent  and  character  of  its 
schools.  Children  everywhere  are  at  school.  The  importance  of  right 
training  means  that  care  be  taken  with  much  more  than  the  merely  men- 
tal acquirements  of  the  pupil.  Without  such  care  all  purely  mental 
advance  may  come  to  nought  and  be  a  negative  rather  than  a  positive 
force.  Here  the  necessity  of  education  according  to  anthropological 
methods  is  to  be  most  emphatically  stated.  This  is  required  not  only 
for  the  child,  but  also  for  the  society  of  which  he  is  sometime  to  become 
an  active  member  and,  to  an  extent,  an  effective  force.  Only  the  knowl- 
edge gained  not  at  the  expense  of  health,  but  accompanied  by  health, 
can  be  of  real  service.  Education  must  mean  better  health,  if  it  is  to 
mean  anything,  and  in  proportion  as  Anthropology  is  recognized  as  hav- 
ing an  important  function  to  perforin  in  child-training  will  the  science 
of  Pedagogy  be  enlarged  and  made  better,  having  the  inevitable  result 
that  it  will  indeed  mean  more  than  it  has  ever  yet  meant  in  the  training 
up  of  those  who  shall  be  strong  physically  as  well  as  mentally. 

Dr.  H.  P.  Bowditch,  of  Massachusetts,  gives  the  following  outline  of 
Anthropometrical  Methods,  as  suggested  by  eminent  English  authority. 
This  outline  shows  how  exact  and  orderly  a  process  is  involved  in  An- 
thropometrical investigations  :

NEXT  to  the  fever  there  are  few  symptoms  perhaps  that  cause  more 
unpleasantness  and  actual  suffering  to  the  patient  in  phthisis  than 
night  sweats,  occurring  as  they  do  at  any  stage  of  the  disease, 
and  many  times  persisting  in  spite  of  any  and  all  treatment ;  or  yielding 
to  the  effects  of  belladonna  or  its  alkaloid  atropia,  by  producing  dry- 
ness of  the  throat,  disturbances  of  vision,  decrease  in  amount  of  expec- 
toration, interfering  with  the  digestion  and  substituting  for  a  cough 
with  easy  and  satisfactory  expectoration,  one  of  a  dry,  hacking  and 
aggravating  condition. 

The  sweats  if  not  produced  by  weakness,  certainly  are  inductive  of  it, 
and  any  remedy  that  will  control  them  helps  us  just  that  much  to  hus- 
band the  strength  of  our  patient. 

It  is  not  with  an  idea  of  adding  any  thing  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
causation  of  this  symptom,  or  its  effects,  or  to  bring  forward  any  new 
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remedy  for  its  amelioration  that  I  intrude  upon  your  time  to-day,  but 
rather  to  call  your  attention  by  this  short  paper  to  a  drug  comparatively 
new,  that  has  never  failed  me  when  administered  during  this  condition, 
and  at  the  same  time  a  drug  that  is  not  unpleasant  to  take,  is  easily 
administered,  has  never  in  my  experience  produced  any  unpleasant  after 
effects ;  on  the  contrary,  its  administration  has  been  followed  by  grati- 
fying results,  not  only  to  myself  but  more  especially  to  the  patient;  I 
allude  to  camphoric  acid. 

When  we  consider  that  night  sweats  are  as  a  symptom  always  present 
at  some  stage  of  the  disease,  a  symptom  my  patients  always  complain  of 
producing  a  great  amount  of  suffering  and  true  misery,  and  one  that  I 
confess  I  have  been  unable  to  more  than  partially  control  until  I  com- 
menced the  use  of  the  above  drug,  it  was  a  surprise  to  me  to  find  that 
our  text  books  and  authors  had  so  little  to  say  about  it,  either  as  a 
symptom  or  its  treatment. 

In  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Science  Monthly  for  March,  1893,  I  gave  a 
resum£  of  the  literature  bearing  upon  the  use  of  this  drug  in  the  treat- 
ment of  night  sweats  ;  giving  a  synopsis  of  many  cases  treated  by  differ- 
ent authors,  almost  invariably  with  success. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  had  occasion  to  make  use  of  the  remedy 
in  five  cases,  and  if  you  will  bear  with  me  for  a  few  minutes  I  will  give 
you  a  brief  clinical  history  of  them. 

Case  I.  Mrs.  R.,  28  years  of  age,  had  a  severe  hemorrhage  some 
three  months  before  my  first  visit ;  left  lung  badly  diseased,  upper  lobe 
of  left  lung  affected,  profuse  expectoration,  bacillus  of  tuberculosis 
present  in  sputum,  emaciation,  severe  night  sweats;  clothing  wet 
through  and  through  every  night.  Has  been  given  medicine  by  phy- 
sician in  previous  attendance  for  night  sweats,  does  not  know  what  it 
was,  but  says  it  made  her  throat  dry,  checked  her  raising  and  troubled 
her  sight  :  ordered  14  grains  camphoric  acid  dry  upon  tongue  to  be 
washed  down  with  water  at  5  o'clock  p.  m.  Next  morning  patient  said 
the  sweating  was  fully  as  great  as  on  previous  nights,  15  grains  ordered 
to  be  given  at  the  same  time  to-day,  next  day  reports  sweating  not  so 
marked  and  slept  better,  same  dose  to-night,  with  a  report  of  no  sweat- 
ing. Afterwards  one  15  grain  powder  every  third  or  fourth  night  was 
sufficient  to  control  sweats. 

Case  II.  Miss  W.,  age  16,  has  been  sick  for  six  months;  marked 
case  of  phthisis  pulmonalis  ;  night  sweats  developed  some  three  or  four 
weeks  after  I  first  saw  the  patient.  She  was  taking  syr.  hypophos- 
phites  at  the  time,  I  gave  her  in  addition  ten  drops  aromatic  sulphuric 
acid  every  four  hours  with  a  tablet  of  one  one-hundredths  grain  sulphate 
of  atropia  every  night  at  bed  time.     At  my  next  visit  some  days  sub- 
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sequent  I  found  that  the  sweats  had  increased  and  the  patient  had  a  sad 
story  to  tell  of  her  condition  every  morning.  As  I  did  not  see  the  patient 
more  often  than  once  a  week,  ten  grain  powders  were  prescribed,  one  to 
be  taken  every  night  for  three  nights,  after  that,  one  to  be  given  every 
night  until  my  next  visit.  She  reported  that  the  sweats  began  to  grow 
less  after  the  second  powder,  at  the  end  of  the  week  they  had  stopped. 
One  powder  of  ten  grains  every  third  night  controlled  the  sweats  en- 
tirely, if  the  drug  was  omitted  for  a  longer  period  they  would  return, 
but  one  or  two  ten  grain  powders  would  always  bring  them  again 
under  subjection. 

Case  III.  Mrs.  K.  about  30  years  of  age.  Had  been  sick  one  year. 
Was  removed  from  Providence  to  our  town  and  came  under  my  profes- 
sional care.  Both  lungs  diseased,  for  the  past  three  weeks  has  had  a 
severe  diarrhoea  accompanied  with  colicy  pains.  The  whole  train  of 
symptoms  attendant  upon  a  case  of  phthisis  were  present.  The  one 
sympton  that  was  most  complained  of  besides  pain  was  the  night  sweats, 
in  her  conversation  she  remarked  that  the  sweats  came  on  every  night, 
wetting  her  clothing  through,  and  even  the  bed  clothing  ;  that  this  con- 
dition was  followed  in  the  morning  about  3  o'clock  by  a  sort  of  collapse, 
the  surface  of  the  body  being  cold,  feet  and  hands  cold,  lips  blue,  the 
face  assuming  a  pinched  appearance.  It  was  necessary  to  remove  her 
clothing  and  to  resort  to  friction  with  stimulants  before  reaction  would 
take  place.  I  remarked  that  we  must  give  her  something  to  stop  the 
sweats,  whereupon  she  said  :  "Doctor,  don't !  I  have  taken  belladonna 
until  I  could  not  see  or  swallow,  oxide  of  zinc  until  I  could  not  eat  and 
tannic  acid  until  I  could  hardly  raise,  and  nothing  has  helped  the  sweats 
and  nothing  will."  I  assured  her  that  what  I  would  give  her  would 
have  no  unpleasant  effect,  but  that  it  would  control  the  sweats.  She 
was  very  sceptical  but  promised  to  try  the  remedy.  Fifteen  grains  were 
given  at  5  o'clock  p.  m.  for  two  nights,  with  no  appreciable  change  in 
the  sweats,  and  by  the  remark  of  the  patient,  "Doctor,  I  told  you  so." 
Twenty  grains  were  administered  on  the  third  night,  followed  by  a 
marked  decrease  of  the  sweating,  and  twenty  grains  on  the  fourth  night 
was  all  that  was  required  to  hold  the  sweat  in  subjection  subsequently. 
In  this  case  ten  grains  were  required  before  the  sweats  were  under  con- 
trol, the  largest  amount  I  have  ever  had  to  give  in  any  one  case  before 
the  desired  effect  was  obtained. 

Case  IV.  Mrs.  E.,  her  sickness  dates  back  eighteen  months.  The 
sweating  was  not  profuse,  a  ten  grain  powder  was  ordered  at  5  o'clock 
p.  m.;  the  same  amount  was  taken  for  three  nights,  when  the  sweats 
were  under  control.  Subsequently  one  ten  grain  dose  would  stop  the 
sweats  for  a  week  or  ten  days,  when  they  would  return,  only  to  yield  to 
another  dose  for  about  the  same  length  of  time. 
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In  this  case  the  remedy  was  administered  as  soon  as  the  symptom 
presented  itself,  which  in  my  opinion  was  the  reason  why  so  small  a  dose 
was  sufficient. 

Case  V.  Mrs.  G,  aged  40,  has  been  sick  for  two  years,  was  troubled 
with  night  sweats  about  six  months  ago  ;  the  symptoms  persisted  for 
about  four  weeks,  occuring  every  other  night,  but  finally  yielded  to 
atropia,  syr.  hypophosphites  and  elixir  vitrol.  Upon  a  re-occur- 
rence of  the  symptom  fifteen  grains  of  the  acid  were  given  for  three  suc- 
cessive nights,  when  the  sweats  were  under  control  and  two  or  three  ten 
grain  doses  were  given  during  the  next  week,  when  the  remedy  was 
discontinued.  The  patient  lived  about  six  months  after  this  time,  but 
there  was  no  return  of  the  symptom. 

These  five  cases  comprise  all  in  which  I  have  used  the  drug,  and  as 
you  will  see  with  satisfactory  results  in  ever)-  case.  I  have  not  as  yet 
made  use  of  it  in  any  other  diseases  that  are  accompanied  by  this 
symptom,  but  intend  to,  as  opportunity  presents  itself. 

The  remedy  does  not  seem  to  influence  the  course  of  the  disease, 
in  any  way,  only  as  it  helps  the  patients  to  retain  their  strength  by  sup- 
pressing the  sweats,  the  debilitating  effects  of  the  symptom  is  thus 
avoided,  and  the  comfort  of  the  patient  greatly  enhanced. 

In  no  case  has  the  patient  made  complaint  about  taking  the  drug  or 
has  there  been  any  unpleasantness  following  its  administration.  It  is  best 
given  in  a  capsule,  but  may  be  given  dry  with  sugar,  to  be  washed 
down  with  cold  water.

an  address  delivered  before  a  general  meeting  of  the  eleventh  in- 
ternational medical  congress,  held  in  rome,  1894. 

[abstract.] 

THE  medical  profession  suffers  injury  in  various  ways.  By  the  possi- 
ble preponderance  in  International  Medical  Congresses  of  the  social 
over  the  scientific  elements,  by  the  excessive  number  of  specialists 
insufficiently  grounded  in  general  medical  knowledge  and  practice,  and 
by  the  excessive  modesty  of  some  practitioners  who  send  to  these 
vSpecialists  a  large  number  of  the  cases  which  come  into  their  hands,  and 
thus  teach  the  public  to  prefer  an  almost  empirical  method  of  practice 
to  true  science  ;  by  the  manner  in  which  medical  men  persuade  them- 
selves that  manufactured  products  (medicines  and  foods)  are  preferable 
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to  the  Pharmacopoeia;  and,  lastly,  by  an  excessive  tendency  to  follow 
new  fashions  and  costumes  (tuberculin,  elixir.)  The  cause  of  all  this 
is  the  desire  to  do  good,  and  this  also  explains  the  eager  hunting  after 
new  products  of  organic  chemistry,  which  too  often  are  employed  in 
excessive  doses.  The  reproach  which  has  been  brought  against  the 
medical  profession  of  always  wishing  to  do  too  much  in  the  way  of 
operative  interference  and  medication  is  certainly  not  without  some 
foundation.  But  the  administration  of  remedies  in  insufficient  doses  is 
even  more  injurious  than  giving  them  in  exaggerated  quantities. 

Many  chances  of  saving  human  life  are  thrown  away  by  too  great 
delay  in  interfering  medically,  and  this  occurs  especially  in  inflamma- 
tory and  infective  fevers.  The  so-called  "expectant"  method  is 
frequently  a  most  pernicious  proof  of  indifference  or  ignorance. 

Side  by  side  with  exaggerated  or  insufficient  medication  goes  exag- 
gerated or  insufficient  nourishment.  Sugar  of  milk,  if  used  as  the  sole 
food  of  infants,  is  injurious  to  them.  Cow's  milk,  even  if  sterilised  by 
boiling,  cannot  acquire  the  physiological  properties  of  woman's  milk, 
and  if  used  alone  is  unfit  for  the  nourishment  of  infants.  Infants  suffer 
greatly  if  they  are  treated  too  late  or  injudiciously.  Asphyxia  of  the 
newborn  impairs  forever  both  bodily  and  mental  health,  and  therefore 
necessitates  prompt  intervention  on  the  part  of  the  medical  practitioner. 

In  such  cases,  however,  electrical  treatment  is  not  to  be  recommended 
unless  it  is  applied  with  care  and  with  the  necessary  interruptions. 
The  perils  of  infective  lesions  are  also  frequent,  but  can  easily  be 
avoided.  The  cause  oi  the  obstinant  constipation  described  by  the 
author  (even  if  the  only  food  given  is  woman's  milk)  consists  in  abnormal 
length  of  the  sigmoid  flexure  in  the  newborn  infant  and  baby.  In  such 
cases  purgatives  must  be  avoided ;  daily  enemata  must  be  given  until 
in  five  or  six  years  a  normal  condition  has  been  brought  about. 

Interference  by  tracheotomy  in  diphtheria  is  pernicious  except  in  the 
case  of  children  of  a  certain  age  and  of  a  submissive  disposition.  The 
struggles  of  infants  cause  exhaustion,  cardiac  paralysis  and  death. 
Nasal  diphtheria  necessitates  frequent  injections;  glandular  abscesses  of 
the  neck,  if  they  tend  to  become  very  large  or  to  be  the  seat  of  a  necrotic 
process,  should  be  freely  opened  and  disinfected. 

L,annelongue's  operation  for  microcephalus  and  idiocy  has  not  an- 
swered the  expectations  formed  of  it ;  death  has  often  been  the  result. 
The  improvement  that  has  followed  the  procedure  is  slight,  and  it  is 
not  attributable  to  the  operation.  On  the  contrary,  instead  of  an  expan- 
sion there  is  a  diminution  of  the  cranial  cavity.  This  fact  was  demon- 
strated on  a  skull  which  had  been  operated  upon. — British  Medical  Jour- 
nal No.  1738. 
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A  CASE  OF  FATAL  POST-PARTUM  HEMORRHAGE  PROB- 
ABLY DUE  TO  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF 
CHLOROFORM  DURING  LABOR.

SOME  one  has  said  that  no  obstetrical  attendant  who  has  had  charge 
of  a  case  of  labor  from  the  beginning  ought  ever  to  lose  a  case 
from  post-partum  hemorrhage.  I  have  been  called  to  at  least  half  a 
dozen  cases  of  this  accident  in  consultation,  or  to  such  as  were  the  result 
of  neglect  by  the  previous  attendant,  in  all  of  which,  however,  even  in 
some  of  the  most  desperate  instances,  the  hemorrhage  was  ultimately 
checked  and  life  preserved.  It  seems,  therefore,  like  the  mockery  of 
fate  that  the  only  case  of  which  I  had  sole  charge  should  terminate 
fatally. 

On  January  24,  1892,  I  was  called  to  see  Mrs.  H.,  a  farmer's  wife, 
residing  about  eight  miles  from  the  city,  presumably  in  labor,  although 
lacking  five  or  six  weeks  of  her  calculated  term  of  the  end  of  pregnancy. 
Mrs.  H.  was  in  her  sixth  pregnancy.  In  her  first  pregnancy  she  was 
delivered  of  a  dead  child  prematurely.  In  her  second  labor  she  was 
delivered  at  term,  but  also  of  a  dead  child.  In  her  third  and  fourth 
labors  she  was  delivered  at  the  full  term  of  pregnancy,  each  time  of  a 
living  child,  after  a  lingering  labor.  I  attended  her  for  the  first  time  in 
her  third  and  again  in  her  fourth  labor,  and  by  the  timely  use  of  forceps 
had  the  satisfaction  of  extracting  in  each  instance  a  living  child.  The 
cause  of  the  delay  was  a  slightly-contracted  pelvis  and  cessation  of  labor 
pains  before  the  end  of  the  second  stage.  In  both  these  instances  chlo- 
roform had  been  used  with  a  most  salutary  effect,  causing  relaxation  of 
the  cervix  and  soft  parts,  preventing  laceration  of  the  perineum,  and  fol- 
lowed by  a  normal  puerperium.  On  this  account  I  was  engaged  to 
attend  her  again  in  this  forthcoming  confinement,  although  the  patient 
had  in  the  meantime  removed  to  a  considerable  distance  from  the  city. 
Mrs.  H.  was  now  about  40  years  of  age,  of  a  rather  slight  but  wiry 
build,  and  had  been  daily  engaged  in  the  arduous  duties  of  a  farming 
life. 

On  my  arrival  I  found  her  in  apparently  active  labor  pains,  lying 
abed.  In  introducing  my  finger  into  the  vagina  I  found  it  impossible  to 
reach  the  cervix,  even  after  pushing  up  the  perineum  to  the  utmost 
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extent.  I  then  examined  the  abdomen  and  found  the  pregnant  uterus 
in  complete  ante  version,  overlying  the  symphysis  pubis — in  other  words 
a  so-called  "hanging  belly."  I  at  once  lifted  up  the  womb  and  held  it 
in  position  by  a  firm  binder  in  its  normal  relations  to  the  axis  of  the 
pelvis.  The  cervix  could  now  be  felt  at  a  considerable  level  above  the 
brim  of  the  pelvis,  the  os  being  but  slightly  dilated.  With  the  recti- 
fication of  the  mal-position  of  the  uterus  the  labor  pains  gradually 
ceased,  and  I  left  the  woman  early  in  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  with 
the  strict  injunction  to  continue  the  use  of  the  abdominal  binder  day  and 
night  and  to  call  me  as  soon  as  true  labor  pains  would  set  in,  which  I 
expected  in  about  five  or  six  weeks. 

On  the  evening  of  the  17th  day  of  March,  1892,  eight  weeks  after  my 
first  call,  I  was  again  summoned  to  the  patient,  with  the  statement  that 
active  labor  pains  had  set  in.  On  my  arrival  I  found  the  woman  in 
actual  labor,  the  os  beginning  to  dilate.  As  usual  in  her  labors,  the 
first  stage  was  very  slow  and  tedious,  though  painful,  and  for  this 
reason  several  doses  of  opium  were  given.  She  was,  however,  clamorous 
for  chloroform,  as  she  had  been  safely  delivered  under  its  influence 
twice  before.  I  explained  to  her,  however,  that  I  never  administered 
this  anesthetic  before  the  rupture  of  the  bag  of  membranes,  with 
nearly  complete  dilation  of  the  os.  As  the  pains,  however,  increased  in 
severity,  without  in  any  manner  aiding  the  expellent  forces,  I 
cautiously  administered  chloroform,  drop  by  drop,  on  a  handkerchief, 
just  enough  to  lull  the  pains  without  abolishing  consciousness.  The  os 
gradually  dilated,  but  the  presenting  part,  which  was  the  breech,  did 
not  descend.  A  closer  examination  revealed  the  fact  that  the  woman 
was  pregnant  with  twins.  When  the  os  was  sufficiently  dilated  I  intro- 
duced two  fingers,  hooked  down  the  thigh,  and  gradually  extracted  a 
dead  male  child.  In  the  meantime  I  had  sent  for  Dr.  Walter  Davis,  of 
Delhi,  O.,  to  assist  me,  but  I  had  delivered  the  first  child  before  his 
arrival.  No  hemorrhage  followed  the  extraction  of  the  first  child,  and 
the  uterus  contracted  sufficiently  for  the  apparent  purpose  of  expelling 
the  second  child.  This  twin  presented  by  the  head,  and  had  not  entered 
the  inlet.  I  waited  for  some  time,  expecting  the  head  to  descend,  but 
as  this  had  not  occurred  after  Dr.  Davis'  arrival,  it  was  determined  to 
deliver  her  either  with  the  Tarnier  (axis-traction)  forceps  or  by  version. 
Considering  the  difficulty  of  applying  the  forceps  so  high  up,  we  at 
length  concluded  that  version  would  be  the  safer  and  quicker  operation. 
Whilst  Dr.  Davis  administered  chloroform  I  introduced  my  hand  with- 
out any  difficulty  through  the  cervix  into  the  uterus,  and  soon  grasped 
the  feet,  which  I  brought  down  easily,  and  gradually  extracted  the 
second  fetus.     This  child  was   also   dead.      The   delivery  of  the  after- 
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birth,  to  which  both  cords  were  attached,  presented  nothing  abnormal, 
as  it  was  expelled  complete  and  entire  in  about  twenty  minutes.  A  full 
dose  of  ergot  was  given  and  the  hand  placed  over  the  fundus  of  the 
uterus.  Dr.  Davis,  who  attended  to  this  portion  of  the  delivery,  called 
my  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  uterus  was  rather  slow  in  contracting. 
Repeated  manipulations  of  the  fundus  through  the  abdominal  walls, 
however,  left  the  organ  apparently  well  contracted.  After  a  little  while 
Dr.  Davis  left,  whilst  I  remained  with  the  patient. 

When  I  was  satisfied  that  our  patient  was  in  a  comfortable  condition 
I  also  prepared  to  leave  for  home,  being  uneasy  about  my  own 
daughter's  condition,  who  was  very  sick  of  typhoid  fever  at  the  time, 
and  who  died  of  this  disease  the  following  week.  Just  before  getting 
ready  to  leave,  however,  I  again  felt  my  patient's  pulse,  and  found  that 
it  was  getting  perceptibly  weaker.  The  patient's  countenance  also  was 
considerably  paler,  and  her  sensorium  was  becoming  blunted.  I  at 
once  placed  my  hand  over  the  uterus  and  found  the  fundus  larger  and 
higher  than  before.  The  possibility  of  internal  hemorrhage  at  once 
dawned  upon  me.  I  hastily  removed  all  clots  from  the  vagina,  pene- 
trated the  cervix,  and  found  the  uterus  distended  and  filled  with  clots. 

These  I  hastily  removed,  irritated  the  interior  of  the  uterus  with  the 
fingers  of  one  hand  and  kneaded  the  exterior  with  my  other  hand,  in 
order  to  secure  contraction.  Not  succeeding  in  this,  and  not  daring  to 
withdraw  my  hand  from  the  uterus,  I  called  for  hot  vinegar  and  clean 
handkerchiefs,  which  I  passed  up  thus  hot  and  steeped  over  my  forearm 
and  wrists  into  the  uterus  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Notwithstanding  my 
persistent  efforts  in  this  direction,  asking  the  nurse  to  press  the  fundus 
with  her  hands  while  my  hand  thus  disengaged  passed  up  handker- 
chief after  handkerchief  into  the  cavity  of  the  womb,  this  organ  re- 
mained flaccid  and  relaxed,  resembling  a  large,  limp  bladder,  appar- 
ently increasing  instead  of  diminishing  in  size.  The  patient  never 
rallied,  and  died  from  the  result  of  the  loss  of  blood  in  about  one  hour. 

The  cause  of  hemorrhage  was  evidently  atony  of  the  womb.  The 
placenta  was  completely  delivered.  No  force  had  been  used  in  extract- 
ing either  child.  There  was  no  evidence  of  uterine  rupture,  either  cer- 
vical or  corporeal,  and  the  only  ascertainable  cause  was  the  paralyzing 
action  of  the  anesthetic  administered.  I  will  reiterate  the  statement 
that  the  quantity  administered  was  no  more  than  that  used  in  normal 
labor  cases.  I  carry  in  my  obstetrical  satchel  a  half-ounce  drop-bottle, 
which  usually  suffices  except  when  complete  anesthesia  is  required  in 
prolonged  cases.  It  is  dropped  at  the  beginning  of  every  pain  upon  a 
face  mask  or  single  thickness  of  a  small  handkerchief,  and  suspended  as 
soon  as  the  acme  of  pain  has  passed.     By  this  means  there  is  no  aboli- 
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tion  of  consciousness.  In  the  case  just  reported  a  little  more  was  re- 
quired when  version  was  performed  in  order  to  secure  complete  relaxa- 
tion of  the  cervix,  but  even  here  the  anesthesia  was  not  prolonged, 
owing  to  the  small  amount  of  time  required  in' performing  the  operation. 
I  can  only  conclude,  then,  that  the  very  large  distension  of  the  uterine 
walls,  owing  to  the  presence  of  twins  and  the  anteverted  condition  of 
the  whole  organ,  predisposed  the  muscular  wall  to  inertia,  which  was 
of  course  increased  by  the  chloroform. 

The  justifiability  in  the  use  of  chloroform,  even  in  normal  cases,  is, 
despite  the  bitter  war  that  was  once  waged  against  it,  now  almost  uni- 
versally conceded.  English,  American  and  German  authorities  are 
almost  universally  in  its  favor,  whilst  the  French  still  oppose  its  use, 
with  few  exceptions,  except  for  operative  purposes.  Authorities  also 
mention  the  tendency  to  post-partum  relations  of  the  womb  and  subse- 
quent hemorrhage,  but  even  this  is  dismissed  as  a  rare  occurrence. 
Thus  Parvin  says  :  "  Admitting  that  there  may  be  a  liability  to  post- 
partum hemorrhage,  a  proper  management  of  the  third  stage  of  labor 
and  the  timely  use  of  ergot  are  almost  certain  to  avert  the  danger."1 

Schroder  claims  that  hemorrhages  do  not  occur  more  frequently  in 
labor  than  in  other  instances  in  which  chloroform  is  given  if  the  placen- 
tal period  be  properly  conducted.2 

Winckel,  who  has  has  made  a  considerable  number  of  experimental 
researches  upon  the  influence  of  chloroform,  both  on  the  mother  and  the 
child,  recommends  its  use  in  proper  cases,  and  does  not  even  mention 
the  possibility  of  post-partum  hemorrhage.3 

Fordyce  Barker4  was  convinced  that  chloroform  does  not  promote 
post-partum  hemorrhage.  He  states  that,  although  he  administered 
chloroform  in  several  thousand  cases,  the  only  case  of  hemorrhage  met 
with  occurred  when  the  anesthetic  was  not  given. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Reeve,  of  Dayton,  O.,  our  most  prominent  authority  on  an- 
esthesia, after  a  close  study  of  the  subject,  in  which  he  quotes  a  number 
of  authors  for  and  against  the  opinion  that  chloroform  predisposes  to 
hemorrhage,  says  a  judgment  can  be  formed  only  from  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed by  competent  observers.  He  believes  with  Zweifel  that  only 
when  chloroform  is  inhaled  so  long  and  in  such  quantity  that  all  striated 
muscular  fibre  relaxes  is  there  danger  of  post-partum  atony.  He  con- 
cludes, however,  this  part  of  the  question  by  saying  :   "  The  practitioner

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will  do  well  in  practice  to  bear  always  in  mind  the  tendency  of  the  agent 
he  is  using."1 

Playfair  throws  out  this  caution  :  ' '  Bearing  in  mind  the  tendency  of 
chloroform  to  produce  uterine  relaxation,  more  than  ordinary  precau- 
tion should  always  be  taken  against  post-partum  hemorrhage  in  all 
cases  in  which  it  has  been  freely  administered."'2 

I/Usk8  also  claims  that  "after  delivery  it  favors  relaxation  of  the 
uterus  and  predisposes  to  hemorrhages.  Moreover,  after  the  uterus  has 
been  emptied,  there  is  always  an  increase  of  blood  in  the  large  vessels  of 
the  abdomen  and  a  corresponding  recession  of  blood  from  the  head." 
In  this  last  sentence  L,usk  evidently  wishes  to  explain  the  cause  of  syn- 
cope, even  without  any  evidences  of  hemorrhages. 

Irishman,  after  describing  the  occasional  disagreeable  after  effects  of 
chloroform  upon  the  stomach,  says:  "Partly  on  this  account  (i.  e.,  vom- 
iting) and  partly,  it  may  be,  in  consequence  of  the  effect  which  is  pro- 
duced on  the  nervous  centres,  it  has  been  pretty  clearly  established  that 
the  indiscriminate  use  of  chloroform,  or  other  anesthetics,  predisposes  to 
hemorrhages  after  delivery."4 

These  quotations  suffice  to  prove  that  almost  all  authorities  regard 
anesthesia  in  labor  dangerous  only  in  such  individuals  as  are  unfit  sub- 
jects for  anesthetics  under  other  circumstances,  or  in  excessively  pro- 
longed administration  of  the  agent,  or  when  too  large  a  quantity  is  ad- 
ministered. The  pains  of  labor,  in  stimulating  the  heart's  action,  in 
reality  offer  a  safeguard  which  may  be  wanting  in  other  indications  for 
anesthesia. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  state  that  it  is  not  my  practice  to  use  anesthet- 
ics in  labor  except  where  the  pains  are  excessive  and  muscular  rigidity 
interferes  with  the  proper  relaxation  of  the  soft  parts.  I  very  rarely 
administer  chloroform  in  the  first  stage  of  labor,  preferring  for  this 
period  chloral  or  opium.  I  discontinue  its  use  shortly  before  or  with 
the  end  of  the  second  -[stage,  never  administer  it  after  that,  and  finally, 
whenever  I  have  given  chloroform,  follow  with  a  full  dose  of  ergot  im- 
mediately after  delivery  of  the  placenta. —  Cincinnati  Lancet-Clinic.

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MEDICAL     LEGISLATION     AT     WASHINGTON, 


AND  SOME  FACTS  ABOUT  SUCH  LEGISLATION  ELSEWHERE. 


It  would  please  us  very  much,  and  we  dare  say  most  medical  men  in 
this  broad  land,  to  see  a  Bureau  of  Public  Health  within  the  Interior 
Department  of  the  United  States,  as  set  forth  in  the  bill  prepared  by  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  introduced  in  the  United  States 
Senate  and  now  under  consideration  by  the  Senate  Committee  en 
Epidemic  Diseases,  and  the  Committee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Com- 
merce of  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  bill  drafted  by  the  Xew 
York  Academy  could  be  improved  in  many  instances,  and  we  should 
prefer  to  see  a  secretary  of  health  appointed  as  a  member  of  the  Cabinet, 
with  an  efficient  and  well  regulated  department,  who  had  jurisdiction 
over  state  and  other  sanitary  and  health  authorities,  and  who  would 
work  in  harmony  with  them.  The  United  States  government  spends 
$800,000  for  the  stud}'  of  domestic  animals  and  their  diseases  ever)-  year, 
and  all  the  money  asked  for  is  $25,000  to  support  a  national  department 
of  health. 

In  England  measures  of  this  kind  have  long  been  in  force.  The 
Public  Health  Act  of  1848,  amended  and  improved  in  1871-72,  is 
a  most  excellent  solution  of  this  question.  All  matters  pertaining  to  the 
health  of  the  nation  are  centralized  in  an  official  head  with  considerable 
power,  and  the  whole  country  is  divided  up  into  sanitary  districts  with 
their  Local  Governments  and  medical  officers,  sanitary  inspectors  and 
public  analysts,  all  working  together  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
central  authority.  They  have  power  to  institute  measures  for  the  pre- 
vention of  epidemics,  for  looking  after  the  poor  and  to  regulate  all 
sanitary  matters  in  general. 

Sweden  and  Norway  are,  perhaps,  as  efficiently  organized  as  any 
civilized  nation  as  regards  national  and  local  health  matters.  The 
central  authority  is  vested  in  a  Commissioner  of  Health,  {Medicinal 
styrelsen)  consisting  of  five  members,  who  regulate  everything  pertain- 
ing to  the  nation's  health.  They  serve  for  a  certain  number  of  years  and 
can  be  re-appointed.  The  country  is  divided  up  into  sanitary  districts, 
each  with  a  district  health  officer  with  his  assistants,  inspectors  and 
analysts.  The  district  health  officer  and  his  assistants  receive  good 
salaries  and  have  to  conform  to  strict  regulations.  The  district 
health  officer  (  Provinsiallakaren  )  must  furnish  all  statistics,  in- 
spect  and   report   upon   the    management    and   condition    of   all   drug 
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stores  at  least  once  a  year,  (a  very  rigid  inspection,  indeed,)  inspect 
all  vaccine  stations,  report  upon  the  practice  of  all  physicians,  vet- 
erinaries,  dentists,  midwives  and  masseurs.  He  shall  also  once  a 
year,  at  least,  visit  and  report  upon  the  management^  and  condition 
of  all  hospitals,  homes  or  clinics,  baths  and  other  institutions,  where 
patients  are  kept  and  treated.  This  includes  all  state  institu- 
tions. He  is  required  to  keep  a  constant  watch  over  the  general  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  his  district,  especially  in  cities  and  towns.  He 
must  look  after  the  water  supply,  sanitary  matters  in  factories  and  other 
places  where  a  large  number  of  people  are  employed. ;  harbors,  rivers, 
drainage,  disposal  of  sewage,  and  if  epidemics  are  feared  he  shall 
report  at  once  to  the  National  Health  Commission  and,  in  conjunction 
with  local  health  authorities,  take  ample  and  immediate  steps  for  their 
prevention  and  control.  The  district  officer  of  health  must  present  an 
official  report  in  April  every  year  to  the  central  body  containing  a  full 
report  of  all  his  work  during  the  year.  He  and  his  assistants  are 
also  required  to  perform  all  autopsies  and  any  other  medico-legal 
services  required  by  the  central  authorities.  The  district  health  officer 
is  nominated  by  the  National  Health  Commission  after  due  examina- 
tion and  afterwards  appointed  by  the  King. 

To  show  how  many  various  duties  the  district  health  officer  has  to 
perforin  we  must  mention  that  he  must  also  report  upon  the  causes  of 
poor  crops  and  meteorological  conditions  in  general.  He  is  also 
required  to  examine  persons  supposed  to  be  suffering  from  venereal 
diseases  and  has  a  right  to  send  such  persons  to  suitable  hospitals  or 
other  places  for  treatment,  (there  exists  a  law  in  Sweden  that  all 
persons  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  must  be  either  isolated  and 
treated  at  home  or  sent  to  hospitals.)  National  and  other  sanitary  legis- 
lation is  usually  enacted  upon  the  advice  and  recommendation  of  these 
health  officers.  Time  and  space  does  not  permit  us  to  go  into  further 
details  about  the  excellent  organization  of  health  matters  in  Sweden  and 
Norway.  We  must  mention,  however,  that  all  physicians,  dentists, 
veterinaries  and  midwives  must  pass  the  state  examination,  before  a 
board  of  examiners,  independent  of  any  educational  institutions,  and 
if  they  are  successful  in  passing  that  body  they  are  then  granted 
licenses  to  practice. 

In  German}^,  health  matters  were  regulated  very  much  the  same  as  in 
Sweden  in  1862,  although  the  district  health  officers  have  less  powef 
and  fewer  duties. 

In  Austria,  a  law  was  enacted  in  1870  creating  a  chiel  sanitary  officer 
to  operate  in  conjunction  with  certain  district  officers,  but  they  have 
only  power  to  take  first  steps  in  sanitary  matters. 
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In  France,  although  their  medical  schools  are  excellent  and  of  the 
highest  order,  the  public  health  is  most  wretchedly  cared  for.  Medical 
men  have  no  voice  in  the  administration  of  matters  pertaining  to  health. 
All  this  is  done  by  the  prefect  and  the  mayor,  and  medical  men  are  only 
consulted  when  it  pleases  these  functionaries  to  do  so,  or  when  they 
want  to  know  something. 

In  the  United  States  sanitation  and  public  health  is  yearly  receiving 
more  attention  at  the  hands  of  state  and  national  legislators  than  ever 
before,  and  we  are  a  few  steps  in  advance  in  such  matters  to-day  from 
what  we  were  this  time  last  year. 

Even  the  state  of  Rhode  Island,  staunch,  liberty  loving,  God-fearing, 
independent,  conservative,  wealthy,  enlightened  Rhode  Island,  has  a 
state  board  of  health.  The  usefulness  of  our  state  board  of  health  is 
seriously  hampered,  however,  by  their  limited  powers,  lack  of  funds, 
and  the  pernicious  custom  of  appointing  men  upon  it  who  have  had  no 
medical  training.  Various  state  boards  of  health  are  in  the  same 
dilemma  as  the  one  in  Rhode  Island  and  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  con- 
gress, providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  national  department  of  health, 
no  matter  how  imperfect  it  might  be  at  first,  would  be  a  great  step  for- 
ward. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  ample  powers  and  sufficient  salaries  be  given  to 
the  officers  of  such  a  department  and  that  the  appointees  should  be  men 
of  the  highest  attainments  in  hygiene  and  sanitation. 

Every  progressive  man,  who  sees  a  little  ahead  of  his  own  nose,  can 
not  possibly  deny,  we  think,  that  to  promote  general  good  health,  to 
present  disease  and  epidemics,  to  produce  a  healthy,  strong  and  vigo- 
rous race,  a  little  more  is  necessary  than  to  teach  the  people  to  spit  in 
spittoons. 

The  Rhode  Island  State  Legislature  has  again  honored  itself  by 
refusing  to  repeal  the  law  requiring  compulsory  vaccination  of  school 
children.  The  law  remains  on  the  statute  books  as  it  was  before,  and 
those  darling  tin  boxes  with  their  vile  contents  of  anti-vaccination 
literature,  all  the  imported  and  native  anti-vaccination  cranks,  have 
besieged  our  hard  headed,  sensible  representatives  in  vain.  We  are 
shocked  beyond  description  to  note  that  men,  considered  to  be  leaders 
of  the  Republican  and  Democratic  parties,  should  so  far  forget  their 
sense  of  duty,  decency,  courtesy,  debt  to  science,  debt  to  their  children, 
debts  to  their  constituents  as  to  lend  themselves  as  willing  to  assist 
cranks  to  help  to  repeal  the  compulsory  vaccination  law.  The  funniest 
thing  is,  that  a  case  of  small  pox  has  since  broken  out  in  a  house  owned 
by  a  company  of  which  one  representative  in  the  General  Assembly  is 
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a  member,  one  of  those  representatives  who  suddenly  became  anti- 
vaccinationists.  Since  this  shameful  farce  was  enacted  in  the  General 
Assembly  five  cases  of  small  pox  have  broken  out  in  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, and  it  seems  to  us  that  everybody  has  begged  for  mercy's  sake  to 
be  vaccinated.  We  noticed  an  advertisement  in  a  daily  paper  by  Dr. 
Chapin,  Health  Officer  of  the  city  of  Providence,  a  few  days  ago,  for  a 
nurse  and  a  watchman,  to  serve  at  the  small  pox  hospital  at  Field's 
Point.  We  are  not  rich,  as  subscriptions  are  coming  in  a  little  slow 
these  times,  but  we  will  wager  five  dollars  that  none  of  those  loud- 
mouthed, long-haired  cranks  who  were  so  conspicuous  in  clamoring  for 
the  repeal  of  the  compulsory  vaccination  act  at  the  State  House 
recently,  applied  for  the  situation.     Did  the}7",  Dr.  Chapin? 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  occurs  on 
the  7th  of  June  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  remind 
our  readers  that  it  is  to  be  a  very  instructive  and  interesting  meeting, 
The  President,  Dr.  Robert  F.  Noyes,  will  deliver  the  annual  address 
and  his  subject  will  be:  "Evolution  of  Antisepsis."  Everyone  ac- 
quainted with  Dr.  Noyes'  worth  and  ability,  knows  that  he  will  give 
the  Fellows  a  rare  treat,  as  usual.  Dr.  George  D.  Hersey  is  to  read  a 
paper  on  "The  Selection  and  Administration  of  Anaesthetics."  Dr. 
Hersey 's  papers  are  always  of  a  high  order. 

A  report  will  be  rendered  by  the  committee  on  Tuberculosis  appointed-' 
last  meeting.  The  committee  consisted  of  Drs.  Chapin,  Sweet  and 
Briggs.  Everyone  is  certainly  interested  in  this  subject.  Many  dis- 
tinguished visitors  from  other  states  are  expected  and  we  know  with 
certainty  that  Dr.  Frederick  Peterson  of  New  York,  the  eminent 
specialist  in  nervous  diseases,  will  be  present.  After  the  routine  busi- 
ness has  been  disposed  of  the  witty  and  eloquent  anniversary  chairman, 
Dr.  Burge,  will  take  charge  of  the  after  dinner  speaking  and  we  know 
that  he  has  a  choice  selection  of  speakers  to  entertain  the  Fellows  with 
"Feast  of  Reason  and  Flow  of  Soul."  In  the  parlor  of  the  assembly 
rooms  will  be  found  a  rich  collection  of  'physicians'  supplies  on  exhibi- 
tion, and  Fellows  will  do  well  to  carefully  inspect  these.  The  meeting 
promises  to  be  one  of  unusual  interest  and  everybody  who  can  should 
be  there. 


The  annual  "  Senior  Vote"  of  the  graduating  class  of  Brown  Uni- 
versity was  recently  taken.  Out  of  eighty-two  graduating  seniors  only 
five  seem  to  have  their  minds  set  on  medicine,  if  this  is  to  be  taken  as  a 
serious  decision  of  what  is  to  be  their  future  vocation.     It  is  pleasing  to

note  that  at  least  a  few  college  men  turn  their  attention  to  medicine, 
where  there  is  always  room  for  good  men.  The  remuneration  of  medi- 
cal men  is,  however,  not  in  an)'  way  in  proportion  to  the  work  they 
have  to  do,  and  the  same  efforts  expanded  in  some  other  vocation  often 
yield  more  dollars.  But  medicine  is  a  noble  and  elevating  science  and 
thousands  of  busy  investigators  are  working  industriously  to  solve  its 
great  problems.  Good  many  young  men  feel,  in  regard  to  medicine 
as  some  collectors  feel  when  they  accost  us  once  in  a  while  and  say: 
"  Hang  your  noble  science,  I  am  after  money!  " 


The  International  Medical  Congress,  held  in  Rome  from  March  29th 
to  April  5th,  was  in  many  respects  a  most  remarkable  gathering.  The 
Italians  did  everything  in  their  power  to  make  it  pleasant  for  their 
learned  visitors,  but  it  was  evident  that  they  were  not  accustomed  to 
handling  large  crowds,  such  as  Americans  see  in  New  York  and  Chi- 
cago every  day.  Neither  hospitality  nor  money  were  lacking,  but  the 
general  arrangements  were  poor.  The  work  of  the  Congress  as  a  whole 
was  eminently  successful  and  much  of  interest  has  been  brought  to 
light.  "  Another  triumph  for  modern  science,"  as  an  English  operator 
always  used  to  say  after  finishing  an  operation.  It  is  neither  practicable 
nor  possible  for  a  monthly  magazine  to  give  full  reports  of  the  Congress, 
but  we  will  publish  some  of  the  papers  in  future  issues. 


The  Legislature  of  the  state  of  New  York  has  recently  passed  a  bill 
establishing  a  Colony  of  Epileptics.  The  Colony  will  be  located  in  the 
pretty  Genesee  valley,  Livingston  connty,  and  1875  acres  of  beautiful 
land  have  been  purchased  for  that  purpose.  The  Governor  has  already 
appointed  the  Board  of  Managers  and  upon  organization  of  the  Board, 
Dr.  Frederick  Peterson  of  New  York,  the  well  known  specialist  in 
nervous  diseases,  was  elected  President.  The  Board  consists  of  one 
resident  physician,  one  homeopathic  physician,  one  lawyer,  one  lady 
residing  close  to  the  colony,  in  addition  to  the  President  of  the  Board. 
Dr.  Peterson.  This  is  certainly  the  most  timely  and  best  way  of  caring 
for  those  unfortunate  beings.

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COMPOUND    SOLUTION    BROMIDE    OF    GOLD    AND 

ARSENIC. 


AN  article  in  The  Pittsburg  Medical  Review  for  February,  by  Carl  F. 
Bachmann,  Jr.,  Ph.  G.,  gives  the  following  as  the  formula  he  has 
followed  in  the  preparation  of  the  above  named  remedy: 
"  Two  steps  are  necessary  in  making  the  solution:  First,  the  forma- 
tion of  gold  bromide;  and  second,  the  formation  of  bromide  of  arsenic. 
To  make  the  gold  bromide,  dissolve  88.2  grains  of  metallic  gold,  24 
carat  fine,  in  two  ounces  of  a  mixture  of  nitric  acid,  one  part;  hydro- 
chloric acid,  three  parts.  After  perfect  solution  has  taken  place  evapor- 
ate to  dryness.  The  so  formed  salt  is  auric  chloride.  This  is 
re-dissolved  in  four  ounces  of  distilled  water  and  140  grains  of  bromide 
of  ammonia  dissolved  in  two  ounces  of  distilled  water,  are  slowly  added. 
This  forms  by  fermentation  bromide  of  gold  and  chloride  of  ammonia. 
This  solution  of  the  two  salts  is  then  repeatedly  agitated  with  ether 
until  the  aquaeous  layer  is  decolorized.  Then  carefully  separate  the 
etheral  layer,  which  contains  the  bromide  of  gold  by  means  of  a  separat- 
ing funnel;  after  so  doing  agitate  the  etheral  solution  with  fused  calcium 
chloride  to  remove  all  traces  of  water.  Then  drive  off  the  ether  by  the 
action  of  heat.  Pure  bromide  of  gold  remains.  Dissolve  this  in  six- 
teen ounces  ol  water  and  set  aside  for  further  use. 

"For  the  formation  of  the  arsenic  salt  dissolve  195  grains  arseni- 
ous  acid  (I  have  found  Squibb 's  best  for  this  purpose)  in  sixteen  ounces 
of  water,  by  boiling  for  one  hour.  Let  the  solution  cool  and  then  add 
four  drachms  of  bromide.  Let  stand  for  twenty-four  hours  and  then 
drive  off  the  excess  of  bromine  by  boiling  the  solution  until  clear.  Mix 
this  solution  with  the  solution  of  bromide  of  gold  and  add  water  enough 
to  make  128  ounces,  or  one  gallon.  Employ  nothing  but  glass  or  china 
titensils. 

'  The  solution  is  of  a  clear  wine  color,  slight  odor  and  slightly  acid, 
styptic,  metallic  taste;  readily  mixable  with  water,  alcohol  and  glycer- 
ine; it  is  incompatible  with  alkalies,  alkaline  carbonates,  metallic  salts 
and  alkaloids.  The  finished  solution  contains  in  aquaeous  solution, 
auric  tribromide,  hydrobromic  acid  and  oxybromide  of  arsenic  (not  tri- 
bromide  of  arsenic,  as  erroneously  stated  on  the  labels  of  the  proprietary 
preparations.)  At  first  the  solution  also  contained  chloride  of  ammonia, 
and  as  this  was  thought  to  rather  aid  its  action,  being  a  mild  hepatic 
stimulant,  no  pains  were  taken  to  remove  it.  Now  it  is  removed  ty 
the  use  of  ether  as  above  stated.     The  solution  keeps  well  and  remains 
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unaffected  by  ordinary  diffused  light,  but  under  concentrated  light  or 
sunlight  it  may  decompose,  as  most  bromides  will.  The  dose  is  frcm 
five  to  ten  drops,  diluted,  three  times  a  day.  Ten  drops  contain  1-32 
grain  of  tribromide  of  gold  and  1-16  grain  of  oxybromide  of  arsenic. 

1 '  This  somewhat  ancient  remedy  was  again  brought  to  notice  in  the 
early  part  of  1893.  It  was  at  that  time  prepared  by  the  writer  according 
to  the  above  formula,  which  has  been,  until  now,  private.  Since  then 
different  inventors  (?)  have  entered  the  market,  and  it  is  therefore 
deemed  advisable  to  publish  the  formula  for  the  benefit  of  an  honest 
and  honorable  profession." 

The  Review  in  commenting  on  the  above  article  editorially  says : 
' '  Some  months  ago  a  physician  of  this  city  claimed  to  have  discovered 
or  invented  or  introduced  a  new  solution  of  the  bromides  of  gold  and 
arsenic,  published  some  remarkable  cases  as  cured  by  the  administra- 
tion of  the  new  medicine,  and  secured  a  wide  notoriety,  with  the  aid  of 
some  injudicious  friends.

We 
believe  Mr.  Bachmann  to  be  the  originator  of  what  may  be  called  its 
revival,  and  of  course  he  speaks  ex-cathedra.  This  publication  effec- 
tually exposes  the  trade  secret,  which  has  allowed  of  a  monopoly  in 
manufacture,  and  puts  the  preparation  within  the  reach  of  any  skilled 
pharmacist.  The  advertised  solution  is  sold  for  $1  an  ounce.  The  cost 
of  the  ingredients  in  a  gallon  of  it  is  less  than  $5,  leaving  a  profit  of 
more  than  $120  on  every  gallon.  If  it  is  as  therapeutically  valuable  as 
it  is  claimed  (which  we  doubt) ,  Mr  Bachman  has  conferred  a  lasting 
benefit  upon  us.

Some  time  ago  we  received  from  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  of 
Detroit,  U.  S.  A.,  a  sample  of  a  syrupy  compound  containing  the  essential  elements 
of  trifolium  pratense  (red  clover),  stilli)igia  sylvatica  (yaw  root),  lappa  officinalis 
(burdock),  Phytolacca  decandra  (poke  root),  perberis  aquifolium  (mountain  grape), 
cascara  amarga  (Honduras  bark),  xanthoxylum  americanum  (prickly  ash).  All 
these  are  powerful  alteratives,  and  have  been  in  common  use  by  American  physi- 
cians in  cases  of  a  scrofulous  or  syphilitic  nature.  The  proportions  of  each  drug 
contained  in  the  syrup  are  given  with  the  directions,  and  to  increase  its  operative 
action  eight  grains  of  iodide  of  potassium  have  been  added  to  each  ounce.  We  have 
used  it  with  decidedly  satisfactory  results  in  some  cases  of  chronic  skin  diseases 
of  suspected  specific  origin.  Being  very  palatable,  children  take  it  very  readily, 
and  we  have  found  it  exceedingly  useful,  when  combined  with  small  doses  of  per- 
chloride  of  mercury,  in  treating  congenital  syphilis. — Hospital  Gazette. 


According  to  Mr.  Goeldner  benzoic  acid  made  from  the  resin  can  be  distin- 
guished from  that  of  other  sources  by  adding  to  its  alcoholic  solution  resorcin  and 
strong  sulphuric  acid,  when  a  beautiful  red  color  is  produced  in  the  case  of  acid 
from  gum  benzoin.

large.  We  shall  not  attempt  even  to  keep  a  memorandum  of  the  num- 
ber ;  each  college  is  turning  them  out  by  the  score, — raw  material  that, 
beyond  doubt,  will  make  the  future  Sir  Andrew  Clark,  the  S.  W.  Gross, 
the  Austin  Flint,  the  Marion  Sims. 

To  them  all,  those  who  are  properly  imbued  with  the  love  of  science  ; 
who  have  chosen  medicine  not  as  a  money  getter  alone — we  say  aim 
high  !  What  was  possible  to  the  poor  Southern  boy  Sims,  Wyeth,  Nott, 
is  possible  to  you  ; — do  not  put  away  your  books  now  that  you  have 
your  diploma  ;  you  have  only  graduated,  you  have  not  finished ;  you  have 
only  begun.  It  is  truly  your  "  commencement  day."  Drink  deep,  or 
touch  not  the  Pyserian  Spring.  Let  not  alone  the  sun-rise  eyes  of  your 
beloved  inspire  you  ;  determine  to  win  a  place  for  her  where,  in  after 
years,  she  may  not  be  ashamed  of  her  young  doctor.  The  hill  whereon 
fame's  proud  temple  shines  afar  is  hard  to  climb  ;  but  it  has  been  climbed. 
What  others  can  do,  you  can  do;  so  my  dear  boy  {beg  pardon) — my 
dear  young  doctor — aim  high, — and  Amen. — Texas  Medical  Journal. 


MIND     CURE. 


A  specific  outgrowth  of  American  civilization  is  the  mind  cure,  which  rests  essen- 
tially on  the  principle  that  all  diseases  are  more  or  less  the  result  of  imagination. 
It  is  the  most  flagrant  example  of  uncultivated  or  unbalanced  minds  trying  to 
solve  questions  in  pathology  by  the  dogma  of  the  unlimited  power  of  the  mind 
over  the  body.  Many  of  the  "  professors  "  of  the  school  are  paranoiacs,  especially 
the  female  healers.  Mental  science,  as  it  is  pretentiously  called,  is  a  morbid 
phenomenon,  characteristic  of  our  age.  It  is  the  parasitic  growth  011  the  tree  of 
knowledge,  peculiai  to  the  19th  century,  as  witchcraft  and  the  belief  in  the  devil 
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was  to  the  Middle  Ages.  Its  fruitful  field,  like  witchcraft  of  old,  is  hysteria. 
Here  it  finds  its  victims  and  celebrates  its  triumphs.  But  neurasthenics  is  not  the 
proper  field.  While  hysterical  persons  have  undoubtedly  been  healed  (in  the 
sense  that  active  hysteria  was  converted  into  the  dormant  state,)  neurasthenics  are 
not  benefited  and  are  often  even  injured.  However,  since  there  is  such  a  thing  as 
acute  or  transitory  neurasthenics,  I  will  not  deny  that  some  persons  will  get  well 
while  under  "  mental  "  treatment,  as  they  would  under  any  other  hocus-pocus. 
The  reason  why  hysterical  patients  recover  under  faith  treatment  is,  that  hysteria 
is  essentially  a  disease  of  the  mind,  i.  e.,  due  to  self-suggestion.  Hence,  counter- 
suggestion  is  the  principal  and  most  effective  remedy  in  this  disease.  This  is  sup- 
plied by  faith-cure  as  by  other  humbuggery.  The  remarkable  cures,  where  eminent 
doctors  had  failed,  are  all  in  the  realm  of  hysteria. — Dr.  Ludwig,  in  Medical  Fort- 
nightly. 


THE  TREATMENT  AND  CURE  OF  CHANCRE  WITH  PER- 
OXIDE OF  HYDROGEN.

The  subject  of  the  best  treatment  of  the  primary  sore  of  syphilis  has  occupied 
the  minds  of  investigators  of  late  years  to  such  an  extent  that  almost  every  sur- 
geon has  a  different  method,  and  the  general  practitioner  is  somewhat  at  a  loss  to 
know  which  is  the  most  expeditious  means  of  relieving  the  anxiety  of  the  patient 
and  curing  the  lesion.  The  special  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  draw  attention  to  a 
particular  method  of  treatment,  which  not  only  relieves  the  anxiety  of  the  patient 
and  places  him  in  a  delightful  buoyancy  of  mind,  but  cures  the  chancre  in  the  short- 
est possible  time,  without  pain  or  detention  from  business,  and  with  less  scar  and 
less  destruction  of  tissue  than  any  other  method. 

The  chances  of  the  following  cases,  selected  from  a  good  many  recorded,  were  of 
the  large  Hunterian  variety,  embracing  the  worst  forms  of  sloughing  and  phaga- 
dena. 

Case  I. — Mr.  K.,  aged  38  years,  came  to  me,  January  29th,  1891,  with  a  large 
sloughing  single  chancre,  situated  on  the  right  side  and  at  the  base  of  the  glans 
penis,  at  the  junction  of  the  prepuce  and  very  deep ;  incubation  about  30  days  ; 
penis  large  and  soft.  Sprayed  it  with  full  strenth  solution  (15  volumes)  of  per-ox- 
ide  of  hydrogen  medicinal  (Marchand's),  at  60  pounds  pressure,  and  dressed  with 
iodol  powder,  and  continued  the  same  treatment  every  morning  at  7  o'clock. 

February  20th,  sprayed  it  as  above  ;  sore  now  only  skin  deep,  and  continued  till 
February  23d  ;  sore  healed  ;  duration  of  treatment  twenty-five  days. 

Case  II. — Mr.  W.  B.  came  to  me,  September  6,  1892,  with  a  single  sloughing 
chancre  on  left  glans  penis,  and  corresponding  ulceration  on  prepuce  ;  incubation 
about  thirty  days  ;  sprayed  with  per-oxide  of  hydrogen,  full  strenth,  60  pounds 
pressure,  and  dressed  with  iodol ;  continued  same  treatment  every  evening  at  7:30 
o'clock,  for  sixteen  days. 

September  23d,  sore  almost  healed. 

September  25th,  sprayed  for  the  last  time  to-day  ;  duration  of  treatment,  nine- 
teen days. 

Case  III. — Mr.  L,.,  aged  28  years,  came  to  me,  August  23,  1893,  with  a  phaga- 
denic  chancre,  thirty-five  days'  incubation,  situated  immediately  at  meatus  urina- 
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rius.  and  sloughing  its  way  very  rapidly  into  the  urethra  ;  sprayed  it  with  per-ox- 
ide  of  hydrogen,  full  strenth,  60  pounds  pressure,  and  dressed  with  iodol  powder. 
Continued  the  same  treatment  every  evening  at  7:30  o'clock. 

August  30th.  Sore  almost  healed  up,  only  some  granulations  left.  Continued 
the  same  treatment  every  evening  till  September  4th.  Sprayed  it  to-day  for  the 
last  time,  there  only  being  the  surface  of  the  sore  about  the  size  of  a  pin's  head. 
Considered  himself  cured  and  said  he  would  not  come  again.  Duration  of  treat- 
ment, eleven  days. 

The  above  cases,  selected  from  many  recorded  cases,  on  account  of  their  posess- 
ing  the  worst  features  of  the  initial  lession,  serve  as  good  examples  of  the 
treatment  by  the  per-oxide  of  hydrogen  method. 

I  treated  Mr.  K.,  of  Case  I.;  on  two  different  occasions,  for  the  same  disease,  in 
exactly  the  same  manner,  and  the  two  cases  are  about  identical  in  regard  to  length 
of  time  of  treatment  and  as  to  details,  and  he  got  well  in  about  the   same  manner. 

The  case  of  Mr.  L.  presented  the  worst  features  of  phagadena,  which  was  so  viru- 
lent that  I  think  he  would  have  lost  the  greater  part  of  the  glans  penis,  if  he  had  been 
treated  by  the  nitric  acid  or  caustic  method,  and,  as  it  was,  the  ulcer  healed  with 
a  very  small  scar,  scarcely  noticeable. 

The  pressure  of  the  spray  (60  pounds),  which  is  one  of  the  most  important  fac- 
tors in  the  whole  method,  not  only  cleanses  and  produces  thorough  asepsis  of  it, 
killing  the  germs  of  the  disease  at  the  very  bottom  of  the  ulcer,  but  the  oxygen  of 
the  per-oxide  aerates  the  blood  through  the  capillaries,  and  arrests  the  progress  of 
the  disease  at  the  nearest  possible  point,  allowing  the  process  of  repair  to  com- 
mence as  soon  as  possible,  according  to  the  severity  of  the  disease,  with  the  least 
loss  and  destruction  of  tissue  and  consequent  scar.  It  must  be  particularly  under- 
stood that  in  using  this  treatment,  all  instruments,  spray-tubes  and  bottles,  must 
be  made  of  either  glasss  or  hard  rubber,  for  the  reason  that  metals,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  coming  in  contact  with  the  per-oxide,  will  destroy  its  component  parts 
and  render  it  useless,  and  I  have  found  also  a  great  difference  in  the  results  if  the 
per-oxide  is  fresh  or  otherwise.  The  first  effect  of  a  spray  of  per  oxide  upon  the 
ulcer  is  to  deposit  upon  it  a  thick  film  of  albumen  ;  this  should  be  allowed  to 
remain  for  about  half  a  minute  or  less  ;  then  continue  the  spraying  till  a  large 
tubefull  has  been  used  (one  ounce)  ;  as  the  sore  progresses  the  spraying  causes  a 
good  flow  of  rich  arterial  blood  upon  it,  which  merely  shows  returning  healthy 
conditions. 

The  treatment  is  entirely  painless,  and  the  patients  do  not  experience  any  annoy- 
ance or  inconvenience  whatever  while  carrying  the  disease,  and  freely  express 
themselves  as  well  pleased  with  its  effect. 

No  internal  medication  during  this  stage  is  given.  The  iodol  powder  is  used 
only  as  an  antiseptic,  to  protect  the  sore  from  external  influences  until  it  is  sprayed 
again  the  next  day,  keeping  the  sore  in  as  good  condition  as  it  is  left  by  the  spray- 
ing, which  must  be  done  once  every  day  until  the  ulcer  is  healed. 

This  method  of  the  treatment  of  chancre  has  been,  in  my  hands,  the  best  and 
most  successful  of  all  methods  that  I  have  heretofore  adopted.—  Refrinted  from  the 
Journal  of  Cut  a?ieous  aud  Genito-Urinary  Diseases  for  February,  iSgj.

The  Discovery  of  Modern  Anaesthesia.  By  Dr.  Laird  W.  Nevins,  Special- 
ist in  the  administration  of  nitrous  oxide  gas  for  minors;  112  pages,  bound  in 
cloth,  illustrated.     For  sale  by  the  author,  Coopei  Institute,  New  York. 

This  very  interesting  book  is  an  effort  made  to  obtain  a  true  history  of  the  dis- 
covery of  modern  anaesthesia,  and  to  place  the  credit  of  the  discovery  where  it 
belongs. 

The  author  does  not  claim  to  have  discovered  anything  new  bearing  upon  the 
subject,  but  he  does  lay  claim  that  it  is  the  first  and  only  impartial,  unprejudiced 
and  fully  illustrated  publication  in  which  are  given  all  the  circumstances,  dates 
and  facts. 

The  subject  matter  is  treated  of  in  eight  sections.  In  section  one,  under  the 
head  of  "What  is  Anaesthesia,"  is  given  a  definition  of  the  word  as  coined  by  Dr. 
Holmes,  the  names  of  the  four  claimants,  and  an  account  of  the  first  administra- 
tion of  an  anaesthetic. 

Section  two  is  devoted  to  a  short  sketch  of  the  life  of  Dr.  Crawford  W.  Long, 
who  claimed  priority  to  Drs.  Jackson,  Morton  and  Wells,  of  the  use  of  sulphuric 
ether  as  an  anaesthetic,  with  a  description  of  the  operations  he  performed  upon 
patients  while  under  its  influence. 

Section  three  gives  a  biographical  sketch  of  the  life  of  Dr.  Horace  Wells,  a 
description  of  the  first  operation  performed  with  the  patient  under  the  influence 
of  nitrous  oxide  gas,  also  an  account  of  the  operation  by  Dr.  E.  B.  Marcy  upon  a 
sailor  while  under  the  influence  of  sulphuric  ether. 

Section  four  tells  how  the  discovery  of  the  use  of  sulphuric  ether,  as  an 
anaesthetic  was  made  by  Drs.  W.  T.  G.  Morton  and  C.  T.  Jackson,  the  first  and 
subsequent  operations  performed  on  patients  while  under  its  influence  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Boston,  with  the  history  of  how  Morton  got  the 
idea  patented. 

Section  five  gives  an  interesting  sketch  of  the  late  Dr.  Charles  T.  Jackson,  of  his 
association  with,  and  the  suggestions  he  gave  Dr.  Morton  as  to  the  use  of 
sulphuric  ether  as  an  anaesthetic,  and  his  subsequent  attempts  to  lay  claim  to  the 
priority  of  its  discovery.  In  this  chapter  is  given  the  mournful  tale  of  the  last  days 
of  these  noted  men  "who  sacrificed  their  lives  and  money  that  those  still  living, 
and  the  generations  to  come,  might  be  free  from  pain  in  surgical  operations," 
much  of  which  will  be  new  to  many  of  our  readers. 

Section  six  is  devoted  to  the  life  of  Sir  James  Young  Simpson,  with  a  histor)'  of 
his  discovery  of  chloroform  as  an  anaesthetic. 

In  section  seven  is  given  an  account  of  the  life  of  Dr.  G.  Q.  Colton,  and  of 
his  honest  and  persevering  labors  to  place  "  laughing  gas  "  in  its  proper  place  as 
anaesthetic,  and  to  establish  its  popularity  as  an  anaesthetic  in  minor  surgical 
operations. 

Section  eight  is  a  very  interesting  chapter  on  the  opposition  to  the  introduction 
of  modern  anaesthesia  by  the  profession. 

The  book  is  one  that  should  be  read  (and  undoubtedly  will  be)  by  every  physi- 
cian and  dentist.  In  fact,  it  might  be  read  with  interest  and  profit  by  everybody.

The  new  law  in  the  District  of  Columbia  requires  the  druggists  to  sell  whisky  or 
other  liquors  only  on  physicians'  prescriptions.  It  is  said  that  forgeries  for  obtain- 
ing drinks  are  becoming  very  frequent. 


Dr.  Wm.  H.  Parish  has  been  appointed  Medical  Director  of  St.    Agnes  Hospital, 
Philadelphia,  in  place  of  Dr.  Wm.  Keating,  recently  deceased. 


Dr.  H.  M.  Biggs,  the  bacteriologist  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Health  has  been 
led,  as  a  result  of  his  examinations,  to  recommend  that  so-called  membranous 
croup  be  included  in  the  list  of  contagious  disease.  In  the  bacterilogic  examina- 
tion of  2S  3  cases  reported  as  "membranous  croup,"  229— or  about  80  per  cent. — we.e 
proved  to  be  true  diptheria  by  the  existence  of  the  Kleba-Loffler  bacillus.  Of 
the  remaining  57  cases,  40,  or  only  14  per  cent,  of  the  total  number,  were  clearly 
not  true  diphtheria,  and  17,  or  6  per  cent,  were  doubtful. 


At  the  request  of  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from  Louisiana,  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  has  given  New  Orleans  and  the  State  the  right  to  use  the  Government 
military  reservation  at  Fort  Pike  for  a  hospital  for  lepers  and  contagious  disease 
patients. 


Temple  (St.  Louis  CliniqUe)  reports  instances,  one  of  them  including  four 
brothers,  in  which  prolonged  exposure  was  followed  by  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
in  persons  whose  ancestry  showed  no  taint  of  the  disease. 


The  city  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  taxes  each  practising  physician  $10. 


Dr.  Blanchard,  of  Geneva,  recently  reported  results  in  seventeen  cases  of  latent 
tuberculosis  treated  with  creosote.  He  arrives  at  the  following  conclusions:  1. 
Pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  curable  ;  2.  Creosote  is  a  valuable  remedy,  especially 
in  incipient  cases  ;  3.  It  is  important  that  the  diagnosis  should  be  made  early  to 
give  this  treatment  a  fair  chance  ;  4.  The  remedy  is  also  valuable  in  cases  of 
bronchial  catarrh,  following  influenza,  which  are  regarded  by  Dr.  Blanchard  as 
cases  of  incipient  phthisis. — St.  Louis  Medical  Era.

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Uremic   Coma.      Lavage  of  the  stomach  with  pure  water  will  often  rouse  the 
patient  from  the  milder  degrees  of  this  serious   condition. — N.  T.  Medical  Record. 


Barclay  (Medical  and  Surgical  Reporter)  calls  attention  to  the  occurrence  of 
Fracture  of  the  Auditory  Canal,  as  a  result  of  blows  upon  the  lower  jaw ;  and  to  its 
liability  to  be  overlooked  entirely,  or  mistaken  for  a  fracture  of  the  base  of  the 
sknll,  or  a  ruptured  membrani  tympani.  The  injury  is  apt  to  be  followed  by  hem- 
orrhage from  the  external  auditory  meatus  which  may  be  free  and  may  persist  for 
some  days.  The  treatment  employed  is  cleansing,  and  the  insertion  of  a  conical 
cotton  wool  wad  saturated  with  some  appropriate  ointment. 


Bids  have  been  opened  for  the  erection  of  a  new  pathological  building  on  the 
City  Hospital  grounds  of  Boston. 


As  a  result  of  its  investigations  of  the  St.  Joseph  medical  colleges  the  Missouri 
State  Board  of  Health  has  declared  the  Northwestern  Medical  College  to  be  not 
"in  good  standing,"  and  has  refused  to  recognize  the  diplomas  recently  issued  to 
the  graduating  class  of  fourteen.  If  these  young  gentlemen  desire  to  practice  in 
Missouri  they  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  Board.  Never  mind 
boys,  come  east,  you  don't  have  to  know  anything  to  practice  medicine  in  Rhode 
Island. 


Ordinary  tarred  paper,  such  as  is  used  in  building,  makes  a  very  efficient  pro- 
tection in  child-birth,  etc.,  as  an  antiseptic  and  waterproof  under-sheet.  It  is 
slipped  under  the  ordinary  sheet  and  when  its  usefulness  is  over  may  be  rolled  up 
and  burned,  the  tar  aiding  combustion.  It  is  cheap  and  always  obtainable. 
Rolled  into  a  cornucopia,  of  greater  or  lesser  size,  and  secured  by  eyelets,  staples  or 
stitching,  it  is  a  convenient  receptacle  for  dressings  and  refuse  in  surgical  or  med- 
cal  cases.  A  small  one  filled  with  absorbent  cotton  or  plaster  or  antiseptic  sawdust 
may  serve  with  advantage  as  a  spit-cup  in  various  diseases.  These  like  the  sheet, 
can  be  easily  burned. — Medical  Herald. 


The  following  treatment  of  Chancroid  is  advocated  by  Dr.  Aaron  in  the  Ameri- 
can Lancet.  He  first  thoroughly  cleanses  the  sore  from  all  secretion,  with  per-oxide 
of  hydrogen,  which  has  the  property  of  destroying  pus  by  oxidation  and  causes  no 
irritation.     Then  he  applies  with  a  toothpick  and  absorbent  cotton,  a  solution  of 

R:    Iodoform, -     dr.     i. 

Collodion,    - oz.     i. 

Oil  of  Peppermint,  -- m.     x. 

This  produces  a  sharp  burn  for  a  few  minutes,  but  after  it  is  dried  it  forms  a  pro- 
tection, and  its  advantages  are  :  It  prevents  auto-inoculation  ;  the  secretions  are

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MORE  has  been  written  during  the  last  five  years  upon  the  etiology, 
pathology  and  treatment  of  appendicitis  than  upon  any  other 
disease.  Even  the  daity  press  has  taken  up  the  subject  and  ex- 
patiated with  more  or  less  correctness  upon  the  many  phases  of  this  '  'fash- 
ionable disease. ' '  The  operative  treatment  is  without  doubt  the  method 
of  procedure  in  the  majority  of  cases.  In  Bull's1  collection  of  sixty-seven 
cases  treated  without  operation  there  wras  a  mortality  of  47  2-3  per  cent. 
In  Noyes' "collection  of  one  hundred  cases  treated  by  the  Willard  Parker 
operation  there  was  a  mortality  of  fifteen  per  cent.,  while  the  mortality  in 
the  early  operation  or  during  the  three  first  days  of  the  disease  is  only 
five  per  cent.  It  has  been  shown  that  about  34  per  cent,  of  those  who 
die  do  so  within  the  first  five  days.  Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  the  early 
operation  w7ill  save  the  greatest  number  of  lives.  When  the  disease  is  of 
several  days  duration,  and  the  symptoms  and  signs  continue,  the  Willard 
Parker  operation  is  the  operation  of  election.  The  mortality  is  about 
one  per  cent,  in  cases  operated  upon  between  the  attacks  in  recurrent 
appendicitis. 

Case  II?     F.  E.  P.,  male,  baker,  age  twenty-eight.     October  2,    1892, 
had  severe  general  abdominal  pain  and  vomiting.

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October  3.  Pain  present  on  deep  pressure  over  McBurney's  point. 
Occasional  attacks  of  vomiting. 

October  4.  Consultation  with  Dr.  Noyes.  Dullness  on  percussion  in 
right  iliac  region,  focalized  point  of  pain  and  circumscribed  sense  of 
resistance.  General  condition  good.  No  pain  or  hyper-extension  of 
right  thigh.  Vomiting  ceased.  Temperature  and  pulse  slightly  ele- 
vated. 

October  19.  Symptoms  and  physicial  signs  have  not  varied  much 
during  two  weeks.     A  mass  can  still  be  detected  in  the  right  iliac  region. 

October  23.  I  operated,  being  assisted  by  Drs.  Noyes  and  McCusker. 
An  incision  three  inches  long  parallel  with  the  outer  border  of  the  rectus 
muscle  was  made  over  the  most  prominent  point  of  the  mass  in  the  right 
iliac  region. 

When  the  transversalis  fascia  was  reached  an  aspirator  needle  was  in- 
troduced twice  without  entering  the  abscess  cavity ;  a  third  time  by 
causing  the  needle  to  enter  obliquely  and  just  to  the  left  of  the  median 
line  pus  was  found.  An  incision  was  made  with  the  needle  for  a  guide, 
and  five  ounces  (estimated)  of  fetid  pus  evacuated.  Two  silk  sutures 
closed  the  angle  of  the  wound.  Coils  of  intestine  could  be  felt  in  the 
cavity,  but  not  the  appendix.  The  wound  was  irrigated  with  1-2000 
sublimate  solution,  a  double  drainage  tube  inserted,  and  an  antiseptic 
dressing  applied. 

December  19.  Patient  made  an  uneventful  recovery.  Wound  entire- 
ly healed. 

Case  III.     W.  P.  P.,  male,  married,  thirty-  five  years  of  age. 

I  saw  this  case  in  consultation  with  Drs.  P.  H.  Keefe  and  Wheeler,  of 
Worcester,  and  McCusker,  of  Providence,  December  7,  1892. 

This  patient  gave  a  history  of  having  had  an  attack  of  appendicitis 
one  year  previously,  by  which  he  was  confined  to  his  room  ten  days. 
He  has  had  slight  pain  in  the  right  iliac  region  occasionally  since 
then. 

November  30.  During  the  night  he  was  taken  with  slight  general 
abdominal  pains  and  vomiting.  He  had  been  working  during  the  day, 
and  went  to  bed  feeling  as  well  as  usual. 

December  1.     Temp.,  102  ;  pulse,  120.     General  abdominal  pain. 

December  2.     Resting  comfortably.     Temp.,  100  ;  pulse,  no. 

December  5.  Pain,  dullness,  and  rigidity  of  muscle  in  right  iliac 
region.  Pain  most  intense  over  McBurney's  point.  Temp.,  992-5; 
pulse,  100. 

December  7.  Pain  over  McBurney's  point.  Sense  of  resistance  and 
dullness  on  percussion  over  an  area  four  inches  in  diameter,  just  to  the 
left  of  the  right  anterior  superior  spine  of  the  ilium.     No  pain  on   mov- 
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ing  right  thigh,  no  chills  or  sweats,  and  no  fluctuation  could  be  detected. 
Temp.,  98  ;  pulse,  84.     Operation  recommended. 

Assisted  by  Drs.  Keefe,  Wheeler  and  McCusker,  I  made  an  incision 
three  inches  long  over  the  centre  of  the  area  of  dullness,  and  parallel  with 
the  median  line.  The  skin,  fat,  external  oblique,  internal  oblique  and 
transversalis  muscles,  with  the  transversalis  fascia,  were  divided. 

An  aspirator  needle  was  then  introduced  and  pus  withdrawn.  The 
peritonaeum  was  incised,  and  three  ounces  of  fetid  pus  evacuated. 
Appendix  not  found.  The  cavity  was  irrigated  with  1-2000  corrosive 
sublimate  solution,  a  rubber  drainage  tube  introduced,  and  an  antiseptic 
dressing  applied. 

January  12,  1893.     The  wound  entirely  healed. 

August  26,  1893.  The  patient  works  every  day,  has  had  no  hernia  or 
trouble  since  January. 

Case  IV.     J.  H.  S.,  male,  age  nineteen. 

I  saw  this  young  man  December  19,  1892,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  J.  A. 
O' Keefe,  his  attending  physician. 

The  patient  was  in  good  health  until  ten  days  ago,  when  he  was  taken 
with  pain  in  the  '  'pit  of  the  stomach"  while  at  work.  The  pain  con- 
tinued, and  two  days  later  was  localized  in  the  right  iliac  region.  The 
third  day  a  mass  could  be  detected  in  the  same  region. 

The  treatment  consisted  of  warm  poultices,  anodynes  and  laxatives. 
On  examination  pain  was  present  on  pressure  over  McBurney's  point ; 
an  area  of  dullness  about  three  inches  in  diameter,  with  the  above  point 
as  a  centre  ;  and  a  feeling  of  resistance  over  the  same  area,  Fluctuation 
could  not  be  detected.  Temperature  and  pulse  slightly  elevated.  Oper- 
ation advised. 

December  20,  1892.  Patient  etherized  by  Dr.  O'Neil.  Assisted  by 
Dr.  O' Keefe,  I  operated  by  making  an  incision  three  inches  long,  parallel 
with  the  outer  border  of  the  rectus  muscle  and  over  the  most  prominent 
point  of  the  mass.  The  skin,  abdominal  muscles  and  peritonaeum  were 
divided,  and  five  ounces  of  pus  (estimated)  removed  from  a  cavity  which 
presented. 

The  intestines  forming  the  inner  wall  of  the  abscess  cavity  could  read- 
ily be  felt ;  but  a  careful  search  failed  to  reveal  the  appendix. 

The  cavity  was  irrigated  with  a  one  to  2000  corrosive  sublimate  solu- 
tion ;  a  rubber  drainage  tube  introduced  ;  two  silk  sutures  to  close  the 
angles  of  the  wound,  and  an  iodoform  and  corrosive  sublimate  gauze 
dressing  applied.  The  wound  was  irrigated  daily  for  a  time,  and 
dressed  as  before  mentioned. 

The  patient  made  an  uninterrupted  recovery. 

September  6,  1893.     Patient  has  had  no  recurrence  of  the  disease. 

Case  V.     A.  F.,  female,  domestic,  eighteen  years  of  age. 
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March  3,  1893.  Patient  was  seized  with  severe  pain  localized  in  the 
iliac  region.  In  a  few  hours  she  vomited  a  greenish  fluid.  A  few  hours 
afterwards  she  had  a  chill.  She  was  confined  to  her  bed  until  March 
1 1  th.  She  then  rode  in  the  steam  and  horse  cars  about  six  miles  to  her 
home,  where  she  again  went  to  bed  suffering  severe  pain  in  the  right 
iliac  region. 

March  14.     She  was  admitted  to  the  St  Joseph's  Hospital. 

Examination  shows  greatest  point  of  pain  over  McBurney's  point ; 
circumscribed  area  of  dullness,  two  inches  in  diameter ;  sense  of  resist- 
ance on  palpitation  over  same  area. 

Temp.,  100;  pulse,  112. 

March  15.  Operation.  Present  Drs.  Collins,  Noyes,  Mitchell, 
Cheseboro  and  O'Neil,  Bichloride  of  mercury  poultice  over  abdomen 
during  the  night.  Field  of  operation  rendered  aseptic.  An  incision 
about  three  inches  long  was  made  over  the  tumor  and  parallel  with  the 
median  line  down  to  the  peritonaeum.  Fluctuation  could  be  detected  at 
the  bottom  of  the  wound,  and  the  finger  was  passed  through  into  an 
abscess  cavity.  About  two  ounces  of  fetid  pus  was  removed,  and  the 
abscess  cavity  irrigated  with  boiled  water.  A  glass  drainage  tube  was 
also  passed  into  the  primary  wound.  Irrigation  again  with  boiled 
water  and  two  sutures  of  silk  worm  gut  at  angles  of  primary  incision. 
Iodoform.     Patient  rallied  well  from  the  operation. 

A  warm  milk  diet. 

March  16.  Patient  restless  during  night,  and  slight  pain  during  the 
day. 

March  17.  Dressing  removed.  Wound  irrigated  with  1-2000  corro- 
sive sublimate  solution.  Antiseptic  dressing  applied.  Temp.:  a.  m., 
99  ;   p.  M.,  99.6.      Pulse  :   A.  m.,  88  ;   p.  m.,  96. 

March  19.     Dressed.     No  pain. 

March  22.  Dressed.  Rubber  drainage  tube  removed.  Glass  tube 
allowed  to  remain.     Temp,  and  pulse  normal. 

March  25.  Dressed.  Slight  amount  of  fluid  faeces  escaped  through 
the  wound. 

March  31.  Dressed.  Drainage  tube  removed.  Counter  opening 
entirely  healed. 

April  3.     Dressed.     Enemas  for  constipation. 

April  18.     Wound  entirely  healed. 

May  4.     Patient  allowed  to  sit  up. 

May  10.     Discharged  cured. 

Case  VI.  H.  F.  R.,  male.  This  man  I  first  saw  at  noon,  June  27, 
1893,  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Mahoney.  He  had  been  at  work  the 
previous  day  but  had  to  leave  his  work  in  the  afternoon  on  account  of 
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pain  in  the  abdomen,  most  severe  in  the  right  iliac  region.  He  had  more 
or  less  abdominal  pain  for  the  last  week.  Temp.,  100;  pulse,  96. 
Sweats.  Pain  on  pressure  over  McBurney's  point,  dullness  on  percus- 
sion over  an  area  three  inches  in  diameter  in  the  right  iliac  region,  cir- 
cumscribed sense  of  resistance.  Could  not  feel  a  distinct  tumor  or 
fluctuation.     Operation  advised. 

5  p.  m.     Dr.  Mitchell  concurred  in  diagnosis  and  advised  operation. 

Assisted  by  Drs.  Mahoney  and  Mitchell,  I  made  a  four  inch  incision 
parallel  with  the  median  line,  over  the  area  of  resistance  and  through 
the  abdominal  wall.  When  the  peritonaeum  was  reached,  by  the  aid  of 
an  aspirator,  some  pus  was  withdrawn,  and  with  the  needle  as  a  guide, 
the  abscess  cavity  was  opened.  The  cavity  was  only  about  one  inch  in 
diameter  and  contained  about  two  drachms  of  pus.  The  appendix  was 
not  found.     Intestines  formed  the  inner  wall  of  the  abscess. 

A  rubber  drainage  tube  was  introduced  to  the  bottom  of  the  wound 
and  two  silk  worm  gut  sutures  partially  closed  the  incision.  Irrigation 
with  1  to  2000  corrosive  sublimate  .solution  and  an  antiseptic  dressing 
applied. 

Recovery  uneventful. 

August  28,  1893.  Scar  firm,  no  evidence  of  hernia.  Patient  walks 
about  and  is  in  good  condition. 

Case  VII.  M.  O'G.,  male.  Aged  thirty  years,  occupation,  weaver. 
First  case  operated  upon  in  Rhode  Island  between  attacks.  Admitted  to 
St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  May  7,  1893. 

Family  history  good,  no  evidence  of  transmitted  disease,  good  moral 
habits.  He  has  since  infancy  been  delicate,  although  he  has  had  no 
serious  illness  until  last  August,  when  he  was  taken  with  pain  while  at 
work  ;  pains  at  first  general  abdominal,  later  becoming  localized  in  the 
right  iliac  region.  He  has  had  attacks  since  on  an  average,  every  two 
weeks.  Some  attacks  lasted  ten  days  while  others  but  one  or  two  days. 
He  was  obliged  to  remain  from  work  so  often,  that  he  finally  had  to  give 
up  his  position  in  the  factory. 

He  had  a  cyanoped  and  anxious  expression  of  countenance,  weak 
pulse,  and  poor  general  appearance.  There  was  pain  on  deep  pressure 
over  McBurney's  point. 

May  9,  1893.  Patient's  abdomen  made  aseptic  the  previous  night  and 
bowels  evacuated.     Ether  breakfast. 

Operation.  Present  Drs.  Collins,  Day,  Mitchell,  Noyes,  Black,  Ma- 
honey, Barry  and  O'Neil,  Abdomen  scrubbed  again  with  soap  and 
water,  ether  and  corrosive  sublimate  solution.  Sterilized  towels  about 
the  field  of  operation,  instruments  sterilized  by  steam. 

An  incision  three  inches  long  was  made  a  little  to  the  right  of  and 
parallel  to  the  border  of  the  rectus  muscle  through  the  abdominal  wall, 
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After  considerable  search  the  appendix  was  found  very  much  enlarged 
and  bound  down  by  firm  adhesions  to  the  inner  and  posterior  aspect  of 
the  caecum.  Following  the  longitudinal  muscular  fibres  of  the  caecum 
materially  aided  in  finding  the  base  of  the  appendix. 

The  adhesions  were  so  firm  that  I  removed  three-quarters  of  an  inch 
of  the  appendix  thinking  that  was  all  there  was  left  of  it,  but  with  the 
finger  I  was  unable  to  break  up  the  adhesions  between  the  appendix 
and  the  caecum,  disclosing  one  and  One-half  inches  of  appendix  still 
remaining.  A  strong  catgut  ligature  was  tied  around  the  base  of  the 
appendix  and  allowed  to  remain,  the  appendix  was  severed  with 
scissors  and  a  Pgauelin  cautery  used  to  sear  the  end  of  the  stump. 

While  searching  for  the  appendix  there  were  several  mesenteric 
glands  observed,  having  the  appearance  of  tubercular  infiltration.  All 
of  the  coats  of  the  appendix  were  thickened. 

The  abdominal  cavity  was  flushed  with  boiled  water  and  sponged 
dry.  A  catgut  continuous  suture  was  used  to  approximate  the  perito- 
naeum, and  four  silver  wire  sutures  through  the  entire  abdominal  wall. 
Skin  sutures  of  silkworm  gut  completed  the  operation.  An  iodoform 
dressing  was  applied.  Patient  made  a  good  recovery  from  the  opera- 
tion. Patient  rested  well  during  the  night.  Treatment  consisted  of 
giving  a  drachm  of  hot  water  every  fifteen  minutes. 

May  10.  Temp.  101,  pulse  103,  A.  m.  Evening,  102  1-2,  pulse  194. 
No  nausea.  Patient  of  a  nervous  temperament,  discontented  and  worried 
a  great  deal.     He  had  a  cough  with  slight  expectoration. 

May  n.  Temp.,  A.  m.,  ioi  ;  p.  m.,  102.  Peptonized  milk,  one 
drachm  every  fifteen  minutes.     Pulse  strong. 

May  13.     Patient  slept  but  little,  exceedingly  nervous  and  fretful. 

May  15.  Bowels  evacuated  by  rectal  injection  of  a  few  drachms  of 
warm  glycerine. 

May  17.  Temperature  normal  at  noon.  Coughs  a  great  deal  and 
expectorates  considerable  thick  mucus. 

May  18.  Dressings  removed  for  first  time  since  the  operation.  Union 
perfect.  No  tympanites  or  pain  on  pressure,  as  before  operation.  The 
four  silver  wire  sutures  were  removed.  Another  aseptic  dressing  ap- 
plied.    Diarrhoea  in  afternoon,  controlled  by  bismuth  and  opium. 

May  23.  Silkworm  gut  sutures  removed,  firm  union  present.  Flexible 
collodion  painted  over  wound  and  an  abdominal  binder  applied.  Forci- 
ble pressure  in  the  right  iliac  region  now  gives  no  pain,  and  all  symp- 
toms which  he  complained  of  before  the  operation  had  disappeared. 

May  25.     Temp.,  p.  M.;  103.     Delirious  at  night.    General  weakness. 

May  28.  Examination  of  chest  shows  dullness  at  both  apices  and 
increase  of  vocal  fremitus.  Sputum  examined  and  found  to  contain 
tubercle  bacilli. 
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May  31.  Diarrhoea.  Temp.  103  1-2,  pulse  130.  Patient  takes  con- 
siderable nourishment. 

June  5.  Still  weak.  Cough  and  expectoration.  Appetite  improv- 
ing. 

June  6.     Discharged  at  his  own  request. 

Sept.  6.  Patient  has  improved  a  great  deal,  is  able  to  go  about  out- 
of-doors  ;  but  still  has  a  cough  and  expectorates  thin  yellowish  mucus. 
Has  had  no  trouble  since  the  operation,  in  the  right  iliac  region. 

Case   VIII.     E.  M.,  male,  aged  seven  and  a  half  years. 

This  boy  I  saw  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Payan  on  the  ninth  day  of 
last  August.  He  gave  a  history  of  having  injured  his  right  side  while 
playing  with  another  boy  some  weeks  previously.  Dr.  Payan  saw  him 
for  the  first  time  August  2d,  when  his  temperature  was  103,  pulse  120. 
Pain  referred  to  right  knee, 

August  3.     Pain  in  right  lumbar  region. 

August  8.  Temperature  and  pulse  elevated.  Slight  nausea  last  few 
days,  no  vomiting  at  any  time.  Bowels  regular.  Chills  and  sweats  for 
last  few  days.  Dullness  over  right  lumbar  region  and  sense  of  resis- 
tance. Dr.  Payan  introduced  a  needle  but  did  not  detect  pus.  Poultices 
locally  and  anodynes. 

August  9,  1893,  10  a.  m.  Boy  restless  and  hypersensitive.  Temp. 
100,  pulse  no  ;  anxious  expression  ;  right  thigh  flexed.  On  inspection 
of  abdomen  a  fullness  was  seen  in  right  loin.  Sense  of  resistance, 
pain  and  dullness  on  percussion,  over  this,  prominence.  Pressure  over 
McBurney's  point  produced  pain,  which  was  referred  to  right  loin. 
Operation  advised. 

August  8,  1893.     4.30  p.  m.     Operation. 

Dr.  Payan  etherized  the  patient,  and  made  an  incision  one  inch  above 
and  parallel  with  the  crest  of  ilium,  two  inches  long  and  cutting 
through  the  skin,  muscles,  fascia  and  peritonaeum,  into  an  abscess 
cavity,  which  extended  from  the  region  of  the  right  kidney  to  the  iliac 
fossa.  Intestines  formed  the  inner  wall  of  the  abscess  cavity.  The 
appendix  was  not  found.  About  six  ounces  of  very  fetid  pus  escaped. 
A  second  opening  was  made  in  the  right  iliac  region  by  cutting  down 
upon  a  finger  introduced  into  the  abscess  cavity  through  the  original 
wound,  and  a  rubber  drainage  tube  passed  through  both  openings. 

The  cavity  was  syringed  out  with  a  1-2000  solution  of  corrosive  sub- 
limate and  an  antiseptic  dressing  applied. 

The  patient's  recovery  has  been  uneventful ;  the  wounds  are  entirely 
healed. 

September  6,  1893.     Boy  attends  school.     No  trouble  from  wounds. 

Case  IX.  W.  S.,  male,  grocer,  aged  forty-two  years.  Admitted  to 
St.  Joseph's  Hospital  August  13,  1893. 
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Father  died  of  phthisis.  He,  however,  was  the  only  one  of  his 
family  to  have  the  disease.     Mother's  family  noted  for  longevity. 

Until  two  years  patient  was  an  exceptionally  healthy  man,  weighing 
two  hundred  pounds.  He  has  gradually  failed  until  at  the  present 
time  his  weight  is  only  one  hundred  and  thirty  pounds. 

Last  year  patient  had  a  severe  intestinal  hemorrhage,  cause,  diag- 
nosed by  his  attending  physician  a  duodenal  ulcer. 

He  then  gained  in  health  and  strength  until  two  weeks  ago,  when  he 
was  seized  with  severe  pain  in  right  iliac  region  ;  four  days  later  he 
could  feel  a  swelling  in  same  location. 

Pain  on  walking  or  stooping  or  pressing  over  the  swelling. 

A  surgeon  was  called  who  accompanied  the  patient  to  Boston,  where 
an  eminent  physician  of  that  city  was  consulted.  A  second  consulta- 
tion of  surgeons  from  Providence  and  Boston  was  held  at  the  patient's 
home  on  August  nth,  and  an  unfavorable  prognosis  given  the  patient's 
family.     No  operation  advised. 

August  14.  I  saw  patient  for  the  first  time.  Temp.  100.  Pulse 
weak  ;  sweats  ;  anxious  countenance.  Inspection  showed  slight  promi- 
nence in  right  iliac  region.  * 

Circumscribed  area  of  dullness,  with  sense  of  resistance,  about  five 
inches  in  diameter,  just  below  and  to  the  right  of  the  umbilicus.  No 
fluctuation  could  be  detected.  Diagnosis,  appendicitis  with  circum- 
scribed intra-peritoneal  abscess.     Operation  advised. 

August  15.  Operation.  Present  Drs.  Collins,  McCusker,  O'Neil 
and  Barry.     Patient  etherized. 

Field  of  operation  rendered  aseptic.  An  incision  three  inches  in 
length  was  made  over  the  most  prominent  portion  of  the  tumor,  and 
parallel  with  the  median  line  through  the  abdominal  wall  and  into  an 
abscess  cavity  walled  off  by  firm  adhesion   to   the  parietal  peritonaeum. 

About  six  ounces  of  greenish  pus  was  evacuated.  The  abscess  cavity 
was  irrigated  with  a  1  to  to, 000  corrosive  sublimate  solution;  two  silk- 
worm gut  sutures  introduced  to  close  the  angles  of  the  wound  ;  a  rubber 
drainage  tube  passed  into  the  abscess  cavity,  and  an  iodoform  dressing 
applied. 

Patient  rallied  well  from  the  operation,  Warm  peptonized  milk  and 
whiskey  given  in  small  doses. 

At  nightpatient  complained  of  abdominal  pain,  unrelieved  by  morphia  ; 
an  enema  of  soap  suds  and  turpentine  produced  a  discharge  of  fecal 
matter  and  a  large  quantity  of  gas  with  great  relief. 

August  16.     More  abdominal  pain,  relieved  by  enema. 

Wound  dressed.  Considerable  discharge.  Evening  temp.,  100. 
Pulse,  120. 
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August  17.  Patient's  general  condition  improved.  Drainage  tube 
removed.     Temp,  normal. 

August  19.  Patient  sleeps  and  takes  nourishment  well.  Diet,  milk, 
egg-nogs  and  beef  tea.     Wound  looking  well ;   slight  discharge. 

August  24.     Wound  dressed  every  second  day.     Sutures  removed. 

August  27.  Edges  of  wound  brought  in  apposition  with  strips  of 
adhesive  plaster. 

August  29.  Notwithstanding  the  patient  had  strict  orders  not  to 
leave  his  bed,  he  went  out  to  the  closet. 

September  2.  Two  silkworm  gut  sutures  were  introduced  to  bring 
granulating  edges  of  the  wound  in  apposition,  and  an  antiseptic  dressing 
applied. 

September  4.  Wound  nearly  healed.  Area  of  dullness  has  disap- 
peared with  the  exception  of  a  slight  amount  of  dullness  in  close 
proximity  to  the  incision.  Patient  eats,  sleeps  and  looks  well — says  he 
feels  as  well  as  he  ever  did  in  his  life. 

November  1,  1893.     Small  hernia  at  site  of  cicatrix. 

Case  X.     D.  C,  male,  messenger  boy,  aged  fourteen  years. 

Patient  has  been  strong  and  robust  until  the  present  illness.  He  is 
an  exceptionally  well  developed  boy. 

On  August  13,  1893,  after  playing  base  ball,  he  was  seized  with  pain 
in  the  right  side  of  the  abdomen. 

On  the  following  day  the  pain  increased  and  he  was  obliged  to  take  to 
his  bed.  The  family  physician  was  called,  diagnosed  the  disease  as 
appendicitis,  and  ordered  anodynes  and  ice  applied  locally.  He  obtained 
considerable  relief,  and  the  case  looked  like  one  that  would  terminate 
by  resolution. 

I  saw  the  patient  for  the  first  time  August  21st.  His  temperature  was 
100;  pulse,  130;  abdomen  distended,  and  tympanitic  on  percussion, 
except  just  above  the  crest  of  the  right  ilium,  where  there  was  an  area 
of  dullness  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  tenderness  on  pressure.  Much 
pressure  over  McBurney's  point  produced  pain  in  area  of  dullness.  The 
boy's  general  appearance  was  poor,  and  his  anxious  expression  denoted 
serious  trouble. 

August  22.  Boy  admitted  to  St.  Joseph's  Hospital.  No  marked 
change  in  symptoms. 

August  23.  Tympanites  has  disappeared.  Temp.,  100;  pulse  98; 
area  of  dullness  and  pain  on  pressure  above  crest  of  right  ilium.  No 
sense  of  resistance,  fluctuation  or  mass  could  be  detected  on  palpation. 
Assisted  by  Drs.  Day,  O'Neil  and  Barry,  I  operated  by  making  an 
incision  three  inches  long  in  the  right  lumbar  region,  commencing  just 
above  highest  point  of  the  crest  of  the  right  ilium,  and  continuing 
toward  the  ribs,  the  incision  being  parallel  with  the  median  line. 
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The  several  layers  of  the  abdominal  wall,  namely,  integument,  super- 
ficial and  deep  fascia,  subserous  areolar  tissue  and  peritonaeum,  were  all 
readily  recognized  and  divided  with  the  knife.  There  was  no  cedemat- 
ous  condition  of  these  tissues,  such  as  is  commonly  found  in  this  disease. 
Owing  to  the  thickness  of  the  abdominal  wall,  fluctuation  could  not  be 
detected,  even  when  the  peritonaeum  was  reached.  About  five  ounces  of 
greenish  and  fetid  pus  was  evacuated.  Coils  of  intestines  could  readily 
be  felt  forming  the  inner  wall  of  the  abscess  cavity.  Appendix  not 
found. 

The  cavity  extended  from  the  lower  border  of  the  right  kidney  to  the 
caecum. 

The  abscess  cavity  was  irrigated  with  boiled  water,  a  rubber  drainage 
tube  inserted,  and  an  iodoform  dressing  applied. 

August  24.  Patient  slept  well  last  night.  Warm  peptonized  milk  in 
small  doses.     Wound  dressed.     Considerable  discharge  in  dressings. 

August  25.  Dressed.  Tube  cleansed  and  reinserted.  Enema  pro- 
duced copious  evacuation  of  the  bowels. 

August  27.     Diet,  milk  and  gruel. 

Wound  dressed  every  day.  Discharge  is  increasing  and  cavity  be- 
coming smaller. 

August  31.     Tube  removed;  wound  looks  well. 

September  6.  Patient  eats  and  sleeps  well.  General  appearance 
good.     Wound  gradually  closing. 

November  1.     Wound  healed.     Patient  in  good  health. 

Case  XI.  A.  C,  male,  twenty  years  of  age,  single;  occupation,  car- 
penter.    Admitted  to  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Sept.  9,  1893. 

Good  family  history. 

Three  years  ago  patient  had  an  attack  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting, 
with  severe  abdominal  pain,  most  intense  in  the  right  iliac  region.  He 
recovered  in  a  few  days  and  has  had  two  attacks  since,  the  last  occurring 
last  summer.  His  temperature  then  ranged  from  100  to  102  ;  pain 
severe,  localized  in  right  iliac  region  ;  vomiting  and  constipation  were 
other  accompanying  symptoms.  His  temperature  on  admission  to  the 
hospital  was  99,  and  he  complained  of  pain  upon  firm  pressure  over 
MeBurney's  point.  No  mass  or  sense  of  resistance  could  be  felt.  Re- 
moval of  appendix  advised. 

September  13,  1893.     Operation  under  ether. 

Asepsis  aimed  at  in  preparations. 

An  incision  three  inches  in  length  was  made ;  parallel  with  the 
median  line,  the  centre  of  the  incision  being  over  MeBurney's  point. 

The  abdominal  cavity  was  opened  and  the  appendix  was  found  bound 
down  by  slight  adhesions  behind  and  to  the  left  of   the  caecum.      It  was 
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three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick  and  two  and  a  half  inches  in  length  ; 
coats  thickened.  The  appendix  was  excised  about  three-sixteenths  of 
an  inch  from  the  caecum ;  the  mucous  and  muscular  layers  of  the  stump 
were  drawn  outwards,  and  a  ligature  of  fine  sterilized  silk  placed  about 
them.  The  peritoneal  coat  of  the  appendix  was  now  drawn  over  the 
ligature,  mucous  and  muscular  coats  and  united  by  three  fine  silk  L,em- 
bert  sutures.  Four  silver  wire  sutures  through  the  abdominal  walls  and 
several  silkworm  gut  sutures  through  the  skin  and  superficial  muscles 
closed  the  abdominal  wound.     No  drainage. 

An  aseptic  dressing  applied.  Patient  had  a  comfortable  night. 
Scarcely  any  pain. 

He  took  only  drachm  doses  of  hot  water  every  fifteen  minutes  during 
the  first  twenty-four  hours. 

September  14.  Drachm  doses  of  peptonized  milk  alternated  with  hot 
water.     No  nausea  at  any  time. 

September  18.  Bowels  moved  for  the  first  time  since  the  operation  by 
an  enema. 

September  22.     Silver  wire  sutures  removed.     Primary  union. 

September  26.  Silkworm  gut  sutures  removed.  Discharged  from 
the  hospital  cured. 

December  20.     Patient  in  good  health. 

Case  XII.  K.  R.,  male,  single,  age  twenty-seven  years,  horse  car 
driver.     Admitted  to  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Oct.  16,  1893.     ' 

Patient's  family  history  good.  Until  one  year  ago  he  was  in  good 
health,  then  he  was  seized  with  severe  abdominal  pain,  more  intense  in 
the  right  side,  accompanied  by  fever.  In  a  few  days  he  was  better  but 
occasionally  had  pain  in  the  right  iliac  region,  but  not  severe  enough  to 
prevent  him  from  attending  to  his  work.  Last  March  he  had  an  attack 
similar  to  the  first  seizure.  Ten  days  ago  he  had  more  severe  pain  than 
in  previous  attacks,  with  pain  localized  in  the  right  iliac  region. 
Vomiting  and  rise  of  temperature.  He  was  treated  by  ice  locally  and 
opium  internally  until  these  symptoms  subsided,  so  that  he  was  able  to 
walk  about  for  the  past  few  days.  He  had  pain  on  complete  extension 
of  thigh,  and  greatest  tenderness  on, pressure  just  below,  and  on  the 
right  oi  McBurney's  point.  There  is  a  small  area  of  dullness  and  a 
sense  of  resistance  over  the  same  region. 

Oct.  17,  1893.  Operation  under  ether  with  strict  asepsis.  An  incis- 
ion three  inches  long,  parallel  with  the  median  line,  was  made  over  the 
area  of  dullness.  The  various  abdominal  layers  were  incised  until  the 
peritonaeum  was  reached,  when  it  was  found  that  the  caecum  was  ad- 
herent to  the  abdominal  wall,  below  the  site  of  the  incision. 

The  wound  was  enlarged  upwards  until  the  abdominal  cavity  could 
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be  opened  above  the  point  of   adhesion   of   caecum   to   the   abdominal 
parieties. 

By  careful  manipulation,  the  adhesions  which  were  on  all  sides  of  the 
caecum  were  severed  by  the  fingers,  and  the  appendix  was  found  by  fol- 
lowing the  longitudinal  fibres  of  the  caecum. 

It  was  bound  to  the  caecum  throughout  its  entire  length  ;  its  coats  were 
thickened,  and  near  the  junction  of  the  appendix  and  caecum  its  cavity 
was  obliterated  and  its  walls  gangrenous.  A  silk  ligature  was  passed 
around  the  stump  of  the  appendix  and  tied. 

Owing  to  the  inflammatory  process  which  had  occurred,  the  peritoneal 
coat  of  the  appendix  could  not  be  united  over  the  remaining  stump  ; 
neither  could  a  fold  of  the  adjacent  peritonaeum  covering  the  caecum  be 
employed  to  cover  the  stump  of  the  appendix,  as  the  coating  of  lymph 
so  thickened  the  peritonaeum  that  it  was  not  readily  pliable. 

The  abdominal  wound  was  closed  with  thirteen  silkworm  gut  sutures 
and  an  aseptic  dressing  applied.  A  drachm  of  hot  water  was  given 
every  fifteen  minutes  during  the  first  twenty-four  hours. 

October  18.  Pain  relieved  by  morph.  sulph.,  gr.  1-8,  hypodermati- 
cally  given.  No  nausea.  One  drachm  of  peptonized  milk  every  half- 
hour.     Patient  feeling  well. 

October  24.  Bowels  moved  by  enema.  Temperature  normal,  sleeps 
well,  takes  plenty  of  milk. 

October  27.     Seven  of  the  sutures  removed.' 

October  30.  Six  other  sutures  removed.  Highest  temperature  .since 
operation,  99  1-2,  which  was  on  the  third  day.  Wound  has  healed  by 
primary  union. 

December  15,  1893.     Patient  in  good  health. 

None  of  the  cases  reported  have  had  a  recurrence  of  the  disease.  Two 
cases  developed  small  herniae  at  the  site  of  the  cicatrix. 

My  observations  lead  me  to  say  that  while  some  of  the  cases  require 
a  very  simple  operation,  others  call  into  action  all  the  skill  and  ingenu- 
ity of  an  expert.  I  am  convinced  that  the  use  of  the  aspirator  may  be 
very  harmful,  and  should  never  be  used. 

Operation  within  the  first  forty-eight  hours,  by  a  skillful  surgeon,  with 
proper  appliances  and  surroundings,  will  save  the  greatest  number  of 
lives. 

Miss  Penelope  Budleigh-Blake  (with  much  pride) — Did  you  say  "old  family?" 
Well;  I  should  say  so!  Why,  do  you  know,  we  can  trace  our  ancestry  back  al- 
most 300  years,  to  the  time  when  Coverly  was  hanged  for  witchcraft.

COMMON   FORMS  OF  DYSPEPSIA    IN   WOMAN.

LECTURE   I. 

AFTER  some  preliminary  observations,  in  the  course  of  which  he 
said  that  he  would  devote  his  attention  to  the  consideration  of  the 
nature  and  treatment  of  the  disorder  present  in  the  well-known  type 
of  dyspeptic  women  which  constituted  two-thirds  of  the  adult  female 
patients  in  our  hospital  out-patient  medical  departments,  and  must  form 
a  considerable  part  of  the  daily  work  of  every  general  practitioner,  Dr. 
Saundby  continued  as  follows  : 

A  very  great  step  has  been  made  towards  the  clear  understanding  of 
stomach  disorders  in  the  method  introduced  by  Kussmaul  of  examining 
the  contents  of  the  stomach  during  digestion,  or  a  given  time  after  the 
ingestion  of  food,  by  the  means  of  the  stomach  tube.  By  this  and  other 
means  recently  discovered,  we  can  investigate  the  size  of  the  stomach, 
the  condition  of  its  muscular  wall,  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  gastric 
juice,  and  the  presence  in  the  stomach  of  abnormal  substances  which 
may  injure  its  glandular  mucous  membrane,  impair  its  function,  and 
give  rise  to  pain,  flatulence,  and  other  troubles. 

If  we  wish  to  estimate  the  functional  capabilities  of  an  organ,  we  try 
to  measure  the  work  it  does;  and  if  it  is  a  secreting  gland,  we  obtain 
some  of  the  secretion,  and  submit  it  to  various  chemical  and  other  tests 
in  order  to  determine  its  quantitative  and  qualitative  characters.  There 
is  no  better  example  of  this  method  than  the  kidney,  which  has  been 
the  subject  of  close  study  for  the  last  sixty  years,  so  that  we  now  possess 
a  vast  amount  of  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge  of  its  function  and 
secretion,  which  is  put  to  daily  use  by  every  one  of  us.  It  would  not 
seem  unreasonable  to  expect  that  a  similar  line  of  study,  if  directed  to 
the  stomach,  its  functions  and  secretions,  would  lead  to  equally  definite 
and  perhaps  equally  valuable  results;  and  the  only  reasons  that  I  know 
which  have  hindered  this  investigation  have  been  the  inherent  conserva- 
tism of  our  professional  methods,  and  an  exaggerated  notion  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  carrying  out  such  investigations. 

The  problems  we  set  ourselves  to  solve  in  a  given  case  where  there  is 
dyspepsia — that  is,  where  the  function  of  digestion  is  slow  and  painful, 
attended  with  the  evolution  of  gases  abnormal  in  quantity  and  quality,

or  by  signs  of  irritation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach — are  : 
Is  the  muscular  wall  active,  and  capable  of  discharging  the  stomach 
contents  in  due  time  ?  Are  pepsin  and  free  hydrochloric  acid  present  in 
sufficient  quantities,  and  does  the  gastric  juice  possess  its  normal  power? 

ATONY    AND    DILATATION. 

The  motor  functions  of  the  stomach  may  be  determined  by  a  series  of 
observations  upon  the  length  of  time  after  a  meal  of  determined  nature 
at  which  a  distinct  residuum  of  food  could  be  extracted  from  the  stomach 
by  means  of  a  tube  or  an  emetic.  But,  although  this  has  been  done,  a 
more  convenient  method  has  been  devised,  wThich  depends  upon  two 
facts:  (i)  That  the  normal  stomach  contents  are  acid,  but  become  alka- 
line after  becoming  mixed  with  bile  in  the  duodenum;  and  (2)  that  salol 
(a  compound  of  phenol  and  salicylic  acid)  breaks  up  in  the  presence  of 
alkalies  into  its  component  parts,  which  are  excreted  in  the  urine,  where 
their  presence  may  be  demonstrated  in  the  usual  manner  by  the  per- 
chloride  of  iron  test.  The  dose  is  fifteen  grains,  given  about  one  hour 
after  food,  by  which  time  the  stomach  contents  have  become  distinctly 
acid.  According  to  the  careful  investigations  of  Kwald,  in  from  forty 
minutes  and  an  hour  and  a  quarter  the  urine  should  give  the  character- 
istic reaction,  while  thirty  hours  later  there  should  be  none.  If  the  reac- 
tion has  not  appeared  in  the  time  first  mentioned,  or  has  not  disappeared 
at  the  end  of  the  time  stated,  we  are  justified  in  inferring  that  the 
muscular  wall  of  the  stomach  is  defective  in  the  performance  of  its  func- 
tion, and  if  there  is  no  evidence  of  pyloric  obstruction,  this  must  be  due 
to  atony  of  the  muscular  wall.  This  condition  of  atony  leads  in  time  to 
more  or  less  dilatation,  which  may  be  demonstrated  in  various  ways.  It 
may  be  possible  to  map  out  the  stomach  by  palpation  and  percussion 
when  distended  by  food  or  fluid,  and  in  the  latter  case  we  may  elicit  a 
distinct  succussion  splash,  but  in  less  marked  cases  this  is  not  easy,  and 
the  thickness  of  the  abdominal  wall  may  interfere  greatly  with  the  pre- 
cision of  our  manipulation.  Some  assistance  may  be  derived  by  distend- 
ing the  stomach  with  a  spray  producer  attached  to  a  stomach  tube 
introduced  into  its  cavity.  This  method  does  not  cause  pain,  and  by  the 
altered  resonance  on  percussion  gives  very  fair  indications.  The  old 
plan  of  distending  the  stomach  by  administering  an  alkali  and  an  acid 
separately  is  not  to  be  recommended,  as  the  carbonic  acid  gas  evolved 
causes  spasmodic  closure  of  the  cardiac  opening,  and  great  pain,  and 
even  fainting,  may  result  from  over-distension. 

GASTRIC    CONTENTS. 

The  examination  of  the  gastric  contents  is  rather  more  complex,  but 
is  based  on  even  simpler  principles.  We  give  the  patient — say  at  8  A.  M. 
— a  breakfast  consisting  of  4  ounces  of  bread   and  a  pint  of  weak  tea 
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without  milk  or  sugar.  Numerous  observations  made  by  Kwald  and 
Boas  have  shown  that  the  first  half  or  three-quarters  of  an  hour  lactic 
acid  preponderates  in  the  contents  of  the  stomach;  then  distinct 
traces  of  hydrochloric  acid  begin  to  be  present,  lactic  acid  disap- 
appears,  and  free  hydrochloric  acid  alone  is  present.  Therefore,  one 
hour  after  the  administration  of  the  test  breakfast  the  stomach  tube,  a 
soft,  long  tube  with  a  large  fenestra,  is  introduced,  and  the  contents  of 
the  stomach  removed,  an  operation  which  is  very  easy,  and  is  facilitated 
by  voluntary  compression  of  the  abdominal  muscles  by  the  patient.  In 
this  way  a  few  ounces  of  gastric  contents  are  obtained,  which  consist  of 
the  remains  of  food  mixed  with  the  secretion  of  the  gastric  mucous 
membrane,  with  saliva,  and  possibly  with  a  little  bile.  This  bile  material 
is  filtered,  and  its  reaction  tested  with  litmus  paper.  If  alkaline  or 
neutral,  it  indicates  a  very  abnormal  state  of  the  gastric  secretion,  such 
as  is  only  met  with  in  a  few  cases  of  advanced  organic  disease.  It  is, 
as  a  rule,  acid,  and  we  have  next  to  determine  the  nature  of  the  acid 
present. 

The  test  for  lactic  gas  is  made  by  adding  to  a  1  per  cent,  solution  of 
carbolic  acid  a  few  drops  of  perchloride  of  iron,  and  diluting  this,  if 
necessary,  with  distilled  water,  until  we  possess  a  solution  of  a  pale 
amethyst  color.  On  adding  a  little  of  the  filtered  stomach  contents,  the 
amethyst  blue  turns  to  a  canary  yellow  if  lactic  acid  be  present.  This 
reaction  is  given  by  lactates  as  well  as  by  lactic  acid,  and  by  other  sub- 
stances, such  as  alcohol ;  but  under  the  conditions  of  our  experiment 
these  fallacies  are  of  no  importance.  If  the  solution  turns  pale  yellow 
with  reddish  or  brown  lustre,  butyric  acid  is  present;  but  this,  too,  is  not 
important  in  the  case  of  our  test  breakfast,  though  the  fact  is  of  value 
in  the  examination  of  vomited  matter,  for  butyric  acid  is  a  product  of 
fermentation  in  the  stomach,  and  is  a  very  powerful  irritant  of  the  gastric 
mucous  membrane. 

Whether  or  not  lactic  acid  is  present,  we  have  to  determine  if  there  be 
any  free  hydrochloric  acid  in  the  gastric  contents — that  is,  whether  the 
secretion  of  hydrochloric  acid  by  the  peptic  glands  of  the  stomach  has 
been  sufficient  to  supply  all  the  chemical  infinities  present  in  the  food, 
and  to  leave  a  surplus,  as  should  be  the  ca.se  in  healthy  digestion.  There 
are  many  reagents  which  have  been  employed  for  this  purpose,  but  I  in- 
variably make  use  of  Giinzburg's  test,  consisting  of  two  parts  of  phlo- 
roglucin,  one  part  of  vanillin,  and  thirty  of  absolute  alcohol.  If  I  dip 
a  splinter  of  wood  in  this  solution,  and  then  touch  it  with  hydrochloric 
acid,  it  turns  red.  If  we  put  a  few  drops  of  the  solution  in  a  capsule 
together  with  a  few  drops  of  filtered  gastric  contents,  and  warm  them 
gently  over  a  lamp   so  that  the  fluid  is  evaporated,  the  appearance  of 
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streaks  and  patches  of  bright  red  indicates  the  presence  of  free  hydro- 
chloric acid,  and  this  test  is  so  delicate  that  it  will  detect  less  than  0.05 
parts  of  hydrochloric  acid  per  mille. 

Our  next  business  is  to  determine  whether  the  gastric  juice  contains  a 
sufficiency  of  pepsin;  and  if  we  have  proved  that  there  is  a  due  supply  of 
hydrochloric  acid,  we  must  conclude  that,  if  pepsin  is  not  absent,  peptone 
should  be  found  in  the  nitrate.  The  test  for  peptone  is  what  is  called 
the  biuret  reaction,  the  rose  red  color  on  adding  peptone  to  Fehling's 
solution;  but  of  late  years  it  has  been  shown  that  the  albumoses,  which 
are  a  transition  stage  between  albumen  and  peptone,  give  this  reaction, 
so  that  we  must  first  get  rid  of  these  by  saturating  the  filtrate  with  am- 
monium sulphate,  allowing  it  to  stand  twenty-four  hours,  filtering  it, 
and  perhaps  saturating  it  again,  warming  it  gently,  and  again  filtering 
before  we  have  a  fluid  in  which  we  can  with  certainty  affirm  the  presence 
of  peptone. 

Not  very  uncommonly  it  happens  that  the  result  of  this  proceeding  in 
cases  of  dyspepsia  is  negative,  yet  we  are  not  thereby  enabled  to  con- 
clude that  pepsin  is  deficient,  unless  albumoses  also  are  absent.  It  be- 
comes necessary  to  carry  our  investigation  a  stage  further  by  employing 
our  filtered  gastric  contents  as  a  digestive  agent  in  an  artificial  digestive 
experiment.  For  this  purpose  we  stamp  out  with  a  cork-borer  a  number 
of  little  discs  of  white  of  egg}  and  place  an  equal  number  of  these — let 
us  say  six — in  four  test  tubes.  To  the  first  of  these  we  add  only  the 
filtered  stomach  contents;  to  the  second,  the  gastric  contents  plus  a  few 
drops  of  0.2  per  cent,  hydrochloric  acid;  to  the  third,  gastric  contents 
and  pepsin;  to  the  fourth,  no  gastric  contents,  but  hydrochloric  acid  and 
pepsin.  These  are  all  placed  in  an  oven  and  kept  at  the  temperature  of 
the  stomach — 100  F. — for  three  or  four  hours.  At  the  end  of  that  time 
they  are  examined  separately  for  peptone.  If  the  first  shows  peptone, 
the  gastric  juice  was  active  but  a  little  weak;  if  the  second  only  or  better 
than  the  first,  that  the  hydrochloric  acid  was  insufficient;  if  the  third 
only  or  distinctly  better,  that  pepsin  was  deficient;  while  the  fourth  is 
the  control  tube,  by  which  we  are  enabled  to  assure  ourselves  that  the 
hydrochloric  and  pepsin  used,  and  the  other  conditions  of  the  experi- 
ments, were  good  and  efficient. 

We  have  met  with  a  good  many  cases  of  anachlorhydria  or  deficient 
secretion  of  hydrochloric  acid,  but  only  one  in  which  pepsin  was  absent. 
Hydrochloric  acid  was,  as  a  rule,  absent  incases  of  chronic  gastritis  and 
dilatation,  but  in  only  one  where  there  was  no  evidence  of  such  organic 
disease.  It  is  known  that  the  secretion  of  this  acid  may  fail  from  nervous 
causes,  and  even  without  giving  ri.se  to  dyspeptic  symptoms,  so  long  as 
the  motor  function  of  the  stomach  remains  normal.     The  persistence  of 
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pepsin  in  sufficient  quantity  depends  probably  upon  the  small  amount 
actually  necessary,  and  agrees  with  the  results  obtained  by  Leube  and 
others,  but  is  strikingly  in  opposition  to  popular  pathology;  to  judge  by 
the  large  number  of  people  who  think  themselves  benefited  by  the  use  of 
preparations  of  pepsin. 

This  work  necessarily  takes  up  a  good  deal  of  time,  and  I  do  not  suggest 
that  every  busy  practitioner  can  investigate  his  cases  so  completely.  In 
the  majority  of  instances  it  is  not  necessary  to  do  so;  but  I  hope  before 
long  it  will  be  as  easy  to  get  assistance,  where  needed,  in  such  investi- 
gations as  it  now  is  to  have  microscopical  or  chemical  examinations  made 
of  urine,  sputa,  or  morbid  growths.  All  that  would  be  required  of  the 
practitioner  would  be  to  order  the  test  breakfast,  attend  to  remove  it  at 
the  proper  time,  and  then  seal  up  the  fluid  obtained  in  a  bottle  and  send 
it  for  examination  and  report. 

RESULTS. 

A  great  number  of  experiments  have  demonstrated  that  atony  of  the 
stomach,  involving  delay  in  the  transfer  of  the  gastric  contents  into  the 
intestine,  is  the  most  constant,  the  earliest,  the  most  important  factor  in 
the  production  of  the  common  dyspepsia  of  women.  When  the  muscular 
wall  of  the  stomach  fails  to  act  properly,  it,  in  the  first  place,  does  not 
mix  and  churn  the  food  so  as  to  ensure  all  parts  of  the  mass  coming  into 
proper  contact  with  the  gastric  juice,  so  that  the  reduction  to  chyme  is 
imperfectly  performed. 

It  has  been  observed  in  experiments  upon  artificial  digestion  that  the 
continuous  peptonisation  of  albumen  only  occurs  if  the  peptones  already 
formed  are  removed,  as  they  are  formed,  by  dialysis,  so  that  the  accumu- 
lation of  peptones  in  the  stomach  constitutes  an  obstacle  to  the  further 
digestion  of  albuminous  matter,  and  as  little  or  no  absorption  takes  place 
through  the  wall  of  the  stomach,  any  delay  in  the  discharge  of  gastric 
contents  through  the  pylorus  must  be  attended  by  this.  It  also  gives 
rise  to  more  or  less  stagnation  of  the  blood  and  lymph  currents,  impair- 
ing the  function  of  the  glands,  and  leading  to  insufficient  secretion  of 
hydrochloric  acid,  as  we  have  found  in  many  of  our  in-patients.  The 
defective  movements  of  the  muscular  wall  also  lead  to  incomplete  ad- 
mixture of  the  gastric  juices  with  the  ingesta.  By-and-bye  the  stomach 
becomes  slightly  dilated;  a  residue  of  food  remains  in  the  stomach  until 
the  next  meal  is  taken,  and  this  liquid  organic  matter,  which  contains 
normally  many  micro-organisms  and  is  deficient  in  its  natural  antiseptic, 
hydrochloric  acid,  undergoes  fermentative  decompositions,  giving  rise  to 
the  formation  of  lactic  and  butyric  acid,  which  cause  irritation  of  the 
gastric  mucous  membrane,  discomfort  and  pain,  and  are  attended  by  the 
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evolution  of  gases,  which  cause  flatulence  and  often  smell  of- 
fensive!)'. A  stomach  in  such  a  condition  is  very  prone  to  attacks  of 
subacute  gastritis. 

This  inflammatory  reaction  is  slight  at  first,  but  it  weakens  the  resis- 
tance of  the  membrane,  renders  it  more  prone  to  acute  or  subacute  ex- 
acerbrations,  manifested  by  what  are  called  bilious  attacks,  and,  in 
course  of  time,  determines  atrophy  of  the  glands  of  the  stomach,  with 
consequent  diminution  of  the  gastric  juice,  and  as  it  extends  through 
the  mucous  and  submucous  coats  to  the  muscular  la}^er  further  wreakens 
this,  leads  to  increased  atony,  and  some  degree  of  permanent  dilatation. 
When  this  is  established  the  vicious  circle  is  completed  and  all  the  evils 
I  have  enumerated  are  intensified  and  the  stomach  troubles  become  very 
serious. 

The  initial  evil — atony  of  the  wall  of  the  stomach — arises  from  many 
conditions,  which  are  especially  liable  to  occur  in  women: — from  anaemia, 
from  over- work,  want  of  sleep,  and  anxiety,  which  are  the  lot  of  so 
man)-  women  in  the  course  of  the  duty  of  bringing  up  a  family;  from 
superlactation,  want  of  sufficient  food,  confinement  to  the  house,  and 
irregular  meals;  from  acute  diseases  and  want  of  proper  rest,  good  food, 
and  fresh  air  during  convalescence.  Does  not  the  recital  of  these  causes 
remind  one  too  forcibly  of  the  common  lot  of  most  of  the  women  in  our 
great  towns,  not  only  the  wives  of  artisans  or  of  the  middle  class  of 
clerks,  warehousemen,  and  shop  assistants,  but  of  the  wives  of  many 
who  are  in  fairly  comfortable  circumstances;  but  on  whom  sickness 
makes  demands  which  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  meet  with  all  the  re- 
sources of  wealth  ? 

Simple  atony  of  the  stomach  due  to  debility,  originating  as  has  been 
described,  constitutes  the  essential  and  sole  lesion  in  the  majority  of 
women  suffering  from  so-called  dyspepsia.  The  symptoms  commonly 
met  with  are  pains  between  the  shoulders,  weight  at  the  pit  of  the 
stomach  coming  on  some  time  after  taking  food,  and  sometimes  relieved 
temporarily  by  the  meal.  Flatulence  and  constipation  are  usually  pres- 
ent, but  the  tongue  is  clean,  and  the  secretions  of  the  mouth  are  normal. 
The  diagnosis  may  be  made  by  the  administration  of  a  dose  of  salos,  as 
already  described,  one  hour  after  food,  and  the  examination  of  the 
urine  passed  one  hour  and  a  quarter  after  the  dose  of  salol  (gr.  xv)  has 
been  taken. 

A  bilious  attack  is  subacute  gastric  catarrh,  but  it  is  remarkable  how 
little  the  subjective  symptoms  indicate  the  severe  disturbance  of  the 
stomach  ;  hence,  I  suppose,  the  general  unwillingness  to  recognize  the 
true  nature  of  the  lesion.  This  is  very  well  illustrated  by  one  of  Beau- 
mont's classical  observations  upon  Alexis  St.  Martin. 
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St.  Martin  had  been  drinking  ardent  spirits  pretty  freely  for  eight  or  nine  days. 
Two  days  later  he  had  an  uneasy  sensation  with  tenderness  at  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  some  vertigo,  a  dimness  and  yellowness  of  vision  on  stooping  down  and 
rising  again  ;  he  had  a  thin  yellowish  brown  coat  on  his  tongue,  and  his  counten- 
ance was  rather  sallow,  but  he  felt  otherwise  well,  his  appetite  was  good,  and  he 
slept  as  usual.  Now  mark  the  state  of  his  stomach,  as  described  from  direct  in- 
spection. The  inner  surface  of  the  stomach  showed  extensive  erythematous  livid 
patches,  from  the  surface  of  which  exuded  small  drops  of  grumous  blood,  large 
and  numerous  aphthous  ulcers,  the  whole  covered  with  thick  mucus.  The  gastric 
fluids  when  extracted  were  mixed  with  a  large  proportion  of  thick  ropy  mucus  and 
considerable  muco-purulent  matter,  slightly  tinged  with  blood,  resembling  the  dis- 
charge from  the  bowels  in  some  cases  of  chronic  dysentery  ;  yet  with  a  stomach  in 
this  state  he  would  have  eaten  anything. 

It  is  easy  to  understand  that  once  the  patient  has  arrived  at  this  stage 
it  is  only  a  question  of  time  before  the  gastritis  becomes  chronic  and  the 
dilatation  permanent  and  pronounced. 

Where  the  nervous  trouble  produces  marked  hyperesthesia,  especially 
common  in  anaemic  girls,  the  symptoms  are  plain  immediately  after  food, 
epigastric  in  position,  sharp  in  character,  followed  and  relieved  from 
vomiting  ;  and  these  cases,  as  already  mentioned,  are  very  liable  to  be 
mistaken  for  ulcer  of  the  stomach.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  chemical 
and  motor  functions  of  the  stomach  do  not  necessarily  suffer  even  in 
most  severe  cases  of  chlorotic  anaemia — a  fact  which  we  have  recently 
had  several  opportunities  of  demonstrating. 

Closely  allied  to  anaemic  gastralgia  is  the  condition  which  has  been 
called  anorexia  nervosa,  where  there  is  entire  loss  of  appetite  for  food, 
generally  introduced  by  the  pain  which  has  followed  its  indigestion.  In 
this  state  the  patient  becomes  extremely  wasted,  and  may  die  from  in- 
anition. In  most  cases  they  recover  rapidly  when  put  to  bed  and  prop- 
erly fed ;  but  they  are  apt  to  relapse,  especially  where  there  is  a  hysteri- 
cal element  in  the  case. 

Ulcer  of  the  stomach  is  undoubtedly  a  common  occurrence  in 
anaemic  young  women,  but  it  has  such  a  well-known  pathological  and 
clinical  history  that  I  need  only  to  allude  to  it  here  and  elsewhere  for 
the  purposes  of  contrast  and  comparison.  Undoubtedly  until  haematem- 
esis  has  occurred  it  is  impossible  to  differentiate  ulcer  from  anaemic  gas- 
tralgia, but  this  is  no  disadvantage,  as  both  should  be  treated  precisely 
in  the  same  way.

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AGERS OF   CRAIG  COLONY  FOR  EPILEPTICS. 

SOMETIME   ago   the   writer    published    an    article   in   the  American 
Medical  Surgical  Bulletin  upon  the  various  muscular   atrophies  and 
dystrophies  in  which  he  took  uccasion  to  point  out  that  there  are 
two  forms  of  progressive  atrophy,  that  is,  two  classes  of  progressive  dis- 
ease,  both  particularly  characterized  by   muscular  wasting,   but  each 
having  a  different  pathological  basis. 

In  one,  the  disease  is  of  spinal  origin  and  due  to  the  gradual  dis- 
appearance, one  by  one,  of  the  trophic  ganglion  cells  of  the  anterior 
horns.  In  the  other,  the  disease  is  primarily  muscular,  and  produced 
by  the  gradual  degeneration  and  disappearance  of  the  muscular  fibres. 
To  the  first  category  belongs  the  commonest  form  of  progressive  muscu- 
lar atrophy — the  type  of  Aran-Duchenne.  To  the  second  group  of 
primary  muscular  dystrophies  belong  pseudo-hypertrophic  paralysis, 
Erb's  juvenile  form,  and  the  type  of  Landouzy-Dejerine. 

Aran  and  Duchenne  were  the  first  to  fully  describe  the  spinal  disorder 
(1849- 1 850).  Aran  gave  it  the  name  of  "progressive  muscular 
atrophy."  These  men  did  not,  however,  understand  its  pathology,  and 
it  remained  for  others  to  discover  that  it  is  a  spinal  cord  disease.  There 
are  cases  in  which  the  disorder  of  the  anterior  horns  is  combined  with 
sclerosis  in  the  adjacent  lateral  columns,  and  to  this  the  name  amyo- 
trophic lateral  sclerosis  has  been  given.  Occasionally  the  anterior 
cornual  disea.se  is  associated  with  sclerosis  of  the  posterior  columns,  and 
we  have  the  phenomenon  of  a  combination  of  tabes  and  progressive  mus- 
cular atrophy.  But  as  the  anterior  horn  disease  is  most  often  encoun- 
tered singly,  it  seems  best  to  treat  of  the  Aran-Duchenne  type  aside 
from  amyotrophic  lateral  sclerosis. 

SPINAL    FORM. 

Etiology.  Heredity  plays  little  or  no  part  in  the  spinal  form  of  pro- 
gressive muscular  atrophy,  whereas  it  is  a  common  factor  in  the  primary 
muscular  dystrophies.  Three  times  as  many  males  fall  prey  to  this  dis- 
ease as  females.     It  is  a  disease  of  adult  life    (twenty-five  to  forty-five 
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years),  but  cases  have  been  reported  as  early  as  the  age  of  twelve,  and 
as  late  as  seventy.  Mental  strain,  exposure,  spinal  concussion,  syph- 
ilis, over  use  of  muscles,  lead  poisoning  and  infectious  diseases  have 
been  mentioned  among  causes  by  various  authors. 

Symptomatology.  In  a  typical  case  the  disease  begins  by  wasting 
of  the  thenar  and  hypothenar  muscles  in  one  hand,  especially  the  right. 
It  may  begin  in  both  at  the  same  time,  or  the  shoulder  muscles  may  be 
the  first  to  exhibit  atrophy.     In  nine-tenths  of  the  cases  the  onset  is  in 

the  upper  extremities, 
but  in  the  remaining 
tenth  it  begins  in  a 
lower  limb.  Some  pain 
or  paresthesia  may  pre- 
cede the  wasting  of  the 
muscles.  The  disease 
is  extremely  slow  and 
progressive,  and  is  al- 
ways a  motor  and  trophic 
disorder,  never  accom- 
panied with  anesthesia. 
The  trophic  disturbance 
is  limited  to  the  muscles 
and  never  affects  the 
bones  or  skin.  The 
wasting  spreads  from 
the  parts  first  affected  to 
other  muscles — for  in- 
stance, from  the  ball  of 
the  thumb  to  the  in- 
terossei  and  lumbricales, 
then  to  the  flexors  in 
the  forearm  and  exten- 
sors, and  so  on  up  the 
limb ;  but  frequently  a 
leap  is  made  from  the 
intrinsic  muscles  of  the 
hand  to  the  deltoid  and 
other  shoulder  muscles.  Occasionally  the  upper  arm  and  shoulder 
group  are  the  first  affected,  while  the  forearm  and  hand  escape  for  a 
long  period.  Muscles  of  the  back  are  prone  to  take  part  in  the  wasting 
at  an  early  stage,  and  lordosis  is  not  an  uncommon  deformity  in  this  dis- 
ease.    The  muscles  supporting  the  head  may  become  so   affected  that

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the  head  falls  forward  upon  the  chest,  or  is  carried  far  backward  as  if 
balanced  upon  the  vertebral  column.  Sometimes  only  portions  of  mus- 
cles atrophy,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  anterior  half  of  the  deltoid,  and 
the  lower  part  of  the  trapezius.  There  is  generally  a  peculiar  escape  of 
the  upper  bundles  of  the  trapezius,  so  striking  that  Duchenne  designated 
them  as  ulUmum  moriens.  As  the  disorder  progresses,  the  muscles  of 
respiration  become  involved,  then  of  the  lower  part  of  the  back,  of 
the  hips  and  of  the  thighs.  The  disease  gradually  ascends  to  the  other 
groups  of  ganglion  cells  in  the  cervical  enlargement,  and  even  upwards 
into  the  medulla,  so  that  the  diaphragm  becomes  paralyzed,  and  bulbar 
symptoms  are  manifested.  Usually,  the  face  escapes  the  widespread 
palsy  and  atrophy,  but,  occasionally,  the  lips,  tongue  and  other  muscles 
of  this  region  may  suffer.  The  wasting  may  be  so  great  in  parts  that 
whole  muscles  disappear. 

The  mechanical  irritability  of  the  affected  muscles  is  increased,  so 
that  contractions  of  muscle  bundles  are  caused  by  light  blows.  Con- 
tinuous fibrillary  tremor  is  observed  running  from  one  bundle  to  another, 
but  it  is  not  present  in  every  case,  though  so  frequent  as  to  be  con- 
sidered a  prominent  symptom. 

The  deep  reflexes  are  lost  when  the  reflex  centers  are  destroyed,  for 
the  groups  of  ganglion  cells  are  the  keystone  of  the  reflex  arc,  and 
when  the}-  are  gone  the  reflex  is  naturally  destroyed.  Thus,  the  knee- 
jerk  disappears  when  the  thigh  muscles  begin  to  be  invaded;  the  wrist- 
jerk  and  elbow- jerk  when  their  respective  groups  suffer. 

While  rheumatoid  pains  may  be  complained  of,  anesthesia  never  ex- 
ists, nor  is  there  loss  of  muscular  sense. 

In  the  early  stage  of  a  wasting  of  muscle  the  electrical  reaction  is 
apt  to  be  nearly  normal,  which  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
ganglion  cells,  motor  fibres  and  muscular  fibers  are  as  yet  unaffected. 
But  after  a  time  the  whole  phenomenon  of  reaction  of  degeneration  will 
be  present  (loss  of  faradic  contractility  ;  anodal  closure  greater  than 
cathodal  closure  contraction  with  the  galvanic  current ;  slow  vermicular 
response  of  the  muscle  to  the  latter) .  The  electrical  examination  is  im- 
portant in  differential  diagnosis,  for  in  the  primary  muscular  dystro- 
phies the  reaction  will  persist  in  normal  way  as  long  as  there  is  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  fibres  left  in  the  muscle  to  contract.  Undoubtedly,  in 
progressive  muscular  atrophy  of  spinal  origin,  considerable  numbers  of 
ganglion  cells  and  fibres  are  simultaneously  affected  and  degenerated 
together.  The  adipose  tissues  waste  as  well  as  the  muscles.  There  is 
no  vaso-motor  change,  no  discoloration  of  the  skin,  no  trophic  disturb- 
ance in  the  nails,  no  sympathetic  derangement,  no  optic  nerve  atrophy, 
no  loss  of  pupillary  reflex,  no  disorder  of  the  sphincters.     There  may  be 
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in  some  cases  sexual  impotence,  and  nystagmus  has,  in  rare  instances, 
been  observed. 

The  disease  lasts,  usually,  ten  or  twelve  years,  but  termination  in  a 
year  has  been  observed,  and  it  has  been  known  to  endure  as  long  as 
thirty  years.  Death  is  generally  due  to  pulmonary  disorders  consequent 
upon  palsy  of  the  respiratory  muscles,  or  to  the  bulbar  palsy  and  diffi- 
culty in  swallowing  and  deranged  laryngeal  apparatus  ;  but  bed-sores 
and  septicemia  or  other  intercurrent  maladies  may  end  life. 

Figures  1  and  2  represent  a  case  in  my  service  in  the  New  York 
Hospital  for  Nervous  Diseases  on  Blackwell's  Island.  He  has  the 
typical  Aran-Duchenne  or  spinal  form  of  progressive  muscular  atrophy. 
He  is  44  years  old,  a  laborer,  single,  born  in  Ireland.  There  is  no 
hereditary  taint  and  no  syphilis.  His  atrophy  began  ten  years  ago  in 
the  right  hand.  The  progress  has  been  very  slow  and  absolutely  pain- 
less. Mental  condition,  eyesight,  bladder  and  rectum  normal.  No 
sensory  disturbances.  The  following  are  the  muscles  now  wasted  and 
paralyzed : 

Interossei  of  both  hands  and  thenar  groups. 

Flexors  in  both  forearms. 

Right  triceps. 

Both  deltoids. 

Both  pectorales  maj. 

Both  supra  and  infra-spinati. 

Erectores  spinse. 

Long  flexors  and  anterior  tibial  groups  of  both  legs. 

He  presents  lordosis  owing  to  weakness  of  the  back.  There  is  typical 
reaction  of  degeneration  in  all  of  the  muscles  affected.  His  general 
health  is  good.  He  is  in  every  respect  a  typical  case  of  the  Aran-Du- 
chenne type.     He  is  still  under  my  care. 

Pathology  and  Pathological  Anatomy.  The  anterior  cornua  are  the  chief 
parts  affected,  and  usually  they  are  changed  most  in  the  cervical  en- 
largement, because  the  muscles  most  commonly  affected  (upper  extremi- 
ties) have  their  trophic  centres  here.  The  large  ganglion  cells  have 
degenerated  and  disappeared,  or  may  be  few  and  shrunken  into  angular 
or  globular  bodies  without  processes. 

The  nerve  fibrillar  degenerate  also,  and  connective  tissue  elements  are 
increased  in  quantity.  Larger  blood  vessels  are  found  dilated  and  the 
perivascular  spaces  increased  in  size.  The  size  and  shape  of  the  cornua 
may  not  be  especially  changed.  They  will  be  found  wholly  normal  in 
segments  representing  unaffected  muscle-groups.  In  many  cases  morbid 
changes  may  be  traced  into  the  antero-lateral  white  columns.  Degen- 
erated fibres  are  found  in  the  anterior  roots  springing  from  the  diseased 
segments  of  the  chord,    and  correspond   to  the  degenerated  ganglion 
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cells  in  such  parts.  In  some  cases  degenerated  fibres  have  been  fol- 
lowed up  through  the  pyramidal  tracts,  through  the  medulla,  pons,  crus, 
internal  capsule  and  to  the  cortex,  Avhere  the  cortical  cells  have  also 
been  found  fewer  in  number  and  atrophied. 

Where  there  has  been  bulbar  paralysis,  similar  changes  are  seen  in 
the  motor  nuclei  of  the  medulla.  The  posterior  horns,  posterior  columns, 
cerebellar  tracts,  and  posterior  roots  are  always  normal.  In  the  peri- 
pheral nerves,  degenerated  motor  fibres  are  found  in  greater  or  less 
quantity,  according  to  the  degree  of  disease  in  the  anterior  horns  and 
the  degree  of  muscular  wasting.  The  muscles  are  found  small  and  pale, 
and  the  fibres  narrowed,  undergoing  fatty  or  vitreous  degeneration, 
granular,  at  times  without  striation,  and  at  times  presenting  a  longi- 
tudinal striation.  The  interstitial  connective  tissue  is  increased,  and 
between  the  fibres  collect  fatty  globules  and  masses  of  brownish  pig- 
ment. The  disease  is  thus  essentially  a  slow  progressive  degeneration 
of  the  spino-muscular  portion  of  the  motor  tract  with  consequent  paraly- 
sis and  atrophy  of  the  muscles. 

Since  there  is  occasionally,  at  the  same  time,  more  or  less  degenera- 
tion of  the  cortico-spinal  portion  of  the  tract,  it  must  be  assumed  that 
the  same  primary  pathological  cause  ma}'  attack  other  portions  of  the 
nervous  system  than  the  ganglion  cells  of  the  anterior  horn.  But  the 
actual  cause  of  the  degenerative  process  is  unknown. 

Diagnosis.  The  diagnosis  of  this  disease  should  not  be  difficult  if  we 
bear  in  mind  the  distinctive  features  of  the  malady — the  beginning  in 
the  hand  or  shoulder,  the  slow  advance,  the  peculiar  distribution  of  the 
wasting  (in  muscles  more  or  less  remote  from  each  other),  the  absence 
of  anesthesia,  the  normal  condition  of  the  sphincters,  lost  reflexes,  the 
fibrillary  tremor,  the  character  of  the  electrical  reaction.  Local  and 
multiple  neuritis  are  distinguished  by  rapid  onset  and  sensory  symp- 
toms. 

Lead  poisoning  is  usually  marked  by  paralysis  and  atrophy  of  the 
extensors  of  the  wrists  and  fingers  only,  but  this  is  symmetrical,  and  even 
where  the  wasting  extends  to  shoulder  muscles  and  the  lower  extremi- 
ties, which  is  rare,  it  begins  as  a  characteristic  'klead  palsy." 

Besides  the  history  of  exposure  to  lead,  the  blue  lines  on  the  gums, 
and  examination  of  the  urine  will   finally  exclude   the   pre  of  this 

disorder. 

In  diffuse  myelitis  we  find  sensory  and  sphincter  symptoi 

In  syringo  myelia,  where  the  a  ies  may  have  a  similar  distribu- 

tion to  that  of  progressive  muscular  atrophy,  as  this  is  generally  a  dis- 
e  of  the  cervical  enlargement  of  the  cord,  we  find  peculiar  sensory 
and  trophic  disorders  and  exaggerated  deep  reflexes. 
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In  amyotrophic  lateral  sclerosis  also,  the  atrophies  may  be  in  every 
respect  like  those  of  the  disease  in  question,  but  the  deep  reflexes  are 
invariably  exaggerated  to  a  Very  marked  degree. 

Chronic  poliomyelitis  has  a  more  rapid 
course  at  the  beginning,  then  reaches  a 
point  where  it  becomes  stationary  or 
improves.  There  is  first  paralysis,  then 
casting.  The  reaction  of  degenera- 
tion appears  earlier. 

In  pachymeningitis  cervicalis  hyper- 
trophica    besides  the  muscular  wasting

in  the  arms  there  is  pain  and  rigidity  of  the 
neck  and  exaggerated  tendons  reflexes. 

A  local  atrophy  of  muscles  from  over-use 
may  be  difficult  to  differentiate  from  a  begin- 
ning Aran-Duchenne  disease.  Thus,  in  a 
young  woman  whom  I  treated  for  a  year, 
there  was  wasting  in  the  thenar  muscles  and 
first  interosseus  in  the  right  hand.  She  had 
worked  ten  hours  a  day  for  ten  years  as  a 
jewelry  polisher,  and  the  muscles  affected 
were  those  most  needed  in  her  work.  She 
recovered  entirely  by  taking  up  housework 
and  under  electrical  treatment,  but  for  a 
long  time  the  diagnosis  was  impossible. 

The  progressive  muscular  dystrophies  are 
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often  hereditary.  Usually  the  disorder  begins  in  youth.  Some  muscles 
are  often  found  to  be  hypertrophied.  There  is  no  fibrillary  tremor. 
The  faradie  reaction  is  normal. 

Prognosis.  As  regards  cure,  the  disease  is  incurable.  The  prognosis, 
as  far  as  life  is  concerned,  is  that  the  disease  may  last  for  an  indefinite 
number  of  years  without  devoloping  dangerous  symptoms,  such  as 
paralysis  of  respiration  and  deglutition  or  pulmonary  disease. 

Treatment.  Properly  con- 
ducted electrical  treatment, 
massage,  systematic  exer- 
cises of  the  muscles  and 
hypodermic  injections  of 
strychnine  in  the  affected 
muscles  (nitrate  of  strych- 
nine gr.  one-sixtieth)  may 
be  used  with  a  fair  pros- 
pect of  staying  the  progress 
of  the  disease  for  a  time, 
and  at  times  even  occasion- 
ing temporary  improve- 
ment. The  galvanic  cur- 
rent should  be  employed 
( stroking  the  muscles  with 
the  anode  so  as  to  produce 
contraction),  and  when 
there  is  any  response  at  all 
to  the  faradie,  that  also 
should  be  made  use  of.  In 
all  other  respects  the  treat- 
ment should  be  merely 
symptomatic. 

PRIMARY    MUSCULAR 
FORM. 

As  already  mentioned,  these  progressive  atrophies  are  divided  into 
two  great  groups  as  follows  : 

I.  Spinal — a)  Aran-Dnchenne  type  ;  i)  beginning  in  arm;  2)  be- 
ginning in  leg. 

II.  Primary  Myopathy — a)  Pseudohypertrophic  paralysis  ;  ?>)  Erb's 
juvenile  form  ;  c)    Landouzy-Dejerine  form. 

The  second  group,  though  varied  in  form,  is  really  all  of  one  class 
and  pathology.  The  only  distinction  being  that  different  groups  of 
muscles  are  affected  in  each  type.  Pseudohypertrophic  paralysis  is  a 
disease  of  childhood, — the  other  two  may  occur  at  any  age.

Erb's    juvenile    form    of   progressive  muscular 
dystrophy    showing  double    "winged  scapula" 
from  serratus  magnus  paralysis. 
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They  depend  upon  defect  of  development  of  the  germinal  elements 
which  go  to  make  muscles.  Thus,  at  birth,  the  tendency  to  degenerate 
is  latent  in  the  muscles,  and  therefore  the  disease  is  of  a  congenital 
nature.  The  actual  changes  may  not  take  place  until  late  in  life. 
Males  are  much  more  commonly  affected  than  females.  It  is  frequent 
in  families.  Thus  the  case  here  illustrated  which  I  saw  with  Dr. 
Fisher  at  the  Almshouse  on  Blackwell's  Island. 

(Figure  3)  is  in  a 
late  stage  of  pseudo- 
hypertrophic paraly- 
sis which  began  when 
he  was  a  mere  boy, 
and  has  gradually 
gone  on  until  he  is 
now  helpless.  His 
brother,  a  year  or  two 
younger  than  himself, 
is  afflicted  in  the  same 
manner,  and  is  now 
quite  as  hopeless. 

The  young  man 
illustrated  in  figure  4 
is  a  case,  aged  21, 
who  came  to  the 
Vanderbilt  Clinic  a 
year  or  two  ago.  The 
onset  of  his  trouble 
dates  back  to  the  age 
of  18.  His  calves  and 
buttocks  are  hypetro- 
phied.  The  atrophy 
in  muscles  about  the 
shoulder  girdle  is  ex- 
tremely marked. 

In  figures  5  and  6 
we     have     exhibited

another  case  of  Krb's  juvenile  form  of  progressive  dystrophy. 

It  began,  however,  in  this  case  at  the  age  of  40  years.  This  man  has 
been  under  my  observation  at  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic  for  several  years. 
He  is  now  45  years  of  age,  a  Russian  Hebrew,  a  mason  by  occupation. 
He  presents  hypertrophied  deltoids,  and  marked  atrophies  of  the  major 
pectorals,  right  triceps  and  biceps,  and  serrati  magni.     The  paralysis  of 
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the  latter  has  given  rise  to  double  "winged  scapula."  Besides  this 
both  calves  are  hypertrophied,  and  there  is  wasting  of  the  right  buttock 
and  thigh.  Observe  that  the  muscles  chiefly  affected  are  those  of  the 
shoulder  girdle,  hence  the  frequent  designation  of  this  as  the  scapulo 
humeral  type.  If  now,  he  had  in  addition  some  wasting  of  facial 
muscles,  it  would  be  a  perfect  picture  of  the  third  class  of  primary  mus- 
cular dystrophies,  viz:  the  Landouzy-Dejerine  type.  All  of  these  forms 
have  therefore  the  same  pathology,  and  only  differ  in  the  distribution  of 
muscles  affected,  or  in  age.  The  clinical  course  is  also  much  the  same. 
The  following  are  the  chief  points  in  diagnosis  of  this  group  of  cases : 
i)   A  tendency  to  be  hereditary,  or  occur  in  families. 

2)  Hypertrophies  of  certain  muscles,  wasting  of  others. 

3)  In  adults,  a  limitation  to  the  shoulder- arm  muscles. 

4)  Perfectly  normal  reactions  of  the  wasted  muscles  to  faradism  and 
galvanism. 

(5  No  fibrillary  tremor. 

The  primary  myopathies  have  been  considered  more  briefly  in  this 
article  for,  this  reason  that  they  are  not  as  commonly  met  with  as  the 
progressive  atrophy  of  spinal  origin  treated  of  in  the  first  part  of  this 
paper.  I  have  tried  to  present  the  subject  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  the 
clinical  and  pathological  distinctions  perfectly  clear  and  to  make  the 
matter  of  diagnosis  in  practice  more  simple  than  it  is  usually  apt  to  be 
to  general  practitioners  owing  to  the  confusion  in  which  the  subject  is 
still  wrapped  in  many  text  books.

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PERMANGANATE    OF    POTASH    IN    OPIUM    POISONING.

I   WAS  called  June  4,  at  8  p.  m.,  to  treat  Mrs.  K.   R.,  age  twenty-five. 
Her  condition  was  as  follows:  Respiration  6  to  8  per  minute,  irreg- 
ular   and  spasmodic;  pulse  100  and   irregular;   face  cold  and   livid; 
pupils  narrowly  contracted;   comatose.     This  was  ample  diagnostic  evi- 
dence, to  say  nothing  of  the  empty  two-ounce  laudanum  bottle  found  in 
the  room. 

She  had  eaten  a  light  supper  at  4  o'clock,  and  circumstances  made 
it  appear  that  she  had  imbibed  the  laudanum  between  6  and  7  o'clock. 
Efforts  to  produce  emises  failed.  Gave  1-30  grain  of  atropia  hypoder- 
mically.  At  8:30  had  secured  battery  and  succeeded  in  administering 
per  orem  4  grains  of  permanganate  of  potash.  Pulse  was  115,  respira- 
tion 18,  pupils  well  dilated.  Introduced  stomach-tube,  and  through  it 
gave  4  grains  of  potash  permanganate,  well  diluted,  and  soon  after  part- 
ly evacuated  stomach.  At  9:10  gave  through  tube  5  grains  of  potash, 
well  diluted.  At  9:25  pulse  118,  respiration  18,  pupils  normal.  At  9:30 
1-30  grain  atropia.  At  9:55  respiration  15.  At  10:30  condition  alarm- 
ing, respiration  reduced  to  5  or  6  per  minute  ;  pulse  imperceptible. 
Gave  1-60  grain  nitro  glycerine  and  1-60  grain  atropia.  Applied  battery. 
Marked  improvement  in  five  or  ten  minutes.  At  11  o'clock  she  remon- 
strated against  use  of  the  battery  by  muttering  "don't."  Did  well  from 
that  time  on,  sleeping  nicely  for  several  hours.  L,eft  her  at  1  o'clock. 
In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  had  her  admitted  to  the  Herdman 
Hospital  for  necessary  after-treatment. 

This  woman  had  taken  two  ounces  of  laudanum  not  later  than  7  o'clock. 
This  was  a  pretty  clinical  test  for  the  potash  treatment,  which  I  used  as 
quickly  as  circumstances  would  allow.  If  I  am  correctly  informed  on 
this  treatment,  about  one  grain  of  potash  should  be  given  for  one  grain 
or  its  equivalent  of  morphine.  In  this  instance  there  was  an  equivalent 
of  about  ten  grains  of  morphine,  and  from  twelve  to  fifteen  grains  of 
potash  were  given.  The  evidence  of  the  antidotal  (oxidizing)  action  of 
potash  on  the  organic  poison  is  in  the  stomach  evacuations.  There  is  a 
total  absence  of  the  deep  wine-color  of  the  permanganate  in  the  evacua- 
tion, unless  an  excess  has  been  administered.  In  the  above  case  the 
stomach  was  doubtlessly  totally  empty  when  the  poison  was  ingested  and 
the  potash  was  all  taken  up. 
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Six  weeks  ago  I  tried  to  use  this  treatment  on  a  man  who  had  taken 
one  ounce  of  laudanum  on  a  stomach  replete  with  whisky.  It  was  some 
four  or  five  hours  before  I  arrived.  I  could  only  use  it  hypodermically, 
and  used  about  4  grains.  The  patient  died  after  fifteen  hours  at  the 
Herdman  Hospital,  under  the  skillful  care  of  the  house  physician. — 
The  Cincinnati  Lancet-  Cfaiic.

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  Dr. 
Ramon  Guiteras,  presented  a  case  of  Artificial  Testicle,  with  a  Report 
of  the  Operation.  The  patient  was  a  Frenchman,  aged  32,  whose  left 
testicle  was  removed  in  Paris  about  five  years  ago  for  an  inflammatory 
process,  the  exact  nature  of  which  Dr.  Guiteras  said  he  was  unable  to 
ascertain.  In  January,  1894,  at  the  patient's  urgent  request,  an  arti- 
ficial testicle  was  introduced.  An  incision  was  made  in  the  scrotum  in 
the  line  of  the  former  cicatrix  ;  the  tunica  vaginalis  was  then  opened 
and  stretched,  so  as  to  admit  the  artificial  testis.  It  is  made  of  celluloid 
and  is  one-quarter  inch  in  length  and  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  thick- 
ness;  its  weight  is  260  grains  and  it  has  a  smooth  ivory  finish.  The 
man  suffers  no  discomfort  whatever  from  the  presence  of  the  artificial 
organ. — -Journal  of  Cutaneous  and  Genito- Urinary  Diseases. 


Dr.  L.  Ridge  way  Barber,  in  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Reporter,  ably 
discusses  the  question  of  administering  chloroform  to  women  who  have 
organic  heart  disease,  in  obstetrical  practice.  He  concludes  that  chlo- 
roform by  inhalation  can,  and  will  if  properly  administered,  save  the 
lives  of  paturient  females,  suffering  from  organic  disease,  when  death 
seems  imminent  from  over-stimulation  of  its  ganglia  through  reflex  ner- 
vous action.  Organic  heart  disease,  then,  does  not  preclude  the  use  of 
chloroiorm  in  labor,  but  rather  is  a  condition  for  its  careful  administra- 
tion. 


The  proceedings  of  the  First  Pan-American  Medical  Congress  were 
compiled  by  the  Secretary- General,  Dr.  Charles  A.  L.  Reed,  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  Department  of  State  in  November  of  last  year.  Recently 
by  a  joint  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  they 
were  transmitted  to  Congress  and  a  concurrent  resolution  was  adopted 
directing  the  Public  Printer  to  print  the  same.  The  manuscript  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Public  Printer,  and  will  be  published  at  once,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Editorial  Committee,  of  which  Prof.  John  Guit- 
eras, of  Philadelphia,  is  chairman. 
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The  Arkansas  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  given  power  to  revoke 
the  license  of  any  physician  who  is  guilty  of  habitual  drunkenness. 


The  homeopathic  profession  has  some  lessons  to  learn,  and  it  needs 
learn  them  quickly.  In  these  latter  days  of  grace  the  public  is  noting 
that  in  public  affairs  the  homeopathic  school  is  invisible,  or  nearly  so. 
It  expresses  no  opinions  on  sanitary  matters,  it  solves  no  hygienic  prob- 
lems, it  gives  no  public  instruction,  it  is  interested  in  few  public  institu- 
tions, in  short,  it  has  little  as  a  school  to  do  with  public  medicine. 
Thirty  years  ago  there  was  public  spirit  enough  manifested  ;  there 
were  giants  in  those  days.  But  now  there  is  stagnation,  and  there  is 
scarcely  a  ripple  to  disturb  the  placid  surface  of  affairs. —North  Ameri- 
can Journal  of  Homeopathy. 


Dr.  John  B.  Hamilton,  the  editor  of  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association,  is  said  to  be  a  candidate  for  Congress. 


The  International  Medical  Magazine  has  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Lippincotts.  Dr.  H.  W.  Cattell  will  hereafter  edit  the  journal  under 
the  direction  of  Drs.  John  Ashhurst,  of  Philadelphia,  and  James  T. 
Whittaker,  of  Cincinnati. 


Dr.  C.  Fouchlos  {Progres  Medical)  recommends  two  new  tests  for  al- 
bumen in  urine,  for  which  he  claims  utmost  delicacy  and  absence  of  any 
possible  fallacy. 

1.  Add  to  the  suspected  urine  a  few  drops  of  a  one  per  cent,  solu- 
tion of  corrosive  sublimate  ;  in  case  of  turbidity,  add  some  drops  of 
acetic  acid.  If  the  turbidity  persists  it  is  due  to  the  presence  of  albu- 
men. 

2.  Take  100  cc.  of  a  ten  per  cent,  solution  of  sulpho-cyanide  of  po- 
tassium, and  mix  it  with  20  cc.  of  acetic  acid.  Add  a  few  drops  of  this 
mixture  to  the  urine.  If  albumen  is  present  in  small  quantities  an  im- 
mediate turbidity  will  ensue  ;  if  in  large  quantities,  a  heavy  white  pre- 
cipitate will  appear. — -E.   C.  R.  in  Medical  Review.

Mrs.  D.  Hayes  Agnew  has  given  $25,000  to  the   University  Hospital 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  honor  of  her  late  husband. 
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The  Court  of  Criminal  Appeals  of  Texas  holds,  in  the  recently  de- 
cided case  of  White  vs.  State  (25,  S.  W.  Rep.,  784),  that  the  intoxica- 
tion of  a  person  accused  of  committing  a  crime  at  the  time  he  may  have 
made  a  confession  with  regard  thereto,  is  a  matter  for  the  jury  to  con- 
sider in  weighing  the  testimony,  and  will  tend  to  affect  the  weight  of 
such  confession,  but  will  not  exclude  such  confession  from  being  put  in 
evidence. 


There  are  eleven  medical  colleges  in  St.  Louis,  not  one  of  which  is 
endowed,  and  just  think  of  it,  some  of  them  have  adopted  a  four  years' 
course. 


The  American  Academy   of  Medicine  will  meet  at  Jefferson,  X.  H., 
on  August  29  and  30. 

It  is  rumored  that  Lawson  Tait  has  been  tendered  the  chair   of  gyne- 
cology in  the  Chicago  Post-Graduate  School. 


The  anti-vaccination  bill  which  has  been  before  the  Rhode  Island 
legislature  was  lost  by  the  deciding  vote  of  the  speaker.  The  legis- 
lators of  that  commonwealth  appear  to  be  about  equally  divided  on 
questions  of  sanitary  enlightenment. — The  Physician  and  Surgeon. 


The  effort  to  establish  a  National  Bureau  of  Health  seems  to  have 
settled  down  to  a  fight  between  the  Marine  Hospital  and  the  New  York 
Academy  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Wyman  urgently  opposes  the  formation  of 
such  a  bureau  on  the  ground  that  it  is  an  additional  expense,  and  that 
the  Marine  Hospital  is  able  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  such  a  ser- 
vice. There  has  always  been  a  fear  expressed  that  the  Marine  Hospi- 
tal Service  would  object  to  this  proposed  bureau,  and  while  all  is  tran- 
quil and  disease  is  at  a  distance,  the  National  Bureau  would  probably 
be  unnecessary,  but  in  case  of  the  ravages  of  cholera,  yellow  fever, 
small  pox  and  even  typhoid  fever,  the  Marine  Hospital  Service  may 
find  itself  in  need  of  help. — Maryland  Medical  Journal. 


The  Governor  of  New  York  has  signed  the  bill  to  appoint  a  commis- 
sion to  study  tuberculosis  in  cattle. 


Mr.    Charles   C.    Harrison,    of    Philadelphia,    succeeds   Dr.    William 
Pepper  as  provost  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
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In  the  proceedings  growing  out  of  the  suit  to  prevent  the  New  Brit- 
ain, Conn.,  school  board  from  enforcing  its  school  vaccination  order,  the 
Superior  Court  at  Hartford  has  decided  that  the  law  giving  the  school 
board  authority  to  order  all  school  children  to  be  vaccinated  and  to  ex- 
clude from  the  school  all  not  vaccinated  is  constitutional  and  that  orders 
based  thereon  must  be  obeyed.

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Ugeskriftfor  Lceger,  our  esteemed  contemporary  at  Copenhagen,  Den- 
mark, is  a  valuable  addition  to  our  list  of  exchanges  and  it  is  a  genuine 
pleasure  to  us  to  look  over  its  luminous  pages,  always  full  of  bright, 
new  and  scholarly  written  articles.  In  No.  18  of  said  Journal  for  this 
year,  appears  a  translation  of  a  joke  we  published  some  time  ago  in  our 
funny  department,  about  the  young  doctor  who  attended  his  first  case 
of  labor  and  told  theHjusband  that  ' '  the  bladder  was  busted  and  that 
the  liver  was  coming  down."  The  joke  was  copied  from  an  exchange 
and  never  for  a  minute  did  we  suppose  that  our  esteemed  contemporary 
should  believe  it  as  probable,  and  besides,  to  hold  it  up  as  a  sample  of 
medical  instruction  in  the  United  States.  If  our  esteemed  contem- 
porary is  not  acquainted  with  the  excellence  of  obstetrical  and  gynecol- 
ogical teaching  in  the  United  States  we  wish  to  say,  that  nowhere  in 
the  world  is  the  general  practioner  (we  don't  mean  specialists  now), -as 
good  an  obstetrician  as  in  the  United  States.  Reliable  midwives  are 
scarce  and  far  between  and  doctors  have  to  attend  all  cases  of  confine- 
ment. 

The  teaching  in  these  departments  is  excellent  at  all  medical  schools 
in  the  United  States  and  the  clinical  material  is  so  abundant,  that  an 
American  doctor  is,  perhaps,  a  better  all-around  obstetrician  than  his 
European  colleague.  The  fact  that  American  gynecologists  are  pio- 
neers in  their  branch  of  medical  learning  and  often  far  ahead  of  their 
co-workers  in  other  countries,  is,  perhaps,  sufficient  proof  of  efficiency. 

It  is  common  to  hear  general  practitioners  after  a  few  years'  practice 
report  one  thousand  and  more  cases  of  obstetrics  before  our  medical 
societies  and  seldom  do  we  hear  of  a  death  from  puerperal  fever.  We 
have  the  highest  regard  for  the  members  of  the  medical  profession  of 
Scandinavia,  and  particularly  for  our  Danish  brothers,  whose  learning 
and  high  accomplishments  we  know  very  well.  But  our  esteemed  con- 
temporary must  not  pick  up  a  little  joke,  which  we  copied  from  a  lay- 
journal,  published  mainly  for  its  absurdity,  and  judge  the  American  phy- 
sicians collectively  as  obstetricians  thereby. 

In  crossing  the  Atlantic  a  few  years  ago  the  writer  of  this  article  took 
passage  on  one  of  the  fastest  English  steamers.  It  so  happened  that 
several  important  cases  of  sickness  occurred  on  board  and  our  counsel 
was  often  sought  by  the  young  ship  surgeon.  Among  other  cases  was 
that  of  a  young  woman  some  six  or  seven  months  pregnant,  who  mis- 
carried. She  was  a  steerage  passenger  but  had  been  placed  in  a  second 
cabin  through  kindness  of  the  authorities.  The  foetus  had  been  ex- 
pelled after  several  sharp  pains,  but  not  the  placenta.  The  foetus  was 
expelled  in  the  afternoon  one  day  and  for  nearly  three  days  the  woman 
was  left  in  that  condition.     On  the  third  day,  as  we  were  about  to  take 
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the  tender  for  Liverpool,  I  was  asked  to  come  down  and  see  the  woman. 
I  then  learned  for  the  first  time  what  had  happened.  I  immediately 
reproached  the  ship  surgeon  for  his  negligence,  which  might  have  cost 
this  woman  her  life,  and  it  was  a  wonder  to  me  that  she  was  not  dead 
from  hemorrhage,  or  delirious  with  septicemia.  He  answered  that  he 
had  a  little  bruise  on  one  hand  "  and  didn't  want  to  touch  it  and  asked 
to  be  allowed  to  leave  the  room  as  he  felt  nauseated."  I  immediately 
rolled  up  my  sleeves,  washed  my  hands  and  wrists  thoroughly  in  per- 
manganate of  potassum  solution  (the  only  antisepticum  I  could  find), 
and  went  to  work.  A  horrible  odor  from  the  chord,  foetus  and  placenta 
gave  evidence  that  putrif action  was  in  rapid  progress.  The  placenta  or 
as  it  appeared,  a  putrif ying  mass,  came  away  piecemeal  and  had  to  be 
literally  dug  out  piece  after  piece  and  presented  a  nausealing  sight, 
such  as  one  sees  in  the  back-rooms  of  careless  butchers,  where  all  sorts 
of  offals  of  meat  are  left  to  decay  and  decompose.  After  I  had  cleaned 
the  uterus  completely  of  its  contents  I  literally  flooded  her  internally 
and  externally  with  permanganate  solution  and  had  the  satisfaction  of 
leaving  her  clean  and  with  an  almost  normal  temperature.  The 
uterus  which  before  had  been  trying  hard  to  close  in  upon  the  putrif  v- 
ing  placenta,  immediately  contracted  very  kindly.  The  passengers 
raised  a  sum  of  eight  pounds  (forty  dollars)  for  the  unfortunate  woman 
and  I  learned  afterwards  that  she  got  along  very  well.  I  have  never 
related  this  case  and  will  not  now  mention  any  of  the  circumstances,  in 
deference  to  the  ship  surgeon,  but  I  am  positive  that  any  American 
physician  or  surgeon,  who  has  gone  out  from  our  American  schools  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years,  would  never  be  as  helpless  or  become  as  nause- 
ated at  the  sight  of  a  case  of  miscarriage,  as  the  surgeon  in  question 
did.  

FOREIGN  MEDICAL  MATTERS. 


ENGLAND. 


In  the  library  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  London,  can  now  be  seen 
an  excellent  portrait  of  Sir  Andrew  Clark.  It  is  a  half  length  sitting 
figure  and  very  life-like  and  characteristic. 


The  biography  of  Sir  Andrew  Clark  with  an  introduction  written  by 
Mr.  Gladstone  is  under  preparation  and  may  be  looked  for  at  an  early 
date. 

The  sixty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association 
will  be  held  at  Bristol  from  Friday,  July  31,  to  August  3d,  1894. 
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The  papers  and  discussions  promised  for  the  various  sections  are 
numerous,  timely  and  of  a  very  high  order.  Among  Americans  who 
are  announced  to  read  papers  are  Dr.  J.J.  Chisholm  of  Baltimore,  Dr. 
H.  D.  Chapin  of  New  York,  Dr.  G.  T.  Stevens,  New  York,  Dr.  J.  L,. 
Thompson,  Indianapolis,  Dr.  William  P.  Northrup,  New  York,  and 
others. 

GERMANY. 

In  a  little  village,  Schwanheim,  near  Frankfort  a.  Nl.,  occurred  an 
epidemic  of  hysteria  lately,  causing  considerable  consternation  and  ex- 
citement among  the  citizens.  Two  young  girls  awoke  on^  morning 
and  found  that  their  hair  had  been  cut  close  to  the  scalp.  They  related 
that  a  person  had  come  into  their  room  during  the  night  and  that  lie 
had  cut  their  hair.  Several  girls  experienced  the  same  thing  and 
finally  a  young  woman,  who  was  to  be  married  the  next  day,  lost  her 
hair.  Some  of  the  citizens  volunteered  to  watch  over  the  houses  cf 
young  women.  These  citizens  received  anonymou  ;  letters  that  their 
whiskers  would  be  cut.  On  the  door  of  one  of  the  public  buildings  was 
found  the  following  inscription  :

A     NEW     DEPARTURE     IN     BREAD     MAKING. 


Dear  Doctor : — 

I  take  much  pleasure  in  calling  your  attention  to  a  new  process  of 
bread  making  which  is  used  all  over  Europe  and  is  now  being  intro- 
duced into  the  United  States.  It  bids  fair  to  revolutionize  present  ideas 
of  bread  making,  and  will  prevent  many  cases  of  indigestion  in  your 
patients.  I  hope  you  are  interested  to  know  about  the  virtues  of  this 
valuable  scientific  discovery  and  so  I  take  the  liberty  to  bring  it  to  your 
attention. 

THE  OLD  WAY 

was  to  make  bread  according  to  the  theory  of  fermentation  borrowed 
from  brewers.     Tne   theory  was,   that  the  gluten  of   the  strong   flours, 
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which  is  the  principal  ingredient  of  the  bread  loaf  of  to-day,  could  not 
be  softened  unless  exposed  to  a  hydrolising  influence  during  a  long 
period,  say  10  to  12  hours.  This  we  consider  to  be  wrong,  for  the 
dough  is  thus  exposed  for  a  longer  time  than  is  necessary  to  the  delet- 
erious influences  of  too  high  or  too  low  temperature  and  other  atmos- 
pheric influences. 

If  the  fermentation  goes  on  at  a  low  temperature  the  bread  will  be  " starved '." 

Jf 'the  the  mo  meter  lias  gone  up,  the  bread  is  likely  to  be  sour. 

We  all  know  how  the  yeast  can  reproduce  itself  over  and  over  again. 
Yeast  requires  oxygen  and  nutritious  matter  to  carry  on  this  reproduc- 
tion. 

In  dough  the  yeast  cell  absorbs  oxygen  from  the  starch  in  a  rounda- 
bout way,  by  first  changing  the  starch  into  invert  sugar,  which  it  after- 
wards dissolves  into  its  elements.  After  this  has  been  done  the  yeast 
absorbs  the  oxygen  and  the  residue  is  thrown  off  in  the  form  of  carbon, 
dioxide  gas  and  alcohol.  In  a  stiff  dough,  and  especially  if  the  dough 
is  not  moist  enough,  this  reproductive  p»»wer  of  the  yeast  cell  is  very 
slow.     To  help  matters  along 

POTATOES 

have  been  used,  from  the  fact  that  they  contain  but  little  nitrogenous 
matter,  and  thus  give  the  yeast  cells  less  work  to  do  in  obtaining  the 
oxygen  needed.  The  disadvantages  of  using  potatoes  to  any  great  ex- 
tent are  obivious. 

THE  NEW  WAV. 

It  was  not  until  Messrs.  Eaconte  Freres  in  the  North  Province  of 
France  begun  their  experiments  with  malt  extracts  that  bread  making 
was  essentially  improved.  They  found  by  experiments,  that  by  giving 
the  yeast  a  malt  extract  to  act  upon,  it  would  accomplish  its  work  in  a 
remarkably  short  time. 

These  experiments  have  been  confineu.  by  such  authorities  on  baking 
as  Dr.  Goodfellow,  Prof.  Jago  and  John  Blandy,  Esq.,  as  well  as  by 
c'.i enlists  and  bakers  everywhere  in  Europe. 

AN  EXPERIMENT. 

To  prove  how  stimulating  malt  is  upon  yeast,  take  : 
Two  half-pint  glasses,  half  filled  with  water  at  about  9$°F.  Put  in 
each  glass  an  equal  quantity  of  yeast  or  ferment,  and  a  teaspoonful  of 
flour,  add  to  one  of  the  glasses  a  half-teaspoonful  of  Eaconte's  Malt 
Extract  and  set  both  glasses  in  a  warm  place.  In  quarter  of  an  hour 
the  ferment  containing  the  malt  extract  will  come  up  with  a  fine  top  on 
it  while  the  other  will  not  then  have  commenced  to  work  at  all.

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Under  the  fermentation  aided  by  the  malt  extract,  the  gluten  is  rapidly 
dissolved  and  rendered  fermentable. 

The  gluten  is  also  rendered  highly  absorbent,  and  this  accounts  for 
the  large  yield  and  for  the  moisture  of  the  bread.  These  are  very  im- 
portant points. 

THE  RAPID  FERMENTATION 

of  the  yeast  cell  aided  by  the  malt  extract,  prevents  the  souring  ferments 
(lactic  and  acetic  acids)  from  producing  sour  bread.  These  souring 
ferments  are  ineffective  or  now  active  as  long  as  the  '  'sweet  fermentation" 
goes  on. 

The  more  powerful  yeast  ceiis  prevent  these  souring  ferments  from 
action  as  long  as  the  yeast  cells  are  young  and  active. 

But  a  period  soon  arrives  when  these  souring  ferments  overpower  the 
yeast  or  ferment  and  become  masters  of  the  situation  and 

SOUR  BREAD 

is  the  result. 

The  more  rapidly  the  "sweet  fermentation"  can  be  carried  on  the 
swTeeter  the  bread  will  be. 

MALT  EXTRACT 

added  to  the  ferment  will  lessen  the  time  of  fermentation  and  prevent 
destruction  of  the  gluten,  the  most  important  part  of  the  bread.

Editor  R.  L  Medical  Science  Monthly : 

Dear  Sir — On  page  163  of  your  journal  you  print  the  following  sen- 
tence :  "Interference  by  tracheotomy  in  diphtheria  is  pernicious,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  children  of  a  certain  age  and  of  a  submissive  dispo- 
sition." This,  and  much  more,  was  copied  from  and  credited  to  the 
British  Medical  Journal,  No.  1738,  which  claimed  to  publish  what  was 
called  an  abstract  of  my  address  delivered  before  the-  Eleventh  Interna- 
tional Congress.  I  cannot  but  express  my  most  intense  mortification  at 
such  nonsense  having  been  connected  with  my  name.  What  I  did  say 
was  intended  to  be  a  warning  against  the  repeated  forcible  applications 
to  tne  throats  of  struggling  and  exhausted  children,  who  are  so  liable 
to  die  of  myocardial  changes,  even  without  being  subjected  to  the  fre- 
quent assaults  of  a  barbarous  interference.  After  I  have  spent  a  part  of 
my  life  on  the  study  of  diphtheria  it  is  a  cruel  disappointment  to  me  to 
be  paraded  in  a  hundred  thousand  copies  of  journals  with  that  prepos- 
terous and  pernicious  phrase.  To  substantiate  my  emphatic  refutation 
of  a  sad  mistake  on  the  part  of  a  reporter,  I  refer  you  to  the  address  as 
published  in  the  New  York  Medical  Record  May  19th,  and  to  the  re- 
print, page  17,  which  will  have  1  1  you  by  this  time.

The  Physician's  Wife  ;  and  the  Things  that  Pertain  to  Her  Life.  By 
Ellen  M.  Firebaugh.  With  portrait  of  author  and  44  photo-engravings  of  original 
sketchec.

This  book  is  full  of  familiar  scenes  from  beginning  to  end,  and  should  be  read 
by  every  physician's  wife  and  by  every  physician  as  well.  It  is  trur  that  the  phy- 
sician would  not  always  find  the  reading  complimentary  to  himself,  still,  he  could 
not  but  admit  the  truths  stated  therein  and  perhaps  would  profit  thereby.

EIGHTY-THIRD     ANNUAL     MEETING. 


AUTHORIZED    REPORT. 

The  eighty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  So- 
ciety was  held  at  Tillinghast's  Assembly  Rooms,  Providence,  June  7, 
1894. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  11  o'clock  by  the  President,  Dr. 
Robert  F.  Noyes.  The  Secretary,  Dr.  William  R.  White,  sub- 
mitted his  annual  report  and  also  the  report  of  the  last  quarterly  meet- 
ing, both  of  which  were  read  and  accepted. 

Dr.  George  L.  Collins,  treasurer  of  the  Fiske  Fund,  presented  the 
fifty-ninth  report.  The  report  shows  a  balance  on  hand  of  $9,184.46, 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  $977.93.  No  premium  was  offered  during 
the  year,  but  a  prize  of  $300  was  offered  by  the  committee  for  the  best 
essay  on  "  The  Etiology,  Pathology  and  Treatment  of  Diseases  of  the 
Prostate  Gland." 

On  motion  of  Dr.  William  R.  White  it  was  voted  that  the  next 
meeting  be  held  in  September  in  Providence. 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Censors  was  held  just  prior  to  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Society.  The  Board  reported  that  the  name  of  Dr.  J. 
L.  Sprague,  who  had  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  last  January, 
was  inadvertently  omitted  at  the  last  meeting,  and  they  recommended  a 
suspension  of  the  by-laws  and  the  admission  of  Dr.  Sprague  to  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  society. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  H.  G.  Miller  the  by-laws  were  suspended,  and 
Dr.  Sprague  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Society. 
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The  following  communication  from  the  Medical  Society  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  was  read  by  the  Secretary  :

Dear  Sir — We  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  the  following  preamble  and  res- 
olution adopted  by  the  Medical  Society  with  the  request  that  they  be  presented 
to  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  : 

Whereas,  The  seven  senior  Medical  Societies  in  this  country  did  accept  the  in- 
vitation to  attend  by  representation  the  celebration  of  the  seventy-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia  on  the  16th  ultimo,  and 
many  of  them  were  present  by  representation  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Medical  Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  acknowledge- 
ment of  such  cordiality  of  good  will  and  fraternal  comity  on  the  part  of  said  so- 
cieties, does  hereby  direct  the  proper  officers  to  convey  to  each  representative 
present  its  grateful  appreciation  of  the  high  compliment  thereby  bestowed,  and  to 
give  expression  to  the  sincere  wish  that  the  fraternity  and  friendship  thereby  es- 
tablished may  continue  without  interruption  through  the  years  to  come.

Dr.  William  H.  Palmer,  the  delegate  from  the  Rhode  Island  Med- 
ical Society,  reported  verbally  as  follows  : 

Mr.  President  and  Fellows  of  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  : 
Being  chosen  by  the  members  of  this  society  to  represent  them  on  the 
occasion  of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Medical  Society  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  be  present. 

The  eleven  ancestral  societies,  the  oldest  of  which  is  the  Medical 
Society  of  New  Jersey,  organized  in  1776,  and  the  youngest  the  Medi- 
cal Society  of  Vermont,  organized  in  18 14,  were  all  represented,  and 
the  anniversary  exercises  were  in  every  way  a  memorable  success. 

"The  annual  address,  given  by  the  genial  Dr.  Samuel  C.  Busey, 
LL.  D.,  was  replete  in  interest  and  historical  incidents.  From  the  ad- 
dress it  appears  that  the  Medical  Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is 
the  oldest  if  not  the  first  scientific  body  chartered  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States.  The  charter  was  granted  by  Congress  and  ap- 
proved by  President  Monroe  on  the  16th  day  of  February,  18 19.  The 
membership  of  the  society  has  been  honorable  both  in  name  and  con- 
tribution to  medical  literature.  From  21  charter  members  the  society 
has  grown  to  an  active  membership  of  214. 

With  the  advent  of  Dr.  Frederick  May,  a  native  of  Boston  and  a 
graduate  of  Harvard  University,  in  1795,  medicine,  as  a  science,  had 
its  beginning  in  the  city  of  Washington.  Dr.  May's  son  and  grandson 
followed  the  father's  profession,  and  thus  in  one  family  contemporan- 
eous with  the  federal  city  and  government,  there  has  been  a  contin- 
uity of  membership  during  the  life  of  the  Society. 
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The  average  age  of  the  27  honored  dead  was  76  1-2  years.  Dr. 
Busey  considered  at  length  the  important  fact,  emphasized  by  the  data 
of  medical  societies,  that  the  pursuit  of  the  art  of  healing  is  not  condu- 
cive of  longevity.  That  while  the  average  life  of  men  is  increasing, 
that  of  the  medical  profession  is  decreasing.  The  average  life  time  of 
the  medical  profession  is  much  less  than  either  the  legal  or  clerical 
professions.  In  the  era  of  primitive  medicine  the  life  of  the  general 
practitioner  could  not  have  been  less  arduous,  less  remunerative,  or  less 
satisfactory.  But  the  time  has  come  when  the  cause  of  the  comparative 
low  average  life  of  men  engaged  in  the  service  of  saving  and  prolong- 
ing life  should  be  intelligently  ascertained. 

The  anniversary  address  was  followed  by  an  address  of  congratula- 
tion by  Theophilus  Parvin,  M.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  by  other  addresses  by 
members  of  the  society  who  hold  honorary  positions  in  the  medical 
schools  in  the  District. 

The  anniversary  exercises  being  held  in  the  evening,  the  hour  of  the 
banquet  was  necessarily  late.  The  beautiful  and  spacious  badqueting 
hall  of  the  Arlington  hotel  was  profusely  decorated  with  plants  and 
flowers,  and  the  walls  literally  covered  by  foliage.  The  menu  was  re- 
plete in  appetizing  edibles  and  the  choicest  viands.  The  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  and  other  dignitaries  of  Washington  were 
present.  The  introductory  address  of  the  President  was  felicitous,  and 
the  toasts  were  appropriate  and  suggestive.  The  early  responses  were 
apropos  and  well  seasoned  with  story  and  wit.  The  later  responses 
were  digressive,  of  course.  The  banquet  hour,  although  encroaching 
upon  the  next  decade  of  the  society's  history,  was  a  fitting,  decorous 
ending  of  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

The  especial  courtesy  shown  to  your  representative  by  Dr.  Busey, 
was  an  honor  to  this  Society,  and  as  such  was  acknowledged.  May 
the  genial  President  live  to  be  welcomed  to  your  centenary  in  the  early 
years  of  the  20th  century. 

The  following  societies  were  represented  by  delegates : 

Maine  by  Dr.  B.  B.  Foster  of  Portland ;  New  Hampshire  by  Dr. 
E.  F.  McQuesten.  Both  gentlemen  thanked  the  society  for  the  cour- 
tesies extended  to  them,  and  extended  the  greetings  of  their  societies 
to  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society.  The  Massachusetts  Medical 
Society  was  represented  by  its  Secretary,  Dr.  Francis  W.  Goss,  who 
said  he  esteemed  it  a  privilege  to  be  present,  and  presented  the  con- 
gratulations and  good  will  of  the  Massachusetts  Society.  ' (  We  recog- 
nize the  good  work  which  this  society  has  done  in  times  past,  and  is 
still  doing.     The  mention  today  of  the  Fiske  Fund  brings  to  my  mind 
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the  stimulating  influence  it  has  exerted  upon  the  minds  of  physicians. 
Some  years  ago  a  member  wrote  a  prize  essay  upon  "Membranous 
Enteritis"  (Dr.  Field.)  Nothing  has  been  added  to  the  description  of 
that  subject  since  that  time." 

New  Jersey  was  represented  by  Dr.  E.  P.  Silva,  who  spoke  as  fol- 
lows :  "Mr.  President  and  Fellows:  I  bring  warm  greetings  from 
New  Jersey  to  }Tour  Society.  Your  Society  represents  one  of  the 
parents  of  the  other  societies  in  the  United  States.  On  the  fourth  Tues- 
day in  June  we  hope  to  have  a  delegation,  or  representation,  from  your 
Society,  and  greet  you  at  home.  This  morning,  by  the  courtesy  of  one 
of  your  officers,  I  was  treated  to  a  drive  through  your  streets.  I  was 
very  much  impressed  with  their  cleanliness,  and  it  brought  to  my  mind 
the  saying,  "  Cleanliness  is  next  to  Godliness,"  and  that  the  mantle  of 
PvOger  Williams  must  still  be  worn  by  you." 

New  Hampshire  was  also  represented  by  Dr.  Charles  A.  Morse, 
who  said :  "I  can  but  repeat  the  words  that  have  already  been  uttered 
by  my  colleague,  Dr.  McQuesten,  and  express  to  you  my  gratification 
at  being  able  to  attend  this  meeting.  I  assure  you  it  is  a  great  treat  for 
a  young  man  to  meet  older  ones  and  hear  what  they  have  learned  in 
their  long  years  of  usefulness.  I  am  sure  that  when  I  go  back  to  New 
Hampshire,  I  shall  be  well  repaid  for  having  been  with  you  at  this 
time.  I  thank  you  gentlemen  for  the  courtesies  that  you  have  extended 
to  me." 

Dr.  Bronson,  an  honorary  Fellow  of  the  Society,  was  present  and 
made  a  few  remarks.  "  I  did  not  anticipate  being  called  upon  on  this 
occasion,  and,  therefore,  have  framed  no  thought  for  consideration.  I 
recall,  however,  an  incident  that  occurred  in  oue  of  your  recent  meet- 
ings, concerning  the  question  of  vaccination,  and  the  effort  that  is  being 
made  in  this  state  for  the  repeal  of  the  present  act.  Subsequent  to  this 
meeting  I  met  one  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  House,  and  this 
subject  was  introduced.  He  told  me  that  he  had  a  waste  basket  full  of 
letters  that  he  had  received  during  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature, 
urging  him  to  vote  for  the  repeal  of  the  vaccination  law.  He  gave  me 
the  character  of  those  letters,  and  they  reflected  largely  the  character  of 
the  writers.  I  found  that  Judge  Blodgett  represented  the  best  senti- 
ment of  the  community  on  that  subject.  He  told  me  that  the  members 
of  this  society  were  not  in  favor  of  the  repeal  of  this  act.  Dr.  Garvin 
stated  that  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  was  a  potent  factor  in 
saving  this  act  on  our  statute  books.  Whatever  the  future  may 
develop,  it  will  undoubtedly  develop  this  fact  that  the  Rhode  Island 
Medical  Society  is  united  against  any  attempt  to  repeal  this  law." 

Dr.  James   F.    Noyes,   an    honorary  Fellow,   was  called  upon  and 
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stated  that  he  was  not  thoroughly  weaned  from  the  state  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  that  he  still  had  a  longing  for  the  dear  old  clam  bakes  of 
Narragansett  Bay.  During  his  travels  he  had  visited  many  medical 
society  meetings  and  it  had  been  a  great  delight  to  him. 

A    CASK    OF    A    BRAINI^KSS    CHII.P 

was  then  presented.  Dr.  James  A.  Thomas  produced  a  rare  specimen 
of  a  brainless  child,  and  exhibited  it  to  the  Fellows  present.  He  spoke 
as  follows  :  "I  have  brought  for  your  inspection  a  specimen  of  a  brain- 
less child  on  account  of  its  rarity.  It  is  a  pretty  good  specimen,  and  I 
have  had  some  photographs  taken.  The  case,  Mr.  President,  was  the 
fifth  child,  and  as  far  as  the  mother  can  make  out,  she  was  seven 
months  in  pregnancy.  The  labor  was  coining  along  when  I  hastened  it 
by  dilating  the  orifice,  and  delivered  her  of  this  specimen.  The  case  is 
one,  I  think,  that  shows  us  very  plainly  the  mode  of  development  of  the 
superficial  structures  of  the  brain.  We  all  know  how  the  ovum  divides 
itself  into  three  layers  after  the  primary  division.  Here  we  have,  I 
think,  a  condition  showing  the  development  of  these  tissues  as  regards 
the  brain.  We  have  the  basis  of  the  flat  bones,  covering  of  the  brain. 
Almost  all  the  bases  of  the  cerebrum,  and  nothing  left  to  keep  the  child 
alive  and  help  it  to  develop.  What  seemed  most  surprising  to  me  was 
the  splendid  development  of  the  child's  body  and  limbs,  when  there  was 
nothing  but  the  medulla.  The  child  was  living  when  it  was  born.  He 
lived  but  a  few  minutes.  The  heart's  action  was  marked,  and  at  the 
time  the  child  was  born  its  movements  were  quite  strong.  I  have 
not  dissected  the  specimen  so  far,  because  I  wanted  to  let  you  see  it,  so 
I  cannot  tell  what  parts  of  the  brain  are  developed,  and  what  parts  are 
not.  The  child  never  seemed  to  respond  to  the  heart's  action,  in  fact 
never  offered  to  make  even  a  voluntary  effort  of  respiration.  There 
have  only  been  some  eight  cases  reported  in  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain.  I  have  only  seen  one  specimen  before,  and  that  was  in  a 
museum  in  Glasgow.  This  child  w7as  not  fully  formed,  and  lived  three 
days  after  birth.  These  monstrosities  must  have  been  very  rare  when 
only  eight  cases  have  occurred  in  America  and  Great  Britain.  I  did 
wish  to  report  this  case  on  account  of  its  rarity  and  interest  before  the 
Rhode  Island  Medical  Society." 

Question.      "What  was  the  sex  of  this  child?" 

Answer.     "It  is  a  male." 

Question.      "What  was  its  physical  development  besides  the  head?" 

Answer.  "The  child  was  perfect  in  form,  except  as  regards  the 
head." 

Dr.  E.  F.  Walker  exhibited  a  metallic  nipple.  "Some  two  months 
ago  a  gentleman  came  to   me,  and  asked  whether  I  was  willing  to  try  a 
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new  invention  in  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  The  objectionable  features  of 
the  rubber  nipples  are,  that  they  are  not  properly  taken  care  of.  They 
become  filthy  and  dirty,  full  of  bacteria  and  frequently  the  child  gets 
sore-mouthed,  as  much  from  the  dirty  nipple  as  anything  else.  He 
brought  me  something  similar  to  this,  and  asked  me  to  try  it.  After 
various  suggestions  and  improvements  he  has  produced  this  one,  which 
I  consider  a  very  perfect  nipple.  Atter  the  children  are  fed,  the  nipples 
are  put  into  boiling  water  and  sterilized  thoroughly.  Since  we  have 
used  these  nipples  the  children  do  not  have  sore  mouths.  With  the 
rubber  nipple  the  children  frequently  take  hold  of  the  rubber  and  suck 
it,  after  their  hunger  is  satisfied.  With  this  metallic  nipple  they  do  not 
do  so.  This  was  so  simple,  and  so  nearly  perfect  for  a  metallic  nipple 
that  it  struck  me  it  was  well  worth  while  to  call  your  attention  to  it. 
With  this  nipple  you  can  regulate  the  supply  of  food  by  a  current  con- 
troller, making  the  delivery  slower,  or  faster.  If  the  child  is  greedy 
and  the  milk  comes  too  freely,  or  too  rapidly,  you  press  this  small  point, 
and  regulate  the  delivery.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  quite  an  advance  in 
that  line.  It  is  made  up  by  a  gentleman  who  is  interested  with  Messrs. 
Hall  &  Lyon.     His  name  is  S.  Roscoe  King." 

At  the  last  quarterly  meeting  the  subject  of  Tuberculosis  was 
brought  up  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  discuss  it  at  this  meeting. 

The  committee,  however,  after  considering  the  matter  did  not  think 
they  could,  at  this  time,  bring  anything  to  the  attention  of  the  Society 
that  would  be  of  interest  to  them,  or  of  value,  therefore  they  requested 
that  they  might  be  dismissed.  The  matter  was  somewhat  discussed, 
however,  by  Dr.  Briggs  and  others.  Dr.  Bronson  asked  what  action 
the  Board  of  Health  were  taking  in  relation  to  diseased  cattle.  In 
reply  Dr.  S warts  stated  that  some  five  or  six  years  ago  there  was  estab- 
lished a  law  respecting  the  examination  of  all  tuberculous  cattle,  and 
last  year  the  state  expended  $5,000  for  this  purpose.  In  each  county 
there  is  a  commissioner  to  examine  each  case,  and  half  the  expense  is 
borne  by  the  state.  The  cattle  so  affected  are  never  allowed  to  go  out 
of  the  state.  The  matter  is  under  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  and  they  are  doing  all  they  can  to  prevent  diseased  cattle 
being  sold  out  of  the  state. 

Dr.  George  D.  Hersey  read  a  paper  on  the 

SELECTION    AND    ADMINISTRATION    OF   ANESTHETICS. 

The  paper  treated  of  the  four  principal  anaesthetics,  nitrous  oxide,  sul- 
phuric ether,  chloroform  and  cocaine.  He  portrayed  the  action  of  each 
one  upon  the  system,  the  effects  and  the  modes  of  treatment  in  case  an 
over  administration  was  made.     Of  nitrous  oxide  he  said  it  is  very 
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efficacious  in  minor  cases  where  the  use  of  anaesthetics  is  for  operations 
lasting  but  a  few  minutes.  It  is  the  safest  one  yet  discovered  and 
deserves  to  be  much  more  than  it  is  at  the  present  time.  Cocaine  was 
used  principally  for  local  administration  and  local  surgery  and  chloro- 
form and  ether  for  more  prolonged  cases.  The  physician,  however, 
should  judge  what  article  to  use.  He  dwelt  particularly  upon  the  point 
that  either  one  should  not  be  used  where  there  were  any  symptoms  of 
heart  or  kidney  troubles. 

A  paper  was  discussed  very  thoroughly  by  a  number  of  Fellows. 
Dr.  R.  F.  Noyes  stated  that  he  was  present  at  the  Railroad  Medical 
School  when  the  first  attempt  to  use  ether,  as  an  anaesthetic,  was  made. 
"  The  credit  of  discovering  the  use  of  ether  as  an  anaesthetic,"  the  doc- 
tor stated,  "  should  belong  to  Dr.  Morton  and  not  Dr.  Jackson." 

Dr.  C.  H,  Leonard  said  that  in  reading  a  sketch  of  Dr.  Morton  he 
was  surprised  to  learn  that  he  was  born  in  Charlton,  Mass.,  the  next 
town  to  that  in  which  he  (Dr.  Leonard)  had  lived  for  years.  He  made 
inquiries  in  that  neighborhood  and  learned  with  difficulty  where  Dr. 
Morton  was  born,  and  the  relatives  of  Dr.  Morton  confirmed  the  fact 
that  he  was  the  discoverer  of  the  use  of  ether.  One  elderly  gentleman, 
whom  he  interviewed  in  Worcester  county,  made  the  statement  that  the 
doctor  experimented  on  a  New  Foundland  dog  before  he  gave  it  to  his 
patients.  He  visited  the  house  where  Dr.  Morton  was  born  and  the 
neighbors  said  that  as  a  lad  Dr.  Morton  was  venturesome  and  daring. 
One  time  in  going  to  his  house  he  found  him  riding  round  the  yard 
after  the  manner  of  circus  riders. 

He  invested  all  he  could  get  in  learning  dentistry,  after  which  he 
went  to  Boston  and  opened  an  office,  which  for  its  appointments,  for 
those  times,  were  far  in  advance  of  the  common  practice  and  considered 
extravagant. 

The  point  that  Dr.  Leonard  desired  to  make  was  that  from  his  per- 
sonal investigations,  he  was  thoroughly  convinced  that  to  Dr.  Morton 
belongs  the  credit  of  discovering  the  use  of  ether  as  an  anaesthetic,  and 
that  no  one  but  a  man  of  his  daring  would  have  ventured  to  use  it  for 
that  purpose. 

Question.      l '  What  date  was  that  ? ' ' 

Answer.  "I  could  not  state.  Dr.  Morton  was  teaching  school  at 
Woonsocket  in  1844  and  1845  ;  my  informant  could  not  fix  the  date 
exactly." 

Dr.  Noyes  related  an  incident  of  the  use  and  exhibitions  of  nitrous 
oxide  at  college  in  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  and  of  an  exhibition 
the  students  gave  in  Shawmut  Hall,  Boston,  where  the  laughing  gas 
was  taken  by  some  of  the  students  and  by  some  people  in  the  audience. 
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The  effect  of  its  administration  was,  that  some  laughed,  some  prayed, 
some  recited  Shakespeare,  and  one  student,  who  was  the  college  boxer, 
became  so  violent  that  the}'  put  the  settee  across  his  body  and  sat  on 
him  until  he  came  to. 

The  Fellows  and  guests  present  retired  to  the  Trocadero,  Mr.  L.  A. 
Tillinghast's  palatial  dining  hall,  where  the  anniversary  dinner  was 
partaken  of. 

THE    ANNUAL    DINNER. 

Dr.  William  J.  Burge,  anniversary  chairman,  in  calling  the  Fellows 
to  order  for  the  post  prandial  exercises  said :  ' '  Mr.  President  and 
Fellows  of  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society :  I  thank  you  most 
heartily  for  the  honor  of  presiding  at  this  banquet. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  be  present  at  many  of  these  annual 
gatherings,  but  never  until  now  as  the  motorman  of  this  nourishing 
electric  plant.  Heretofore  I  have  looked  upon  the  anniversary  chair- 
man from  that  happy  distance  which  "  lends  enchantment  to  the  view." 
I  have  even  regarded  him  as  an  official  greatly  to  be  envied.  So  when 
our  worthy  President  announced  to  me,  six  months  ago,  that  I  was 
appointed  to  occupy  this  chair  I  felt  happy,  and  I  venture  to  say  that 
when  I  shall  have  ceased  to  occupy  it  I  shall  feel  happier  still.  In 
future  whosoever  shall  aspire  to  fill  this  office,  let  me  remind  him  that 
1  ambition  is  a  glorious  cheat,'  and  '  experience  a  ruthless  iconoclast.' 

' '  On  the  present  occasion  I  congratulate  both  the  society  and  myself 
that  I  have  on  my  list  a  sufficient  number  of  speakers  to  fully  occupy 
the  time  at  our  disposal.  I  therefore  turn  on  the  current  and  give  you 
as  the  first  toast : 

"the  embodiment  of  our  past,  the  assurance  of  our  future 

prosperity." 
Responded  to  by  Dr.  Robert  F.  Noyes,  President  Rhode  Island  Medi- 
cal Society.  Dr.  Noyes  spoke  as  follows:  "It  affords  me  great 
pleasure  to  respond  in  behalf  of  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society.  Our 
chairman  has  exercised  most  excellent  judgment  in  selecting  and  in  pro- 
pounding the  sentiment  '  The  Embodiment  of  our  Past,  the  Assurance 
of  our  Future  Prosperity.'  What  then,  briefly,  constitutes  the  embodi- 
ment of  our  past  ? 

First,  observe  that  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  has  since  its 
organization  in  181 2,  practically  extended  an  invitation  to  all  properly 
qualified  practitioners  of  medicine  within  the  confines  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  to  become  members  of  our  corporate  body.  Formerly  a 
candidate  was  required  to  present  his  credentials  to  the  Board  of  Cen- 
sors for  inspection,  but  latterly,    in  addition  thereto,  he  has  been  re- 
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quired,  and  is  required,  to  pass  an  examination  before  a  Board  of  Med- 
ical Examiners.  The  object  of  these  requirements  is,  that  the  candi- 
date may  have  an  opportunity  to  show  that  he  does  not  propose  to 
practice  any  exclusive  system  of  medicine,  is  not  wedded  to  any  dogma 
and  is  qualified  to  practice  our  noble  profession.  These  are  the  senti- 
ments, and  principles  which  have  guided  the  Rhode  Island  Mndical  So- 
ciety whenever  it  has  appeared  by  representation  in  our  legislative  halls 
in  advocacy  of  a  law  controlling  the  practice.  The  Society  does  not 
wish  to  dictate  to  a  man  how  he  shall  practice ;  but  it  desires  a  law 
against  ignorance.  When  the  doctor  is  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient, 
the  drug,  the  dose,  the  means,  the  appliance  lie  between  himself,  his 
patient  and  his  conscience. 

Secondly :  I  observe  that  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  per- 
formed a  most  noble  act  several  years  ago,  one  for  which  it  has  never 
been  sorry,  but  always  proud,  when  it,  upon  the  fleer,  exercised  its 
inherent  and  prerogative  right,  suspended  a  bye-law  and  admitted  to  fel- 
lowship a  lady  practitioner,  who  with  a  womanly,  yet  with  a  determined 
knock,  had  indicated  her  desire  for  admission.  Since  that  time  the  So- 
ciety has  learned,  and  now  appreciates,  that  in  the  higher  realm  of  in- 
tellectual attainment,  in  the  ability  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery, 
there  is  no  distinction  of  gender. 

Thirdly :  I  observe  that  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  has  never 
lost  sight  of  the  great  object  of  its  existence,  professional  advancement, 
and  as  time  and  everything  else  has  advanced,  our  meetings  have  be- 
come more  frequent,  our  papers  more  numerous,  and  our  discussions 
more  free. 

Fourthly:  1  observe  that  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  has 
always  taken  cognizance  of  the  fact  that  good  fellowship  is  dependent, 
to  a  certain  extent,  upon  that  conviviality,  which  is  induced  and  stimu- 
lated around  the  festive  board,  and  so  this  is  the  83d  time  in  82  years 
that  the  Society  has  partaken  of  its  annual  dinner. 

These  are  some  of  the  sentiments,  some  of  the  principles  which  con- 
stitute the  embodiment  of  our  past,  and  as  these  have  safely  guided 
the  Society  on  for  more  than  four  score  years,  it  is  fair  to  presume, 
not  because  history  repeats  itself,  but  because  the  nature  of  the  senti- 
ments and  the  justice  of  the  principles,  that  the  embodiment  of  our  past 
does  constitute  the  assurance  of  our  future  prosperity. 

There  is  another  sentiment,  however,  which  the  Society  will  do  well 
to  cultivate  and  stimulate,  that  of  benevolence  towards  the  building 
fund,  to  the  end  that  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society's  library,  our 
precious  gem,  the  labor  of  a  few,  may  be  cared  for  and  protected. 
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Gentlemen,  I  thank  you  for  your  attention,  but  I  feel  that  I  should 
retire  tor  the  fuse  which  the  anniversary  chairman  holds  in  his  hands  is 
now  ignited,  is  burning  rapidly,  and  is  about  to  explode  the  real  poeti- 
cal and  rhetorical  fireworks  for  this  occasion." 


It  is  evident  that  th-j  domain  of  higher  education,  so  long  monopolized  by  men 
is  now  heing  rapidly  encroached  upon  by  the  fair  sex.  In  view  of  the  fact  I  offer 
you  the  fallowing : 

"THE    COMMON    GENDER    OF    INTELLECT   A   VERITABLE    MENTAL 

EVOLUTION-" 

Response  by  Dr  Helen  Putnam. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen :  The  subject  to  which  it  is  my 
pleasant  privilege  to  respond  is  one  that  I  always  avoid.  My  disrelish 
for  topics  of  this  nature  is  because,  in  common  with  many  others,  I  feel 
too  impatient  of,  and  too  keenly,  the  lateness  and  the  incompleteness  of 
this  respect  awakening  of  the  world  to  a  recognition,  concerning  one- 
half  of  humanity,  of  duty  to  develop  into  excellence  her  best  powers 
and  of  responsibility  for  the  best  use  of  those  powers  for  the  good  of 
society. 

While  I  am  not  able,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  respond  other  than  earnestly 
to  this  toast-  we  are  still  too  deep  in  the  Sturm  und  Drang  period  to  speak 
lightly  of  it — I  will  endeavor  to  avoid  such  earnestness  as  may  inter- 
fere with  the  good  digestion  that  should  await  an  appetite. 

Civilization  today  it  confronted  everywhere  by  practical  problems  de- 
manding immediate  solution,  that  birthrights  may  not  be  taken  from 
the  people. 

In  this  seething  mass  discontented  and  protesting,  bursting  through 
the  crust  of  conventionalities  in  strikes  and  Coxey  armies,  helping  to 
people  insane  and  inebriate  asylums,  workhouses  and  jails,  in  the  solu- 
tion of  this  terrible  problem  of  labor  and  capital,  women  are  vitally  con- 
cerned and  have  a  subtly  potent  influence. 

What  to  do  with  our  unemployed  men  and  women,  how  to  help  the 
needy,  and  in  that  helping  how  to  deal  with  the  saloon  evil,  breed- 
ing a  class  of  paupers,  is  a  serious  problem,  to  a  large  extent,  to 
women. 

The  American  Academy  of  Medicine,  at  its  annual  meeting  in 
August,  will  devote  its  two  days  session  to  the  consideration  of  our  de- 
fective classes,  our  retrogressives,  a  subject  that  current  literature,  both 
secular  and  medical,  is  persistently  bringing  to  our  attention.  No  one 
understands  so  well  as  physicians  how  much  unintelligent  motherhood, 
both  in  pre-natal  and  post-natal  influencing  has  to  do  with  their  exist- 
ence;  how  the  teacher,  usually  a  woman  and  usually  ignorant  of  laws, 
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of  physiological  psychology,  of  physics  and  physiology,  chemistry  and 
hygiene,  is  another  agent  to  warp  the  susceptible  mechanism  of  the 
growing  bits  of  humanity  entrusted  to  her.  A  great  educator  has  said  : 
1 '  The  number  of  children  born  stupid  is  really  very  small ;  but  the 
number  of  children  who  are  left  stupid — that  is  those  whose  powers  are 
undeveloped — is  very  great,  and  this  number  is  mainly  dependent  on 
the  teacher  with  whom  it  rests  very  much  to  decide  whether  those 
powers  shall  be  developed,  ignored  or  stifled.  Early  school  training 
and  conditions  and  influences  of  home  life  in  childhood  all  usually  in 
the  hands  of  women,  have  everything  to  do  with  turning  out  upon  the 
community  individuals  capable  of  gravitating  into  inebriate,  idle  and 
vicious  classes,  unhealthful  mentally,  morally  and  physically. 

There  has  lately  come  into  our  ranks  the  apostle  student-teacher  of 
preventative  medicine,  the  future,  as  it  seems  to  me,  of  this  great  pro- 
fession. Is  not  the  crucial  test  and  practical  application  of  their  dis- 
coveries, at  least  in  household  and  personal  hygiene,  is  not  the  final 
demonstration  of  the  usefulness  of  the  science,  in  the  hands  jof  the 
housewife  and  mother? 

Problems  of  suitable  food  wholesomely  prepared  according  to  laws  of 
nutrition  and  physiological  demand,  of  hygienic  dress  and  exercise,  of 
household  ventilation  and  asepsis  and  of  all  belonging  with  these,  have 
not  been  solved  and  cannot  be  solved,  any  more  than  problems  of  labor 
and  capital,  of  the  unemployed,  of  the  proper  administration  of  charity, 
of  motherhood  and  education,  by  mother  wit  and  woman's  intention. 
Her  idea  of  duty  is  not  always  infallible,  and  the  hard  won  truths  of  ex- 
perience and  of  science  are  not  the  first  thing  that  comes  into  her  head. 
It  does  not  seem  reasonable  to  assume  that  questions  puzzling  the 
wisest  thought  of  our  times  can  be  safely  dealt  with  by  uneducated 
minds.  Woman  cannot  escape  them.  Shall  she  shirk  them?  Shall 
she  ignorantly  blunder — often  in  such  charming  guise  that  criticism  is 
disarmed,  but  the  harm  nevertheless  is  done — or  shall  she  act  intelli- 
gently, with  such  wisdom  as  the  world  has  ready  for  her  use? 

Wives  and  mothers  who  do  not  intelligently  adjust  themselves  to  the 
individualities  of  husbands  and  children,  and  the  always  self-sacrificing 
woman,  a  conservator  and  educator  of  selfishness  and  wrong-doing  in 
others;  mothers  who  ruin  their  children  by  indulgence,  physically, 
mentally  and  morally,  and  daughters  wilfully  disobedient,  are  also  dan- 
gerous classes  in  the  community,  fore-runners  of  the  retrogressives.  It 
has  been  well  said  that  the  materials  for  a  tragedy  are  close  at  hand 
when  the  woman  child  of  nature  exists  anywhere  except  in  the  poet's  or 
the  sentimentalists  fancy. 

There  is  a  kind  of  herb  to  give  her  and  and  a  kind  not  to  give.  The 
kinds  to  give  her  should  be  in  the  form  of  a  clear  recognition  of  the 
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need  of  intelligent  womanhood  in  all  classes,  and  still  more  in  the  form 
of  facilities  for  obtaining  better  education  and  discipline,  physically  and 
mentally j  and  finally  in  the  form  of  stimulus  and  encouragement  to  no 
lower  standards  of  excellence  than  those  of  earlier  workers. 


The  frequent  association  of  physicians  and  ministers  of  the  gospel  in  the  abodes 
of  suffering  humanity  has  quite  naturally  led  me  to  offer  you  the  following: 
While  soul  and  body  still  together  cling, 
If  one  be  stung  the  other  feels  the  sting. 
The  cure  of  one  will  not  the  other  mend, 
So  priest  and  doctor  must  the  case  attend. 
The  doctor  aims  to  make  the  body  whole, 
The  priest  deals  solely  with  the  patient's  soul. 

Response  by  Rev.  W.   F.   B.  Jackson. 

Mr.  Jackson  spoke  as  follows  :  It  is  a  strange  thing  to  say,  per- 
haps you  won't  believe  it,  after  a  ministry  of  over  thirty  years,  this  is 
only  the  second  time  I  have  been  called  upon  to  make  a  speech  on  a 
public  occasion  like  this.  The  first  time  was  on  the  occasion  of  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Churchmen's  Club.  The  Churchmen's  Club  is  not  like  a 
meeting  of  physicians  in  the  topics  it  suggests.  When  your  Chairman 
asked  if  I  would  officiate,  I  felt  inclined  to  put  to  him  a  question  which 
has  a  curious  interpretation.  I  was  calling  upon  a  lady  some  fifteen  or 
sixteen  years  ago,  on  Mount  Pleasant,  Sky-high  Hill.  When  I  called, 
I  found  the  family  all  worked  in  the  mills,  and  the  old  lady  very  sick. 
I  could  not  make  the  old  lady  understand  anything  I  said,  because  she 
was  very  deaf.  I  had  a  natural  curiosity,  they  being  Methodists,  to 
know  why  they  called  me,  so  I  asked : 

' '  What  induced  you  to  send  for  me  ?  ' ' 

The  old  lady  said,  "  What  does  he  say  ?  " 

The  daughter  replied  to  her  in  a  loud  tone,  "He  wants  to  know 
what  the  deuce  you  sent  for  him  for." 

I  felt  like  saying  to  Dr.  B  urge,  "What  the  deuce  he  sent  tome 
for?" 

Some  years  ago  I  happened  to  be  in  Edinburgh  when  the  medical 
class  of  the  university  was  being  graduated.  At  that  time  there  were 
some  200  young  men  sent  out.  One  of  the  exports  of  Scotland  is  her 
medical  students.  You  find  them  all  over  the  world,  and  it  is  a  serious 
question  to  ask,  How  many  of  them  are  going  to  win  renown  and  pe- 
cuniary reward  ?  The  difference  between  a  clergyman  going  out  and  a 
doctor  is,  that  the  clergyman  has  his  good  time  when  he  is  young.  You 
know  what  the  old  tradition  is  of  the  mother  who  has  a  marriageable 
daughter,  she  is  very  attentive  to   his  wants.     They  used  to  get  a  good 
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many  pairs  of  slippers  a  year.  Dr.  Brooks  had  so  many  pairs  of  slip- 
pers given  him  that  he  believed  he  must  be  a  centipede.  Then  comes  a 
time  when  those  donations  drop  off.  If  he  gets  them  when  he  gets  to 
be  my  age  he  is  very  fortunate.  When  he  gets  old  he  is  laid  up  on  the 
shelf.     They  want  young  men  to  build  up  a  parish. 

Now  how  is  it  with  the  young  doctor  ?  I  read  an  article  in  the 
Boston  Transcript,  which  seemed  to  me  very  appropriate.  The  paper 
was  speaking  in  an  editorial  article,  "  That  it  seemed  to  be  the  common 
understanding  among  the  whole  people,  that  the  young  men  who  had 
been  reading  medical  books  and  working  in  hospitals  did  not  have  any 
idea  of  medicine,"  and  it  gave  a  story  of  a  young  man  who  had  gradu- 
ated and  went  to  visit  a  family,  where  he  was  well  treated.  The  family 
were  a  little  excited.  "  Jenny  is  down  sick,  is  red,  is  feverish,  I  don't 
know  but  she  is  coming  down  with  the  measles." 

"  Well,"  said  the  young  doctor,    "  let  me  see  her." 

She  said,    "  Do  you  think  you  can  tell  what  is  the  matter  with  her?  " 

These  doctors  don't  have  their  chance  as  the 'clergymen  do. 

I  received  a  letter  a  few  days  since  telling  of  an  epidemic  in  a  town 
in  Wales,  where  the  only  persons  to  do  any  work  were  the  doctor,  the 
clergyman  and  the  sexton  ;  they  had  all  the  labor  of  looking  after  the 
sick  to  attend  to.  Now  this  has  happened  a  good  many  times  in  my 
own  experience.  I  feel  it  a  pride  to  have  known  so  many  devoted  doc- 
tors. 

Your  president,  Dr.  Noyes,  called  the  profession  a  ''noble  profes- 
eion.'  It  is  a  noble  profession.  It  is  noble  in  its  onward  inarch,  in  its 
aims,  in  its  scientific  studies,  and  the  fact  that  it  brings  all  those  stud- 
ies to  the  alleviation  of  disease.  If  you  think  for  a  moment  what 
learned  professions  are  demanded  by  the  phases  of  the  human  race — 
clergymen,  on  account  of  its  weaknesses,  the  lawyer,  on  account  of  the 
injury  one  man  does  to  another,  but  the  physician  is  made  necessary  on 
account  of  the  sicknesses,  evils  which  are  brought  upon  the  human 
frame  on  account  of  the  wrong  actions  of  mankind.  The  medical  pro- 
fession must  stand  at  the  head.  For  my  own  profession — that  is  for  me 
— there  is  nothing  like  the  priesthood,  the  church  I  will  not  discount  for 
any  other  occupation,  but  for  pure  sympathy,  and  doing  the  greatest 
amount  of  good,  there  can  be  no  profession  equal  to  the  medical. 
There  is  no  such  chance  anywhere  for  sympathy.  It  may  be,  however, 
after  all,  that  sympathy  is  not  necessary.  I  will  tell  you  a  story  about 
Dr.  Gross  of  Philadelphia.  A  friend  of  mine,  who  was  assistant  in  a 
large  parish,  had  a  trouble  with  his  throat.  He  had  a  small  salary,  a 
family  depending  upon  him.     He  wanted  to  consult  a  doctor. 

"  Why  don't  you  go  and  see  Dr.  Gross  ?  " 
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Everybody  tells  him,  "  He  is  a  pretty  hard  man." 

"Well,"  my  friend  said,  "go  and  see  him,"  and  so  he  took  a  letter  to 
him.     The  doctor  looked  at  his  throat.     The   young   man  said  to  him  : 

"  How  much  am  I  to  pay  you  ?  " 

The  doctor  said,  "What  is  your  salary?" 

The  young  man  told  him. 

He  said,  "I  don't  practice  now  at  all,  but  you  are  to  come  to  me  every 
day  as  long  as  I  can  do  you  any  good  and  you  must  come,  and  do  not 
let  there  be  any  word  between  us  about  a  fee.     Good  morning." 

"  Now  I  say,  that  is  characteristic,  not  only  of  Dr.  Goss,  but  it  is 
characteristic  of  a  good  many  of  your  profession  the  world  over.  You 
physicians  are  called  upon  to  exercise  not  only  your  mental  faculties, 
but  a  charity  which  costs  the  pocket,  and  I  feel  it  a  great  privilege  to 
come  here  and  bear  testimony  of  the  nobility  of  the  medical  profession." 

In  these  latter  days  of  the  19th  century,  bacteriology  occupies  so  conspicuous  a 
place  in  medical  literature  that  one  needs  pay  some  respect  to  the  germ  theory  of 
disease.     I  give  you 

"THE   UBIQUITOUS    MICROBE    IS   THE    LITTLE    DEVIL   AS    BLACK    AS 

HE    IS    GENERALLY    PAINTED.'' 

Response  by  Dr.   G.  T.  Swarts. 

In  response  to  your  toast,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  must  admit  that  the 
minute  microscopical  entity  whose  evil  spirits  you  have  invoked  are  in- 
deed omnipresent,  and  while  some  of  them  have  been  discovered  carry- 
ing about  with  them  their  tails,  lashing  them  about  in  apparent  fury, 
yet  it  is  not  always  with  an  evil  intent.  On  the  contrary,  they  appear  to 
have  a  mission  in  life,  wdiich  should  be  accorded  to  the  after  dinner 
vSpeaker,  and  that  is  to  eat  up  what  comes  in  their  way,  then  dry  up  and 
give  no  further  trouble. 

As  to  their  being  painted  black,  liter  ally,  they  are  in  that  respect 
misjudged,  for  they  are  apparently  only  little  innocent  transparent, 
gelatinous  bodies,  only  occasionally  showing  a  tendency  to  opacity,  and 
that  at  a  time  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  produce  more  votes,  more 
vSoldiers,  and  more  practioners  of  their  kind. 

To  be  sure,  when  given  full  play  to  their  abilities  and  supplied  with 
the  proper  nutrient  media  they  will  manufacture  for  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  colors,  in  all  gradations  from  the  palest  pink  up  to  the  richest 
and  depest  purple,  crimson  and  yellow.  They  have  the  power  to  pro- 
duce also  irridescent  colors,  and  some  have  even  the  power  of  produc- 
ing light,  sufficient  to  admit  of  their  large  villages  being  photographed 
by  man. 

If  they  are  little  devils,  and  they  are  black  in  their  doings,  they 
have  man  to  thank  for  the  disposition,  for  until  they  show  a  propensity 
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to  kill,  they  are  not  tilted  as  'Knights  of  the  Tail,'  and  unless  man 
places  the  temptation  in  their  way,  and  so  far  undermines  the  strength 
of  his  leucocytes  and  blood  serum  provided  by  nature  as  a  body  guard 
against  these  evil  doers,  not  until  then  can  they  play  the  role  of  vicious 
microbes,  and  slaughter  not  the  clean  and  healthy,  but  the  dirty  and 
impoverished. 

If  they  are  vicious  in  their  tendencies,  is  it  not  partly  the  fault  of 
man  ?  Who  persists  in  giving  up  the  nomadic  life  which  nature  pro- 
vides for  him,  establishes  himself  in  large  numbers  in  one  place,  re- 
duces the  amount  of  nature's  gift  of  pure  air  to  a  minimum  by  confine- 
ment in  houses,  in  workshops  and  factories,  and  then  when  any 
insidious,  but  familiar  organism  enters  the  lungs  and  begins  his  ravages, 
we  see  fit  to  cultivate  him  on  human  material  by  allowing  him  to  become 
dust,  and  allowing  that  dust  to  enter  the  lungs  of  others,  furnishing 
more  deviltry  for  our  little  guest,  and  then  we  cry  out  against  him  and 
forget  our  hospitality,  when  he  is  only  acomplishing  the  work  set  out 
for  him  to  do.  If  wTe  do  not  provide  for  his  entertainment,  he  will  no 
longer  do  his  work,  and  will  lose  his  thoroughly  earned  title. 

As  was  the  devil  of  ancient  history,  merely  set  apart  for  a  contrast 
and  a  lesson,  so  are  the  pathogenic  organisms  placed  upon  a  malicious 
footing  to  teach  us  that  we  cannot  eat  decayed  and  hence  non-nutritious 
materials  without  the  nature  of  ptomains ;  that  we  must  live  up  to 
nature's  laws,  and  then  we  shall  have  found  that  we  are  no  longer  the 
factor  standing  between.  We  shall  find  that  we  have  ceased  to  exist, 
and  then  our  attention  will  be  directed  to  the  ascertainment  of  their 
sisters  and  brothers,  the  larger  group,  and  of  a  more  angelic  type. 

To  thi 3  class  man  must  be  truly  grateful,  for  by  the  exercise  of 
their  mission  they  assist  man  in  battling  with  their  evil  brothers,  first 
by  destroying  every  form  of  filth,  thus  assisting  largely  in  the  retrograde 
metamorphosis  necessary  of  all  organic  matter,  placing  that  which  is 
dangerous  on  a  condition  which  is  harmless  and  whenever  they  meet  the 
evil  doers  by  sheer  force  of  numbers  they  not  only  place  them  in  a 
state  of  a  seige,  but  throw  out  poisonous  products  which  overcome 
them,  and  they  shout  for  victory. 

"The  non-pathogenic,  or  non-vicious  class,  reminds  me  of  the  un- 
gainly turkey  buzzard  so  prevalent  in  many  of  the  cities  and  towns  of 
our  southern  states,  and  where  the  law  requires  that  no  one  shall  harm 
them  under  heavy  penalty.  These  favored  birds  act  as  scavengers,  and 
are  expected  to  dispose  of  all  decaying  animal  and  vegetable  masses, 
but,  at  times  they  become  lawless  and  sieze  wholesome  pieces  of  meat 
hanging  at  the  door  of  a  butcher's  shop,  but  they  must  not  be  harmed. 
So  it  is  that  the  little  microbe  is  omnipresent,  seizing  upon  all  decay, 
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and  if  in  the  course  of  his  rambles  and  kickings  he  occasionally  siezes  a 
good  fat  specimen  of  the  genus  homo,  let  us  not  lament,  but  consider  it 
as  a  sacrifice  to  these  little  angels  and  continue  to  pray  that  the  next 
fat  victim  may  be  thegorged  and  muchly  inflated  after  dinner  speaker." 


It  is  seldom  we  can  get  a  lawyer  to  tell  us  anything  without  a  fee.  Happily  I 
have  succeeded  in  corralling  one  of  them,  and  therefore  it  seems  to  me  eminently 
proper  that  we  should  pump  him  dry. 

11  THE   UNIVERSALITY    OF    LAW." 

Responded  to  by  George  A.  Littlefield,  Esq. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — It  is  an  advertisement  of  no 
small  magnitude  to  be  accounted  for  five  minutes  the  legal  advisor  of  so 
ancient  and  honorable  a  body  as  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society.  It 
will  not  be  a  difficult  feat  to  pump  me  dry,  for  I  fear  I  am  already  in 
that  condition,  owing  either  to  the  effect  of  your  sunny  entertainment 
upon  my  natural  shallowness,  or  owing  to  your  .strict  adherence,  as 
well  as  my  own,  to  temperance  principles.  There  is  certainly  every 
other  temptation  to  fullness  here.  It  must  have  been  a  medical  poet 
who  formulated  the  philosophy  to  which  I  never  felt  more  like  subscrib- 
ing than  at  present  after  your  rich  feast : 

We  may  live  without  poetry,  music  and  art, 
May  live  without  conscience,  may  live  without  heart, 
We  may  live  without  friends,  may  live  without  books, 
But  civilized  man  cannot  live  without  cooks. 

We  may  live  without  books,  what  is  knowledge  but  grieving  ? 
We  may  live  without  hope,  what  is  hope  but  deceiving? 
We  may  live  without  love,  what  is  passion  but  pining  ? 
But  civilized  man  cannot  live  without  dining. 

We  have  been  favored  this  afternoon  with  remarks  from  worthy  rep- 
resentatives of  noble  professions.  It  is  wonderful  how  all  knowledge 
converges  into  the  one  great  ocean  of  truth.  Ministers,  doctors  and 
lawyers  are  artificers  upon  a  common  metal.  Medicine  admits  men 
into  the  world  and  dismisses  them  from  it,  law  conducts  them  through 
it,  and  religion  presents  them  to  the  future  world.  All  three  are  con- 
servative and  averse  to  experiment,  mindful  of  the  precious  material  in 
wdiich  they  work.  If  lawyers  could  bury  their  mistakes  as  easily  as 
doctors  can,  the  newly  landed  Irishman's  impression  would  not  be  so 
general.  He  was  walking  through  a  cemetery  and  he  came  to  a  new 
monument  bearing  the  legend,  "  Here  lies  buried  John  Smith,  a  lawyer 
and  an  honest  man."  "Begorra,"  said  Pat,  "queer  country  this.  With 
all  the  land  they've  got,  why  should  they  be  after  burying  two  men  in 
one  grave  ?  "    A  lawyer  cannot  afford  to  lose  a  single  case  as  the  doctor 
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can.  An  assistant  surgeon  of  stupid  temperament,  whom  we  will  cal1 
George,  was  busying  himself  at  the  battle  of  Lake  Erie  on  the  deck  of 
Oliver  Hazard  Perry's  flagship  where  nine  men  out  of  ten  had  been 
shot  down,  in  carrying  the  wounded  to  the  surgeons  down  in  the  cock- 
pit. An  officer  shot  in  the  leg  begged  to  be  taken  down,  and  George, 
shouldering  his  burden,  laboriously  started  down,  carrying  the  injured 
man  feet  first,  head  behind.  Between  decks  a  cannon  ball  crashed 
right  through  the  ship,  unnoticed  in  the  din,  passing  just  back  of 
George's  shoulders,  and  cutting  off  his  patient's  head  as  clean  as  if  it 
had  been  done  with  a  guillotine.     Still,  George  unaware  of   the   fact, 

trudged  wearily  down  with  his  burden  to  the  surgeons.     'What  in 

are  you  bringing  that  man  down  here  for  with  his  head  shot  o*ff  ?  ' 
roared  the  doctor  in*  charge.  Then,  partially  awakening  for  the  first 
time  in  25  years,  George  exclaimed,  holding  his  burden  off  at  arms 
length,  '  Why  !  he  said  it  was  his  leg.  A  lawyer  would  have  been 
more  disturbed  over  such  a  development  at  the  critical  point  in  the 
case. 

But,  seriously,  the  poets  did  well  to  conjoin  music  and  medicine,  says 
Bacon,  because  the  office  of  medicine  is  to  tune  the  curious  harp  of  man's 
body.  Of  law,  says  some  one,  there  can  be  no  less  acknowledged  than 
that  her  seat  is  is  in  the  bosom  of  God,  her  voice  the  harmony  of  the 
world. 

The  first  of  two  or  three  evidences  of  the  universality  of  law  that  occur 
to  me  is  the  fact,  constantly  coming  into  clearer  recognition,  that  ethics > 
the  universal  science  of  right  conduct,  is  the  real  and  true  basis  of  all 
law.  Conscience  is  seen  to  be  not  a  separate  faculty,  but  simply  con- 
sciousness applied  to  the  moral  element  in  everything,  and  conscious- 
ness in  vigorous  exercise  is  so  largely  a  product,  or  at  least  an  accom- 
paniment, of  the  physiological  conditions  which  the  hygenic  and  heal- 
ing art  must  sharpen,  that  the  responsibility  of  physicians,  as  well  as  of 
lawyers  for  just  laws  is  self  evident.  "Law,"  says  Judge  Dillon,  "has 
innermost  and  invisible  springs  in  the  realms  of  an  elevated  morality, 
close  by  the  throne  of  God  ;  its  waters,  which  are  meant,  like  the  leaves 
of  the  tree  of  life,  for  the  healing  of  the  nations,  although  that  they  may 
be  colored  or  tinctured  by  the  soils  thro'  which  they  run,  never  lose 
the  sweetness  and  purity  derived  from  their  original  source." 

The  increasing  supremacy  of  law  is  a  noticeable  feature  of  its  univer- 
sality. Lawyers  and  judges  are  not  the  law.  They  are  only  its 
trustees.  Nor  are  kings,  nor  presidents,  nor  congresses.  An  unconsti- 
tutional law  is  doomed,  and  even  the  congress  of  the  United  States  can- 
not, for  example,  cause  a  false  arrest  without  heavy  damage r.  There 
is  a  vitality  in  the  life  of  the  law  unparalled  by  any  other  human  institu- 
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tion.  The  maxim  that  corporations  never  die  or  the  cry,  "  The  king  is 
dead,  long  live  the  king'"  are  feeble  expressions  in  comparison  with  the 
life  of  onr  English  common  law,  which  reigns  universally  in  England, 
the  Sandwich  Islands,  India,  Australia,  South  Africa,  thus  the  sun 
never  setting  upon  it. 

'  The  ideal  of  a  modern  judge,"  says  a  gifted  lawyer,  "  is  no  longer  a 
figure  with  bandaged  eyes,  but  rathei  the  statue  of  Liberty  Enlighten- 
ing the  WorLl,  holding  aloft  her  torch  of  truth  lighted  from  on  high  and 
ever  advancing  with  firm  step  and  steady  flame' ' .  Thus  the  common  law 
has  advanced  from  the  present  and  will  continue  to  advance  throughout 
the  future.  "There  are  great  truths,"  says  Longfellow  in  Michael 
Angelo, 

• 

There  are  great  truths  that  pitch  their  shining  tents 
Outside  our  walls,  and  though  but  dimly  seen 
In  the  gray  dawn,  they  will  be  manifest 
When  the  light  widens  into  perfect  day. 

The  noblest  feature  of  American  history  has  been  this  widening  into 
perfect  day  of  public  and  private  law  as  a  definition  of  public  and  private 
rights.  Statutes  and  constitutions,  wheels  within  wheels,  have  been  set 
!n  motion  in  this  land  to  a  perfection  unparalleled  in  any  other  age  or 
country.  "The  American  Constitution,"  says  Gladstone,  "  is  the  most 
wonderful  work  ever  struck  off  at  a  given  time  by  the  brain  and  pur- 
pose ot  man. ' '  l '  Such  decisions,  such  interpretations  of  constitutional  law 
as  Daniel  Webster  secured  in  the  Dartmouth  College  case,  and  the  case 
of  Gibbon  against  Ogden,  the  latter  releasing  American  waters  from 
the  interference  of  monopolies  forever,  did  as  much,  says  John  Fiske,  "  to 
establish  this  government  upon  its  present  constitutional  foundations  as 
did  the  original  adoption  of  the  constitution  itself."  The  Declaration  of 
Independence,  proposed  by  Patrick  Henry  and  James  Otis,  framed  by 
Thomas  Jefferson,  defended  by  John  Adams,  and  confirmed  by  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  lawyers  illustrious 
all,  is  the  unfolding  Magna  Charta  of  American  Liberty .  It  has  now 
made  our  country,  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  the  land  of  the  free  and 
the  home  of  the  brave, 

A  union  of  lakes  and  union  of  lands, 
A  union  of  states,  none  can  sever, 
A  union  of  hearts,  a  union  of  hands, 
And  the  flag  of  our  Union  forever. 


"I  trust  we  are,  all  of  us,  interested  in  periodical  literature,  and  especially  so  in 
in  everything  which  relates  to  our  life  work.  I  give  you  therefore,  "The  Medical 
Press." 

Response  by  Dr.  Briggs. 
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THE  MEDICAL  PRESS. 

Mr.  President,  fellows  of  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society:  It  was 
a  great  surprise  when  our  chairman  called  upon  me  to  respond  to  the 
toast,  "The  Medical  Press."  Upon  meditation  I  remember  to  have 
heard  some  great  man  or  other  say  that  ' '  an  after-dinner  speech  should 
always  be  a  short  one,"  and  I  arrived  at  the  following  conclusion,  that 
as  my  knowledge  and  experience  on  the  subject  was  very  limited,  my 
remarks  must  of  necessity  be  short. 

The  toast,  "The  Medical  Press,"  is  one  that  would  require  much 
deep  thought,  and  one  that  is  worthy  to  be  handled  by  the  ablest  and 
most  experienced  men  in  that  line  in  our  profession.  Much  could  be 
said  of  its  influence  for  good  and  bad,  of  its  magnitude,  of  its  great  im- 
portance as  an  educator  of  the  profession. 

It  is  the  means  whereby  all  great  discoveries  in  medicine  and  surgery 
are  disseminated  amongst  the  profession.  In  its  particular  line  it  has 
done  more  for  the  profession,  for  the  elevation  of  its  members,  for  rais- 
ing the  standard  of  medical  education,  than  all  the  medical  colleges 
and  all  the  text  books  in  the  country  combined. 

Is  there  a  member  of  this  Society  that  ever  stopped  to  think  of  the 
great  work  done  for  the  profession,  for  him  individually  by  the  Medical 
Press?  If  not,  I  ask  you  one  and  all  to  stop  and  consider  this  question, 
and  after  you  have  thought  the  matter  over  and  arrived  at  some  idea  of 
the  value  that  the  medical  periodicals  have  been  to  you,  ask  yourself 
another  question,  How  much  have  you  individually  done  for  the  medi- 
cal journals?  How  much  have  we  as  a  society  done  for  the  medical 
periodicals  of  the  country? 

It  is  not  enough  that  we  select  from  the  long  list  of  journals  published 
in  the  interest  of  our  profession  those  that  seem  the  best  adapted  to  our 
wants ;  that  come  the  nearest  to  our  ideal  of  what  a  medical  journal 
should  be,  and  subscribe  for  the  same,  but  it  is  our  duty  to  help  and  en- 
courage them  by  frequent  contributions,  by  the  report  of  interesting  and 
instructive  cases.  In  that  way  we  not  only  help  the  journals  as 
journals,  but  we  help  them  to  fulfill  their  mission  in  disseminating 
knowledge  among  our  brother  practitioners. 

Very  few  medical  men  become  rich  from  the  practice  of  their  pro- 
fession, and  very  few  editors  of  the  medical  press  every  acquire  im- 
mense fortunes  for  their  labors  as  editors.  In  all  branches  of  our  pro- 
fession we  are  called  upon  to  do  much  gratuitious  work;  let  me  assure 
you  that  the  Medical  Press  is  not  exempt  from  this  tax  upon  its  time 
and  fortune.  In  the  one  case  the  physician  furnishes  it  to  his  clientage, 
his  patients,  in  the  other  the  medical  press  furnishes  it  to  his  clientage, 
who  are  its  professional  brothers,  and  while  it  does  this  gladly,  in  more 
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than  a  hundred  ways,  please  remember  that  whatever  its  mistakes  may 
be,  however  far  the  journal  may  be  from  perfect  and  your  ideal  of  what 
a  medical  periodical  should  be,  many  times  it  is  the  fault  of  its  clientage 
more  than  its  own,  and  that  the  press  gives  you  much  more  value  than 
you  ever  return  to  it. 

The  medical  press  of  this  country  from  small  beginnings,  many  years 
ago,  has  grown  to  be  one  of  great  magnitude,  far-reaching  and  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  the  profession. 

While  Europe  and  the  Continent  are  acknowledged  the  world  over, 
as  producing  and  furnishing  to  the  profession  a  greater  number  of 
medical  text  books  and  works  pertaining  to  the  medical  science, 
America  is  recognized  as  taking  the  lead  in  medical  periodicals,  in  num- 
bers at  least.  There  have  always  been  the  kindest  of  feelings  between 
the  profession  and  the  medical  press  in  this  country,  and  ever  have 
they  walked  hand  in  hand,  the  one  helping  the  other  in  their  every  day 
perplexities  and  trials,  both  striving  to  do  their  part  in  the  great  and 
onward  march  of  the  science  of  medicine,  until  to-day  America  can 
boast  of  as  well  edited,  instructive  and  practical  medical  periodicals  as 
are  published  in  the  world  ;  while  her  medical  schools,  hospitals  and 
medical  men  are  the  peers  of  those  in  any  country,  and  we  are  fast  in- 
trenching ourselves  in  the  enviable  position  of  being  the  first  nation  on 
the  globe  in  all  that  pertains  to  medicine  and  surgery,  a  position  which 
I  have  faith  to  believe  we  shall  soon  hold,  if  in  fact  it  be  not  a  truism 
to-day. 


"Among  the  officers  connected  with  our  charitable  and  penal  institutions,  there 
is  no  one  whose  duties  are  more  exacting,  orfrought  with  greater  responsibility 
than  those  of  the  physician  in  charge." 

Responded  to  by  Dr.  George  F.  Keene. 

Mr.  President  and  Fellows:  I  assure  you  that  I  appreciate  greatly 
the  honor  contained  in  the  invitation  to  respond  to  this  sentiment,  and 
yet  I  approach  it  with  considerable  embarassment.  I  felt  something  as 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Jackson  did,  there  is  somewhat  of  a  feeling  of  'What 
the  deuce'  was  I  invited  for?  I  felt  different  from  you.  What  could  I 
do  with  the  invitation?  I  could  hardly  dare  to  refuse,  because  it  in- 
volved others;  if  I  accept  it,  involves  myself.  While  on  the  one  hand 
it  looked  very  pleasant,  yet,  on  the  other  hand  it  looked  large  and 
formidable." 

Dr.  Keene  stated  that  he  and  his  associates  felt  very  much  in- 
debted to  the  State  society  for  the  interest  it  had  taken  in  their  work, 
and  only  wished  that  the  Society  were  more  easy  of  access,  so  that  we 
might  drop  in  often.     Those  who  are  interested  in  autopsies  would  have 
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a  grand  opportunity  of  making  examinations  at  the  state  institutions. 
There  is  no  place  where  you  can  study  phrenology  as  you  can  in  the 
asylum.  The  contiguity  of  our  institutions  affords  an  opportunity  to 
study  the  heriditary  developments  of  alcoholism,  tuberculosis  and  the 
general  human  pathology.  In  the  boys'  school  every  boy  examined, 
naked,  in  the  presence  of  two  and  sometimes  three  or  four  and  we  have 
the  results  of  our  examination  on  file  for  study  and  reference.  I  trust 
we  shall  see  more  of  you  and  exhibit  for  your  study  the  multiplicity  of 
material  we  have  on  hand. 


The  influence  of  environment  is  more  or  less  felt  and  exhibited  by  men  of  all 
callings,  perhaps  quite  as  much  so  by  physicians  as  by  any  other  class.  Whether 
city  or  country,  be  the  preferable  location  for  a  doctor  may  admit  of  a  question. 
I  give  you 

"  URBS   AND    SUBURBS    IN    MEDICINE." 

Responded  to  by  Dr.  Burge  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

The  doctor  expressed  himself  as  being  glad  to  be  here  and  revive  old 
associations,  as  he  was  a  Rhode  Islander  before  many  of  those  present 
were  born.  The  invitation  to  respond  to  this  toast  was  read  by  my  wife 
at  the  breakfast  table  as  "Herbs  and  Medicine,"  and  I  thought  it  was  a 
curious  subject..  Afterwards  I  found  it  was  "Herbs  and  Sub-herbs," 
and  then  I  suppused  I  was  taken  for  an  electric  doctor,  and  I  felt  a 
little  sensitive  on  that  point,  but  I  soon  came  to  understand  that  it  was 
"Urbs  and  Sub-urbs"  and  the  reason  for  it,  that  your  whole  state  con- 
stituted a  "suburb." 

The  advantage  a  city  doctor  has  is  the  ready  access  to  literature  and 
hospitals,  while  the  country  doctor  has  more  leisure  for  reading  and  not 
the  temptations  for  amusement  that  the  city  physician  has.  He  is  not 
so  liable  to  have  his  time  frittered  away  by  outside  attractions.

Female  Hospital  Case. — L.  O'B.,  aged  39;  nativity,  Mississippi: 
occupation,  prostitute;  admitted  into  Female  Hospital  in  March,    1894. 

Family  history  could  not  be  obtained.  She  was'  suffering  from 
severe  vaginal  inflammation  and  chancroids  on  posterior  vaginal  wall 
from  cervix  to  labia,  underlaid  with  deep  scar  tissue.  She  states  that 
she  contracted  chancroids  eight  years  ago  and  has  had  them  ever  since. 
She  has  no  history  or  evidence  of  syphilis,  and  the  deep  scar  tissue  in- 
dicated that  the  chancroids  have  maintained  their  locality. 

CHRONIC     PELVIC     PERITONITIS. 

M.  M.,  single;  age  23;  occupation,  servant;  was  admitted  April  23, 
1894.  Family  history  ;  father  living  and  in  good  health  ;  mother  died 
thirteen  years  since,  cause  unknown.

Individual  history  :  Patient  was  never  sick  before.  Gave  birth  to  a 
child  two  years  before.     Habits  temperate 

Present  illness :  Contracted  a  cold  about  two  months  ago,  followed 
by  severe  cough,  pain  in  abdomen  and  severe  headache.  When  ad- 
mitted into  hospital  she  assumed  constantly  the  dorsal  position  ;  counte- 
nance apathetic  and  indifferent ;  skin  clean  ;   appetite  lost ;  bowels  regu-

lar  ;  tongue  coated  ;   urine  highly  colored  and  causes  burning  in  passage. 
Had  not  menstruated  for  two  months.     Has  constant  headache. 

Physical  examination:     Pulse  too;  respiration  24  ;  temperature  nor 
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mal.     General  tenderness  over  abdomen,  lessened  by  flexion  of   thighs. 
No  vaginal  trouble.     Uterus  adherent — fixed. 

Treatment :  Hot  poultices  over  abdomen  and  dovers  powders  to  re- 
lieve tenderness  and  pain,  and  given  the  following  reconstructive  tonic  : 

R     Codliver  Glycerine §viij 

Nux  Vom.  Tr 5ij 

M.  Sig.     Teaspoonful  every  four  or  five  hours. 

Patient  was  discharged,  much  improved. 

PHAGADENIC  CHANCROIDS. 

A.  H.,  aged  25,  a  seamstress,  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  April  3rd, 
1894.  She  had,  she  said,  been  infected  some  three  weeks  before  and 
had  used  vaseline.  Examination  revealed  extensive-phagadenic  chanc- 
roids as  shown  in  Figs.  2  and  3.  The  parts  were  thoroughly  cleansed 
and   dried  ;    pure   carbolic    acid  was   then  applied  and  the  sores  dusted

with  iodoform.  At  the  next  clinic,  two  days  later,  the  patient  was  much 
improved,  the  swelling  of  the  labia  had  subsided  to  some  extent  and 
most  of  the  sores  looked  healthy..  Those  which  did  not  were  again 
smeared  with  pure  carbolic  acid  and  dusted  with  iodoform.  Under  this 
treatment  the  patient  steadily  improved  and  was  finally  discharged, 
fully  recovered. —  Courier  of  Medicine, 
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TWO   HERNIOTOMIES  IN  A  CHILD  UNDER  FIVE  YEARS 
OF  AGE— BASSINI'S  METHOD.

Dr.  Millikeii  reports  in  the  Medical  Record  the  ease  of  a  child  under 
five  years  of  age,  upon  whom  he  had  done  a  herniotoni}^  in  June,  1893, 
for  the  cure  of  a  left  oblique  inguinial  congenital  hernia,  after  the  method 
of  Bassini,  or  better  known  as  the  reconstruction  of  the  canal  by  bring- 
ing together  the  shelving  process  of  Poupart's  ligament  and  the  con- 
joined tendons,  posterior  to  the  cord  structures,  with  interrupted  sutures 
of  kangaroo  tendon. 

The  obliquity  of  the  inguinal  canal  was  reestablished,  by  suturing 
the  aponeurosis  of  the  external  oblique,  which  had  been  previously 
divided  by  a  continuous  suture  of  the  same  material.  The  skin  wound 
was  closed  with  interrupted  catgut,  and  no  drainage  was  employed. 
The  wound  healed  primarily  under  one  dressing,  which  was  changed 
on  the  tenth  day.  The  patient  was  kept  quiet  for  three  weeks,  so  as  to 
ensure  union  of  the  deep  structures,  where  a  specially  prepared  suture 
material  was  used. 

One  year  later  he  operated  upon  the  hernia  of  the  right  side  which 
was  acquired,  and  the  only  difference  in  the  technique,  from  the  opera- 
tion on  the  left  side,  was  the  total  extirpation  of  the  sac.  The  second 
wound  healed  as  satisfactorily  as  did  the  first,  and  the  same  instruc- 
tions were  given. 

The  author,  who  has  had  a  large  experience  in  the  treatment  of 
hernia  at  the  Hospital  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  and  at  the  New  York 
Polyclinic,  particularly  with  Bassini 's  method,  concludes  as  folio ws : 

First — When  any  diffculty  is  met  with  in  the  mechanical  treatment 
the  radical  operation  should  be  performed,  even  in  3'oung  children. 

Second — If,  after  six  months  or  a  year,  the  truss  has  been  steadily 
worn,  and  there  still  exists  a  flabby  or  weakened  condition  of  the  in- 
guinal region,  the  operation  is  also  indicated. 

Third — The  risk  of  operating  on  children,  where  strict  asepsis  is 
observed,  is  little,  if  any,  more  than  in  adult. 

Fourth — The  chances  for  a  radical  cure  in  children  are  greater  than 
in  adults,  because  of  the  more  perfect  reparative  process  at  that  age. 

Fifth — The  reconstruction  of  the  canal  is  par  excellence,  the  opera- 
tion, and,  as  shown  by  Bassini 's  statistics,  has  stood  the  test  of  time. 

Sixth — To  obtain  the  best  results  a  great  deal  depends  upon  the  sur- 
gical technique  and  the  suture  material  employed. 
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Seventh — Drainage  should  not  be  employed,  if  the  surgeon  is  careful 
to  observe  the  modern  rules  of  cleanliness  ;  for  if  the  wound  is  infected 
during  the  operation,  it  must  heal  by  granulation,  and  the  drainage 
tube  is  always  an  additional  source  of  danger. 

Eighth — After  primary  and  complete  union  of  the  whole  wound,  no 
truss  is  necessary.

An  excellent  modern  solution  of  the  sewage  problem  has  been  con- 
ceived and  tested  by  the  enterprising  manager  of  the  Narragansett 
Brewery  ol  Providence.  They  recently  erected  a  pumping  station 
close  to  the  plant  which  takes  all  the  sewage  from  the  brewery  and  sur- 
rounding buildings  and  pumps  it  into  a  strip  of  land  situated  about  one- 
quarter  of  a  mile  away.  Here  the  sewage  is  deposited  into  a  reservoir, 
from  which  it  is  distributed  over  the  land  by  a  system  of  pipes.  The 
fourteen  acres  of  land  in  this  strip  are  under  the  superintendence  of 
Messrs.  J.  G.  Field  and  William  Hilken,  and  early  in  the  spring,  fully 
a  month  before  any  others  had  a  crop,  they  had  the  finest  yield  of  let- 
tuce,  beets,  celery,  cabbage,  peas,  asparagus,  potatoes  and  sweet  corn 
anywhere  to  be  seen  in  this  vicinity.  They  have  had  three  hundred 
bushels  of  peas  to  the  acre.  This  highly  successful  plan  of  disposing  of 
sewage  originated  in  the  alert  mind  of  Manager  Possner  of  the  Brewery 
in  1892,  and  in  1893  a  very  fine  crop  was  obtained  from  the  land.  The 
crop  of  1894  has  surpassed  that  of  1893,  however,  and  with  the  judi- 
cious management  that  is  now  being  brought  to  bear,  still  better  results 
may  be  anticipated.  Mr.  Possner  formerly  had  the  sewage  drawn  off 
into  the  trenches,  but  he  found  this  to  be  on  many  accounts  an  objec- 
tionable method  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  as  well  as  from  the  con- 
sideration of  expense  and  changed  to  the  method  just  described.  This 
method  has  yielded  a  large  profit  on  the  investment,  besides  being  other- 
wise gratifying.  Mr.  Possner  has  thus  demonstrated  the  possibility  of 
disposing  of  sewage  in  a  most  advantageous  manner.  The  method  he 
has  instituted  certainly  has  points  of  decided  superiority,  as  has  been 
amply  proved  by  the  use  of  a  similar  system  now  in  operation  in  the 
cities  of  Berlin,  Germany,  Birmingham,  England,  and  elsewhere.  The 
sewage  problem  is  still  an  important  one,  and  comes  home  with  force  to 
the  minds  of  physicians  especially,  as  they,  better  than  any  others, 
know  the  evils  of  bad  sewage  systems.  All  physicians  who  are  inter- 
ested in  this  subject  would  do  well  to  make  an  early  inspection  of  Mr. 
Possner' s  excellent  system.

This  action  has  been  taken  on  the  ground  that  the  practice  leads  to 
criminal  negligence  of  the  proper  care  of  children,  and  is  to  that  extent 
prejudicial  to  public  health.

MEETING  OF  Medical.  Publishers. — The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Medical  Publishers'  Association  occurred  at  Hot  Springs,  Va.,  on  August  13th  and 
14th,  and  proved  a  most  profitable  and  happy  event,  many  of   the    members   being 
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accompanied  by  their  ladies,  who  enjoyed  the  pretty  scenery  and  lent  a  graceful 
charm  to  the  occasion.  An  overland  trip  to  Cold  Springs  comprised  a  pleasant 
feature  of  the  first  day.  After  the  transaction  of  the  usual  routine  business,  the 
President,  Dr.  Landon  B.  Edwards,  read  an  able  paper  on  "Advertising  and  Adver- 
tising Agencies,"  which  was  well  received  and  ordered  printed.  The  reports  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  examined,  and  the  finances  of  the  Association  found 
to  be  in  good  condition.  Thirteen  application  for  membership  were  presented  and 
acted  upon  favorably.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  investigate  the  laws  of 
different  states  governing  charters  of  incorporated  bodies,  and  report  at  the  next 
meeting.

Upon  motion,  it  was  decided  that  all 
annual  meetings  hereafter  should  be  held  just  prior  to  the  sessions  of  the  Americrn 
Medical  Association,  the  next  meeting  being  set  for  Monday,  June  5,  1985  at  9  a.m.- 
i:i  the  Utah  House.  Baltimore,  Md. 


A  curious  case,  showing  what  the  human  body  will  tolerate,  is  reported  by  Mr. 
Frederick  Eve  of  the  London  Hospital.  In  a  man  suffering  from  intestinal  obstruc- 
tion, on  making  abdominal  section  the  ilium  was  found  to  be  perforated  in  one 
place  by  a  square  piece  of  tin,  and  in  another  place  by  a  metal  hook.  On  the  post 
mortem  examination  of  the  case,  which  resulted  fatally,  the  bowel  was  found  com- 
pletely clogged  by  foreign  bodies.  Among  the  collection  were  found  forty  pieces 
of  cork,  thirty  pieces  of  double  tin  foil,  nine  pennies,  one  iron  ring,  ten  or  twelve 
pieces  of  clay  pipe  stemps,  three  pieces  of  leather  and  several  pieces  of  string, 
with  sundry  other  articles.  The  man,  it  would  appear,  had  for  some  time  earned 
his  living  by  eating  these  indigestible  and  unnutritious  articles.

CHEKAN 

IN  THE  TREATMENT  OF 

WINTER  COUGH. 


Dr.  Murrell,  of  the  Royal  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the 
Chest,  London,  states  as  follows:

Our  facilities  for  securing  crude  drugs  of  first  quality  are  unequalled;  our  processes  of 
manufacture  are  the  latest  and  best  approved;  and  the  highest  degree  of  skill  is  employed 
at  every  stage.  Wherever  the  nature  of  the  drug  will  permit,  the  strength  of  every  pre- 
paration is  determined  by  repeated  assays,  from  the  acceptance  of  the  crude  material  to 
the  finishing  of  the  product  for  the  pharmacist's  shelves.  Under  other  conditions  the 
product  is  made  to  conform  to  some  physiological  or  other  recognized  test  to  ascertain  its 
therapeutic  efficiency. 

B.  We  do  not  market  any  preparation  protected  by  copyright,  patent,  or  trade-mark,  or 
by  concealed  or  misrepresented  formula. 

Please  apply  to  us  for  literature  fully  explaining  the  distinction  between  these  several 
classes  of  proprietary  preparations,  and  demonstrating  their  respective  objectionable 
features.

Basing  our  claims  to  the  consideration  of  the  physician  and  pharmacist  upon  the  foregoing

Dr.  MuRREiviv,  of  the  Royal  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  London, 

states  as  follows  : 

"  Myrtus  Chekan  I  have  tested  in  fifteen  cases  of  Chronic  Bronchitis,  all 
the  patients  with  one  exception  being  men.

On 
physical  examination  of  the  chest,  emphysema  was  detected,  with  or  with- 
out a  little  rhonchus  of  the  bases  behind.  They  were,,  in  fact,  ordinary 
cases  of  common  -winter-cough,  The  Fluid  Extract  of  Chekan  was  ordered 
in  two-drachm  doses  in  a  little  water  every  four  hours,  the  dose  usually  being 
increased  at  the  expiration  of  a  week  to  half  an  ounce.  The  medicine  was 
always  taken  without  difficulty.

digitalin  of  the  Codex  be  specified,  for 
there  are  other  digitalins  —  the  crystal- 
ued  digitalin  of  the  Codex,  for  example, 
whc'i  may  not  be  prescribed  without 
danger  in  a  dose  beyond  one  milli- 
grame.  Adding  to  this  the  fact  that,  if 
the  physician  specifies  nothing,  the 
pharmacist  .must  supply  the  chlorofor- 
mic amorphous  digitalin  of  the  Codex, 
what,  then,  will  be  the  result?  Fearing 
to  prescribe  a  toxic  dose,  we  risk  the 
giving  of  a  quantity  inadequate  to  the 
purpose  in  view. 

"All  physicians  are  aware  that,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  rapid  and  energetic 
action,  it  is  often  necessary  to  skirt  the 
boundaries  of  toxicity.  A  physician 
cannot  possibly,  however,  have  access 
to  his  formulary  every  time  he  is  called 
upoii  to  prescribe  a  dangerous  medica- 
ment ;  the  same  hesitation  arises  at 
.each  prescription  of  a  very  active  sub- 
stance, unless  he  confines  himself  to 
the  use  of  several  drugs  comprising  his 
daily  routine. 

"With  this  Diurnule  method  all  dan- 
gerous medicaments  are  so  divided  that, 
however  toxic,  the  maximum  dose  to  be 


given  to  an  adult  in  24  hours  shall  be 
exactly  divided  into  12  doses.  For  ex- 
ample, the  maximum  dose  of  chloro- 
formic amorphous  digitalin  of  the  Codex 
being  1  1-2  milligrammes,  the  12  Diur- 
nules together  will  contain  1  1-2  milli- 
grammes. For  crystalized  digitalin  of 
the  Codex,  of  which  the  maximum  dose 
in  24  hours  is  one  inilligramme,  each 
Diurnule  should  contain  one-twelfth  of 
one  inilligramme,  in  such  manner  that, 
if  the  physician  wishes  to  prescribe  the 
maximum  dose  to  be  divided  amongst 
the  24  hours,  he  will  prescribe  one 
Diurnule  every  2  hours,  or  two  Diur- 
nules every  4  hours,  or  three  Diurnules 
every  6  hours,  etc.  If  it  be  desired  at 
the  outset  to  give  the  maximum  dose, 
in  certain  urgent  cases  which  the  physi- 
sian  will  alone  be  able  to  judge,  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  the  patient  or  of  the 
malady,  the  12  Diurnules  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  a  single  dose. 

"  There  will  thus  be  no  inconvenience 
arising  from  the  voluntary  or  involun- 
tary substitution  of  one  digitalin  for 
another ;  the  dosage  of  each  being  in 
proportion  to  its  activity,  and  consist- 
ing of  one-twelfth  the  maximum  dose, 
which  will  always  represent  the  same 
action. 

"  The  physician  will  no  longer  have 
to  exert  his  memory  to  recall  the  max- 
imum dose  of  such  and  such  a  medica- 
ment ;  he  will  have  to  remember  only 
the  figure  12— the  duodecimal."

For  ex- 
ample, the  maximum  dose  of  chloro- 
formic  amorphous  digitalin  of  the  Codex 
being  1  1-2  milligrammes,  the  12  Diur- 
nules together  will  contain  1  1-2  milli- 
grammes. For  crystal ized  digitalin  of 
the  Codex,  of  which  the  maximum  dose 
in  24  hours  is  one  milligramme,  tach 
Diurnule  should  contain  one-twelfth  of 
one  milligramme,  in  such  manner  that, 
if  the  physician  wishes  to  prescribe  the

ized  digitalin  of  the  Codex,  for  example, 
which  may  not  be  prescribed  without 
danger  in^  a  dose  beyond  one  inilli- 
grame.  Adding  to  this  the  fact  that,  if 
the  phvsician  specifies  nothing,  the 
pharmacist  must  supply  the  chlorofor- 
mic amorphous  digitalin  of  the  Codex, 
what,  then,  will  be  the  result  ?  Fearing 
to  prescribe  a  toxic  dose,  we  risk  the 
giving  of  a  quantity  inadequate  to  the 
purpose  in  view. 

"All  phvsicians  are  aware  that,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  rapid  and  energetic 
action,  it  is  often  necessary  to  skirt  the 
boundaries  of  toxicity.  A  physician 
cannot  possibly,  however,  have  access 
to  his  formulary  every  time  he  is  called 
upon  to  prescribe  a  dangerous  medica- 
ment ;  the  same  hesitation  arises  at 
each  prescription  of  a  very  active  sub- 
stance, unless  he  confines  himself  to 
the  use  of  several  drugs  comprising  his 
dailv  routine. 

"With  this  Diurnule  method  all  dan- 
gerous medicaments  are  so  divided  that, 
however  toxic,  the  maximum  dose  to  be
